Chatham,  Mass. 
January  11,  1955 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

The  year  1954  showed  a  steady  increase  in  building  con- 
struction. It  is  apparent  to  us  that  dwellings  erected  were 
of  a  much  higher  type  of  construction  than  those  erected 
during  the  war  period  and  several  years  after.  There  has 
been  a  general  improvement  in  buildings  constructed  in  sub- 
divisions and  it  is  of  great  satisfaction  to  us  to  know  that 
there  has  been  more  civic  pride  shown  among  the  inhabi- 
tants in  the  improvements  made  to  their  property. 

The  following  roads  were  completed  during  the  year: 
Cockle  Cove  Road,  Tobey  Turtle  Road,  Harding's  Lane,  Vine- 
yard Avenue  and  Hitching  Post  Road.  These  roads  were  the 
uncompleted  roads  listed  in  our  report  of  1953. 

All  roads,  coming  under  the  authority  of  the  Selectmen 
under  Chapter  90,  to  be  rebuilt  or  reconditioned  were  carried 
out  to  our  satisfaction. 

We  are  asking  the  Town  to  appropriate  $5,000.00,  to  be 
used  with  $15,000.00  of  State  and  County  monies,  to  finish 
resurfacing  Main  Street  from  Chatham  Bars  Avenue  to  Old 
Harbor  Road.  This  will  complete  the  long  range  program 
started  several  years  ago  when  work  began  at  Main  Street, 
Queen  Anne  Road  and  extended  via  Stage  Harbor  Road  and 
Bridge  Street,  to  the  corner  of  Main  Street  and  Shore  Road, 
then  following  Main  Street  to  the  junction  of  Old  Harbor 
Road,  Stage  Harbor  Road  and  Main  Street. 
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Article  41  of  the  1953  Warrant,  whereby  the  Selectmen 
were  authorized  to  purchase  land  on  Main  Street  for  the 
construction  of  a  parking  area,  was  carried  out  and  a  parking 
area  to  accommodate  135  cars  was  made  available  to  the 
public.  The  parking  area  was  filled  on  most  occasions  which 
made  a  decided  improvement  to  the  traffic  conditions  on 
Main  Street. 

At  the  time  of  making  this  report,  no  word  has  been 
received  from  the  estate  of  Avis  A.  M.  Chase,  pertaining  to 
the  bequests  of  her  will  to  the  Town  of  Chatham.  We  are  to 
receive  $25,000.00  in  trust  and  a  parcel  of  land  on  Cross  Street 
to  be  known  as  the  Chase  Park.  We  are  in  hopes  that  this 
bequest  will  be  coming  soon  and  this  matter  will  be  cleared 
up. 

The  Selectmen  issued  125  building  permits  under  our 
previous  Permit  By-Law.  Under  the  Protective  By-Law 
adopted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1953  we  issued  102 
permits.  Total  number  of  permits  issued  for  1954  were  227, 
which  amounted  to  $866,155.00  in  construction  costs.  It  is 
estimated  that  our  additional  building  assessments  will  be 
approximately  $600,000.00  due  to  the  construction  covered  by 
the  permits  in  1954. 

Your  Selectmen  had  several  meetings  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Appeal  Board.  We  have  all  co-operated  in  an 
effort  to  clarify  the  function  of  each  individual  board  for 
better  handling  of  the  problems  that  confronted  us,  and  we 
believe  that  all  these  departments  have  functioned  in  a  most 
able  manner. 

We  were  forced  to  reject  18  Building  Applications  which 
then  went  to  the  Appeal  Board  for  a  variance.  These  were 
then  taken  under  advisement  and  ruled  on. 

We  have  disposed  of  all  damage  claims  arising  from  emi- 
nent domain  takings,  with  the  exception  of  Eleanor  B.  Line- 
nan  who  has  filed  a  petition  for  an  assessment  of  land  dam- 
ages against  the  Town  in  Superior  Court. 

The  Town  of  Chatham  was  advanced  $11,814.00  of  Federal 
Funds  pursuant  to  Title  #5  of  the  War  Mobilization  Act  of 
1944  for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  cost  of  plans  and  speci- 
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fications  for  the  Memorial  Building  and  School.  The  Town 
rejected  the  first  set  of  plans  and  specifications  prepared  for 
this  building  and  made  no  use  of  them.  The  Federal  author- 
ities claimed  similarity  to  later  plans  and  specifications 
adopted  by  the  Town  and,  of  course,  started  action  to  recover 
the  amount  loaned  us,  After  long  litigation  and  many  con- 
ferences, Assistant  United  States  Attorney,  W.  Langdon 
Powers,  and  our  law  firm  Goodwin,  Proctor  &  Hoar,  it  was 
decided  the  government  would  withdraw  its  claim.  This 
closed  the  case  and  the  Town  was  freed  from  the  claim  of 
the  United  States  Government  in  the  amount  of  $11,814.00. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  have  recently  let  con- 
tracts for  the  dredging  of  Aunt  Lydia's  Cove,  Ryder's  Cove 
and  also  the  sidewalk  project  at  West  Chatham. 

Work  under  Chapter  90 — Main  Street  has  also  been  let 
by  contract.  This  pertains  to  the  widening  of  certain  sections 
and  the  construction  of  a  drainage  system,  which  will  be 
started  in  the  early  Spring. 

We  feel  that  Harding's  Beach  should  be  turned  over  to 
the  Park  Commissioners,  with  the  hope  that  the  Town  will 
extend  the  parking  area  as  proposed  in  an  article  appearing 
in  the  Town  Warrant.  This  is  the  major  project  worked  out 
for  the  promotion  of  our  recreation  facilities,  having  in  mind 
that  beaches  are  one  of  the  greatest  assets  to  the  community. 

Wherein  it  does  not  come  within  the  authority  of  the 
Selectmen  to  make  a  report  on  the  Cut-through  at  the  end 
of  Stage  Harbor;  we  want  to  tell  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Chatham  that  we  have  met  with  the  Committee  on  several 
occasions.  We  have  been  to  the  site  with  the  Committee,  the 
Engineers  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  U.S. 
Army  Engineers  in  an  effort  to  offer  any  suggestions  or  help. 

We  feel,  as  the  Committee  does,  that  if  there  is  a  solution 
which  will  keep  the  Cut-through  open,  and  prevent  the  sand 
from  filling  up  Stage  Harbor,  we  would  be  willing  to  go  along 
with  it.  There  has  never  been  a  satisfactory  solution  to  this 
problem  thus  far. 
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Our  first  thoughts  in  the  matter  were  that  this  Cut- 
through  should  be  completely  stopped  up,  and  we  felt  that 
the  loss  of  Stage  Harbor  by  the  filling  of  sand  was  a  great 
loss  to  the  Community,  and  that  Stage  Harbor  should  be 
dredged  out,  the  sand  used  to  fill  the  Cut,  and  Stage  Harbor 
brought  back  to  its  original  state. 

You  can  all  remember  when  there  were  50  or  60  boats 
fishing  for  scallops  within  this  harbor.  You  can  all  remember 
when  there  were  large  Quahaug  beds  in  the  area,  both  at  the 
East  end  of  the  harbor,  and  on  Island  Flat.  You  can  all  re- 
member when  the  Oyster  beds  in  Oyster  River  were  free  from 
the  moving  of  sand,  but  are  now  being  stifled  by  this  action. 

We  felt  that  Stage  Harbor  belonged  to  the  people  and 
their  descendents  that  derived  their  income  from  this  lucra- 
tive shellfish  industry.  Chatham  has  passed  many  prosperous 
winters  by  income  derived  from  this  industry,  and,  by  the 
restoring  of  Stage  Harbor  to  its  original  state,  this  industry 
could  be  returned  to  the  people  who  are  rightfully  entitled 
to  it. 

This,  we  felt  was  one  of  the  harbors  which  has  made 
Chatham.  We  felt  that  we  should  keep  our  town  and  water- 
ways as  near  to  its  original  state  as  possible;  we  have  never 
been  quite  satisfied  to  see  this  taken  away  from  us  because 
of  the  convenience  to  a  few  summer  residents  and  small  craft 
owners.  On  the  other  hand,  we  realize  it  is  a  convenience 
for  them.  However,  we  still  feel  whether  a  sand  dike  is  erected 
or  not,  Stage  Harbor  must  be  kept  a  harbor  and  free  from  the 
future  filling  of  sand.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

In  the  three  categories  of  assistance  in  which  the  Federal 
and  State  Governments  participate  with  the  Town,  viz.  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  and  Disability 
Assistance,  a  total  of  $53,479.30  was  spent.  $22,372.64  was 
Federal  Money,  $22,038.87  was  State  Money  and  the  balance 
$9,067.79  was  Town  Money. 

Of  this  amount  of  money,  outside  of  the  ordinary  budget 
items  such  as  food,  clothing,  rent,  lights  and  personal  needs, 
a  total  sum  of  $12,701.53  was  spent  as  follows:

Our  expenditures  in  all  categories  of  Assistance  were 
much  the  same  as  expended  in  1953.  However,  there  will  be 
balances  which  will  be  turned  back  to  the  Town  for  1954. 

$3,531.75  was  recovered  under  the  lien  provision  of  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  law  in  1954. 

In  1955  we  are  asking  for  $42,000.00  which  is  $1,500.00 
more  than  appropriated  in  1954.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
February  15,  1954 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:19  A.M.  by  the 
Moderator,  Igo  W.  Toabe,  a  quorum  being  present.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Smith.  The  Town  Clerk 
then  read  the  Warrant. 

The  articles  in  the  Warrant  had  been  printed  in  pamphlet 
form  and  included  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Frank  C.  Dill,  J.  Warren  Sampson,  Cyrus  F.  Baker  and 
Irving  C.  Henderson  were  appointed  tellers  and  sworn  to  office 
by  the  Moderator. 

Voted:  That  this  meeting  adopt  the  following  resolution: 
That  the  chair  shall  not  entertain  a  motion  to  indefinitely 
postpone  action  on  any  of  the  articles  of  the  Warrant. 

Article  2.  Voted:  That  it  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Selectmen  to  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Article  3.  A  report  was  made  on  the  public  hearing  held 
by  the  Chatham  Planning  Board  on  proposed  protective  by- 
law at  this  time.  The  Protective  By-Law  Committee  also  at 
this  time  recommended  amendments  which  were  acted  upon 
under  Article  47. 

Voted:  That  the  reports  of  all  Town  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees be  received,  and  that  the  Committee  on  the  cut- 
through  be  instructed  to  continue  as  voted  on  in  the  last 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  It  was  voted  to  accept  Planning  Board 
report,  also  that  of  the  Protective  By-Law  Committee. 
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Article  4.  Voted:  That  the  Town  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of 
the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1954  and  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew 
any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than 
one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws.

Harding,  Susan  A.  Eldridge,  Michael  A.  Cerella  et  ux,  and 
Roy  F.  Perkins  et  ux  thence  westerly  over  the  property  of  Roy 
F.  Perkins  et  ux,  Samuel  Elias,  Robert  C.  Tompkins,  Louis  R. 
Bressler  and  Samuel  Scott  et  ux  and  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $564.00  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  by  purchase 
or  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  the  land,  easements  and 
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rights  therein  and  to  place  the  same  in  proper  condition,  this 
motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  Yes  95,  No  97,  a  2/3  vote  being 
required.

side,  westward,  Picture  4007,  this  motion  was  lost. 

The  previous  question  was  voted. 

On  the  Motion  on  the  By-Law  as  amended;  That  the 
Town  vote  to  accept  and  adopt  a  Protective  By-Law  as  set 
forth  in  Article  47  of  this  Warrant,  the  vote  was  Yes  150, 
No  120. 

The  amended  Protective  By-Law  as  thus  voted  is  as 
follows:

A-3  All  that  area  Northerly  of  Water  Street,  and  Water 
Street  extended  West  to  Mill  Pond,  Westerly  and  South- 
westerly of  Main  Street  and  Queen  Anne  Road,  Southerly 
of  the  State  Highway  to  a  point  opposite  George  Ryder's 
Road,  1,100  feet  West  of  Barn  Hill  Road,  and  South- 
westerly from  a  point  opposite  George  Ryder's  Road 
to  the  Easterly  line  of  Town-owned  Beach  at  the  end  of 
Ridgevale  Road;  EXCEPTING  those  sections  designated 
as  Business  Areas  B-l,  B-4  and  B-6  of  Section  1  (B). 
A-4  All  that  area  Northerly  of  Main  Street,  Westerly 
and  Southerly  of  Shore  Road,  and  Easterly  of  Old  Harbor 
Road;  EXCEPTING  that  Section  designated  as  Business 
Area  B-l,  of  Section  1  (B). 

A-5  All  that  area  Westerly  of  Old  Harbor  Road,  South- 
westerly of  Orleans  Road,  Southerly  of  Stony  Hill  Road, 
Easterly  of  Crowell  Road,  Northerly  of  Depot  Road; 
EXCEPTING  those  sections  designated  as  Business  Areas 
B-3  and  B-5  of  Section  1  (B). 

A-6  All  that  area  Westerly  of  Old  Harbor  Road,  200  feet 
in  depth,  between  a  line  200  feet  Southerly  of  Depot  Road 
and  a  line  373  feet  Southerly  of  a  Massachusetts  Highway 
Bound  at  the  start  of  the  curve  at  the  intersection  of 
Old  Harbor  Road  and  Main  Street. 
A-7  All  that  area  in  South  Chatham  Southerly  of  the 
State  Highway,  Southwesterly  and  Southerly  of  Mill 
Creek  Road,  and  Westerly  of  Mill  Creek;  EXCEPTING 
that  section  designated  as  Business  Area  B-7,  of  Section 
1  (B). 

A-8  All  that  area  in  West  and  South  Chatham  South- 
erly of  the  State  Highway,  Westerly  of  a  line  from  a  point 
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opposite  George  Ryder's  Road,  running  Southwesterly  to 
the  Easterly  line  of  Town-owned  Beach  at  the  end  of 
Ridgevale  Road,  and  Easterly  of  Mill  Creek  Road  and 
Mill  Creek. 

A-9  All  that  area  in  South  Chatham  extending  North- 
erly 600  feet  from  the  State  Highway  and  Westerly  of 
Meeting  House  Road  (Route  137). 

(B)  The  Business  District  shall  include  the  following  areas 
of  the  Town: 

B-l  CHATHAM:  Both  sides  of  Main  Street  from  Stage 
Harbor  Road,  and  Old  Harbor  Road,  to  a  point  500  feet 
Easterly  of  Homestead  Lane,  with  a  depth  of  150  feet 
on  each  side  of  Main  Street. 

B-2  CHATHAM:  Southerly  of  Main  Street  for  a  depth 
of  150  feet,  from  the  intersection  of  Main  Street  with 
Stage  Harbor  Road,  Westerly  to  the  intersection  of  Main 
Street  wTith  Queen  Anne  Road  opposite  Crowell  Road. 
Between  Main  Street  and  Depot  Road.  Old  Harbor  Road 
marking  the  Easterly  line  of  this  area;  EXCEPTING 
that  section  designated  as  Residential  Area  A-6  of  Sec- 
tion 1  (A). 

B-3  CHATHAM:  Northerly  side  of  Depot  Road,  with  a 
depth  of  200  feet,  from  Old  Harbor  Road  to  Crowell 
Road;  EXCEPTING  that  portion  of  the  Seaside  and 
Methodist  Cemeteries  as  is  included  herein. 

B-4  CHATHAM:  Both  sides  of  State  Highway  for  a 
distance  of  700  feet  measured  Westerly  from  Crowell 
Road,  with  a  depth  of  200  feet. 

B-5  CHATHAMPORT:  Southerly  side  of  the  State 
Highway  from  a  point  300  feet  Easterly  of  Stony  Hill 
Road  and  extending  Westerly  to  a  point  4  10  miles  West 
of  Stony  Hill  Road,  with  a  depth  of  400  feet. 
B-6  WEST  CHATHAM:  Southerly  side  of  the  State 
Highway  from  a  point  200  feet  Easterly  of  Barn  Hill 
Road  and  extending  Westerly  to  a  point  1.100  feet  West- 
erly of  Barn  Hill  Road,  with  a  depth  of  200  feet. 
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B-7  SOUTH  CHATHAM:  South  side  of  State  Highway, 
between  Pleasant  Street  and  Mill  Creek  Road,  with  a 
depth  of  200  feet. 

(C)  The  UNRESTRICTED  DISTRICT  shall  include  all  re- 
maining areas  of  the  Town.

(c)  The  minimum  area  of  lots  in  all  future  sub- divisions 
shall  not  be  less  than  10,000  square  feet,  unless  a  parcel 
of  land  presently  owned  shall  contain  more  than  10,000 
square  feet  and  less  than  20,000  square  feet,  in  which 
event  the  owner  may  sub-divide  into  not  more  than  two 
lots  upon  approval  of  the  Planning  Board.

SECTION  4.    NON-CONFORMING  USES:

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(c)  The  pursuit  of  fishing  and/or  shellfishing  as  the 
same  has  been  heretofore  conducted  in  the  Town  of  Chat- 
ham shall  not  be  restricted  in  any  of  the  Districts  of  the 
Town  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

SECTION  5.  ADMINISTRATION: 

(a)  Board  of  Appeals:  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Ap- 
peals of  five  members,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  said 
Board  to  act  in  accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chapter 
40,  25-30B  and  subsequent  amendments  thereto. 

(b)  This  By-Law  shall  be  administered  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

(c)  The  invalidity  of  any  Section  or  provision  of  this 
By-Law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  Section  or  provi- 
sion thereof. 

This  By-Law  has  become  effective  by  reason  of  the  failure 
of  the  Attorney  General  to  act  within  90  days  in  accordance 
with  the  Acts  of  1952,  Chapter  337.

Voted:  That  the  Town  accepts  check  in  the 
amount  of  $500.00  received  from  Mrs.  Phyllis  G.  Cox  and  ap- 
propriates the  same  for  the  purpose  of  landscaping  around 
the  Depot  Building  on  Depot  Road,  said  sum  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  52.  Voted:  That  the  Town  instruct  the  Modera- 
tor to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members,  said  committee 
to  investigate  into  and  to  report  their  findings  to  the  Town 
not  later  than  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  on  the  matter 
of  taking  all  action  necessary  to  the  Town  acquiring  the 
water  supply  system  of  the  Chatham  Water  Company  and 
operating  the  same  as  provided  in  the  Acts  of  1926,  Chapter 
346,  Paragraph  9;  and  to  taking  all  action  possible  to  revise 
terms  of  the  Town's  contract  with  the  Chatham  Water  Com- 
pany, and  any  renewals  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  to  insure 
extension  of  fire  protection  and  expansion  of  private  service; 
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and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  to  defray  the 
expense  of  said  committee,  including  the  cost  of  expert  ser- 
vices. The  Moderator  appointed  Frank  B.  James,  E.  Carleton 
Small  and  Arthur  T.  Wholly  as  this  committee. 

Article  53.  The  Motion:  That  the  Town  vote  that  a 
School  Building  Needs  Committee  be  appointed  by  the  Moder- 
ator to  consist  of  one  member  of  the  School  Committee,  one 
member  of  the  Parents'  Teachers  Association,  one  member  of 
the  Chatham  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  two  others,  to  inves- 
tigate, study  and  report  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  or  at  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  the  necessity  for  school  build- 
ing needs  and  facilities,  this  motion  was  lost. 

Article  54.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $4,000.00  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  Private  Contribu- 
tion of  not  less  than  $1,000.00  and/or  State  and/or  County 
money  to  provide  rip-rap  or  jetties  to  stop  beach  erosion  in 
that  part  of  North  Chatham  called  Minister's  Point. 

Article  55.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $900.00  for  the  construction  of  a  foot  bridge  connecting 
the  mainland  with  the  outer  beach,  located  at  the  Town  Land- 
ing at  the  end  of  Cockle  Cove  Road. 

Article  56.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $725.00  to  grade  and  harden  Deep  Hole  Road. 

Article  57.  Voted:  That  the  Town  accept  a  gift  from 
Mr.  Richard  Tyner  of  approximately  200  feet  of  tennis  court 
fence,  10  feet  high  of  heavy  wire  construction  with  metal  posts 
and  raise  and  appropriate  $350.00  to  dismantle,  move  and  re- 
erect  same  along  the  northerly-bound  of  the  Little  League  sec- 
tion of  Veterans'  Field  where  said  field  abuts  the  property  of 
Tony  Sequira  and  continue  in  an  easterly  and  southerly  direc- 
tion 200  feet,  said  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Park  Department. 

Article  58.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $2,060.00  to  purchase  for  the  Insect  Pest  Con- 
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trol  Department  a  Power  Sprayer,  35  gals,  per  minute  at  400 
lb.  pressure,  with  silent  chain  drive  and  new  plunger  release 
valve,  300  gal.  solution  tank,  either  wood  or  steel  and  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  trade  in  as  part  of  the  purchase  price  the 
old  sprayer  now  in  use. 

Article  59.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $5,000.00  to  be  used  with  State  and/or  County  funds  to  im- 
prove the  Basin  by  Dredging  at  Aunt  Lydia's  Cove. 

Article  60.  The  Motion:  That  the  Town  sell  and  convey 
to  Frank  B.  Perry  of  Providence,  R.  I.  for  the  sum  of  $500.00 
the  following  described  parcel  of  real  estate  situated  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Harding's  Beach  Road  in  West  Chatham  ad- 
joining land  of  said  Frank  B.  Perry  and  that  the  Selectmen  be 
authorized  and  instructed  to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  deed 
conveying  the  same,  said  premises  being  substantially  bound- 
ed and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  stake  at  the  southwesterly  corner  of  the 
premises,  the  Northwesterly  corner  of  land  now  or  formerly  of 
Anna  E.  MacFate,  et  al  and  the  Easterly  side  of  Harding's

Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  grade,  harden  and  surface  the  town 
owned  property  near  the  Fire  Station  and  Depot  Building  on 
Depot  Road. 
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Article  62.  Voted:  That  the  Finance  Committee's  rec- 
ommendations be  accepted,  that  the  town  repair  or  replace 
the  fence  on  Pine  Street  near  the  property  of  Edith  H.  Sears, 
et  al,  and  that  the  costs  be  taken  from  Highways'  General 
Fund. 

Article  63.  The  Motion:  That  the  Town  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  lay  out  the  Town  roads  as  set  forth  in  Arti- 
cle 63,  was  lost. 

Article  64.  Voted:  That  the  Town  return  to  the  Park 
Commissioners  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  the  parking 
areas  at  Harding's  Beach,  Kate  A.  Gould  Park,  and  "The 
Light",  so  called;  that  the  unexpended  balance  of  $436.91  of 
the  appropriation  voted  under  Article  57  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  February  18,  1952,  be  transferred  to  the  Excess 
and  Deficiency  Account;  and  that  the  sum  of  $350.00  be  raised 
and  appropriated  to  re-oil  and  re-condition  the  present 
parking  area  at  Harding's  Beach  and  to  line  ofi  the  same  for 
the  parking  of  automobiles. 

Article  65.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  construct  a  comfort  station  at  or  near 
the  parking  area  at  Harding's  Beach  in  West  Chatham,  and 
to  grade  the  area  about  the  same;  the  construction  to  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  and  upon 
completion,  the  building  maintenance  and  care  to  be  under 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  66.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,500.00  to  resurface  with  Type  I  bituminous 
concrete,  grade  and  install  proper  drains,  if  needed,  the  park- 
ing area  at  the  Kate  A.  Gould  Park. 

Article  67.  Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $15,000.00  to  purchase  and  equip  a  new  fire  truck 
and  to  do  and  to  act  any  and  all  things  thereto  pertaining, 
and  that  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  be  instructed  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Article  68.  Voted:  That  the  Town  install  and  maintain 
seven  250  c.  p.  ornamental  street  lights  on  Main  Street  from 
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the  foot  of  Bearse's  Hill  as  far  as  the  High  School  and  four 
600  c.  p.  ornamental  street  lights  on  Main  Street  from  the 
High  School  as  far  as  Taylor's  Corner  in  place  of  the  street 
lights  as  at  present  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$342.00  to  carry  this  into  effect. 

Article  69.  Voted:  That  the  recommendations  of  the 
Finance  Committee  be  carried  out  under  this  article,  that  one 
electric  street  light  be  installed  on  Harding's  Lane  and  the 
cost  taken  from  General  Street  Lighting  Fund. 

Article  70.    Voted:    That  this  article  be  tabled. 

Article  71.  The  Motion:  That  the  voters  of  the  Town 
of  Chatham  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  equipping,  registering  and  in- 
suring a  new  ambulance,  and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  carry 
out  all  details  under  this  article,  this  motion  was  lost. 

Article  72.    Voted:    That  this  article  be  tabled. 

Article  73.  The  Motion:  That  the  Town  amend  its  By- 
Laws  by  striking  out  Section  46  of  said  By-Law  and  accepting 
and  adopting  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  46.  Before  approval  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  any  petition  for  the  laying  out  of  a  public  way  over  privately 
owned  property  the  petitioners  will  have  prepared  by  a  com- 
petent engineer,  designer  or  surveyor  specifications  and  a 
clear  and  legibily  drawn  plan  in  black  india  ink  upon  tracing 
cloth  in  suitable  overall  dimensions  showing  the  details  of 
the  road  petitioned  for,  location,  names  of  owners,  abuttors, 
existing  street  lines,  length  and  width  of  the  proposed  way, 
drainage  disposal,  width  of  turning  areas,  surface  materials 
and  estimated  costs  and  such  other  details,  services  and 
specifications  as  the  Selectmen  may  require.  All  costs  to  be 
borne  by  the  petitioners.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  will  take 
into  consideration  the  requirements  of  the  community  and  if 
in  their  opinion  it  is  a  public  convenience  and  necessity,  take 
the  usual  steps  as  provided  for  in  eminent  domain  takings. 
If  vote  is  in  the  affirmative  such  owners  or  petitioners  shall 
post  a  bond  guaranteeing  the  completion  as  prescribed  in  the 
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plans  and  specifications.  This  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of 
Yes  39,  No  37,  a  2/3  vote  being  required. 

Article  74.    Voted:    That  this  article  be  tabled. 

At  10:39  o'clock  P.M.,  there  being  no  further  business  to 
come  before  the  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Surveyor 


Chatham,  Mass. 
January  11,  1955 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

Your  Highway  Department  had  its  usual  quota  of  work 
for  the  year  1954,  and  I  hope  it  has  been  satisfactorily  accom- 
plished, that  having  been  the  intentions  of  the  maintenance 
men  working  on  our  streets  and  highways. 

Crowell's  Road  was  completed,  as  voted  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1954  and  also  Old  Comers  Road.  These  roads 
turned  out  satisfactorily,  although  there  is  still  work  to  be 
done  on  the  shoulders,  and  fences  to  be  erected. 

General  repairs,  maintenance  and  seal-coating  has  been 
carried  out  throughout  the  Town. 

In  the  coming  year,  I  am  asking  the  voters  for  the  follow- 
ing amounts  of  money  to  seal-coat  the  following  streets: 
Pleasant  Street,  $1,000;  Bay  View  Road,  $1,000;  Mill  Creek 
Road,  $1,000;  Crow's  Pond  Road,  $500;  Fox  Hill  Road,  $500; 
George  Ryders  Road,  $1,000;  Crowell's  Road,  $1,500;  Depot 
Street,  $500;  Sears  Point  Road,  $1,000;  Highland  Avenue,  $500; 
Sea  View  Street,  $500  ;and  Old  Academy  Road,  $500. 

The  Huber  Maintainer,  that  the  Town  voted  for  in  1952, 
has  worked  out  very  satisfactorily.  I  am  asking  you  voters  to 
purchase  a  1955  Huber  Maintainer  for  the  Town  of  Chatham 
Highway  Department,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  only  rubber- 
tire  tractor  to  do  the  work  that  the  Highway  Department  has 
to  do. 
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Your  Highway  Department  is  very  much  in  need  of  a 
heavy-duty  tuck,  heavier  than  what  we  have  in  the  Highway 
Department  at  the  present  time.  I  recommend  that  the  Town 
purchase  a  5-ton  truck  to  be  used  for  sanding  ice,  plowing 
snow,  to  more  advantage  than  our  present  equipment.  It  also 
can  be  used  for  seal-coating  our  streets.  To  operate  this  truck 
and  sander,  it  takes  just  one  man  and  also  it  will  save  the 
Town  approximately  $7,000  a  year. 

All  possible  care  has  been  taken  of  equipment  under  our 
supervision,  but  each  year's  work  takes  its  toll  and  replace- 
ments will  eventually  become  necessary. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  your  continued 
cooperation  and  help  I  have  received  from  the  departments 
of  the  Town  of  Chatham.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


Chatham,  Mass. 
January  13,  1955 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings  held  on  the  second 
and  fourth  Wednesdays  of  each  month  during  1954,  the  Plan- 
ning Board  held  six  meetings  to  cover  unscheduled  work,  and 
met  twice  with  the  committee  created  under  Article  48  of  the 
Town  Warrant  of  1954.  Although  the  results  of  these  meetings 
are  covered  by  the  report  of  this  committee,  the  Planning 
Board  feels  that  their  recommendation  of  a  year  ago,  regard- 
ing surface  drainage  between  Main  Street  and  the  Oyster 
Pond,  has  been  ably  handled,  and  a  real  service  to  the  com- 
munity will  be  accomplished  if  funds  are  provided  to  carry 
out  the  plans  of  the  committee. 

The  Board  has  also  met  twice  with  the  Board  of  Select- 
men acting  as  the  Zoning  Board,  and  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals.  These  meetings  were  held  primarily  to  clarify  parts 
of  the  Protective  By-Law  and  to  consider  possible  amend- 
ments to  the  By-Law.  A  joint  committee  has  been  appointed 
by  the  Zoning  Board  Chairman  to  draft  certain  amendments 
to  the  zoning  ordinance  that  would  aid  the  Zoning  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Appeals  in  administering  the  By-Law. 

As  has  been  the  case  in  past  years,  the  work  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  in  1954  dealt  primarily  with  sub-division  control 
and  with  plans  presented  that  did  not  require  approval  under 
the  Sub-Division  Control  Law,  but  did  require  the  signature 
of  a  majority  of  the  Planning  Board. 
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During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  approved  fourteen 
sub-division  plans  and  signed  thirty-four  plans  where  appro- 
val was  not  required.  Copies  of  these  plans  are  kept  for  future 
reference  and  will  be  valuable  aids  when  a  street  directory  is 
compiled.  One  sub-division  plan  was  not  approved.  This 
decision  was  later  upheld  after  a  hearing  in  Superior  Court 
at  Boston.

Of  its  total  appropriation  for  1954  the  Planning  Board 
spent  $645.26,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $204.74.  It 
received  from  filing  fees  and  one  map  sale  $106.50. 

The  co-operation  existing  between  persons  who  wish  to 
develop  real  estate,  and  the  Planning  Board,  may  best  be 
shown  by  pointing  to  the  fact  that  in  five  years  only  two  plans 
for  sub-division  have  not  been  approved.  In  nearly  all  cases 
the  developer  expects  to  find  a  planning  board  in  the  Town 
and  desires  to  follow  regulations  that  are  today  a  part  of  the 
Government  in  every  city  and  town  of  the  Commonwealth.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


January  5,  1955 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

In  this  past  year  the  shellfish  outlook  continued  to  appear 
better  than  in  quite  a  few  former  years.  More  seed  of  the 
various  kinds  of  shellfish  is  in  evidence  in  more  places  on  our 
shores.  This  probably  means  that  the  cycle  is  on  the  upgrade, 
and  all  things  being  equal,  designates  that  we  are  in  for  a 
better  period  than  the  one  we  have  been  going  thru.  Some  of 
this,  I  think,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  shellfish  eradication 
program  is  beginning  to  show  results.  This  program  should 
be  enlarged  and  continued  for  several  years  and  then  carried 
on  indefinitely  if  the  results  warrant  it.  The  work  in  the 
Monomoy  area  for  the  last  two  years  has  certainly  eliminated 
a  good  percentage  of  the  enemies  we  usually  find  in  Stage 
Harbor.  The  Bounty  system  is  good  but  should  be  supple- 
mented by  a  finer  cleanup  in  the  inland  waters  of  the  town. 
Men  willing  to  do  this  low  paid  work  should  contact  the  war- 
den for  particulars. 

More  specifically,  over  thirty  thousand  horseshoe  crabs 
were  destroyed  in  the  various  sections  of  the  town  this  past 
year.  Approximately  seven  hundred  bushels  of  whelks  were 
destroyed.  Over  two  thousand  round  wrinkles  were  beached. 
Seven  hundred  whelk  egg  strings  by  count  were  destroyed 
plus  all  others  destroyed  by  the  fishermen.  Green  crabs  were 
less  abundant  than  usual  in  most  places — ten  bushels  were 
taken  from  around  the  harbor  by  Mr.  Oren  Stanley  Eldridge. 
The  scallopers  removed  quite  a  few  starfish  from  the  Mono- 
moy area. 
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The  scallop  crop,  as  you  know,  was  so  small  that  only  a 
few  of  the  hardier  fishermen  made  much  more  than  the  cost 
of  their  license  fee  from  their  efforts.  The  south  side  of  the 
town  produced  a  few  scattered  scallops  of  the  finest  quality- 
Pleasant  Bay  none,  and  the  Mill  Pond  a  few  medium  quality. 
There  is  a  promise  of  a  better  yield  (at  this  time)  for  the 
coming  Fall  but  the  scallop  is  a  most  capricious  fish. 

Clams  are  still  in  short  supply  but  are  still  in  all  areas — 
waiting  for  the  conditions  that  they  like  for  raising  bigger 
families. 

Quahogs  are  none  too  plentiful  in  legal  sizes  but  are 
showing  signs  of  setting  seed  in  some  sections.  The  hurri- 
canes sanded  some  areas  enough  to  kill  the  quahogs  growing- 
there.  A  set  was  obtained  at  Cockle  Cove  in  the  closed  area. 
These  quahogs  will  be  moved  to  other  areas  as  they  increase 
in  size.  Two  hundred  and  sixty  (260)  bushels  of  Taunton 
River  quahogs  were  planted  at  the  head  (Town)  end  of  the 
Oyster  Pond.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-five  (285)  bushels 
from  the  same  source  were  planted  in  Mitchell  River  in  April. 
Both  of  these  areas  are  open  at  the  present  time.  Sixty-five 
bushels  of  local  quahogs  have  been  planted  at  the  various 
town  landings  to  augment  the  natural  supply.  Two  small  lots 
of  seed  from  the  State  have  been  planted  in  two  areas  for 
testing. 

An  oyster  spat  catching  project  carried  over  from  last 
year  proved  a  fair  success.  Small  lots  of  oysters  are  growing 
in  six  places  at  present  and  will  be  added  to,  from  time  to 
time.  Please  obey  the  restrictions  on  oysters  as  to  time  of 
taking  and  limit  per  permit. 

A  quantity  of  blue  mussels  were  moved  to  deeper  water 
in  an  attempt  to  learn  more  about  them.  If  you  can't  find  a 
clam  to  eat,  try  a  few  fat  mussels.  "Nothen"  finer  or  richer 
can  be  had. 

Transplanting  of  eel  grass  in  the  summer  of  1953  from 
Crow's  Pond  to  Stage  Harbor  proved  to  be  a  minor  success 
and  will  be  tried  again  in  the  coming  summer. 
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Closed  areas  are  at  Buck's  Creek  and  west  end  of  Cockle 
Cove,  also  Island  Flat  opposite  Freezer.  Two  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  (297)  bushels  of  Taunton  Quahogs  were  planted 
there  in  October. 


I  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  $6,500.00  for 
the  1955  Shellfish  Program.

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Report  of  the  Committee  Appointed 
to  Investigate  the  Chatham 
Water  Company 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Moderator,  Igo  W.  Toabe  under  Article  52  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1954,  was  held  June  3,  1954  at  the  Town  Office 
Building.  Subsequent  meetings  were  held  July  15,  1954, 
July  28,  1954,  August  11,  1954,  August  25,  1954  and  on  Septem- 
ber 7,  1954.  The  entire  committee  traveled  to  Boston  to  meet 
with  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association, 
with  Whitman  &  Howard,  Inc.,  Hydraulic  Engineers  and  also 
to  visit  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  at  the  State  House. 
From  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  we  obtained  a  copy 
of  the  financial  statement  of  the  Chatham  Water  Company 
for  the  year  1953. 

We  requested  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
others  who  might  have  legitimate  complaints  to  submit  their 
complaints  to  the  Committee  in  writing,  but  we  did  not  receive 
a  single  written  complaint  or  suggestion  to  improve  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Water  Company.  Most  of  the  complaints  were  by 
word  of  mouth  and  had  to  do  with  the  proper  marking  of  the 
fire  hydrants  and  the  cleaning  of  the  hydrant  area  of  grass 
in  the  Summer  and  of  snow  in  the  Winter.  In  regards  to  the 
requests  for  new  or  additional  services  of  the  water  by  various 
tax  payers  of  the  town,  we  found  no  cases  where  the  refusal 
of  these  services  were  for  other  than  the  lack  of  a  guarantee 
of  sufficient  income  to  comply  with  the  contract  which  the 
Water  Company  has  with  the  Town  of  Chatham.  In  fact  our 
visit  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  proved  this  to  be  so. 

The  town  should  authorize  the  appointment  by  the  Mod- 
erator of  a  committee  of  rive,  one  from  Chatham,  one  from 
West  Chatham,  one  from  South  Chatham,  one  from  North 
Chatham  and  one  from  Chathamport,  to  act  as  a  Clearing 
Committee  between  the  tax  payers  of  the  Town  of  Chatham 
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and  the  Chatham  Water  Company,  to  take  care  of  any  legiti- 
mate complaints  between  them.  With  this  idea  in  mind  we 
are  inserting  an  Article  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1955 
to  see  if  the  town  wishes  such  a  committee  appointed.  If  such 
a  committee  were  appointed  we  believe  that  there  will  be  no 
further  cause  for  appointing  committees  such  as  ours. 

It  is  the  studied  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  the  voters 
of  Chatham  in  passing  Article  52,  desired  this  committee  to 
bring  in  recommendations  for  the  purchasing  of  the  assets  of 
the  Chatham  Water  Company  so  that  it  could  be  operated  as 
a  municipal  plant.  We  found  that  it  would  cost  about  $1,000.00 
to  have  the  proper  survey  made  so  that  we  could  arrive  at  a 
figure  of  the  fair  market  value  of  the  assets  of  the  Water 
Company.  Your  committee  appeared  before  the  Finance 
Committee  on  this  question  and  was  advised  that  it  had  no 
authority  to  appropriate  money  for  this  purpose.  Your  com- 
mittee does  not  think  that  the  purchase  of  the  Chatham 
Water  Company  is  a  good  idea  nor  will  it  solve  the  problems 
which  appear  to  be  with  us.  However,  we  believe  that  this 
question  should  be  brought  before  the  entire  town,  so  we  are 
inserting  an  Article  requesting  $1,000.00  to  be  raised  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  survey  of  the  Water  Company  assets. 
While  this  article  will  not  mean  that  we  are  going  to  purchase 
the  Water  Company  assets,  it  will  indicate  that  you  think 
this  purchase  will  be  a  good  thing  for  the  town,  and  are  willing 
to  spend  this  $1,000.00  to  look  further  into  the  idea. 

To  sum  up  our  investigation,  your  committee  could  not 
find  any  cases  where  the  Chatham  Water  Company  was  fail- 
ing to  live  up  to  their  contract  with  the  Town.  Differences  of 
opinion  of  this  nature  could  easily  be  handled  by  a  Clearing 
Committee.  We  appreciate  that  the  Chatham  Water  Company 
has  an  exceptionally  good  contract  with  the  Town  of  Chatham, 
but  that  is  the  contract  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  the  Chatham  Water  Company  is  justified  in  enforc- 
ing the  conditions  therein.  The  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
could  not  find  any  cases  of  non-compliance  with  the  contract 
which  would  justify  them  in  taking  any  action.  Your  com- 
mittee could  find  nothing  in  the  services  of  the  Chatham 
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Water  Company  which  was  contrary  to  the  contract  now  in 
force.  It  appears  to  your  Committees  that  any  inequalities  of 
service  should  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  work- 
ing with  the  Clearing  Committee  if  one  is  authorized,  in 
drawing  up  any  future  contracts  with  the  Chatham  Water 
Company. 

For  the  assistance  given  us  in  our  investigation  your 
committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation.  We  had  no 
formal  complaints  on  which  to  work,  although  they  were 
requested.  What  we  were  able  to  find  out  was  the  result  of 
our  own  investigations  and  developed  nothing  on  which  we 
could  have  taken  any  action  if  we  had  the  authority  to  do  so.

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Report  of  the  Harbor  Master 


January  8,  1955 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  7  of 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  report  as  Harbor  Master  for  the  year  1954. 

At  Chatham  Bars  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  lighted  buoy  No. 
6  marking  the  entrance  of  the  South  Channel  from  seaward, 
and  the  Town  owned  buoys  No.  5  and  6  also  marking  the  South 
Channel  were  relieved  and  renewed  in  January,  as  were  Old 
Harbor  buoys  No.  8,  9  and  10,  also  property  of  the  U.S.  Coast 
Guard.  Town  owned  buoys  No.  9A  and  9B  which  were  spar 
buoys  were  changed  to  Balsa  can  and  nun  buoys  to  prevent 
strong  tides  from  running  them  under  water  as  the  spars  had 
done.  The  South  Channel  at  Chatham  Bars  has  remained  at 
a  fairly  constant  position  throughout  the  year.  It  has  shoaled 
at  times  and  then  deepened  itself  as  much  as  several  feet. 
The  North  Channel  has  had  many  changes.  First  the  outside 
bar  worked  in  about  300  yards  blocking  off  the  opening,  and 
forcing  the  channel  in  a  southward  direction.  The  outside 
bar  continued  to  work  to  the  southward  changing  the  location 
of  the  opening  so  rapidly  that  an  attempt  to  buoy  it  became 
impractical. 

The  private  aids  to  navigation,  owned  and  maintained  by 
the  Town  of  Chatham  in  Stage  Harbor,  Mitchell  River  and  the 
Mill  Pond  were  serviced  and  placed  on  station  in  May.  They 
were  relieved  and  stored  on  December  21,  1954  and  the  U.S. 
Coast  Guard,  Chatham  Station  notified  of  both  actions. 
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The  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  buoys  marking  the  channel  to 
Stage  Harbor  from  Chatham  Roads  were  relieved  and  renewed 
by  the  crew  of  the  buoy  tender  Hornbeam.  There  is  not  much 
left  of  this  channel  in  places  and  it  is  badly  in  need  of  dredg- 
ing. Small  craft  strike  bottom  now  while  crossing  these  shoal 
areas  at  low  water. 

Temporary  buoys  were  set  in  Ryders  Cove  this  spring  for 
the  convenience  and  safety  of  boatmen  using  that  area.  They 
served  quite  well  except  in  a  few  cases  where  they  could  not 
stand  the  tide,  until  late  in  the  summer  when  they  became 
fouled  with  floating  grass.  Buoys  of  a  more  serviceable  nature 
will  be  stationed  there  next  spring. 

The  Town  floats  at  the  Oyster  Pond,  Mill  Pond  and  Fish 
Pier  were  painted  and  launched  the  first  of  June.  They  were 
kept  busy  during  the  summer  and  early  fall  by  bathers  and 
boatmen.  With  an  increase  of  small  boats  in  the  Pleasant  Bay 
area  the  Fish  Pier  float  was  a  center  of  activity.  These  floats 
were  hauled  in  December  and  stored  for  the  winter. 

The  two  hurricanes  of  this  year  caused  but  little  damage 
to  the  above  mentioned  Town  property.  No  buoys  were  lost  or 
carried  off  station.  The  end  of  one  of  the  Oyster  Pond  float 
pontoons  was  opened  up  and  filled  with  water  and  was  later 
pumped  out.  Several  planks  of  the  deck  of  the  Mill  Pond 
float  were  smashed,  and  the  mooring  pipes  hauled  from  the 
bottom  by  the  high  tides,  and  although  it  shifted  its  position 
and  was  necessary  to  reset  it,  the  damage  done  was  far  less 
than  could  be  expected. 

Large  amounts  of  sand  were  shifted  by  these  storms, 
being  most  noticeable  at  Harding's  Beach  Point,  the  Cut- 
through  and  at  the  mooring  basin  at  the  Fish  Pier.  The  tip 
of  Harding's  Beach  shifts  to  the  eastward  as  much  as  one 
hundred  feet  or  more  some  years,  and  this  was  accelerated  by 
the  storms  of  this  year.  This  action  causes  the  channel  to 
cut  nearer  the  west  side  of  Morris  Island  each  year.  I  might 
mention  at  this  time  that  the  tip  of  North  Beach  continually 
is  shifting  to  the  westward,  causing  a  narrowing  up  action  of 
the  mouth  of  the  bay  and  forcing  the  currents  from  Pleasant 
Bay  into  the  east  side  of  Morris  Island. 
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Some  sand  was  also  deposited  in  the  channel  leading  to 
the  Fish  Pier  and  some  of  the  larger  boats  strike  at  times 
during  low  water.  These  storms,  and  some  preceeding  storms 
have  washed  a  large  amount  of  sand  down  into  the  mooring 
basin  from  the  west  bank.  This  has  narrowed  the  over- 
crowded basin  to  where  boats  laying  on  moorings  strike  each 
other  during  storms.  Although  some  much  needed  dredging 
has  been  planned,  it  is  fast  approaching  a  condition  of  absolute 
necessity.

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers  for  the  year  1954. 

The  regular  procedure  in  regard  to  drills  and  pump  tests 
was  carried  out  with  Companies  1,  2  and  3.  Fire  drills  were 
held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  under  the  direction 
of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  Department.  Considerable 
time  was  spent  indoors  with  instructors  from  Otis  Air  Base 
as  to  the  handling  of  air  craft  fires  and  ammunition.  To  the 
Chatham  Fire  Department  all  instructions  are  very  impor- 
tant as  there  is  a  possibility  of  this  type  of  fire. 

Representives  of  the  gas  companies  gave  instruction  on 
how  to  handle  gas  leaks  and  gas  fires,  and  what  Firemen 
should  do  to  protect  the  public  and  themselves  in  either  air 
craft  or  gas  fires. 

With  Otis  Air  Base  personnel  their  service  can  be  obtained 
at  any  time.  The  gas  companies  and  all  of  the  other  demon- 
strations that  we  have  received  have  been  very  helpful. 

Systematic  training  and  constant  application  according 
to  definite  rules  help  firemen  to  perform  a  more  efficient 
public  service. 
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There  were  23  calls  during  1954: 
1  Pump  out  Water  Main  1  House  Fire 

3  Electrical  Fires  1  Grease  Fire 

6  Grass  Fires  1  Tar  Kettle  Fire

As  Airport  Commissioners,  we  wish  to  report  that  aircraft 
traffic  has  increased  over  the  previous  year.  A  total  of  600 
aircraft  registered  and  an  additional  estimated  350  neglected 
to  sign  the  register. 

A  new  taxi-way  and  apron  were  constructed  during  the 
past  year  to  eliminate  the  dust  and  erosion  hazard.  This  con- 
struction has  greatly  improved  the  facilities  and  use  of  this 
airport  for  aircraft. 

The  general  maintenance  and  repairs  were  accomplished 
satisfactorily  under  supervision  of  the  Airport  Commission 
and  the  Airport  Manager. 

The  work  of  this  Commission  will  continue  along  the  lines 
of  the  past  year  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commission

Gentlemen : 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report.  During  1954  the  Park  Department,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  maintenance  and  improvement  of  Sears  Park,  Kate 
Gould  Park,  The  Chatham  Light  Parking  Area,  Harding's 
Beach  and  Veterans'  Field,  has  completed  three  special  pro- 
jects which  we  feel  have  improved  their  respective  areas. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  of  these  is  the  addition  to 
Harding's  Beach  of  a  comfort  station.  This  was  completed 
under  the  authority  of  Article  65  of  the  Town  Warrant  for  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  February  15th,  1954.  Because 
of  the  great  increase  in  the  use  of  Harding's  Beach  this  com- 
fort station  has  proven  to  be  a  very  important  asset. 

The  second  of  these  projects  was  a  continuation  of  the 
replacement  of  the  bleachers  at  Veterans'  Field.  Another  new 
section  was  erected.  We  contemplate  continuing  the  work  this 
year  with  the  last  new  section  to  be  added  in  1956. 

It  might  well  be  that  the  third  project  has  gone  unnoticed 
by  the  majority  of  the  people.  The  Civil  War  Memorial  in 
Sears  Park  has  been  relocated  to  a  better  position  within  the 
park,  thus  improving  the  appearance  of  the  area. 

Of  the  problems  which  now  appear  for  1955  one  seems  to 
be  especially  important.  Because  of  the  great  increase  in  the 
cars  at  Harding's  Beach  there  is  a  need  for  greater  parking 
facilities.  The  Park  Commissioners  met  with  the  Selectmen 
to  discuss  this  matter.  It  was  agreed  that  greater  parking 
space  was  needed  and  that  a  special  article  would  be  inserted 
in  the  town  warrant  to  provide  for  same. 
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The  newly  acquired  Chase  Park  was  discussed  by  the  Park 
Commissioners.  As  the  park  has  not,  at  this  writing,  been 
turned  over  to  the  Park  Department,  no  plans  could  be  carried 
out.  One  suggestion  was  that  the  park  would  be  an  ideal 
place  for  a  shallow  safe  skating  rink.

Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  for  the  Rescue  Emergency 
Truck  for  the  year  1954. 

When  the  initial  emergency  of  1954  passed,  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  the  Rescue  Squad  to  deliberate  carefully  over 
each  phase  of  rescue  work  before  formulating  procedures  and 
the  passing  of  this  information  over  to  each  member  of  the 
Rescue  Squad,  and  that  which  was  received  from  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  and  other  sources.  The  purpose  was  to  avoid 
mistakes  and  confusion  in  the  light  of  subsequent  experiences. 
This  policy  has  been  justified  and  we  now  feel  that  instruc- 
tions reaching  us  are  less  subject  to  change  or  cancellation. 

To  establish  and  maintain  high  standards  of  Rescue  and 
First  Aid  techniques  the  Rescue  Squad  must  be  in  constant 
training. 

A  qualified  unit  shall  consist  of  trained  personnel  who 
have  passed  the  Advanced  First  Aid  course  with  adequate 
equipment  available  capable  of  rending  Ambulance  and  Res- 
cue service.  Approved  Red  Cross  methods  of  transportation 
shall  be  used  in  transporting  the  sick  and  injured. 

The  Chatham  Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad  have  been 
recognized  and  approved  by  the  Barnstable  County  Medical 
Association  as  a  squad  who  can  administer  First  Aid  to  a  sick 
or  injured  person,  also  a  unit  may  respond  to  any  call  for  any 
emergency. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chatham 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  the  Doctors  for  their  valuable 
service  and  information,  also,  all  organizations  who  have 
donated  their  services. 
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The  Rescue  Truck  has  covered  10,000  miles  and  has  made 
a  total  of  81  trips  in  1954. 

This  last  year  we  have  had  to  administer  various  kinds  of 
First  Aid  and  Ambulance  service  as  the  following  report  will 
show.

December  29,  1954 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  Section  6  &  7  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

I  would  first  like  to  state  that  this  has  been  a  very  busy 
year  for  your  Moth  Superintendent.  As  you  know,  he  has  the 
worry  of  all  insects  now,  with  the  exception  of  mosquitoes, 
and  so  that  keeps  him  pretty  busy.  We  started  out  in  the 
early  Spring  scouting  for  egg  clusters.  However,  we  had  very 
good  results.  I  carried  out  this  scouting  at  regular  intervals 
throughout  the  year. 

My  next  operation  was  scouting  for  tent  caterpillars.  As 
soon  as  I  find  them  in  the  very  small  stage,  I  spray  immedi- 
ately, and  that  is  why  you  do  not  see  those  ugly  tent  cater- 
pillars all  over  the  trees  like  you  used  to  a  few  years  back. 
The  Gypsy  Moths  are  still  out  as  far  as  Chatham  is  concerned, 
but  we  keep  a  constant  check  on  them  and  as  soon  as  we  find 
a  so-called  "hot-spot"  it  is  immediately  taken  care  of. 

I  have  had  many  good  comments  regarding  the  few  wood 
ticks  we  have  had  this  year.  I  do  not  want  all  the  credit,  but 
D.  D.  T.  is  a  90  %  killer  of  the  adult  tick  and  we  are  spraying  a 
lot  of  it  around,  and  doing  all  we  can  to  eliminate  this  menace 
to  man  and  dog  alike. 

The  Fall-Web  Worm  was  sprayed  as  usual  and  I  had  scores 
of  our  summer  visitors  tell  me  how  nice  the  town  looked  with- 
out those  ugly  nests  all  over  the  trees,  which  was  very  en- 
couraging to  me. 
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All  the  Elms  were  checked  and  found  to  be  free  of  disease. 
They  were  also  sprayed  from  the  air  and  night  spraying  was 
carried  out  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  There  is  a  bill  in  the 
Legislature  to  give  us  power  to  control  the  Dutch  Elm  Beetle 
and  the  Pine  Luper,  of  which  we  have  three  known  areas  that 
are  infested  by  the  latter.  This  is  the  insect  similar  to  an 
inch  bug  and  sucks  all  the  sap  from  the  needles.  It  will 
eventually  kill  the  tree.  This  will  be  our  number  one  project 
in  the  Spring  to  spray  for  the  Pine  Luper. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  inform  you  that  the  Moth 
Department  of  this  town  is  very  grateful  to  the  Mosquito 
Control.  They  have  been  very  cooperative  and  helpful  to  the 
Town  Moth  Department  and  I  believe  all  other  Town  Moth 
Departments  feel  the  same  way.

The  personnel  of  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  responded 
readily  to  the  emergencies  caused  by  the  two  hurricanes  which 
struck  the  Cape  last  fall.  Though  it  was  our  good  fortune  to 
escape  serious  devastation,  those  members  of  the  organization 
whose  services  were  required  carried  out  their  assignments 
with  very  commendable  effectiveness,  alerting  and  patrolling 
endangered  areas,  assisting  evacuees  to  the  High  School  where 
they  were  fed  and  sheltered  and  maintaining  communications.

Commission:  The  past  year  was  a  busy  one  in  so  far  as  the 
use  of  the  Community  Building  and  the  hours  put  in  by  our 
Recreational  Director  Mr.  Cobb,  was  concerned.  He  has  done 
a  remarkably  fine  job  in  not  only  keeping  the  long  established 
activities  such  as  Volley  Ball  which  has  been  played  by  both 
the  ladies  and  men  but  he  has  also  added  Ping  Pong,  Horse 
Shoes,  and  Badminton,  all  of  which  have  been  played 
extensively. 

The  building  has  been  used  by  Boy  Scouts,  Catholic

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Chatham  for 
the  period  from  August  17,  1952,  the  date  of  the  previous  ex- 
amination, to  July  5,  1954,  the  following  report  being  sub- 
mitted thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked 
for  the  period  of  the  audit. 
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The  accountant's  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  appropria- 
tion accounts  being  checked  with  the  town  meeting  records 
of  appropriations  voted,  and  the  transfers  from  the  reserve 
fund  being  compared  with  the  authorizations  of  the  finance 
committee.  A  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  July 
5,  1954,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making- 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  payments  by  the  treas- 
urer were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing 
the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  July  5,  1954  was  proved 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit. 

The  reported  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt 
and  interest  were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  compared  with  the  collector's  records,  the  sales  of  lands 
of  low  value  and  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  receipts 
as  recorded  on  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles 
on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treas- 
urer were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and 
the  transfers  to  the  town  being  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal 
taxes,  retirement  system  membership,  and  Blue  Cross  mem- 
bership were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the 
proper  agencies  being  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  ex- 
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cise,  and  departmental  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the 
previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment 
lists,  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  commitment  war- 
rants. The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  checked  with 
the  assessors'  and  other  departmental  records  of  abatements 
granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  re- 
conciled with  the  respective  controls  in  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  out- 
standing accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  and  permits  issued 
by  the  selectmen  and  the  town  clerk,  as  well  as  by  the  police 
and  health  departments,  were  examined  and  checked,  the 
payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  State  being  veri- 
fied. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required 
by  law  to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  financial  records  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  mea- 
sures, as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
receipts  and  with  the  records  of  the  town  accountant. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treas- 
urer's and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  tax  title,  and  departmental  ac- 
counts as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  trans- 
actions of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  all  town  officials,  for  which  I  wish,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  Mass. 

During  the  year  1954  there  was  issued  and  approved  by 
this  Department  51  Treasury  Warrants  in  which  were  listed 
3569  bills  directing  the  expenditure  of  $651,949.90.  The  war- 
rants were  examined  and  approved  by  the  Selectmen  before 
being  presented  to  the  Town  Treasurer  to  make  the  payments 
directed  therein. 

The  bills  were  carefully  examined  and  checked  to  see 
that  they  were  proper  for  payment  and  had  been  approved  by 
the  respective  department  heads  before  being  entered  on  the 
warrants  for  payments. 

At  the  close  of  business  each  month  I  verified  the  Town 
cash  by  reconciling  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the 
statements  of  bank  balances  with  my  records  of  receipts  and 
expenditures. 

At  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1954,  I  made  audits 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  following  departments: 

COLLECTOR  OF  TAXES 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  were 
found  to  be  correct.  The  record  of  unpaid  taxes  was  verified 
by  sending  verification  notices  to  a  number  of  the  taxpayers 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  Tax  Collector's  commitment 
books  as  not  having  paid  their  taxes.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

Following  the  February  town  elections,  the  Chatham 
School  Committee  was  organized  with  Clement  K.  Eldredge, 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Hamilton,  Secretary,  and  Gray  A. 
Page,  Purchasing  Agent.  In  addition  to  the  regular  bi- 
monthly meetings,  several  special  meetings  have  been  held 
as  well  as  the  meetings  with  the  other  school  committees  of 
Union  No.  17.  We  Jaave  given  careful  consideration  to  all 
problems  presented  to  us  and  trust  that  we  have  made  all 
decisions  for  the  best  interests  of  both  schools  and  town. 

We  have  continued  the  work  of  renovation  of  the  high 
school  wing  and  a  list  of  these  changes  is  included  in  the  re- 
port of  the  superintendent.  We  feel  that  this  long-range 
program  of  renovation  must  be  continued  each  year  until  the 
high  school  wing  is  equal  in  equipment  and  appearance  to 
the  elementary  wing. 

In  our  report  of  last  year,  we  pointed  out  the  necessity 
of  giving  careful  consideration  to  the  growing  need  of  more 
space  in  our  schools,  and  for  a  complete  study  of  this  prob- 
lem we  refer  you  to  the  1953  report  of  the  superintendent. 
Throughout  this  year  we  have  been  studying  the  problem 
and  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  Chatham  should  build 
a  primary  school  to  house  the  kindergarten  and  grades  1,  2, 
and  3.  Such  a  school  could  be  built  on  the  depot  property 
where  there  is  ample  room  for  the  development  of  a  play- 
ground and  where  it  would  be  away  from  the  traffic  hazards 
of  a  main  road.  This  plan,  by  eliminating  all  elementary 
classes  from  the  high  school  wing,  will  provide  for  the  in- 
creasing high  school  enrollment.  Such  a  plan  has  the  fur- 
ther advantage  of  separating  the  small  children  from  the 
rest  of  the  group  which  would  be  advantageous  from  a  super- 
visory and  administrative  point  of  view. 
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It  is  our  recommendation  that  such  a  school  should  basi- 
cally contain  six  regular  classrooms,  a  kindegarten  room,  an 
all-purpose  room,  a  cafeteria,  kitchen  and  such  store  rooms 
and  toilets  as  are  necessary  for  such  a  building.  We  shal] 
present  preliminary  plans  for  such  a  building  at  the  regular 
Town  Meeting  and  we  hope  that  the  citizens  of  Chatham  will 
see  the  necessity  of  immediate  action  on  this  problem. 

We  know  that  the  people  of  Chatham  are  actively  sap- 
porting  the  School  Committee  and  school  personnel  in  their 
aim  to  develop  the  best  education  program  possible  for  the 
children  of  Chatham.  This  spirit  of  cooperation  is  necessary 
for  our  successful  operation  and  we  feel  most  fortunate  in 
living  in  a  town  where  it  exists.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committer  and  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eighth  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Each  of  the  reports  of  the  last  several  years  has  pointed 
up  the  school  problems  stemming  from  our  growth  in  popula- 
tion— the  need  for  more  space,  increased  school  costs,  and 
the  shortage  of  teachers  to  staff  the  new  classrooms. 

For  a  complete  discussion  of  the  space  problem,  I  refer 
you  to  the  Superintendent's  Report  for  1953.  As  I  pointed  out 
in  that  report,  we  are  already  outgrowing  our  new  school 
addition  and  two  of  the  elementary  classes  are  being  housed 
in  the  high  school  wing.  This  is  causing  crowded  conditions 
in  the  high  school  which  will  grow  worse  as  the  present  large 
elementary  grades  move  up.  Your  School  Committee  is  work- 
ing on  a  solution  to  this  problem  and  their  plan  will  be 
presented  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting.  I  hope  that  their 
recommendation  will  receive  careful  consideration  and  that 
favorable  action  will  be  taken. 

FINANCE 

Each  year  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  has  included 
the  following  table  comparing  school  operating  costs  over  a 
five-year  period.

A  study  of  this  table  will  show  that  while  school  costs 
have  risen  the  valuation  of  the  town  has  kept  pace,  so  that 
the  tax  for  operating  the  school  is  only  40c  higher  than  it 
was  five  years  ago!  Chatham's  per  pupil  valuation  is  one  of 
the  highest  in  the  state  and  our  tax  for  schools  one  of  the 
lowest. 

PERSONNEL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  again  report  a  very  small  turn-over  of 
teachers  during  the  past  year.  Among  our  regular  teaching 
staff,  there  were  two  replacements  and  one  addition.  Miss 
Lois  Kelley,  a  graduate  of  the  Aroostook  State  Teachers'  Col- 
lege in  Maine,  is  the  teacher  of  a  second  division  of  the  sixth 
grade.  Miss  Martha  Ball,  our  new  girls  physical  education 
teacher,  is  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  Teachers'  College 
while  Miss  Barbara  McArdle  of  the  commercial  department  is 
a  graduate  of  Salem  State  Teachers'  College.  All  three  of 
these  teachers  were  graduated  in  1954  and  all  had  practice 
teaching  as  part  of  their  college  work. 

All  of  the  towns  of  Union  #17  have  grown  rapidly  during 
the  last  few  years.  In  1947  we  had  a  total  school  population 
in  these  four  towns  of  1,139  as  compared  with  an  enrollment 
this  fall  of  1,742.  In  1947  we  had  a  total  faculty  of  59  teachers 
compared  with  81  today,  and  the  number  of  classrooms  has 
increased  accordingly.  This  growth  has  necessitated  the  addi- 
tion of  more  Union  personnel.  Last  year  we  added  Mr.  Salva- 
tore  Piccolo  who  is  responsible  for  the  instrumental  music 
program.  This  fall  we  created  the  position  of  elementary 
school  supervisor  and  Dr.  Harriet  Chace  was  elected  to  this 
position.  Dr.  Chace  holds  a  B.A.  and  an  M.A.  degree  from 
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Hyannis  State  Teachers'  College  and  her  Ph.  D.  from  Columbia 
University.  She  taught  for  several  years  in  the  Barnstable 
schools  and  served  most  recently  as  principal  of  the  Center- 
ville  School.  Dr.  Chace's  report  will  explain  her  duties  and 
progress  being  made. 

Mr.  David  Lynch,  Director  of  Guidance,  resigned  in  the 
spring  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Department  of  Guidance  at 
Northeastern  University,  and  his  work  has  been  divided  be- 
tween two  men.  Mr.  James  Alcock  was  elected  as  Guidance 
Director  for  the  towns  of  Harwich  and  Chatham.  Mr.  Alcock 
holds  his  A.B.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  the  University  of  Miami 
and  has  studied  one  year  toward  his  doctorate  at  Boston 
University.  He  has  taught  in  the  Navy,  at  the  University  of 
Miami,  and  in  the  public  schools  of  Exeter,  New  Hampshire. 

The  four  towns  of  the  Union  have  voted  to  employ  a 
second  teacher  of  art,  but  no  appointment  has  been  made  at 
this  date.  The  Union  committees  also  voted  to  employ  a 
second  secretary  and  Mrs.  Christine  Wood  of  Harwich  has 
been  employed. 

REPAIR  AND  IMPROVEMENT 

Our  program  of  renovating  the  high  school  wing  has  been 
continued  with  the  painting  of  two  rooms,  replacement  of 
inadequate  lighting  fixtures  in  two  rooms  and  one  corridor 
with  fluorescent  fixtures,  and  the  replacement  of  two  ceilings 
with  acoustic  tile.  The  most  expensive  single  item  of  repair 
was  the  installation  of  modern  sanitary  tables  in  the  lunch 
room.  We  have  also  replaced  the  worn  curtain  on  the  study 
hall  stage  with  an  attractive,  durable  material  which  makes 
the  room  much  more  pleasant. 

Other  improvements  include  repair  of  playground  equip- 
ment, the  installation  of  a  drinking  fountain,  purchase  of  one 
room  of  students'  furniture,  and  purchase  of  several  new 
typewriters.  In  the  next  year  we  plan  both  interior  and 
exterior  painting,  replacement  of  more  lighting  fixtures,  and 
more  ceilings.

TRANSPORTATION 
The  increased  school  population  has  made  it  necessary 
to  have  a  fourth  school  bus  and  this  contract  was  awarded  to 
Mr.  Chester  Gould.  This  extra  bus  has  not  only  alleviated 
overcrowded  conditions,  but  it  has  made  it  possible  to  trans- 
port children  more  quickly  and  efficiently. 

We  sometimes  forget  the  importance  of  the  bus  drivers 
in  our  whole  school  program.  These  men  carry  a  great  re- 
sponsibility for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  children,  and 
Chatham  has  a  right  to  feel  very  happy  about  the  caliber  of 
the  men  to  whose  care  they  entrust  their  children  each 
morning. 

CONCLUSION 

I  sincerely  hope  that  all  of  the  reports  and  statistics  in- 
cluded in  the  general  school  report  will  be  read  carefully. 
Schools  all  over  the  United  States  are  facing  many  problems, 
but  there  are  no  problems  which  cannot  be  surmounted  in 
those  communities  where  there  is  cooperation  between  par- 
ents, interested  citizens,  school  committees,  and  teachers.  I 
feel  most  fortunate  in  being  in  a  system  where  this  spirit  of 
cooperation  prevails,  and  I  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
all  my  associates  for  help  in  maintaining  high  standards  for 
our  school.

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Report  of  the  School  Principal 

BENJAMIN  H.  BASSETT 

ENROLLMENT  AND  SPACE 
Enrollment  in  the  school  on  October  1st  was  562:  54  in 
kindergarten;  321  in  grades  1-6;  187  in  grades  7-12.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  53  over  last  year. 

A  study  of  the  enrollment  figures  for  the  past  five  years 
shows  a  20%  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  Chatham 
School.  Most  of  this  increase  has  been  in  the  elementary 
grades  1-6.  When  the  present  group  of  children  in  the  ele- 
mentary school,  however,  moves  up  to  the  Junior-Senior  High 
School  there  will  be  an  even  greater  increase  percentage-wise 
in  the  enrollment  figures  of  grades  7-12.  The  present  school 
population  of  grades  7-12  is  187;  by  1958  there  will  be  an 
estimated  total  of  263  pupils  in  these  grades. 

This,  together  with  the  fact  that  a  pre-school  census 
study  indicates  continuing  large  classes  entering  grade  1  each 
year,  means  that  the  space  problem  in  the  school  will  become 
acute  in  the  next  few  years.  The  necessity  of  dividing  large 
classes  entering  Junior  and  Senior  High  School,  a  process 
already  begun,  calls  for  more  classrooms.  In  view  of  this,  I 
respectfully  suggest  a  careful  study  of  the  School  Committee's 
proposal  to  meet  this  problem. 

TRENDS  IN  SECONDARY  EDUCATION 
The  modern  high  school  is  committed  to  a  policy  of  pro- 
viding opportunities  for  the  greatest  possible  growth  of  each 
boy  and  girl — the  non-college  as  well  as  the  college  student. 
It  is  important,  therefore,  to  relate  the  program  of  today's 
high  school  to  two  basic  objectives;  education  for  all  and 
education  specialized  for  the  individual.  One  notes  that  there 
is  a  certain  minimum  amount  of  knowledge,  necessary  skills, 
appreciations  and  attitudes  which  every  boy  and  girl  should 
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learn.  Each  pupil  will  need,  also,  additional  experiences  de- 
signed for  his  needs  and  abilities. 

In  line  with  the  above  objectives  there  are  certain  ap- 
parent trends  in  secondary  education  today: 

1.  A  greater  respect  for  the  individual  as  evidenced  by 
individualization  of  instruction. 

2.  The  greater  improved  guidance  services  of  recent 
years.  This  includes  more  parent  and  student  coun- 
seling, more  complete  records,  and  an  extensive  test- 
ing program  in  addition  to  follow-up  and  placement 
studies. 

3.  An  increased  emphasis  on  instruction  for  democratic 
citizenship. 

4.  The  use  of  more  attractive  and  better  written  text- 
books as  well  as  the  widespread  use  of  visual  aids. 

5.  A  change  in  the  patterns  of  school  organization  so 
that  the  educational  structure  of  the  school  is  what 
seems  to  be  the  best  for  the  community. 

NEW  ENGLAND  ASSOCIATION  OF  COLLEGES 
AND  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  December,  1954,  Chatham  High 
School  was  elected  to  membership  in  the  New  England  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  Prior  to  this 
meeting,  a  member  of  the  Association's  Standing  Committee 
on  Public  Secondary  Schools  visited  the  school  to  explain  the 
aims  and  purposes  of  the  Association  and  to  observe  the 
school's  program  and  facilities. 

The  Association's  Standards  for  Public  Secondary  Schools 
state: 

1.  The  function  of  a  secondary  school  is  to  develop  in 
each  of  its  pupils  in  accordance  with  his  ability  the 
knowledge,  power,  interests,  habits  and  skills  which 
will  make  him  a  useful  member  of  society  and  enable 
him  to  realize  his  highest  potentialities.  Preparation 
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for  study  in  higher  institutions  is  an  important  part 
of  the  school's  function,  but  no  less  important  is  the 
training  of  those  pupils  whose  formal  education  will 
end  with  the  secondary  school. 

2.  A  well-balanced  program  of  studies,  competent  ad- 
ministration and  instruction,  and  a  high  moral  tone 
in  the  school  are  essential  factors  to  the  fulfillment 
of  its  function.  The  results  of  such  fulfillment  will  be 
shown  in  the  pupils  by  the  mastery  of  subject  matter, 
the  acquisition  of  correct  habits  of  thought  and  study, 
right  social  and  civic  attitudes  and  by  successful 
careers  after  leaving  school. 

Eventually,  it  is  expected  that  the  New  England  Associa- 
tion will  become  an  accrediting  agency  that  will  have  influ- 
ence and  prestige  for  its  members. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Mrs.  Eldredge,  assistant  principal  in  the  Elementary 
School,  reports  that  "the  purposes  of  our  elementary  educa- 
tion are  to  keep  improving  the  teaching-learning  situation  in 
the  classroom;  to  evaluate  the  curriculum  in  use;  to  gear  the 
program  to  the  capacities  and  achievement  level  of  each 
pupil;  to  encourage  the  initiation  of  activities  which  will  re- 
late school  closely  to  home  and  community  life. 

Trends  in  education  have  changed  from  imposed  subject 
matter,  to  education  for  the  total  growth  of  each  individual. 
Every  child  in  the  Commonwealth  has  the  right  to  education 
at  his  level  of  learning." 

For  a  further  discussion  of  the  work  of  grades  1-6, 1  refer 
you  to  the  report  of  the  Eelementary  School  Supervisor,  Dr. 
Harriet  Chace.

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
citizens  of  Chatham,  the  School  Committee,  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  the  faculty  for  their  cooperation  and  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  school. 
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Report  of  Elementary  Supervisor 

HARRIETT  CHACE 

Because  of  the  accelerated  growth  of  population  and  sub- 
sequent increased  enrollment  in  the  schools  of  Union  #17,  the 
school  committees  of  the  towns  of  Chatham,  Harwich,  East- 
ham,  and  Orleans  decided  to  appoint  an  elementary  super- 
visor of  education.  I  was  very  happy  to  be  elected  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  this  position  and  have  found  it  very  satisfying 
and  pleasant.  Since  this  position  is  a  new  one  this  year,  it 
seems  expedient  to  explain  here  how  the  work  fits  into  and 
adds  to  the  educational  system. 

The  titles  by  which  elementary  supervisors  are  known 
vary:  helping  teacher;  director  of  curriculum,  guidance,  and 
testing;  assistant  superintendent;  or  elementary  coordinator. 
Regardless  of  the  title,  the  supervision  is  concerned  with  the 
children  of  the  first  six  grades,  with  their  teachers,  and  with 
all  persons  and  agencies  that  help  these  teachers  and  children 
to  grow. 

As  a  coordinator,  I  have  found  very  pleasant  relationships 
in  working  with  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  superintendent,  with  Mr.  Bas- 
sett,  principal  of  the  Chatham  School,  with  Mrs.  Eldredge, 
principal  of  the  Chatham  Elementary  School,  and  with  the 
fine  staff  of  the  elementary  grades. 

During  the  month  of  October,  I  had  opportunities  to  visit 
all  the  classrooms  in  the  first  six  grades  to  observe  the  teach- 
ing of  reading,  to  study  the  children  who  are  having  reading 
problems,  and  to  help  with  child  growth  in  the  direction  of 
improved  reading  habits,  abilities,  and  attitudes.  I  find  ex- 
cellent progress  being  made  in  the  reading  field  and  that  at- 
tention is  being  given  to  the  individual's  needs,  abilities,  and 
interests. 
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During  November,  I  have  been  carrying  on  a  diagnostic 
testing  program  to  determine  ability  and  achievement  levels 
of  various  children  and  have  been  finding  ways  to  help  meet 
the  needs  of  the  children  tested. 

I  should  like  to  list  here  some  of  the  ways  in  which  I 
believe  I  can  be  of  help  to  the  schools  as  the  year  continues: 

(1)  By  being  available  to  talk  over  school  problems  with 
parents,  teachers,  and  children,  to  study  theses  problems,  and 
to  advise  or  help  as  my  knowledge  and  experience  gives  me 
the  ability. 

(2)  By  cooperating  with  the  school  principal  and  teach- 
ers in  any  requested  help  on  educational  projects. 

(3)  By  evaluating  the  curriculum  and  working  with  the 
principal  and  teachers  to  improve  the  subject  matter,  materi- 
als, and  methods  of  teaching. 

(4)  By  being  available  to  groups  outside  the  school  to 
explain  or  discuss  educational  theories,  policies,  methods,  and 
materials  connected  with  the  elementary  grades. 

(5)  By  carrying  on  demonstrations,  workshops,  or  cour- 
ses, for  the  teachers  that  they  may  grow  professionally. 

(6)  By  becoming  more  and  more  acquainted  with  re- 
source materials  in  order  to  help  teachers  find  these  more 
readily.  These  resources  include  community  resources,  edu- 
cational materials,  films,  filmstrips,  other  visual  and  auditory 
materials,  periodicals,  books,  exhibits,  and  pictures. 

(7)  By  working  closely  with  the  guidance  director  estab- 
lishing in  the  lower  grades  a  foundation  on  which  he  can 
build  his  program  for  the  upper  grades. 

These  are  the  ways  in  which  I  shall  spend  my  time.  In 
summing  up,  I  might  say  that  anything  that  concerns  the 
well-being  or  growth  of  any  child  in  the  elementary  grades 
concerns  me. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  school  committee  of  Chatham 
for  their  confidence  in  apponting  me  to  this  position  and  to 
express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of 
the  principal  and  teachers  in  Chatham. 
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Report  of  the  Guidance  Director 

J.  W.  ALCOCK 
To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

My  first  annual  report,  after  three  months  in  the  position 
of  Guidance  Director  for  the  Chatham  and  Harwich  High 
Schools,  is  submitted  as  a  brief  report  of  the  planned  program. 

It  is  well  for  students  to  recognize  that  teachers  have  been 
and  are  currently  providing  the  day-to-day  guidance,  which 
must  be  made  available  to  all  students.  It  is  only  within 
recent  years  that  a  number  of  organized  guidance  methods 
have  been  developed  to  supplement  the  teachers'  efforts  and 
to  aid  them  in  treating  individual  problems  and  differences 
in  large  classes.  The  efforts  of  the  guidance  director  will  be 
devoted  first  to  those  who  need  individual  attention  most. 

The  main  guidance  tasks  to  be  accomplished  during  the 
school  year  are: 

1.  Aiding  Seniors  with  vocational  and  educational  place- 
ment. 

2.  Testing  and  counseling  students  with  problems  and 
conferring  with  their  parents  and  teachers. 

3.  Cooperating  with  the  Elementary  Supervisor  in  the 
development  of  continuing  guidance  records  which  will  be 
available  and  meaningful  to  pupils,  parents,  and  teachers. 

4.  Procuring  occupational  and  educational  information 
for  students. 

5.  Group  testing  of  aptitudes,  interests,  and  abilities. 

6.  Counseling  8th  graders  and  parents  concerned  with 
placement  in  freshman  courses  for  1955-56. 

In  the  light  of  recent  evaluations  "Career  Day"  has  been 
eliminated  in  favor  of  greater  use  of  extensive  occupational 
information,  which  has  been  placed  in  the  school  library 
this  year.  Field  trips  will  be  continued. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  at  this  time  to  all  who  have 
cooperated  and  assisted  in  carying  out  the  guidance  program. 
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Report  of  the  Art  Supervisor 

C.  LEO  FERRIS 

Art  is  becoming  a  major  force  in  our  daily  lives.  The 
Artist  designer  provides  the  beauty  for  our  homes,  furniture 
and  transportation  facilities.  It  is  becoming  a  major  subject 
in  many  schools  of  the  state. 

The  greatest  problem  in  Chatham  is  one  of  time  and 
space.  The  second  to  sixth  grades  have  twenty  five  to  thirty 
minutes  of  supervision  every  other  week.  This  is  not  enough 
for  proper  student-teaching  training. 

Before  a  game  is  played  the  participant  must  know  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  activity.  Many  may  know 
the  rudiments  of  a  certain  sport,  but  constant  practice  and 
hard  work  produce  champions.  I  believe  they  are  made,  not 
born. 

There  are,  I  believe,  "rules  and  regulations"  in  art.  Good 
drawing,  light  and  shade  perspective  are  a  few  that  are  very 
important  to  the  student.  They  must  be  shown  how  to  use 
the  tools  of  the  trade.  Demonstrations  and  participation  in 
the  various  media  are  most  important.  To  show  someone  how, 
does  not  kill  the  creative  urge  we  find  in  all  children.  If  we 
go  back  to  the  old  masters  we  find  they  were  well  trained 
craftsmen  before  their  work  became  great. 

The  appreciation  of  art  is  not  neglected.  A  basic  know- 
ledge of  color  and  design  in  relation  to  painting,  clothing, 
furniture,  interiors  and  architecture  goes  along  with  instruc- 
tion in  drawing  and  painting. 

Students  participate  in  several  exhibits  and  poster 
contests. 

In  my  estimation  the  following  are  the  most  beneficial. 
Scholastic  Art  Awards  give  recognition  to  students  on  the 
state  and  national  level.  Massachusetts  Art  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation Exhibits  are  on  loan  throughout  the  country.  During 
the  coming  year  I  hope  to  have  shows  from  other  states 
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exhibited  here.  The  safety  poster  contest  sponsored  by  the 
Kiwanis  Club  of  Chatham  attracted  many  favorable 
comments. 

In  the  warmer  months  the  great  outdoors  provides  the 
back  drop  for  sketching  trips.  These  supplement  the  class 
room  work  and  help  give  the  student  a  well  rounded  program. 


Report  of  the  Supervisor  of 
Instrumental  Music 

SALVATORE  PICCOLO 
To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Instrumental 
Music  in  the  High  Schools  of  Union  #17. 

Our  program  is  being  conducted  much  as  it  has  been  in 
the  past.  Orchestras  are  rehearsing  once  each  week.  The 
remainder  of  my  time  is  devoted  to  giving  individual  or  group 
lessons  to  students  desiring  such.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
there  is  a  definite  growth  in  the  number  of  these  students 
since  last  year.  Our  Union  Orchestra  is  also  rehearsing  each 
week  and  will  be  participating  in  the  Union  Music  Festival 
in  Chatham  on  March  18th. 

This  past  year  has  seen  much  musical  activity  on  Cape 
Cod.  Our  school  orchestras  have  performed  at  various  school 
functions  throughout  the  year.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Union 
orchestra  participated  in  the  Union  Festival  at  Orleans  and 
students  were  sent  to  the  New  England  Festival  at  Hyannis 
and  the  Cape  Cod  Festival  at  Falmouth. 

As  I  have  previously  stated,  our  department  is  growing. 
Thanks  for  this  are  due  our  school  administrators  and  parents. 
While  talking  with  a  group  of  parents  recently,  we  outlined 
their  responsibilities  to  our  program.  Some  of  the  responsi- 
bilities discussed  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Know  how  much  practice  is  done  daily  by  your  child. 
(Set  aside  a  definite  practice  time  daily). 
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(2)  Listen  to  the  lesson  and  see  that  it  sounds  musical — 
listen  for  improvement.  We  all  recognize  the  familiar  folk 
songs  in  each  book. 

(3)  Give  your  child  encouragement  and  show  your  in- 
terest in  his  work. 

(4)  In  the  early  stages  of  learning  an  instrument,  you 
might  have  to  coax  him  a  little  to  practice.  That  first  stage 
is  a  tough  one. 

The  above  are  very  important  factors  that  contribute  to 
the  success  of  each  student  in  our  program.  I  wish  again  to 
thank  these  parents  for  recognizing  their  responsibilities. 
Their  cooperation  and  interest  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Last  spring  I  sent  achievement  reports  to  the  parents  of 
instrumental  students.  From  comments  received,  the  reports 
were  welcome  and  appreciated.  This  year  reports  will  again 
be  sent  home  at  mid-year  and  in  the  spring.  The  reports  were 
brought  back  to  me  after  the  parents  read  them  and  added 
their  comments.  These  comments  have  aided  me  greatly  in 
guiding  each  pupil. 

For  the  coming  year  many  concerts  have  already  been 
scheduled  for  our  schools.  I  have  mentioned  above  the  Union 
Festival  in  Chatham  on  March  18th.  The  newly  formed  Cape 
Cod  Music  Educators  Association  has  also  scheduled  three 
Cape  Cod  Festivals  (Chatham  April  2nd,  Bourne  April  30th, 
and  Provincetown  May  7th),  and  a  school  night  in  Orleans  on 
May  2nd.  The  Association  is  also  working  on  a  concert  to  be 
given  by  the  educators  for  the  benefit  of  a  music  scholarship 
fund  for  Cape  Cod  High  School  graduates. 

We  hope  that  in  the  near  future  one  of  our  Union  #17 
graduates  will  be  a  recipient  of  this  scholarship. 

As  yet  I  have  received  no  information  about  the  New 
England  Festival,  but  some  of  our  students  are  already  plan- 
ning to  apply  for  admission  to  that  group. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  all  who  have 
contributed  to  the  success  of  the  past  year.  Parents  who  have 
transported  students  to  and  from  union  orchestra  rehearsals 
have  my  sincere  appreciation.  The  orchestra  could  not  exist 
if  it  were  not  for  their  faithful  contribution. 
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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Vocal  Music 

WEBSTER  WHITNEY  TILESTON 

To  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

The  aim  of  Music  Instruction  as  I  see  it  it  to  cause  chil- 
dren to  know,  to  love,  and  to  understand  music  in  as  many 
forms  as  possible  and  thus  to  bring  added  joy  into  their  lives 
and  added  culture  and  refinement  in  their  nature. 

With  this  aim  as  the  criterion  for  my  personal  instruction 
and  general  supervision,  I  feel  I  can  help  music  reach  its 
goal  more  quickly;  to  make  my  job  more  pleasant  and  gain 
cooperation  from  administration  and  community  alike.  Fur- 
thermore I  am  helping  to  clarify  what  Dr.  Willis,  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  of  Chicago,  stated  in  his  address  at  the  Music 
Educator's  National  Convention;  that  administrators  were 
not  so  interested  in  "What  is  Good  Music"  as  much  as  "What 
Music  is  Good  For'. 

I  feel  that  like  the  Administrators,  the  School  Boards, 
who  vote  financial  support  to  the  music  department  and  the 
parents  who  must  invest  in  their  childs'  musical  training  are 
also  extremely  interested  in  having  that  same  information. 
The  more  all  people  are  made  aware  of  the  functional  value 
of  music  education,  the  sooner  music  will  reach  its  goal  and 
be  made  available  to  more  and  more  pupils. 

Each  Chatham  grade  (even  though  I  have  only  14-20 
minutes  per  class  visit  and  Junior  High  and  Senior  High 
Chorus  once  a  week)  is  having  the  best  opportunity  yet — 
thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  Mr.  Hoyt,  Mr.  Bassett,  Mrs. 
Eldredge  and  the  teachers — for  self  expression  through  group 
activity  and  thus  is  obtaining  an  opportunity  to  acquire  self 
assurance,  personal  security  and  respect  for  the  achievements 
of  others.  Their  music  is  developing  moral  and  spiritual 
values  that  satisfy  the  aesthetic  needs  and  is  offering  to  each 
boy  and  girl  a  way  to  make  direct  contributions  to  the  com- 
munity during  their  school  days  and  thus  acquire  a  con- 
sciousness of  the  individual's  responsibility  to  the  community. 
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Several  occasions  come  into  my  mind,  apropos  of  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph  that  deserve  mention:  Our  Union  Festival 
held  in  Orleans  which  Mr.  Hoyt  really  was  responsible  for — 
was  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  and  satisfactory  evenings  of 
music  yet  undertaken.  Judging  from  comments  from  student 
and  parent  alike — all  are  looking  forward  to  the  coming  1955 
Union  Festival  of  music  to  be  held  March  18th  in  our  town 
of  Chatham. 

The  Cape  and  Islands  Massed  Festival  held  in  Falmouth 
had  a  large  percentage  of  our  boys  and  girls  taking  part  and 
I  was  very  proud  of  them.  This  coming  year  I  feel  honored  to 
know  that  the  Massed  Festival  will  be  centered  in  our  town 
also,  on  April  2nd. 

The  New  England  Festival  was  also  held  on  the  Cape 
(Hyannis)  and  select  groups  from  each  of  the  towns  in  our 
Union  were  fortunate  to  take  part  in  that  also. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  affairs  that  have  helped  to 
show  what  "Music  is  Good  for."  Here  on  the  Cape  particularly 
we  are  trying  to  carry  out  something  that  I  recall  from 
Plato's  Republic  where  music  was  a  part  of  the  education  of 
every  Greek  citizen  even  two  thousand  years  ago:  "Gym- 
nastics for  the  Body  and  Music  for  the  Soul." 

So,  in  conclusion,  I  feel,  and  hope  everyone  does,  that 
vocal  music  from  Grade  1  through  7  has  definitely  continued 
its  strides  forward  and  I  shall  keep  on  with  my  beliefs  that 
singing  fortifies  health,  widens  culture,  refines  the  intelli- 
gence, enriches  the  imagination,  makes  for  happiness  and 
endows  life  with  an  added  zest. 
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Report  of  the  School  Physicians 

HENRY  P.  HOPKINS,  M.D. 

CARROLL  H.  KEENE,  M.D. 

During  the  fall  months  of  1954,  with  the  exception  of  four 
or  five  absentees,  complete  physical  examinations  were  done 
on  the*  entire  school.  This  included,  or  will  include,  a  urine 
examination  for  the  presence  of  sugar.  You  may  remember 
that  last  year  two  new  diabetic  children  were  found  as  a  result 
of  this  examination.  The  inclusion  of  a  urine  examination 
in  school  children  was  certainly  unique  on  Cape  Cod,  and 
probably  throughout  the  State.  It  is  gratifying  that  this  year 
it  has  been  adopted  by  some  of  the  other  towns. 

The  health  room  has  again  justified  the  initial  expendi- 
ture by  providing  the  mechanics  for  a  more  complete  and 
reasonably  private  physical  examination.  Six  hernias  in  male 
children  and  one  female  child  have  been  discovered  and 
recommendations  made  to  the  family. 

General  health  and  nutrition  of  the  group  as  a  whole  is 
excellent.  A  marked  improvement  in  posture  during  the  last 
few  years  is  believed  to  be  a  result  of  the  enlarged  physical 
activities  department.  The  usual  number  of  acute  and  chroni- 
cally infected  tonsils  is  always  with  us.  The  most  glaring 
defect,  and  it  is  a  major  one,  is  the  deplorable  state  of  the 
teeth,  particularly  in  the  younger  age  group.  This  is  entirely 
out  of  proportion  to  the  general  health  of  the  group.  It  is  our 
feeling  that  this  is  a  local  problem  of  mouth  hygiene  and  care. 
We  urge  parents  to  occasionally  look  in  the  open  mouth  of 
their  children  with  an  eye  to  this  defect.  There  has  been  no 
dental  clinic  in  the  school  this  year  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

We  wish  again  to  remind  parents  that  the  responsibility 
for  the  correction  of  defects  is  not  a  school  function,  but  a 
parental  one. 

The  cooperation  of  the  school  nurse,  Miss  Guild  and  her 
assistant,  Mrs.  Desmond  Eldredge,  is  most  appreciated. 
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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

MARGARET  E.  GUILD,  R.  N. 

It  is  the  privilege  of  the  school  nurse  to  present  this  an- 
nual report  of  the  Health  Program  in  order  to  inform  parents 
and  interested  townspeople  of  the  various  activities  in  this 
department.  A  word  of  appreciation  should  be  expressed  to 
the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  and  Faculty  for  their 
excellent  cooperation  in  carrying  out  this  work  throughout 
the  year. 

Any  organized  School  Health  Program  has  threefold  ob- 
jectives. Those  are,  prevention  of  disease,  detection  and  cor- 
rection of  defects  and  health  education.  Each  phase  neces- 
sarily leads  into  the  other. 

The  usual  thorough  physical  examinations  by  Dr.  C.  H. 
Keene  and  Dr.  H,  P.  Hopkins  have  been  given.  Careful  check- 
ing of  physical  defects  previously  noted  have  been  made.  A 
high  percentage  of  these  defects  have  been  corrected  or  are 
under  treatment.  Since  no  widespread  epidemic  of  contagious 
disease  occurred  it  appears  that  the  general  health  of  the 
children  remains  at  a  high  level.  We  are  fortunate  in  having 
the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Desmond  Eldredge  with  the  clerical 
work  connected  with  these  examinations. 

Vision  and  hearing  tests  will  be  continued  this  year  to 
each  child.  Several  children  needing  new  glasses  have  re- 
ceived them  through  the  generosity  of  the  Kiwanis  and  Salva- 
tion Army  funds.  Others  have  been  treated  by  family  eye 
specialists. 

A  successful  project  of  examinations  of  the  urine  for 
sugar  was  carried  out.  Due  to  the  efforts  of  parents  and  teach- 
ers of  the  children  of  the  elementary  grades  an  outstanding 
one  hundred  percent  response  was  achieved.  A  satisfactory 
number  were  tested  in  the  junior  and  senior  grades.  One 
diabetic  child  was  discovered  plus  several  potential  cases 
noted.  We  plan  to  continue  this  program  yearly. 
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Due  in  great  part  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds  it  was  not 
possible  to  re-establish  the  dental  clinic.  We  continue  to  urge 
that  children  receive  prompt  dental  care  from  family  dentists. 
Excellent  response  was  obtained  in  the  fluoride  treatment 
program  administered  by  the  County  Health  Department  to 
seven,  ten  and  thirteen  year  old  children. 

This  year,  chest  x-rays  were  offered  to  children  fifteen 
years  or  older  by  the  Barnstable  County  Public  Health  Asso- 
ciation in  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis  program.  Over  sixty 
children  were  x-rayed  at  the  mobile  unit  in  October.  No  pre- 
viously unknown  abnormal  chest  conditions  were  discovered. 

Booster  immunizing  doses  for  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
were  administered  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Moore  to  seventy  nine  children 
of  the  Kindergarten,  First  and  Fourth  Grades.  It  is  gratifying 
to  report  that  for  the  first  time  the  entire  entering  Kinder- 
garten group  had  received  immunizing  doses  for  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  some  time  during  their  pre- 
school years. 

Our  very  fine  health  room  proves  daily  that  its  facilities 
make  the  program  much  easier  to  carry  out.  It  also  provided 
an  excellent  place  for  two  groups  of  Adult  Home  Nursing 
classes.  Thus  continuing  its  educational  purpose  beyond  the 
school  years.

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Report  of  The  Selectmen 


Chatham,  Mass. 
December  31,  1955 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

During  the  year  we  have  issued  185  building  permits, 
which  totaled  $945,536.81  in  construction  costs.  Some  of 
the  permits  were  not  used;  however,  we  should  have  ap- 
proximately $700,000.00  in  additions  and  new  buildings. 

We  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  voters  that  be- 
fore starting  construction  or  foundations,  an  application 
should  be  filed  for  a  building  permit.  Many  persons  do  not 
understand  that  starting  construction  without  first  obtain- 
ing the  right  to  build  is  in  violation  of  the  Protective  By- 
Laws,  and  will  find  themselves  not  only  in  violation  of  the 
law,  but  in  violation  of  the  By-Law  Regulations  as  to  the 
side-lines  and  set-backs;  and  are  in  a  position  whereby  the 
Selectmen  have  no  other  alternative  but  the  enforcement 
of  the  regulations,  which  causes  expense  and  embarrassment, 
that  hinders  their  building  program. 

We  have  found  during  our  assessing  period  this  year  many 
violations  in  this  respect.  Our  Protective  By-Law  has  been  in 
force  nearly  two  years,  and  there  has  been  ample  time  for 
all  persons  to  know  under  what  provisions  they  can  build. 
There  is  but  little  cause  for  anyone  to  be  found  in  violation. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  Selectmen  to  deal  harshly  in  re- 
spect to  future  violations.  Under  Article  73  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1954,  a  new  By-Law  was  adopted,  with  the 
requirement  that  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen  can  ap- 
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prove  any  petition  for  the  laying  out  of  any  public  way 
over  private  property,  specifications  must  be  submitted  and 
the  requirements  of  the  By-Law  and  of  the  Selectmen  must 
be  met.  You  will  note  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for 
1956,  that  we  have  eliminated  Articles  for  the  taking  of 
property  for  road  construction  by  the  Eminent  Domain  pro- 
cess. There  has  been  reluctance  on  the  part  of  Developers 
to  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  By- 
Law,  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

In  our  assessing,  we  'traveled  approximately  117  miles, 
and  we  were  alarmed  over  the  conditions  we  found  in  vari- 
ous developments.  These  conditions  are  now  trying  to  be 
met  with  by  the  insertion  of  Articles  in  the  warrant  asking 
the  Town  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  accept  Deeds  or  take 
by  Eminent  Domain  these  roads  which  we  could  not  accept 
as  Selectmen  under  the  provisions  of  the  By-Law.  If  the 
Town  acts  favorably  upon  these  roads,  and  feel  that  they 
should  instruct  us  to  take  them  by  Eminent  Domain,  or  gift, 
or  purchase;  there  is  ultimately  going  to  be  a  tremendous 
cost  to  the  Town,  and  the  Taxpayers,  whether  an  appro- 
priation is  asked  for  or  not.  Most  of  the  Developers  have 
failed,  in  their  anxiety  to  sell  lots,  without  first  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  By-Law.  It  has  put  the  Home- 
owners in  that  vicinity  and  the  purchasers  of  land  where 
they  are  now  dependent  upon  the  Town  to  take  care  of  their 
road  construction  needs.  We  realize  this  condition,  but  for 
the  Town  to  accept  these  roads,  surface  the  road,  provide 
for  drainage  systems,  and  maintenance,  even  in  one  develop- 
ment, would  set  a  precedent  which  would  probably  cause  the 
town  to  continue  with  this  procedure,  making  the  By-Laws 
ineffective.  It  is  up  to  the  voters  to  determine  whether  or 
not  they  want  their  taxes  increased  by  the  acceptance  of  these 
roads  or  not;  if  they  do,  then  they  must  expect  an  increase 
in  their  tax  rate.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  town  is  in  a  posi- 
tion, with  the  roads  in  the  condition  they  are  now  in,  and 
while  we  are  in  the  process  of  a  major  building  program^ 
to  increase  our  bond  indebtedness,  with  the  increase  we  are 
going  to  have  with  the  building  of  a  new  school,  and  with  the 
increase  of  school  operation  costs;  it  would  seem  that  care- 
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ful  consideration  should  be  given  before  the  acceptance  of 
a  costly  road  construction  program,  whether  in  a  develop- 
ment or  not. 

We  are  in  hopes  that  the  Town  will  give  consideration 
to  the  problem  that  faces  us  at  the  Town  Dump.  There  is 
not  any  question  but  what  this  Disposal  Area  must  be  taken 
care  of.  This  is  another  cost  that  should  be  carefully  con- 
sidered, realizing  that  it  is  a  menace  and  obnoxious.  The 
most  economical  way  of  handling  it,  should  be  adopted. 

In  regard  to  the  Selectmen  now  having  custody  and  care 
of  the  Oyster  Pond  Beach  Area,  and  the  providing  of  Life 
Guards  at  both  Harding's  Beach  and  the  Oyster  Pond;  it 
is  felt  by  the  Selectmen  that  this  properly  belongs  in  the 
hands  of  the  Park  Department. 

The  Park  Department  automatically  will  take  over  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  Old  Mill;  it  having  been  located 
at  its  new  location.  It  is  in  a  state  of  complete  renovation, 
with  the  exception  of  adding  the  fans,  which  will  be  done  in 
the  early  Spring.  The  Wings  are  completed,  and  ready  for 
installation.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
Stuart  M.  Crocker  as  summer  residents  in  our  Community, 
making  it  possible  that  we  now  own  this  ancient  landmark. 
Making  this  gift  to  the  Town  of  Chatham  shows  their  in- 
terest in  the  Community.  We  are  very  grateful  to  them  for 
the  cooperation  given  us  during  the  process  of  moving.  They 
allowed  us  to  remove  trees  in  their  orchard,  tear  up  their 
land,  without  registering  any  protest,  and  have  displayed 
their  willingness  and  cooperation  in  every  instance. 

The  gifts  to  the  Town  of  Chatham  received  in  the  past, 
have  been  carefully  maintained  and  preserved,  and  we  can 
assure  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Crocker  that  their  gift  to  us  will  be  kept 
in  a  state  of  restoration  by  the  people  of  our  Community. 

In  a  recent  Special  Town  Meeting,  provision  was  made 
for  an  access  highway  over  Route  #137  to  the  Mid-Cape 
Highway,  which  will  eliminate  the  traffic  congestion  which 
motorists  have  endured  in  the  Harwichport  and  Dennisport 
sections.  This  Highway  is  a  Safety  Highway,  and  is  to  be 
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built  under  Chapter  90.  It  is  hoped  that  this  highway  will 
be  completed  in  1956. 

The  widening  of  Main  Street  was  completed  during  the 
year  with  a  new  drainage  system.  This  drainage  system 
is  a  permanent  drainage  solution  to  the  conditions  which  ex- 
isted along  Main  Street  and  in  the  Parking  Area  at  the  rear 
of  the  Town  Office  Building  over  the  years.  The  flow  of  water 
from  Sea  View  St.,  Main  St.,  Cross  St.,  and  Old  Harbor  Rd.,  and 
from  private  property,  drain  into  this  system. 

The  adoption  of  a  covered  drain  from  Main  St.  to 
the  Oyster  Pond,  will  remove  the  dangers  from  the  water- 
flow  now  in  an  open  ditch.  There  will  be  an  Article  in  the 
Warrant  by  the  Committee  studying  this  problem. 

It  was  also  voted  in  the  last  Special  Town  Meeting  to 
further  widen  Main  St.  from  Cross  Street  to  Old  Harbor  Road, 
this  will  make  Main  Street  at  least  four  feet  wider  in  this 
area.  The  widening  will  be  completed  in  the  early  Spring. 
The  widening  of  Main  Street  at  the  upper  or  East  end,  has 
eliminated  many  accidents.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

In  the  three  categories  of  assistance  in  which  the  Fed- 
eral and  State  Governments  participate  with  the  Town, 
viz.  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  and  Dis- 
ability Assistance,  a  total  of  $55,965.11  was  spent.  $22,834.91 
was  Federal  Money,  $23,955.94  was  State  Money  and  the 
balance  $9,174.26  was  Town  Money. 

Of  this  amount  of  money,  outside  of  the  ordinary  bud- 
geted items  such  as  food,  clothing,  rent,  lights  and  personal 
needs,  a  total  sum  of  $15,957.55  was  spent  as  follows:

least  ninety  (90)  days  prior  to  the  termination  of  the  origi- 
nal term  or  any  subsequent  five  (5)  year  period,  and  to  ap- 
propriate a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  money  so  appropriated  to  be  transferred  from 
Revenue  1955,  and  to  take  any  action  thereon. 
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Voted:  That  the  Town  accept  from  the  Radiomarine 
Corporation  of  America  an  Agreement  of  Lease  as  des- 
cribed under  this  article,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  the  Agreement  of  Lease  for  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham.  Unanimous 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  widen  Main  Street  from  the 
intersection  at  Cross  Street  and  Main  Street,  west  to  the 
property  of  George  W.  Lees  et  ux.,  said  widening  to  include 
drainage,  curbing  and  resurfacing,  and  the  money  so  ap- 
propriated to  be  transferred  from  Revenue  1955,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

VOTED:  That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$12,000.00  to  widen  Main  Street,  from  the  intersection  at  Cross 
Street  and  Main  Street,  west  to  the  property  of  George  W.  Lees 
et  ux.,  reconstruct  the  curbing  and  drainage  system,  and  to 
resurface  where  necessary,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  amount  so  appro- 
priated to  be  transferred  from  Revenue  1955.  Unanimous 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway  Construction,  this 
money  to  be  transferred  from  Revenue  1955,  and  to  take  any 
action  thereon. 

VOTED:    That  the  Town  apropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000.00 
for  Chapter  90,  Highway  Construction  for  rebuilding  of  Route 
137,  this  amount  to  be  transferred  from  Revenue  1955,  the 
work  to  be  done  under  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws. 
Unanimous 

VOTED:  That  this  meeting  instruct  the  Chatham  Plan- 
ning Board  to  study  the  area  affected  by  the  new  approach  to 
the  Town  of  Chatham  and  recommend  to  the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting  any  protective  action  which  may  be  neces- 
sary. Unanimous 

The  following  Resolution  was  voted  unanimously. 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  we,  the  citizens  of  Chat- 
ham, in  Special  Town  Meeting  assembled,  hereby  pro- 
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test  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Utilities, 
and  to  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company  to  have  made  provisions 
for  the  subscribers  to  telephone  service  in  the  Chatham 
Exchange  obtaining  the  benefits  of  improved  telephone 
service  provided,  or  to  be  provided  in  the  year  1956,  to 
the  subscribers  of  telephone  service  in  communities,  and 
parts  of  Chatham,  serviced  by  adjacent  exchanges,  and 
that  we  do  hereby  call  upon  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  and  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  to  now  make  such  improved  service  avail- 
able to  the  subscribers  of  the  Chatham  telephone  ex- 
change by  providing  for  extended  area  service  in  the 
year  1956,  and  that  copies  of  this  Resolution  be  sent  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  and  the  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Chatham." 

At  8:42  p.m.  there  being  no  further  business  to  come  be- 
fore this  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn.

Your  Highway  Department  had  its  usual  quota  of  work 
and  hope  that  it  has  been  satisfactorily  accomplished,  this 
being  the  intentions  of  the  men  working  on  our  streets 
and  highways. 

General  repairs,  maintenance  and  seal  coating  has  been 
carried  out  throughout  the  town  to  the  best  of  my  ability 
and  with  what  I  had  to  work  with. 

I  am  asking  the  town  to  purchase  two  new  dump  trucks 
because  the  old  ones  are  in  need  of  a  considerable  amount 
of  repairs  and  therefore  consider  it  best  to  get  new  ones. 
Also  there  is  need  for  a  small  tractor,  pickup  sweeper  and  a 
cement  mixer  to  do  the  work  necessary  on  the  streets  and 
sidewalks. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  coopera- 
tion and  help  I  have  received  from  all  the  departments  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Chatham 
Planning  Board  for  the  Year  1955 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesdays  of  each  month,  the  Planning  Board  has 
held  eight  unscheduled  special  meetings,  two  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  one  of  them  jointly  with  the  Board  of  Appeals 
and  two  with  the  Massachusetts  Director  of  Planning,  the 
latter  to  discuss  present  regulations  and  some  of  the  changes 
that  have  been  proposed  regarding  the  present  Protective 
By-Law. 

In  accordance  with  article  61  of  the  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing of  1955,  plans  have  been  completed  for  the  survey  of  the 
surface  drainage  between  Main  St.  and  Oyster  Pond.  The 
Committee  on  the  Closed  Drain  has  conferred  with  the  Plan- 
ning Board  and  their  report  has  been  filed  as  instructed.  The 
Planning  Board  also  met  with  the  Traffic  Committee  ap- 
pointed in  accordance  with  Article  66  of  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1955. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  sub- 
divisions has  continued  throughout  the  year.  A  total  of 
11  subdivisions,  with  282  lots  and  25  private  roads  or  ways 
was  approved.  This  is  the  greatest  number  of  lots  approved 
in  any  one  year  since  1950,  although  the  total  number  of 
subdivisions  was  less  than  usual.  Forty-two  plans  not  re- 
quiring approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Regulations 
were  also  signed.  Copies  of  all  plans  are  kept  on  file  with 
the  Planning  Board.  Only  one  tentative  plan  was  not  ap- 
proved as  the  owner  did  not  wish  to  make  changes  in  a 
road  to  conform  with  the  regulations. 
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A  study  has  been  started  on  the  Town  Landings  and 
recommendations  for  the  taking  of  two  and  enlarging  of 
the  two  others  are  included  in  the  articles  of  the  Town  War- 
rant, as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  and  approved 
by  the  Harbormaster.  The  Board  will  welcome  suggestions 
for  improvements  for  the  Town  Landings. 

Study  has  been  made  of  the  approach  to  Chatham  via 
route  137,  the  link  to  the  extension  of  the  Mid-Cape  High- 
way. An  article  covering  recommendations  of  the  Planning 
Board  is  included  in  the  Town  Warrant. 

Further  and  more  detailed  studies  of  revisions  of  the 
Protective  By-Law  are  planned  for  the  coming  year.

Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


January  8,  1956 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  shellfish  situation  at  the  present  time  is  relatively 
the  same  as  it  was  a  year  ago.  Small  sets  of  quahogs  and 
clams  are  seen  in  many  parts  of  our  town.  Seed  scallops 
are  showing  where  they  did  last  year,  but  not  in  quantity  in 
any  new  areas.  With  the  removal  of  a  fair  percentage  of 
their  enemies,  these  should  have  a  chance  to  mature.  Over 
four  hundred  bushels  of  whelks  were  taken  within  the  town 
limits  in  1955.  Round  wrinkles  were  harder  to  find  as  were 
their  eggs  (sand  collars).  Most  of  the  whelks  were  taken 
in  the  Monomoy  area.  Three  men  worked  thru  the  Mill 
Pond  and  Stage  Harbor  areas  removing  enemies.  Some 
work  was  done  on  the  North  side  of  town,  the  Cow  Yard  and 
in  South  Chatham.  Forty-five  thousand  horseshoe  crabs 
were  destroyed  throughout  the  town.  Green  crab  traps 
furnished  by  the  State  were  used,  but  only  proved  that  these 
enemies  are  so  bountiful  that  removal  by  trapping  would  be 
an  impossibility.  The  cold  weather  in  mid-December  ob- 
viously killed  myriads  of  these  crabs.  Summing  up  the  enemy 
problem;  we  are  really  making  progress  towards  a  healthy 
balance  of  sea  life  for  our  benefit.  We  should  again  appro- 
priate fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  elimination  of  enemies  thru 
the  bounty  system. 

There  is  very  little  change  in  the  clam  situation.  They  are 
still  well  distributed  throughout  the  town,  but  are  not 
plentiful  in  any  area.  Inward  Point,  probably  has  the  big- 
gest concentration.  A  few  quarter  inch  clams  were  moved 
from  the  Cut- thru  to  the  adjacent  flats.  More  will  be  moved 
from  this  area  in  March,  if  they  are  still  in  this  shifting 
sand. 
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Oysters  are  slowly  increasing  in  number.  Shells  placed 
in  several  places,  caught  a  fair  amount  of  spat,  which  has 
been  put  in  deeper  water.  The  oyster  men  are  taking  a 
renewed  interest  in  growing  small  oysters  and  in  catching 
spat,  This  will  undoubtedly  help  the  whole  oyster  program. 

Quahogs  are  at  about  the  same  level  as  last  year.  This 
past  season,  seed  was  not  as  heavy  as  the  preceeding  years. 
Quahogs  procured  by  the  State,  were  planted  in  the  Oyster 
Pond  and  in  Stag  Harbor  to  try  to  induce  a  set  in  these  two 
areas.  Twenty-one  bushels  of  small  seed  were  moved  from 
seed  areas  to  depleted  areas  around  the  town. 

Pleasant  Bay  produced  scallops  of  all  shapes  and  sizes. 
The  variation  was  almost  unbelievable.  No  scallops  were 
to  be  found  in  back  of  Strong  Island,  or  in  the  Harwich, 
Orleans  area  (Middle  Ground).  The  best  scallops,  (as  last 
year)  were  found  on  the  South  side  of  town.  Reports  are, 
that  seed  is  plentiful  in  this  area.  Seed  in  Pleasant  Bay  is 
fairly  thick  in  this  year's  fishing  spots.  Some  Seed  was  moved 
from  the  Fox  Hill  area  to  the  Oyster  Pond  along  with  some 
eel  grass  roots.  The  outlook  is  good  for  a  future  scallop  fishery 
off  Monomoy  at  it  was  in  years  past.  The  removal  of  whelks 
and  starfish  in  this  area,  would  increase  the  yield  of  scallops 
considerably. 

Closed  areas  are  at  Buck's  Creek,  Cockle  Cove  (west  end), 
the  Island  Flat  opposite  the  Freezer,  and  on  the  South  side 
of  the  Oyster  Pond.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  Section  6  &  7  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

In  the  early  Spring,  scouting  was  carried  on  as  usual 
and  I  can  report  at  this  time  that  Chatham  is  still  clear  of 
the  Gypsy  Moth  menace. 

Spraying  was  started  this  Spring  as  soon  as  the  tent  cat- 
erpillars started  to  hatch,  with  good  results,  however,  we 
have  a  hot  spot  over  in  the  Harbor  Cove  area,  and  that  area 
will  take  quite  a  lot  of  work  this  coming  year  in  order  to 
clean  it  out. 

Our  biggest  project  was  Pine  Looper  this  year.  Of  course 
I  know  all  of  our  tree-loving  citizens  were  interested  in  this 
project  and  may  I  add  that  the  air-spraying  was  a  success.  I 
had  several  calls  immediately  after  the  job  was  done,  saying 
that  the  plane  had  missed  their  property,  but  as  I  have  stated 
in  my  previous  reports  that  D,D.T.  is  effective  for  three 
weeks,  and  so  I  proved  my  statement  as  some  of  the  Pine 
Loopers  did  not  crawl  into  the  sprayed  areas  until  two  weeks 
after  it  had  been  sprayed.  There  were  strips  as  wide  as 
twenty-feet  left  unsprayed,  but  we  knew  the  Pine-Looper 
would  contact  the  D.D.T.  while  it  was  strong  enough  to  kill 
and  that  happened.  I  have  had  my  crew  scouting  for  Pine- 
Looper  results  all  Fall  at  regular  intervals  with  excellent 
results. 
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Our  Gypsy  Moth  trapping  program  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  Department  of  Conservation  was  carried  out  as  usual 
with  good  results.  The  Japanese  Beetle  is  starting  to  give 
us  some  trouble  in  the  Old  Village  section  of  town  and  I  have 
answered  several  calls  in  regards  to  this  pest  and  I  am  hoping 
to  get  rid  of  it  by  aerial  spraying  next  Spring. 

The  Fall  web-worm  was  checked  and  sprayed  with  good 
results.  I  believe  that  spraying  during  mid-summer  while  the 
eggs  were  hatching  has  proved  successful. 

The  town  is  still  clear  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
voters  that  this  Department  is  operated  at  a  cost  of  $2,100 
in  comparison  to  $1,800  ten  years  ago.  The  price  of  labor  has 
more  than  doubled  and  insecticides  have  tripled  in  price.  So 
instead  of  being  just  a  Moth  Superintendent  we  are  now  re- 
sponsible for  every  insect  except  mosquitoes.

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  for  the  year  1955. 

On  April  18,  1955,  the  new  Ford  F-8  Maxim  built  com- 
bination fire  truck  was  delivered  and  tested  by  a  Maxim  Motor 
Car  Co.  representative.  The  new  truck  is  stationed  at  South 
Chatham.  This  fire  truck  is  of  the  latest  type  and  has  many 
new  features.  It  has  a  water  carrying  capacity  of  800  gallons, 
1000  feet  2y2  inch  hose,  600  feet  iy2  inch  hose  and  two  power 
reels  consisting  of  300  feet  %  inch  hose;  also  two-way  radio. 

A  training  program  was  started  with  the  new  truck  and 
the  men  of  Company  3  of  South  Chatham  and  it  was  very 
successful. 

Your  fire  station  in  Chatham  is  now  manned  from  8:00 
a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  daily  including  Sundays.  During  July  and 
August  it  was  manned  twenty-four  hours  a  day.  We  have 
found  by  doing  this  we  have  been  able  to  render  a  much 
needed  and  better  service  to  the  public  in  general. 

We  were  in  hopes  to  be  able  to  have  the  new  addition 
completed  on  the  South  Chatham  Fire  Station  but  due  to 
circumstances  beyond  our  control,  this  has  not  been  able 
to  be  done. 

Fire  drills  were  held  by  all  companies  during  the  year 
and  pumps  and  trucks  were  tested  at  regular  intervals. 
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Four  firemen  attended  classes  at  Otis  Air  Base  and  re- 
ceived instructions  pertaining  to  all  types  of  air  craft  fires 
and  received  certificates  upon  completion  of  the  course.  We 
feel  that  this  type  of  training  is  very  necessary  as  this  type 
of  fire  could  happen  at  any  time. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  men  from  Companies  2 
and  3  went  to  Falmouth  and  took  active  part  in  the  all  Cape 
program. 

Considerable  extra  time  has  been  given  by  the  firemen 
for  special  training;  this  training  has  proved  and  resulted  in 
the  saving  of  lives  and  property. 

Please  do  not  hesitate  in  calling  your  fire  department  in 
any  emergency  as  we  are  always  at  your  service.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commission 


January  10,  1956

Chatham,  Cape  Cod 
Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report.  The  Park  Commissioners  have  found  the  work  of  their 
department  growing  each  year.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  reflec- 
tion of  the  increasing  services  offered  at  our  beaches,  parks 
and  playgrounds. 

One  example  of  this  is  at  Harding's  Beach.  This  beach 
is  being  used  more  and  more  each  year.  The  facilities  of  the 
comfort  station  have  been  increased  and  a  first-aid  room  has 
been  added.  To  insure  efficiency  in  case  of  an  emergency  a 
telephone  has  been  installed.  The  exterior  trim  of  the  build- 
ing has  also  been  completed. 

The  parking  area  at  Harding's  Beach  has  been  extended 
so  that  it  now  measures  140  feet  by  455  feet.  This  has  helped 
to  increase  the  use  of  the  beach  which  will  necessitate  more 
money  being  spent  on  beach  maintenance. 

Kate  Gould  Park  has  also  been  improved  during  the 
past  year.  The  parking  lot  has  been  rebuilt.  A  new  drain- 
age system  has  been  installed  which  facilitates  the  flooding 
of  the  area  for  safe  skating.  With  the  appreciated  assistance 
of  the  Highway  and  Fire  Departments  this  project  will  con- 
tinue.

At  Sears  Park  further  improvements  may  be  noted.  The 
Park  has  been  connected  to  an  underground  electric  service. 
Garden  lights  were  added  for  summer  use.  The  same  timer 
and  underground  connections  were  used  later  for  the  very 
attractive  Christmas  tree  lights. 

At  the  Chatham  Lights,  so  called,  the  Department, 
through  selective  procurement  of  fill,  has  been  able  to  build 
up  the  banking.  It  is  hoped  that  this  project  can  progress  to 
the  point  where  greater  parking  facilities  can  be  provided. 
This  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  visited  spots  in  the  town 
and  should  be  improved. 

For  the  last  three  years  the  Department  has  continued 
a  project  to  replace  the  bleachers  at  the  Veteran's  Field.  This 
past  year  saw  one  more  section  completed,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  1956  will  complete  the  job. 

The  work  of  the  Park  Commissioners  is  not  only  that  of 
what  was  done  last  year,  but  also  consists  of  plans  for  this 
and  hopes  for  next.  We  feel  that  Chase  Park  will  soon  become 
one  of  the  main  attractions  that  the  town  offers  our  summer 
visitors.  It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  the  Department  is  study- 
ing the  various  ideas  that  have  been  presented  in  connection 
with  this  newly  acquired  town  park.  The  "Old  Mill"  is  now  on 
its  new  location.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Commissioners  to  be- 
gin work  this  Spring  to  improve  the  site  by  landscaping  and 
grading. 

In  summarizing  the  work  of  the  Park  Department  for 
1955  we  feel  sure  that  there  has  been  an  improvement  of  the 
facilities  offered,  but  that  this  will  have  to  continue  at  a 
greater  rate  in  the  future  if  Chatham  is  to  provide  the  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  parks,  beaches  and  playgrounds  that  the 
growing  winter  and  summer  population  should  have.  These 
are  the  assets  which  the  citizens  of  the  town  must  guard 
zealously.

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Report  of  the  Harbor  Master

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  7  of 
the  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  report  as  Harbor  Master  for  the  year  of  1955. 

During  the  months  of  February  and  March  of  1955  dredg- 
ing operations  were  carried  out  at  the  Fish  Pier  and  at  Ry- 
der's Cove.  The  Ryder's  Cove  work  was  completed  as  planned. 
At  the  Fish  Pier  the  mooring  basin  was  enlarged  to  allow 
more  swinging  room  for  the  boats  moored  there.  The  chan- 
nel approaching  the  pier  was  widened  and  deepened,  re- 
moving a  bar  on  which  some  of  the  larger  boats  struck  at 
low  water.  A  large  amount  of  sand  that  had  settled  in  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  basin  and  in  the  channel  between 
the  time  the  area  was  surveyed,  and  the  time  the  dredging 
started  created  a  problem,  and  it  became  necessary  to  elim- 
inate the  cleaning  out  of  the  south  basin  to  remove  this  sand. 
The  primary  reason  for  making  this  decision  was  that  this 
sand  could  be  moved  only  by  hydraulic  dredge,  and  that  the 
south  basin  could  be  cleaned  out  by  bucket  type  dredging  at 
some  future  time. 

Another  large  amount  of  sand  that  is  causing  some  trou- 
ble is  that  driven  up  against  the  south  side  of  the  south  basin 
bulkhead  by  storms.  This  washes  down  on  the  area  dredged 
for  the  Fish  Pier  float,  shoaling  it  to  the  extent  that  the 
float  rests  on  the  bottom  at  low  tide.  A  short  bulkhead  is 
needed  along  this  shore  to  prevent  this  action.  After  that 
the  sand  can  be  removed  with  little  danger  of  it  filling  in 
again. 
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A  similar  condition  exists  on  the  north  end  of  the  pier 
bulkhead  and  a  study  should  be  made  to  find  the  proper 
method  of  correcting  the  condition. 

Eighteen  spar  buoys,  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Town 
of  Chatham  were  set  marking  the  best  water  into  Ryder's 
Cove  in  March.  They  were  removed  and  stored  for  the  winter 
in  December.  These  buoys  proved  to  be  of  much  assistance 
to  boatmen  going  in  and  out  of  this  area. 

The  private  aids  to  navigation,  owned  by  the  Town  of 
Chatham  in  Stage  Harbor,  Mitchell  River  and  the  Mill  Pond 
were  serviced  and  placed  on  station  in  March.  They  were  re- 
lieved and  stored  in  December  and  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard, 
Chatham  Station  notified  of  both  actions. 

The  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  buoys  marking  the  channel  to 
Stage  Harbor  from  Chatham  Roads  were  serviced  and  their 
moorings  checked  in  May  by  Coast  Guardsmen  from  the 
U.  S.  Coast  Guard  buoy  tender  Hornbeam. 

At  Chatham  Bars  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  lighted  buoy  No. 
3  marking  the  entrance  of  the  South  Channel  parted  its  moor- 
ing and  was  picked  up  by  the  Service  on  Nantucket  Shoals. 
It  was  serviced  and  placed  back  on  station  in  October.  Lighted 
buoys  No.  5  and  No.  6  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Town  of 
Chatham  were  serviced  during  the  year  and  relieved  and  re- 
newed in  January  as  were  Coast  Guard  buoys  No.  8,  No.  9 
and  No.  10. 

The  Town  floats  at  the  Mill  Pond,  Oyster  Pond  and  Fish 
Pier  were  painted  and  launched  in  June.  During  the  sum- 
mer they  were  kept  busy  by  bathers  and  boatmen.  They  were 
hauled  and  stored  for  the  winter  in  December. 

The  Mill  Pond  Dock  is  at  present  undergoing  repairs  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  work  will  be  completed  in  the  spring. 
The  work  consists  mostly  of  renewing  decayed  caplogs  and 
deck  planking.  The  rest  of  the  30  year  old  dock  is  in  excel- 
lent condition  and  it  is  expected  that  with  these  repairs  it 
will  be  serviceable  for  many  more  years.

Gentlemen: 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1955  voted  that  the  Mod- 
erator appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  work  with  the  Select- 
men and  the  Planning  Board  under  Article  66  of  the  Town 
Warrant  of  1955  to  further  study  traffic  problems  of  the 
Town  and  to  report  their  findings  at  a  subsequent  Town 
Meeting.  By  letter  of  May  23,  1955  from  the  Town  Clerk, 
Marjorie  Ruth  Haven,  John  C.  Breault,  and  Arthur  H.  Alex- 
ander were  notified  of  their  appointment  to  this  committee. 

The  Committee  submitted  a  preliminary  report  and 
recommendations  to  the  Selectmen  on  June  16.  These  recom- 
mendations had  been  discussed  with  the  Planning  Board  at 
its  regular  meeting  on  June  8,  1955. 

The  Committee  now  presents  the  following  report  to  the 
regular  Town  Meeting  of  March  5,  1956: 

The  immediate  problem  before  the  Committee  was  the 
congestion  of  traffic  on  Main  Street  during  the  summer 
months.  The  Committee  interviewed  Main  Street  and  other 
merchants,  other  permanent  residents,  and  so-called  "sum- 
mer" people,  both  property  owners  and  transients.  The  gen- 
eral concensus  was  that: 

a.  One-way  traffic  was  thoroughly  unsatisfactory  for 
many  reasons. 

b.  Even  with  the  widening  of  Main  Street,  it  is  still 
too  narrow  to  accommodate  normal  summer  traffic,  plus 
trucks,  plus  bus,  plus  drivers  vaguaries,  with  parking  allowed 
on  both  sides  of  the  street,  during  the  summer  months. 
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There  is  the  problem  which  we  believe  everyone  recog- 
nizes. How  is  it  solved? 

The  first  problem  is  parking.  Every  one  wants  to  park 
as  close  as  possible  to  his  stopping  point.  Furthermore  he 
wants  to  stay  there  as  long  as  he  pleases,  whether  to  leave 
his  car  for  several  hours  or  to  casually  read  his  mail.  Streets 
are  made  for  moving  traffic  and  not  for  lengthy  parking. 
This  is  particularly  true  where  streets  are  necessarily  narrow 
as  in  Chatham.  The  obvious  answer  is  to  provide  off- 
street  parking. 

There  are  at  present  both  public  and  private  off-street 
parking  places,  some  of  which  are  not  fully  used.  These 
should  be  plainly  marked.  There  are  possibilities  for  many 
more  off-street  parking  areas  which  should  be  taken  ad- 
vantage of  either  by  the  Town  or  by  merchants.  If  ade- 
quate off-street  parking  facilities  are  provided,  most  of 
the  present  traffic  congestion  problems  of  Main  Street  could 
be  solved.  For  the  present,  however,  we  believe  that  parking 
on  only  one  side,  with  two-way  traffic  will  greatly  alleviate 
the  situation. 

We  have  all  observed  that  trucks  servicing  merchants 
have  to  double-park  on  Main  Street  in  order  to  deliver. 
This,  of  course,  is  a  legitimate  piece  of  business.  Neverthe- 
less it  congests  the  main  thoroughfare  and  causes  consid- 
erable inconvenience  to  normal  traffic.  Furthermore  it  may 
constitute  a  hazard  in  case  of  fire  or  other  emergency.  The 
Planning  Board  has  made  preliminary  studies  of  by-pass 
roads  either  North  or  South  of  Main  Street  which,  if  either 
could  be  accomplished,  would  greatly  relieve  the  congestion 
on  Main  Street.  Either  one  would  involve  both  physical  and 
financial  difficulties  on  the  part  of  the  Town.  It  has  been 
the  history  of  other  communities,  however,  that  these  diffi- 
culties do  not  decrease  as  time  goes  on.  This  matter  should 
be  given  further  study  particularly  in  relation  to  a  master 
plan  for  the  development  of  Chatham. 

The  best  traffic  system  is  the  simplest  and  the  most 
logical.  At  its  best,  however,  it  requires  regulation  and  en- 
forcement, which  means  trained,  intelligent  police  officers. 
We  appreciate  that  it  may  be  difficult  to  obtain  competent 
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temporary  police  officers  for  the  summer  months.  We  feel, 
however,  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  provide  for 
emergency  and  temporary  policing,  possibly  in  the  way  of 
developing  a  trained  permanent  auxiliary  police  force  as 
has  been  done  in  other  communities. 

It  is  our  observation  that  a  multiplicity  of  signs  along 
the  highway  confuses  the  motorist  and  leaves  him  with  little 
pertinent  information.  In  trying  to  figure  out  whether  he 
is  approaching  Chatham,  heading  for  Provincetown,  or  going 
to  any  one  of  a  dozen  this  or  thats  as  advertised  at  a  con- 
spicuous spot,  he  may  find  himself  in  the  Town  ambulance 
headed  for  the  hospital.  This  may  be  good  business  for  the 
ambulance  but  not  for  Chatham.  It  seems  to  us  that  it  is 
better  business  for  everyone,  to  minimize  private  signs  on 
public  highways  to  the  greatest  degree,  or  at  least  organize 
them  so  that  there  is  a  definite  distinction  between  traffic 
directional  signs  and  private  advertising  signs.  This  will 
work  to  the  advantage  of  both  the  traveling  public  and  the 
private  advertisers. 

CONCLUSION 

In  studying  the  immediate  traffic  problems  and  in  making 
recommendations  to  solve  them,  we  find  continually  that 
one  thing  depends  on  another.  For  example,  what  effect 
is  the  new  Mid-Cape  Highway  going  to  have  on  traffic  to 
and  through  Chatham?  Will  Main  Street  continue  to  be 
the  only  shopping  center  or  will  other  major  shopping 
areas  grow  up  in  North,  South  or  West  Chatham  thus 
decreasing  traffic  on  Main  Street?  In  other  words,  what 
is  Chatham  going  to  be,  for  which  we  are  planning  traf- 
fic now?  A  thorough  study  and  a  comprehensive  plan  for 
the  future  development  of  Chatham,  prepared  by  competent 
and  experienced  town  planners  would  be  of  inestimable 
value  in  traffic  planning  and  might  well  result  in  the  saving 
of  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

Recommendations 

i.  That  two-way  traffic  be  continued  throughout  the 
entire  length  of  Main  Street. 
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2.  That  no  parking  be  allowed  on  the  North  side  of 
Main  Street  (left  side  headed  toward  the  Post  Office  en- 
tering Chatham)  between  Sea  View  Street  and  Chatham 
Bars  Avenue  during  the  months  of  July  and  August. 

3.  That  individual  parking  spaces  be  marked  by  lines 
painted  on  the  pavement  at  right  angles  to  the  curb  on  the 
South  side  of  Main  Street. 

4.  That  parking  on  the  South  side  of  Main  Street  (the 
side  toward  the  Town  Office)  be  limited  to  two  hours  during 
July  and  August. 

5.  That  the  Selectmen  request  all  merchants  who  have 
off-street  parking  spaces  to  place  easily  readable  signs  direct- 
ing motorists  to  these  parking  spaces. 

6.  That  the  Selectmen  place  a  large  and  easily  read- 
able sign  at  the  intersection  of  Route  28  and  Queen  Anne 
Road,  opposite  the  end  of  Depot  Road  indicating  that  motor- 
ists are  now  entering  the  business  section  of  Chatham  and 
that  they  turn  left  at  the  next  intersection  for  Orleans  and 
Provincetown.  This  will  avoid  considerable  confusion  at  the 
intersection  of  Route  28  and  Old  Harbor — Stage  Harbor  Roads. 

7.  That  this  Committee  be  continued  during  the  coming 
year  to  work  with  the  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  to 
study  further  the  traffic  problems  of  the  Town  and  to  re- 
port their  findings  at  a  subsequent  Town  Meeting. 

Among  other  matters  to  be  studied  would  be: 

a.  Additional  off-street  parking  areas. 

b.  A  by-pass  parallel  to  Main  Street,  either  North  or 
South  of  Main  Street. 

c.  Provision  for  a  new  point  of  departure  for  the  Chat- 
ham-Hyannis  bus,  off  Main  Street,  including  adequate 
waiting  shelter  and  telephone. 

d.  Regulation  of  private  signs  along  public  highways 
in  order  to  avoid  confusion  to  motorists. 

e.  Additional  police  officers  to  assist  in  traffic  control 
and  regulation.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  for  the  period  from 
July  6,  1954,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  July  31, 
1955,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
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with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  making  the  orig- 
inal charges.  The  disbursements  were  checked  with  the 
selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse 
town  funds  and  with  the  payments  as  shown  by  the  treasu- 
rer's cash  book. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk's  records  of  town  meetings  and  with  the  records 
of  the  finance  committee.  The  ledger  accounts  were  ana- 
lyzed, the  necessary  adjustmens  resulting  from  the  audit  of 
the  several  departments  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  July  31,  1955. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  ana- 
lyzed and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments 
making  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the 
payments  by  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  select- 
men's warrants  and  with  the  accountant's  records. 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  treasu- 
rer's cash  balance  on  July  31,  1955  was  proved  by  actual  count 
of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  and  by 
examination  of  the  savings  bank  book. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment 
of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the 
transfers  to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the 
cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Fed- 
eral taxes,  county  retirement  system,  and  Blue  Cross  and 
Blue  Shield  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to 
the  Director  of  Internal  Revenue,  the  County  Treasurer, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Service,  Inc.,  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  balances  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  employees 
were  proved  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 
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The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  trans- 
ferred to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  col- 
lector's books,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  and  departmental  accounts  outstanding  at 
the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  sub- 
sequent commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  reconciled  with 
the  warrants  of  the  assessors  and  other  departments  com- 
mitting the  accounts  for  collection. 

The  collector's  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  by  the  collector  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements  were 
compared  with  the  records  of  abatements  granted  by  the 
assessors  and  other  departments,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  led- 
ger accounts. 

The  outstanding  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise, 
and  departmental  accounts  were  further  verified  by  sending 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies 
received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  financial  records  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued 
and  of  miscellaneous  receipts  were  compared  with  the  pay- 
ments to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  State,  and  the  cash 
on  hand  on  July  31,  1955  was  verified  by  actual  count. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select- 
men and  by  the  police,  fire,  and  health  departments  were 
examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being- 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law 
to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well 
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as  of  the  school  and  cemetery  departments,  were  examined 
and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the 
collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and  departmental  ac- 
counts, together  with  schedules  showing  the  condition  and 
transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  for  the  Fire-Ambulance- 
Rescue  Department  for  the  year  1955. 

In  making  this  report  we  would  like  to  go  back  a  few 
years  and  explain  how  this  service  that  is  now  available  to 
the  people  of  Chatham  came  about. 

With  the  increase  of  summer  visitors  and  the  local  bath- 
ing beaches  being  crowded,  together  with  more  and  more 
boating  activities,  it  was  thought  necessary  to  purchase  some 
kind  of  oxygen  equipment.  After  careful  study  and  the  ad- 
vice received  from  the  Harvard  Medical  Society,  an  E.  and  J. 
inhalator,  aspirator,  and  respirator  was  purchased.  After  in- 
structive and  training  courses  were  completed,  this  machine 
was  available  upon  the  call  of  a  doctor  and  was  transported 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  in  his  car  to  the  home, 
beach  or  wherever  needed. 

After  doing  this  a  number  of  years,  a  rescue  truck  was 
purchased  and  a  squad  of  ten  firemen  were  trained  in  stand- 
ard and  advanced  first  aid  by  an  American  Red  Cross  instruc- 
tor, also  instruction  pertaining  to  ambulance  work. 

On  May  18,  1955,  a  new  Eureka-Cadillac  ambulance  was 
delivered  and  was  immediately  put  into  service.  This  ambu- 
lance is  fully  equipped  with  all  the  equipment  necessary  to 
take  care  of  the  sick  and  injured,  such  as  oxygen  equipment, 
folding  stretchers,  folding  invalid  chair,  two-way  radio,  sick 
compartment  having  heating  and  ventilating  system. 
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We,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  together  with  the  Rescue 
Squad,  are  very  proud  of  this  fine  piece  of  equipment  and 
feel  we  have  come  a  long  way  and  are  continuing  our  train- 
ing so  that  we  will  be  able  to  give  the  best  possible  service.

Branches  from  the  main  line  can  be  made  for  any  future 
development  of  the  land  owned  by  the  Town  on  the  southeast 
side  of  the  present  cemetery. 

The  usual  amount  of  road  work  was  done  in  all  cemeteries 
and  all  roads  are  in  good  condition  at  the  present  time. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  the  People's  Ceme- 
tery and  it  is  hoped  that  another  well  can  be  driven  and 
another  pump  installed.  The  cleaning  out  of  brush  and  the 
trimming  of  the  pines  has  improved  the  entrance  to  this 
cemetery.

d.  The  renting  of  rooms  for  not  more  than  six  (6)  persons 
not  members  of  the  family  of  the  proprietor,  but  no 
public  restaurant  service  shall  be  provided. 

e.  The  following  uses  shall  also  be  permitted,  provided  they 
are  approved  by  the  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  after  public 
notice  and  hearing,  if  in  the  judgement  of  said  Board 
such  buildings  and  uses  are  appropriately  located  and 
designated  and  will  meet  a  community  need  without  ad- 
versely affecting  the  neighborhood 

(1)  Horticultural  and  wildlife  reservations. 

(2)  Homes  for  the  aged,  sanitariums  and  convalescent 
homes  not  of  a  penal  or  corrective  nature,  nor  for 
the  care  of  the  insane  or  feeble-minded  or  for  the 
care  of  epileptic,  drug  or  liquor  patients. 

(3)  Churches,  but  not  including  funeral  chapels  or  mor- 
tuary chapels. 

(4)  Municipal  use. 

(5)  Sporting  clubs  not  open  to  the  general  public  nor 
operated  for  commercial  profit. 

f.  There  shall  be  at  least  20,000  square  feet  of  land  in  all 
future  divisions  and  subdivisions  of  land  for  building 
purposes,  and  at  least  100  feet  of  frontage  along  a  way. 

g.  There  shall  be  provided  for  each  principal  residence  and 
single  secondary  guest  house  at  least  20,000  square  feet 
of  land;  and  for  any  additional  guest  house  in  excess  of 
one,  there  shall  be  provided  at  least  20,000  square  feet  of 
land  in  addition,  with  a  frontage  of  100  feet  along  a  way. 

h.  If  a  parcel  of  land,  presently  owned,  contains  less  than 
20,000  square  feet  but  not  more  than  10,000  square  feet, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  for 
minimum  size  lots  and  all  buildings  shall  be  permitted  to 
the  same  extent  that  buildings  are  permitted  on  a  lot 
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having  an  area  of  20,000  square  feet;  however,  on  lots 
presently  owned  containing  10,000  square  feet  or  less, 
one  principle  dwelling  but  no  guest  house  shall  be  per- 
mitted.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

As  we  present  the  school  reports  for  1955,  we  welcome 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  voters  of  Chatham  for  their  in- 
terest in  the  Chatham  School,  as  evidenced  by  the  overwhelm- 
ing vote  in  favor  of  the  construction  of  the  new  elementary 
school.  Such  interest  and  support  is  most  gratifying. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  active  one.  In  addition  to 
our  regular  duties,  we  have  spent  many  hours  as  members 
of  the  building  committee,  which  also  includes  Mr.  Horace 
F.  Reynolds,  and  Mr.  Bert  F.  Cropley.  We  are  pleased  to 
report  that  construction  is  on  schedule.  We  have  been  as- 
sured that  the  new  elementary  school  for  pupils  from  Kin- 
dergarten through  Grade  3  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in 
September. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Herbert  E.  Hoyt,  it  was 
necessary  to  elect  a  new  superintendent  for  Union  #16.  After 
interviewing  several  candidates,  Mr.  Sydney  G.  Pierce,  a 
former  teacher,  principal  and  superintendent  of  schools  in 
Westport,  Mass.,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy: 

With  the  best  interests  of  the  town  in  mind,  we  have 
revised  the  salary  schedule.  It  was  only  after  careful  con- 
sideration, which  included  several  conferences  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Chatham  Teachers'  Association,  that  the 
new  salary  schedule  was  adopted,  effective  in  September 
1956.  In  brief,  this  provides  for  a  minimum  salary  of  $3,600.00 
for  teachers  holding  B.  A.  or  B.  S.  degrees. 

By  providing  adequate  facilities,  and  a  salary  schedule, 
second  to  none,  we  have  now  reached  a  goal  where  teaching 
in  Chatham  becomes  a  privilege. 
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The  physical  improvement  of  the  school  plant  is  con- 
tinuing. Among  the  major  projects  for  1956  is  the  expansion 
of  the  Commercial  Department. 

We  shall  continue  to  work  for  the  improvement  of  the 
educational  program  offered  at  the  Chatham  School.  A 
better  school  is  our  responsibility,  and  one  which  we  are 
willing  to  share  with  you  at  all  times.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

The  following  is  my  first  in  the  series  of  annual  reports 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  this  town. 

UNION  #16 

The  need  for  additional  art  supervision  was  met  with 
the  employment  of  Mr.  Vernon  Smith  of  Orleans.  Mr.  Smith 
works  with  the  classes  at  the  elementary  school.  He  has 
an  extensive  and  accomplished  background  in  the  field  of 
art,  and  his  work  is  well  received  by  pupils  and  teachers. 

In  September  Mr.  Samuel  Griffiths  came  into  our  union 
to  supervise  the  instrumental  music  at  the  elementary 
level.  Mr.  Griffiths'  many  years  of  experience  in  school  music 
work  have  earned  him  a  fine  standing  on  and  beyond  the 
Cape. 

I  feel  that  we  are  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  these 
two  men  for  our  children. 

Mr.  Tileston's  schedule  has  been  stretched  as  enroll- 
ments have  grown  and  new  classrooms  were  added.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  time  has  come  to  expand  our  vocal  music 
supervision.  Budgetary  provision  has  been  made  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  the  fall  of  1956  there  will  be  assistance  in  this 
department. 

The  additional  clerical  help  provided  for  the  superin- 
tendent's office  is  completely  justified  in  my  opinion. 

The  nature  study  classes  conducted  bi-weekly  in  sixth 
grade  classes  are  new  to  me.  I  endorse  them  heartily,  and 
wish  they  may  be  scheduled  for  fifth-grade  classes  also  in 
the  future.  We  have  so  much  evidence  of  nature  around  us 
on  the  Cape  we  will  do  well  to  provide  for  pupils  the  oppor- 
tunity to  become  better  acquainted  with  it. 
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SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

Space  needs  for  Chatham  pupils  seem  to  be  taken  care 
of  for  some  time,  with  the  construction  of  the  new  ele- 
mentary school.  It  is  expected  that  primary  classes  will 
enter  the  new  school  in  September.  This  will  relieve  crowded 
conditions  in  the  present  school,  and  the  gradual  renovation 
now  planned  for  the  commercial,  administrative  and  guidance 
quarters  will  improve  the  facilities  of  the  school. 

Although  adequate  classroom  provision  seems  assured 
for  some  time,  there  may  be  value  in  joining  with  nearby 
towns  now  in  taking  a  long-range  look  at  the  future  educa- 
tional picture  of  this  section  of  Cape  Cod.  This  should  be  done 
before  too  many  towns  enter  into  plans  that  will  commit  them 
to  long-term  educational  arrangements.

A  study  of  this  table  indicates  the  rising  gross  cost  of 
education  over  the  past  five  years.  This  is  to  be  expected 
with  rising  costs  of  materials,  increased  enrollments  and 
salary  improvements.   In  spite  of  this,  net  cost  per  pupil

has  risen  only  12%  in  the  same  period,  and  increasing  re- 
imbursements and  valuations  have  kept  the  rise  in  tax  for 
schools  to  4%  since  1951. 

PERSONNEL 

The  light  teacher  turnover  is  seen  as  valuable  to  the 
stability  and  smooth  operation  of  the  school. 

Miss  Jean  Arnold  of  Westboro,  Mass.,  was  employed  to 
teach  commercial  subjects.  Miss  Arnold  is  a  graduate  of 
Worcester  Junior  College  and  Boston  University.  Mrs.  Nata- 
lie C.  Sibley,  a  graduate  of  Perry  Kindergarten  Normal  School, 
brings  eleven  years  of  teaching  experience  to  her  teaching 
of  the  large  kindergarten  classes.  Mrs.  Marilyn  Ryder  gradu- 
ated from  Framingham  State  Teachers  College  and  was  em- 
ployed to  teach  home  economics.  Mr.  George  D.  Wiilett,  Jr. 
graduated  from  Salem  State  Teachers  College  and  taught  two 
years  in  Ashfield,  Mass.  before  joining  our  staff.  He  teaches 
social  studies.  Miss  Martha  H.  Cook  teaches  physical  education 
and  coaches  girls  sports,  for  which  she  prepared  at  Bridge- 
water  State  Teachers'  College. 

After  school  started  in  September  a  need  was  seen  for 
relief  in  a  crowded  fifth-grade  class.  The  services  of  Mrs. 
Doris  Bassett  were  secured.  Mrs.  Bassett  trained  at  Farm- 
ington  Normal  School  and  the  University  of  Maine,  and  has 
had  three  years  of  teaching  experience.  Her  schedule  pro- 
vided help  in  the  crowded  classroom  and  work  with  pupils 
who  can  benefit  particularly  from  individualized  attention 
in  reading. 

REPAIR  AND  IMPROVEMENT 

The  major  repair  expenditure  during  the  year  was  for 
painting  the  outside  of  the  building.  Snowguards  were  re- 
placed on  the  roof  and  several  plumbing  and  heating  re- 
pairs were  required.  Two  new  pianos  and  three  record 
players  were  purchased.  Several  typewriters  were  replaced. 
A  refrigerator  and  an  electric  stove  in  the  home  economics 
department  were  replaced  at  no  cost  by  the  Cape  &  Vine- 
yard Electric  Co.,  and  the  replaced  refrigerator  was  pur- 
chased to  replace  a  worn-out  refrigerator  in  the  cafeteria. 
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SALARY  SCALE 

The  salary  scale  and  personnel  policy  adopted  by  the 
School  Committee  and  Teachers'  Association  has  attracted 
wide  attention.  Judging  from  the  flood  of  applications  re- 
ceived at  this  office  since  the  announcement,  Chatham  seems 
assured  of  a  high  degree  of  selectivity  in  securing  new  per- 
sonnel. Of  long-range  value  is  the  effect  of  encouraging 
capable  young  people  to  consider  a  teaching  career.  The 
principles  of  policy,  designed  to  improve  professional  status 
and  encourage  in-service  training  are  of  immediate  value. 
I  have  confidence  that  Chatham  is  proud  of  its  leadership. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  express  my  pleasure  to  be  living  on  the  Cape 
again  and  my  appreciation  for  the  welcome  and  cooperation 
I  have  received  from  the  school  personnel  and  townspeople 
of  Chatham.

ENROLLMENT 

Enrollment  in  the  school  on  October  1  was  593:  62  in  kin- 
dergarten; 328  in  grades  1-6;  203  in  grades  7-12.  This  repre- 
sents an  increase  of  31  over  last  year. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  CURRICULUM,  1955-1956 
Chatham  High  School  is  a  six-year  school.  There  are 
three  courses  of  study  offered:  namely,  College,  Commercial, 
and  General.  Subjects  considered  as  essential  to  the  edu- 
cational development  of  all  students  are  REQUIRED.  Sub- 
jects important  for  certain  groups  of  students,  depending 
upon  their  professional  or  vocational  plans  and  interests, 
are  ELECTIVES. 

COLLEGE  PREPARATORY  COURSE 
The  aim  or  objective  of  this  course  is  to  prepare  pupils 
for  admission  to  institutions  of  higher  learning.  A  student 
in  the  college  curriculum  should  be  prepared  to  do  intensive 
work  throughout  the  course,  since  admission  to  college  is 
becoming  more  and  more  competitive  and  is  restricted  to 
those  whose  scholarship  shows  the  highest  merit.  He  should 
bear  in  mind  that  every  college  is  admitting  high  school 
graduates  according  to  its  own  plan  of  admission  and  ex- 
amination, and  that  these  requirements  are  constantly 
changing. 

A  few  colleges  will  accept  a  candidate  on  the  basis  of 
his  school  record  and  the  principal's  recommendation. 
Other  Colleges  require  an  applicant  to  take  the  College  En- 
trance Examination  Board's  general  scholastic  aptitude  test 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  secondary  school  certi- 
fies him.   Some  require,  in  addition,  achievement  tests  in 
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one  or  more  subjects.  It  is  wise,  therefore,  for  a  student  to 
select  his  college  early  and  choose  the  proper  subjects  for 
admission. 

COMMERCIAL  COURSE 
The  Commercial  Course  assists  a  pupil  to  prepare  for 
work  in  a  business  office,  or  £o  take  advance  work  in  a  busi- 
ness college.  It  is  designed  to  provide  special  training  in  the 
commercial  subjects  and  the  best  possible  background  of 
general  education  for  students  who  wish  to  be  stenographers, 
bookkeepers,  clerks,  and  other  commercial  workers.  Students 
who  are  going  to  continue  their  education  in  business  col- 
leges should  be  careful  to  have  the  number  of  credits  neces- 
sary for  entrance  . 

GENERAL  COURSE 
This  course  is  designed  primarily  for  those  pupils  who  de- 
sire a  practical  course  of  general  educational  and  cultural 
nature.  In  some  instances,  however,  by  selecting  certain 
subjects  in  the  College  and  Commercial  Courses  of  study, 
a  student  may  prepare  himself  for  special  types  of  insti- 
tutions. This  course  has  a  broad  range  and  is  planned  to 
develop  an  appreciation  of  the  privileges  and  responsi- 
bilities of  good  citizenship.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


Mrs.  Eldredge,  assistant  principal  in  the  Elementary 
School,  reports  that  "the  aims  of  elementary  education  are: 

1.  To  have  good  human  relationships,  as  this  plays 
a  most  important  part  in  carrying  through  any 
program  based  on  child  growth  and  develop- 
ment 

2.  To  study  each  child's  physical,  mental,  social 
and  emotional  growth. 

3.  To  have  a  good  learning  situation,  consisting  of 

a  rich  and  varied  series  of  learning  experiences, 
in  sequence,  unified  around  a  purpose. 
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4.  To  have  a  pleasant,  friendly  classroom,  where 
there  is  a  feeling  of  mutual  respect  and  coopera- 
tion. 

5.  To  evaluate  the  curriculum  in  use,  and  to  gear 
the  program  to  the  capacities  and  achievement 
level  of  each  pupil. 

Every  child,  no  matter  how  gifted,  or  how  limited  has  some- 
thing to  contribute  in  group  living.  Such  living  is  the  demo- 
cratic way  of  life." 

This  year  a  helping  teacher  has  been  added  to  the  staif 
of  grades  1-6.  This  teacher  relieves  the  pupil  load  in  g:ade 
5,  and  also  gives  extra  help  to  some  children  in  the  other 
grades.  These  children  report  in  small  groups  for  remedial 
work. 

Great  interest  has  been  developed  in  instrumental  music 
by  Mr.  Griffiths.  At  present  he  is  instructing  42  grade  school 
pupils  in  the  various  instruments.  Besides  encouraging  a  love 
of  music  in  the  boys  and  girls,  his  work  will  make  possible  a 
more  complete  musical  program  in  the  high  school  later. 

For  a  further  discussion  of  the  work  in  grades  1-6,  I 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Elementary  School  supervisor, 
Dr.  Harriett  Chace. 

CONCLUSION 

Community  interest  in  and  support  of  all  school  func- 
tions are  excellent,  and  indicate  a  healthy  atmosphere  for 
future  growth  in  our  school.  In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of  Chatham,  the  School 
Committee,  the  Superintendent,  and  the  faculty  for  their 
cooperation  and  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  school.

Report  of  Elementary  Supervisor 

HARRIETT  CHACE 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
elementary  supervisor  in  the  schools  of  Union  #16.  In  my 
last  year's  report  I  attempted  to  explain  how  my  work  fitted 
into  the  educational  picture  and  list  my  aims.  In  this  second 
report  I  hope  to  show  how  I  am  carrying  out  some  of  these 
aims. 

The  testing  program  has  been  carried  out  as  planned 
with  aims  to  use  results  to  plan  for  providing  for  individual 
differences.  Group  intelligence  testing  was  done  at  first, 
third,  and  sixth  grade  levels.  The  results  of  testing  showed 
that  the  range  of  intelligence  quotients  in  the  first  six 
grades  ran  from  76  to  139.  These  tests  indicated  that,  while 
there  were  some  slow  learners  in  Chatham,  remedial  work 
rather  than  a  separate  class  for  retarded  students  was  needed. 

Achievement  tests  also  bore  out  this  fact  with  the  follow- 
ing ranges  of  grade  levels:

This  wide  range  within  a  classroom  bears  out  the  fact 
that  provision  for  individual  differences  is  of  utmost  im- 
portance in  Chatham.  Since  the  low  group  was  small,  it  was 
decided  that  a  teacher  who  could  supplement  the  class- 
room work  for  these  pupils  was  indicated.  A  teacher  was 
hired  to  take  remedial  classes  each  day  for  part  of  the  day 
and  to  relieve  an  overcrowded  situation  in  the  fifth  grade 
for  the  rest  of  the  day.  This  plan  appears  to  be  working  out 
most  satisfactorily.  It  is  hoped  that  even  when  the  over- 
crowded condition  is  relieved  by  the  transfer  of  children 
to  the  new  school  next  fail  some  similar  plan  will  continue 
with  this  necessary  help  for  the  slow  learner.   It  is  also 
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evident  that  provision  for  the  superior  child  should  be  con- 
sidered. It  is  desirable  to  utilize  the  alertness  and  eager- 
ness of  a  child  for  the  development  of  hobbies  and  interests 
which  will  serve  his  life  in  later  as  well  as  present  years.  Ob- 
jective criticism  and  a  sense  of  responsibility  can  be  devel- 
oped because  of  the  natural  desire  to  learn  and  the  eager 
interest  of  the  elementary  child.  Grouping  within  a  class- 
room to  provide  for  individual  differences,  our  excellent 
nature  study,  music,  art  and  physical  education  programs 
provide  much  enrichment.  With  the  added  space  and  the 
flexibility  expected  in  the  new  building  it  is  hoped  that  we 
can  advance  an  even  more  creative  program  for  all  groups 
of  children. 

The  teachers  in  the  Chatham  school  are  constantly 
working  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  their  students.  I  have 
noticed  an  excellent  attention  to  the  matter  of  phonics  and 
really  fine  development  of  reading  facility  in  the  children. 
The  teachers  recently  heard  Dr.  Anna  Cordts  of  Rutgers 
University,  a  leading  educator  in  the  phonics  field,  discuss 
methods  and  materials.  On  January  11  they  will  meet  with 
other  teachers  in  the  union  to  discuss  the  state  program 
for  phonics  training  with  the  state  supervisor.  These  pro- 
grams, as  well  as  courses  being  taken,  help  teachers  keep 
abreast  of  modern  trends  and  methods. 

Self-improvement  has  also  been  part  of  my  task.  In 
addition  to  reading  and  writing  on  educational  matters,  I 
have  attended  three  conferences  this  year  to  gather  materials 
for  teachers  and  to  keep  posted  on  education  in  the  nation 
and  the  world.  One  of  these,  held  at  Rensellaer  Polytechnic 
Institute,  was  an  attempt  by  industry  and  education  to  find 
mutual  aims  in  the  science  field.  The  second,  held  in  New 
York  by  the  National  Council  for  the  Social  Studies,  pre- 
sented methods,  materials,  and  concepts  for  history,  geo- 
graphy and  related  subjects.  The  third,  held  at  Bridge- 
water,  was  on  the  subject  of  school  health. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  school  committee 
for  confidence  in  reappointing  me  to  my  position  and  to 
express  appreciation  for  cooperation  and  courtesy  of  prin- 
cipals and  teachers  in  Chatham.

Report  of  the  Guidance  Director 

JAMES  W.  ALCOCK 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Guidance  Director  for  the  Chatham  High  School. 

Twenty  students  were  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1955. 
Three  are  now  locally  employed.  Five  are  in  the  military 
service,  and  twelve  are  continuing  their  education  and 
training. 

A  guidance  record  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
program  has  been  developed  in  cooperation  with  the  faculty, 
Information  accumulated  on  each  student  will  include.  (1) 
his  scholastic  record,  (2)  the  standardized  test  record,  (3) 
personality  and  character  development  evaluations,  (4)  in- 
terests, activities,  work  experiences,  and  plans  record,  (5) 
disciplinary  record,  and  (6)  health  record. 

Heretofore  guidance  records  have  been  confidential 
in  nature  and  directly  available  only  to  the  faculty.  The  new 
record  will  be  open  for  inspection  to  each  student,  his 
parents  and  his  teachers.  It  will  be  set  up  on  a  trial  basis 
in  the  eighth  grade  for  the  remainder  of  this  year  before 
requesting  printing  funds. 

The  new  guidance  record  was  necessary  in  the  ap- 
proach to  a  number  of  problems  which  demand  the  atten- 
tion of  parents  and  teachers.  Scholastic  achievement,  course 
selections,  thrift  in  career  planning,  and  personality  ad- 
justment involve  problems  that  are  based  largely  on  atti- 
tudes. And  attitudes  are  slow  to  change.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  new  record,  open  to  each  student,  will  directly  influence 
attitudes  and  provide  a  basis  for  the  cooperative  efforts 
of  parents  and  teachers  to  exert  a  consistent  and  continu- 
ing influence. 

Although  the  guidance  program  is  faced  with  problems, 
it  has  been  a  rewarding  experience  in  the  past  year  to  learn 
of  the  confidence  which  admission  officers  and  employees 
have  in  our  graduates  and  of  the  enthusiasm  with  which 
graduates  face  new  challenges. 
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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Art 

C.  LEO  FERRIS 

As  educators,  we  are  finally  emerging  from  the  quite 
senseless  feeling  that  art  teaching  must  somehow  be  vindi- 
cated for  being  placed  on  the  school  curriculum.  Art  needs 
no  vindication,  unless  we  live  in  a  mechanical  world  where 
everything  is  evaluated  in  terms  of  cash  value.  Art  is  the 
one  force  which  exists  purely  for  the  pleasure  it  brings  and 
because  it  is  an  instrument  for  developing  finer  individuals 
from  the  basic  raw  materials.  Too,  it  has  a  vital  role  as  the 
means  for  emotional  outlet,  whether  that  art  form  be  paint- 
ing, music  or  dancing.  And,  from  a  factual  viewpoint  it  is 
one  of  the  few  courses  which  contains  the  seeds  of  its  own 
propagation.  Each  student  who  enjoys  his  class  in  design  will 
find  himself  enjoying  those  lessons  all  over  again  when  he  sees 
a  graceful  building,  an  appealing  landscape  or  a  home  that 
has  been  laid  out  and  furnished  in  what  we  call  "good  taste" 
which  is  only  another  phrase  for  "valid  design". 

Along  with  my  teaching  duties  here  I  also  have  the 
privilege  of  serving  on  the  executive  board  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Arts  Education  Association.  A  "Contemporary 
Technique  Program  Analysis"  is  under  way  at  present.  Dem- 
onstrations of  various  media  and  reproduction  methods 
take  place  at  the  meetings  which  are  held  four  times  during 
the  school  year.  Participation  is  the  next  step  as  teachers 
pass  on  information  gained  to  their  students.  Evaluation 
is  made  from  questionnaires  sent  to  teachers  and  the  pub- 
lished results  are  made  available  to  all  schools.  Chatham 
along  with  every  other  city  and  town  in  Massachusetts 
benefit  from  these  meetings. 

In  January  1955,  Mr.  Vernon  Smith  joined  me  in  guiding 
the  creative  urge  of  Union  #16  youngsters.  Mr.  Smith  is 
a  successful  artist  with  years  of  professional  experience.  He 
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directs  the  efforts  of  those  in  grades  1  thru'  5  and  grade  7. 
Every  grade  is  visited  at  least  once  a  week  on  Tuesday  or 
Friday.  I  take  grades  6  and  8  along  with  the  High  School 
students  who  have  elected  art.  Mr.  Smith  and  I  have  fre- 
quent meetings  to  discuss  the  over  all  problems  of  a  suc- 
cessful art  program. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  we  may  continue  to  have  success- 
ful results.  I  know  this  will  be  possible  if  we  receive  the 
same  type  of  help  and  cooperation  from  Mr.  Bassett,  Mrs. 
Eldredge  and  the  teachers  as  we  have  in  the  past. 


Report  of  the  Instrumental  Music  Supervisor 

HIGH  SCHOOLS 

SALVATORE  PICCOLO 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Instrumental 
Music  in  the  High  Schools  of  Union  #16. 

I  am  very  happy  to  report  that  last  year  was  a  very  ac- 
tive one  musically  in  the  three  high  schools.  The  Chatham 
orchestra  performed  at  the  Memorial  Auditorium  last  Feb- 
ruary in  a  joint  concert  with  Mr.  Gricius  and  pupils  of  the 
elementary  school.  The  Harwich  Orchestra  and  Girls  Glee 
Club  gave  a  joint  concert  last  April,  and  in  Orleans,  the 
orchestra  participated  in  two  concerts  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year.  The  first  was  a  concert  of  Junior  and  Senior 
Orchestras  with  the  Junior  and  Senior  Choruses  of  Mr. 
Tileston,  and  the  second  was  a  formal  concert  and  dance 
given  with  the  Orleans  Girls  Glee  Club  with  Mr.  Reynolds. 
As  in  past  years,  our  orchestras  also  participated  in  the 
various  graduation  programs  in  the  three  high  schools.  I 
was  particularly  pleased  at  the  number  of  parents  who 
took  the  time  to  speak  to  me  and  other  supervisors  at  the 
close  of  each  concert  concerning  the  musical  activities  and 
problems  of  their  children.  Such  parental  interest  is  a 
great  help  to  the  supervisor. 
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In  addiion  to  the  above  concerts  given  by  the  individual 
high  schools,  these  same  students  participated  in  the  Union 
Festival  at  Chatham  and  the  Cape  Cod  festivals  at  Bourne 
and  Provincetown.  A  large  group  of  our  young  musicians 
also  spent  three  days  in  Rutland,  Vermont  at  the  New  Eng- 
land Concert  Festival.  I  would  like  to  publicly  thank  the 
members  of  the  school  boards  of  Union  #16  for  their  interest 
and  support  that  enables  us  to  send  students  to  the  Cape 
and  New  England  festivals. 

Plans  are  already  made  for  many  festivals  and  concerts 
in  the  coming  year.  Our  Union  #16  festival  is  planned  for 
the  11th  of  February  at  the  new  Elementary  School  Audi- 
torium in  Harwich.  This  is  a  departure  from  the  usual  as  it 
will  be  held  on  a  Saturday  instead  of  Friday  evening.  This 
allows  more  time  during  the  day  for  final  rehearsal.  The 
new  Union  Band  will  make  its  first  appearance  at  this  time 
Chatham  High  School  will  be  host  to  the  Cape  Cod  Festival 
on  March  10th.  On  March  22,  23,  24,  the  New  England 
Festival  will  be  held  in  Claremont,  New  Hampshire.  Many 
of  our  students  have  already  applied  for  acceptance  in  these 
fine  musical  groups. 

This  makes  for  another  active  musical  year  and  this  we 
like.  Much  activity  and  participation  by  as  many  students 
as  possible  are  the  basic  objectives  of  our  music  program. 
In  comparison  to  other  New  England  high  schools,  the 
number  of  students  sent  to  festivals  by  our  Union  is  very 
high.  Each  year  our  program  is  enlarging,  and  in  a  few 
years  I  should  have  a  bumper  crop  of  young  string  players 
that  have  already  been  started  in  the  grades  by  my  col- 
league, Mr.  Griffiths. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  made 
my  work  in  Union  #16  a  pleasure.  School  boards,  admin- 
istrators, parents,  and  fellow  teachers  have  shown  a  gen- 
uine interest  in  the  music  department.  Concerning  the 
problems  of  scheduling  and  lack  of  space,  the  principals 
have  been  most  cooperative.  Without  their  understanding 
help  my  work  would  be  most  ineffective.  To  all  of  you,  my 
sincere  thanks. 
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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Vocal  Music 

WEBSTER  WHITNEY  TILESTON 

To  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

As  I  approach  the  completion  of  a  decade  of  Vocal  Music 
Supervision,  here  in  Union  #16,  I  cannot  but  feel  a  mild 
sense  of  inner  joy  and  satisfaction  to  see  the  heights  to 
which  vocal  music  has  risen. 

We  have  exceptionally  fine  grade  teachers,  who  defi- 
nitely appreciate  the  worth  of  music  and  carry  out  my 
musical  aspirations  to  the  letter — promoting  a  love  for 
the  subject  from  the  first  grade  through,  so  that  by  the 
time  the  little  ones  have  grown  and  reached  High  School, 
my  choruses  are  filled  to  the  maximum,  most  particularly 
with  students  who  realize  that  their  lives  are  being  greatly 
enriched  by  participation  in  music.  This,  plus  the  fact  that 
the  Administrators,  the  School  Boards  who  vote  financial 
support  of  the  Music  Department,  and  the  Parent-Teacher 
groups  who  back  up  the  many  musical  programs  and  assem- 
blies, are  so  co-operative  and  understanding  as  to  make 
teaching  and  living  here  on  Cape  Cod  a  distinct  source  of 
happiness. 

I  proceed  on  the  belief  that  YOUR  child  is  MUSICAL — 
because  ALL  children  are  naturally  musical;  a  baby  will 
rock  to  the  rhythm  of  music — and  can  be  taught  to  sing  on 
pitch  in  most  cases,  by  the  time  he  is  a  year  old.  However, 
some  where  between  babyhood  and  pre-adolesence,  many 
children  become  inhibited  musically;  their  musical  ability 
remains  undeveloped,  their  natural  love  for  music  is  pushed 
into  the  background. 

In  most  of  these  cases,  the  child  did  not  receive  the 
right  kind  of  musical  experience  in  his  early  years.  Whether 
music  was  kept  out  of  his  life  at  home  almost  entirely,  or 
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else  it  was  presented  in  such  a  formal,  rigid  way  that  it 
caused  him  to  freeze  up  and  reject  it. 

When  music  is  brought  to  a  child  properly  in  our  school 
system,  it  becomes  one  of  the  best  and  most  joyous  ex- 
periences in  his  life.  It  is  his  basis  for  creative  play  and  a 
tool  for  learning.  It  becomes  an  avenue  to  closer  contact 
with  his  parents.  A  healthy  and  happy  early  experience 
with  music  can  enrich  your  child's  entire  life,  and  above 
all,  music  is  meant  to  be  FUN. 

I  have  had  and  do  have  a  number  of  general  objectives 
in  mind  for  each  class,  from  first  grade  through  High  School, 
modulated  and  progressing  accordingly  and  in  the  role  of 
supervisor  and  guide,  I  try  to  direct  the  activities  of  the  class 
so  that  both  the  general  objectives,  important  in  the  develop- 
ment of  continuity  of  musical  growth  and  the  more  specific 
class-planned  objectives  and  activities,  important  in  self- 
evaluation  and  immediate  motivation,  are  compatible. 

For  the  grades,  I  list  the  following  as  my  objectives: 

1.  Helping  each  child  find  some  musical  activity  in  which 
he  can  participate  with  satisfaction  and  some  degree  of 
mastery. 

2.  Building  a  listening  repertoire  that  is  both  immediately 
satisfactory  and  of  lasting  musical  significance. 

3.  Building  a  repertoire  of  songs  the  class  can  sing  with 
musical  enjoyment. 

4.  Developing  musical  learnings,  including  reading  skills 
and  familiarity  with  the  materials  of  music  making  such  as 
instruments  of  the  orchestra  or  band,  voice  types,  techni- 
cal information  and  through  singing,  rhythmic  and  listen- 
ing activities. 

5.  Correlating  music  with  other  areas  of  school  activity, 
and  with  the  child's  out-of-school  world. 

I  realize  more  and  more  that  pupils  bring  to  the  class- 
room the  whole  gamut  of  human  emotions,  including  joy, 
hate,  anger,  enthusiasm,  resentment,  love,  shame  and  humil- 
iation. The  fact  that  music  is  an  art  which  is  chiefly  emo- 
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tional  in  appeal,  puts  into  my  hands  and  hands  of  other 
music  teachers,  a  great  power  for  influencing  the  behavior 
of  the  pupils. 

It  is  a  fact  that  more  High  School  students  will  be  con- 
sumers rather  than  performers  of  music.  A  very  small  per 
cent  of  the  total  student  body  will  earn  its  living  as  pro- 
fessional musicians;  a  larger  per  cent  will  engage  in  ama- 
teur music-making.  The  greatest  per  cent  will  derive  most 
of  its  musical  pleasure  from  listening  to  and  participating 
in  music.  There  is  a  trend  in  present-day  music  education 
toward  recognizing  this  fact  and  gearing  it  to  the  teaching 
of  school  music. 

I  therefore  am  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  each 
town  of  our  Union  will  afford  a  full-time  Music  Supervisor, 
who  in  that  role  can  better  do  justice  to  the  wealth  of  talent 
that  lies  dormant.  Due  to  so  little  time  being  available  to 
the  supervisor,  in  the  present  set-up,  in  which  as  you  know, 
I  try  to  see  every  grade,  of  every  town,  every  week,  it  is  im- 
possible to  accomplish  all  that  could  be  done  with  more  time. 

One  of  my  biggest  obligations  and  pleasures  this  past 
year,  more  than  ever  before,  has  been  to  assist  the  various 
grade  teachers  (in  each  town)  who  are  responsible  for  special 
programs  embodying  music  for  assemblies  or  for  the  special 
days  and  holidays;  or  in  the  High  Schools,  to  take  complete 
charge  of  the  music  portion  of  the  special  programs,  and  in 
every  case,  the  results  have  been  most  gratifying  and  re- 
warding. 

These  affairs  and  more  specifically  our  Union  Festival 
and  Cape  and  Islands  Massed  Festival,  (enriched  now  by 
our  many  new  school  pianos  throughout  the  Union!),  have 
helped  to  Sell  the  music  program  to  the  community  and  to 
become  a  significant  part  of  the  Public  Relations  Program  of 
the  school.  (Incidentally,  this  coming  February,  Harwich  will 
be  the  center  for  the  Union  Festival,  and  the  month  of  March 
will  have  a  memorable  date  for  the  Massed  Cape  and  Island 
Festival,  of  Band,  Orchestra  and  Chorus,  with  Chatham  as 
the  Host  Town.) 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  may  I  state  that  I  believe  where- 
as music  may  be  and  should  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
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every  subject  in  the  curriculum,  it  is  potentially  a  unifying 
subject.  In  this  role,  therefore,  rather  than  losing  its  identity 
and  significance,  music  is  assuming  a  new  authority  and  is 
making  more  sense  to  the  pupil  as  it  becomes  part  of  the 
fabric  of  everyday  life. 


Report  of  the  School  Physicians 

HENRY  P.  HOPKINS,  M.D. 
CARROLL  H.  KEENE,  M.D. 

The  report  of  the  School  Physicians  for  the  year  1955  has 
little  that  is  spectacular.  During  the  last  ten  years  a  rou- 
tine has  been  developed  so  that  defects  noted,  have  either 
been  corrected,  tabulated  as  to  progress,  or  returned  to  a 
reasonably  normal  state. 

Speaking  generally,  the  physical  condition  of  the  school 
pupils  as  a  whole  is  excellent.  No  cases  of  real  malnutri- 
tion were  noted  and  little  if  any  subclinical  rickets.  Posture 
is  markedly  improved  and  fewer  colds  involving  the  chest 
were  seen.  This  last  finding  was  probably  influenced  by  the 
earlier  examination  this  year.  Herniae,  previously  found, 
have  been  corrected  in  all  but  one  instance.  Functional 
heart  murmurs  noted  so  frequently  in  the  second,  third 
and  fourth  grades  are  statistically  important  but  have 
no  effect  on  the  general  health,  do  not  indicate  heart  disease, 
and  usually  disappear  at  age  nine  to  twelve.  Last  year  a 
large  amount  of  dental  caries  was  noted  and  parents  in- 
formed. Our  local  dentists  have  attacked  the  problem  and 
this  formerly  deplorable  state  is  well  on  the  way  to  a  satis- 
factory solution.  Diabetics,  picked  up  by  routine  urine  ex- 
amination for  sugar,  continue  under  the  care  of  their  own 
physician.   No  new  cases  were  found  this  year. 

As  in  former  years,  our  association  with  Miss  Guild 
acting  as  school  nurse  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Eldredge  assisting, 
has  been  a  pleasant  and  helpful  one. 
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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

MARGARET  E.  GUILD,  R.N. 

The  general  health  of  the  School  Children  remains  at 
a  high  level.  Yearly  physical  examinations,  eye,  hearing  and 
urine  tests  are  being  continued  for  early  detection  of  defects 
and  for  close  follow  up  of  those  previously  found.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  habit  of  frequent  and  early  physical  check- 
ups will  be  established  and  be  carried  over  into  adult  life 
for  the  promotion  of  good  health. 

For  the  most  part  excellent  cooperation  has  been  ob- 
tained from  parents  in  obtaining  correction  of  vision  and 
hearing  failures. 

The  urine  testing  for  sugar  is  continuing  yearly  with 
100%  testing  of  the  elementary  grades.  We  hope  to  obtain 
the  same  cooperation  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  grades  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  year. 

Booster  doses  for  diphtheria  and  tetanus  will  be  given  by 
Dr.  F.  L.  Moore  of  the  County  Health  Dept.  to  the  Kinder- 
garten and  fourth  grades. 

It  is  planned  to  establish  a  permanent  dental  clinic 
in  the  new  elementary  school  building  next  year.  Temporary 
clinic  arrangements  have  been  made  for  emergency  work 
with  Dr.  Richard  Adams  and  Dr.  George  Smith. 

This  year  the  services  of  Mrs.  Desmond  Eldredge  have 
been  obtained  as  general  assistant  in  the  School  Health 
Program.  Mrs.  Eldredge  will  assist  with  the  routine  test- 
ing, the  dental  clinics  and  clerical  work  connected  with 
the  physical  examinations.  Retesting  of  screening  failures 
will  continue  to  be  made  by  the  school  nurse.  With  this 
assistance  more  time  will  be  provided  for  the  nurse  to  make 
home  visits  to  help  with  health  problems  of  the  school 
children.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  given  the  Main  Street 
traffic  problem  careful  study,  and  we  feel  that  if  the  Town 
votes  to  pass  the  article  that  will  allow  the  short  section  of 
Main  Street  in  front  of  the  property  of  George  Lees,  Ragan 
and  Anderson  to  be  widened  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
start  one-side  parking  or  limited  parking. 

When  that  section  of  Main  Street,  from  Cross  Street  to 
the  property  of  George  Lees  was  completed  last  Spring,  it 
proved  that  traffic  moved  at  a  steady  pace  and  provided 
more  width  for  parking,  and  now  that  the  Post  Office  has 
been  moved  to  the  West  end  of  town,  we  feel  that  a  com- 
plete summer  season  should  be  tried  before  any  drastic 
changes  are  made. 

There  will  be  an  article  in  the  warrant  this  year  to 
widen  the  Main  Street  entrance  of  Bars  Inn  Avenue,  along 
the  property  line  of  G.  D.  Hall,  and  if  this  is  done  it  will 
allow  limited  parking  on  that  side. 

The  two  small  boat  launching  ramps  have  been  installed 
at  Ryder's  Cove  and  the  Bridge  Street  area.  This  year  we 
would  like  to  improve  that  area  leased  from  the  R.C.A.  at 
Ryder's  Cove  by  placing  "hot  mix"  on  the  parking  area  and 
marking  off  the  same  with  white  lines.  A  float  was  placed 
in  Ryder's  Cove  last  July  and  was  enjoyed  by  the  many  chil- 
dren in  that  section  of  the  town. 

We  are  hoping  that  the  voters  will  support  our  long- 
range  program  of  Town  Landing  and  Beach  Improvements. 

This  year  we  would  like  to  enlarge  the  Town  Landings  at 
Crow's  Pond,  Donham's,  Hawthorne  Inn,  and  Barn  Hill,  by 
acquiring  additional  land  for  parking  space  and  turn- 
arounds. 

The  town  landing  parking  area  at  the  end  of  Andrew 
Harding's  Lane  by  placing  "hot  mix"  and  marking  off  with 
white  lines;  Ridgevale  Road  town  landing  by  filling  in  the 
area  and  enlarging  the  parking  space. 
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We  realize  that  the  parking  areas  at  the  end  of  Cockle 
Cove  Road,  Forest  Beach  Road,  and  Pleasant  Street  need 
enlarging  but  as  the  Selectmen  have  petitioned  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Works  to  assist  the  Town  by 
constructing  two  stone  groins  in  this  area,  we  feel  that  this 
work  should  be  completed  first  as  the  construction  of  these 
stone  groins  is  also  a  long-range  program.  The  Department 
of  Public  Works  feels  that  between  six  or  eight  of  this  type 
of  construction  will  be  needed  to  protect  the  beach  and  up- 
land from  erosion  starting  at  the  Harwich  line  and  going 
East  to  the  Harding's  Beach  area. 

There  is  an  article  in  the  warrant  by  the  Planning 
Board  to  accrue  land  for  Beach  and  parking  purposes  in  the 
Muddy  Creek  area.  The  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen 
considered  the  possibility  of  having  a  town  landing  on  the 
Southeasterly  shore  of  Nickerson's  Neck  off  Crow's  Pond 
and  adjacent  to  Fox  Island,  but  at  this  time  it  would  prove 
to  be  a  hardship  to  the  owner  of  this  land;  this  also  holds 
true  regarding  the  town  landing  at  the  Cow  Yard. 

You  will  receive  with  your  Town  Report  a  revised  and 
newly  printed  booklet  giving  the  new  traffic  rules  and  regu- 
lations recommended  by  the  Chief  of  Police  and  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  We  advise  every  car 
owner  to  give  them  careful  study  to  acquaint  himself  with 
the  changes. 

Many  new  stop  signs  have  been  placed  at  dangerous  in- 
tersections throughout  the  town  and  all  roads  leading  onto 
Route  28  have  been  made  stop  streets. 

The  new  front-end  loader  was  purchased  in  the  Spring, 
and  has  been  operating  daily  at  the  disposal  area.  All  per- 
sons that  were  interested  in  this  project  should  visit  this 
area  and  see  what  a  vast  improvement  has  been  made.  Also 
inspect  the  newly  completed  garage  and  storage  building. 

A  total  of  207  Building  Permits  were  issued  during  1956, 
totaling  $939,007.45  in  construction  costs.  Some  of  these 
permits  were  not  used  and  in  many  cases  the  construction 
has  not  been  completed  which  will  give  about  the  same  as 
last  year:  $700,000.00  in  new  valuations. 

Although  there  were  22  more  permits  issued  this  year, 
many  more  were  for  alterations  and  additions  and  not  for 
new  individual  home  and  business  construction. 

Route  137,  the  feeder  road  to  the  Midcape  Highway  in 
South  Chatham,  was  started  this  Fall  and  we  have  been  as- 
sured that  it  will  be  completed  before  the  Summer  traffic 
starts  in  the  Spring. 
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We  were  in  hopes  that  this  would  have  been  completed 
by  the  Fall  of  1956  but  due  to  circumstances  beyond  our 
control  this  could  not  be  done.  This  is  a  Chapter  90  project 
and  is  supervised  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  at  this  time  to  com- 
pliment all  those  that  were  instrumental  in  having  the  Main 
Street  lighted  up  during  the  Christmas  Season  and  hope 
that  this  can  be  continued  annually.  We  are  sure  it  was  en- 
joyed by  all.

Old 
Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  and  Disability 
Assistance,  a  total  of  $57,584.57  was  spent.  $23,278.87  was 
Federal  money,  $24,441.15  was  State  money  and  the  balance 
of  $9,858.55  was  Town  money.

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Memorial 
Auditorium  of  the  Chatham  School  Building  the  meeting 
being  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Igo  A.  Toabe,  at 
7:00  o'clock  p.m.  a  quorum  being  present.  A  check-in  system 
for  the  voters  was  used  with  tags  for  the  registered  voters. 
The  Town  Clerk  read  the  warrant  for  the  meeting,  after 
prayer  had  been  offered  by  the  Rev.  Frederick  P.  Frank.  The 
articles  in  the  warrant  had  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form 
and  included  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

Nellie  T.  Rogers,  Cyrus  F.  Baker,  Frank  C.  Dill,  Everett 
R.  Eldredge,  Jr.,  and  Irving  C.  Henderson  were  appointed 
regular  tellers  and  Carroll  A.  Bearse  and  John  C.  Breault 
as  special  tellers  to  count  ballots  and  all  sworn  to  office  by 
the  Moderator. 

A  resolution  was  offered  and  it  was  Voted:  That  the 
chair  shall  not  entertain  a  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone 
action  on  any  of  the  articles  in  the  warrant. 

The  Motion:  That  no  articles  be  advanced  out  of  their 
regular  order  as  printed  in  the  warrant  was  lost.

Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000.00)  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  Diesel  Motor  Tractor  with  a  one  and  a  half 
yard  Hydraulic  Front  End  Loader  and  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  trade  the  present  tractor  used  at  the  Town  Dis-

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Article  38.  The  Planning  Board  made  their  report  on 
the  article  recommending  unfavorable  action  under  this 
article. 

On  the  Motion:  That  the  Town  rescind  its  action  taken 
at  its  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  February  17,  1954  under 
Article  47  of  the  Warrant  relative  to  the  adoption  of  a  Pro- 
tective By-Law  and  when  the  vote  is  taken  it  be  by  YES 
and  NO  ballot  and  check  list,  this  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote 
of  Yes  247,  No  295,  a  2/3  vote  being  required. 

The  motion  for  a  hand  vote  did  not  pass  and  the  use  of 
the  green  tags  to  be  used  as  ballots  was  ruled  out  by  the 
Moderator.

Substitute  a  semicolon  for  the  period  at  the  end  of  the 
Sub-Section  A-l  and  add  the  words  "except  those  areas 
designated  hereafter  by  the  letter  "R". 
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Add  after  Sub-Section  A-9,  the  following: 
R-l  All  that  area  in  Chatham  Port  lying  Southeasterly  of 
Crows  Pond,  westerly  and  northerly  of  Ryders  Cove  and  east- 
erly of  a  line  described  as  beginning  at  a  concrete  bound  at 
the  intersection  of  Fisher's  Road  and  Seapine  Road  and 
running  N.  64°  54'  10"  E.  two  hundred  ninety  (290.00)  feet, 
thence  N.  72°  15'  35"  E.  to  Crows  Pond,  and  thence  returning 
to  said  concrete  bound  and  running  S.  11°  44'  20"  E.  five  hun- 
dred sixteen  and  15/100  (516.15)  feet,  thence  S.  11°  38' 28"  to 
Ryders  Cove. 

(R)  Residential  Districts: 

In  Residential  District  R-l  no  buildings  or  structures 
hereafter  erected  or  altered  may  be  used  for  any  purpose  ex- 
cept a  detached  one-family  dwelling,  with  a  garage  of  not 
more  than  three-car  capacity,  and  workshop  for  private  use. 
The  renting  of  rooms  or  serving  of  meals  for  compensation 
shall  not  be  permitted. 

All  buildings,  or  part  or  portion  thereof,  hereafter  erect- 
ed, placed,  or  maintained  on  said  premises  shall  extend  not 
nearer  than  25  feet  from  the  side  lines  of  any  street  or  way 
and  not  nearer  than  25  feet  from  any  abutting  property. 

The  minimum  area  of  lots  in  all  future  subdivisions  shall 
not  be  less  than  20,000  square  feet. 

No  signboard,  for  commercial  advertising  shall  be  con- 
structed, placed  or  permitted  on  any  portion  of  the  premises, 
provided,  however,  that  the  ordinary  ''For  Sale"  or  "For 
Rent"  signs,  referring  only  to  the  premises  upon  which  dis- 
played, shall  be  permitted,  not  exceeding  two  in  number. 

(By  petition). 

Article  30.  Voted  that  we  take  Article  30  from  the  table. 
The  Planning  Board  recommended  it. 

The  Moderator  ruled  that  he  could  not  accept  the 
amendment:  "That  no  further  action  be  taken  on  this  article 
since  the  requirements  of  Section  6  Chapter  40A  G.L.  in  re 
to  posting  of  the  article  as  it  appears  in  the  warrant;  name- 
ly, 15  days  at  least  before  prior  notice  of  same  was  not  com- 
plied with."

On  the  Motion;  That  we  amend  the  Protective  By-Law, 
Sectional,  Sub-Section  A,  Paragraph  A-l  as  follows:  That 
the  area  previously  described  in  this  paragraph  be  unre- 
stricted, this  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of   Yes  66,  No  167. 

On  a  Motion:  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Pro- 
tective By-Law  as  follows: 

SECTION  1 — by  the  addition  to  the  present  paragraph  desig- 
nated A-l  in  sub-section  (A),  of  the  following: 
except  that  that  portion  of  the  foregoing  area  which  is 
more  than  400  feet  northeasterly  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Highway  from  Stepping  Stone  Creek  to  Old  Harbor 
Road  and  northeasterly  and  easterly  of  Shore  Road  from 
Old  Harbor  Road  to  Barcliff  Ave.  (extended)  shall  be 
designated  as  Residential  District  R.

c.  The  use  of  the  premises  for  gardening  and  the  use  of 
a  room  or  rooms,  office  or  studio  in  a  dwelling  or  work- 
shop for  a  customary  home  occupation  or  profession 
conducted  by  a  resident  of  the  premises  in  which  not 
more  than  two  persons  not  residents  of  the  premises 
are  employed. 
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d.  The  renting  of  rooms  for  not  more  than  six  (6)  persons 
not  members  of  the  family  of  the  proprietor,  but  no 
public  restaurant  service  shall  be  provided. 

e.  The  following  uses  shall  also  be  permitted,  provided 
they  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  after  public 
notice  and  hearing,  if  in  the  judgement  of  said  Board 
such  buildings  and  uses  are  appropriately  located  and 
designed  and  will  meet  a  community  need  without  ad- 
versely affecting  the  neighborhood: 

(1)  Horticultural  and  wildlife  reservations. 

(2)  Homes  for  the  aged,  sanitariums  and  convalescent 
homes  not  of  a  penal  or  corrective  nature,  nor  for 
the  care  of  the  insane  or  feeble-minded  nor  for  the 
care  of  the  drug  or  liquor  patients. 

(3)  Churches,  but  not  including  funeral  chapels  or 
mortuary  chapels. 

(4)  Municipal  use. 

(5)  Sporting  clubs  not  open  to  the  general  public  nor 
operated  for  commercial  profit. 

f.  There  shall  be  at  least  20,000  square  feet  of  land  in  all 
future  divisions  and  subdivisions  of  land  for  building 
purposes,  and  at  least  100  feet  of  frontage  along  a  way. 

g.  There  shall  be  provided  for  each  principal  residence 
and  single  secondary  guest  house  at  least  20,000  square 
feet  of  land;  and  for  any  additional  guest  house  in  ex- 
cess of  one,  there  shall  be  provided  at  least  20,000 
square  feet  of  land  in  addition. 

h.  If  a  parcel  of  land,  presently  owned,  contains  less  than 
20,000  square  feet  but  more  than  10,000  square  feet,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  for 
minimum  size  lots  and  all  buildings  shall  be  permitted 
to  the  same  extent  that  buildings  are  permitted  on  a 
lot  having  an  area  of  20,000  square  feet;  however  on 
lots  presently  owned  containing  10,000  square  feet  or 
less,  one  principle  dwelling  but  no  guest  house  shall  be 
permitted. 

This  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  Yes  90,  No  158.

or  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  the  land,  easements  and 
rights  therein  and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  article.  (Unanimous).

The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  his  countless 
friends,  and  all  those  who  knew,  worked  and  associated 
with  him;  pay  tribute  to  this  fine  Public  Official,  and 
Citizen. 

In  the  beginning  and  all  through  the  eventful  years, 
he  served  as  Town  Clerk. and  Treasurer,  the  office  sought 
the  man.  All  of  us  who  as  public  officials  have  a  respon- 
sibility in  participating  and  carrying  forward  the  functions 
of  government  sought  his  help  and  counsel.  We  accepted 
his  judgement  with  unending  confidence,  and  enjoyed  his 
association  and  friendship. 

He  was  a  man  engrossed  in  the  duties  of  his  office. 
When  the  call  came  to  help  his  town  during  a  difficult 
period,  even  though  he  knew  the  burdens  to  be  involved, 
he  did  not  refuse. 

With  a  zeal  commensurate  with  his  diligence  and  his 
knowledge,  he  plodded  on  until  he  had  finished  his  long 
career  and  his  life  came  to  an  end.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Chatham 
Planning  Board  for  the  Year  1956 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesday  of  each  month,  the  Planning  Board  has 
held  several  scheduled  special  meetings,  including  those  in 
conjunction  with  the  Drainage  Committee,  with  the  Long 
Range  Tree  Planting  Committee  and  several  discussions  were 
held  with  the  Massachusetts  Director  of  the  Division  of 
Planning. 

Contracts  were  signed  by  the  Drainage  Committee  and 
work  has  commenced  on  the  closed  drain  between  Main 
Street  and  the  Oyster  Pond. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  sub- 
divisions has  continued  throughout  the  year.  A  total  of  49 
plans  were  presented  to  the  Planning  Board;  12  of  those 
plans  were  subdivisions.  Copies  of  all  plans  are  kept  on  file 
with  the  Planning  Board.  Only  one  tentative  plan  was  not 
approved  as  adequate  access  was  not  available  to  the  prop- 
erty. One  minor  change  has  been  made  in  the  subdivision 
regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  grades. 

At  the  request  of  the  Chatham  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  Planning  Board  worked  on  a  long  range  program  of 
planting  for  the  Town  of  Chatham.  A  committee  to  assist 
the  Board  was  appointed  to  make  a  preliminary  report.  The 
members  of  this  committee  were  Mr.  Robert  Heberton,  Mr. 
J.  Clinton  Hammond  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Alexander.  A  joint  meet- 
ing of  all  departments  concerned  with  public  lands  was  called 
to  hear  this  report  and  it  was  recommended  that  a  further 
study  be  made  in  order  to  start  the  program  in  1957,  with 
the  further  recommendation  that  the  work  be  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Tree  Warden.  A  second  meeting 
was  held  with  the  committee  and  the  departments  con- 
cerned and  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  1957,  under 
the  sponsorship  of  several  departments,  will  initiate  this 
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plan  if  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting.  The  rapid  growth 
of  some  commercial  areas  of  the  Town,  storms  and  street 
widening  have  brought  about  the  destruction  of  many  shade 
trees,  which  it  is  hoped  this  program  will  begin  to  replace. 
Persons  desiring  shade  trees  planted  on  their  property,  with- 
in 20  feet  of  a  Town  Way  or  Road,  should  contact  the  Tree 
Warden  or  a  member  of  this  committee  or  the  Planning 
Board,  for  future  plantings.  The  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  the  Commonwealth  has  plans  for  the  planting  of  small 
shade  trees  along  route  28  from  South  Chatham  to  North 
Chatham  and  the  list  of  trees  to  be  planted  is  on  file  with 
the  Planning  Board. 

The  Planning  Board  has  initiated  a  study  to  consider 
the  possibility  of  designating  certain  specified  areas  for 
marine  facilities.  It  is  felt  that  as  the  chief  economic  asset 
of  the  Cape  area  is  the  shore  and  surrounding  waters,  that 
the  best  use  of  this  asset  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  proper 
growth  of  the  Cape  towns.  Chatham  has  a  long  and  varied 
shore  line  but  a  comparatively  few  areas  are  suitable  for 
marine  facility  development  when  all  requirements  are  taken 
into  consideration.  With  the  cooperation  of  persons  and 
groups  well  acquainted  with  these  requirements,  it  is  ex- 
pected that  these  areas  will  be  set  aside  for  future  develop- 
ment. 

The  Planning  Board,  upon  request  and  after  serious 
study  of  the  problem,  is  making  some  suggested  changes  to 
the  present  Protective  By-law  as  evidenced  by  the  articles 
in  this  year's  town  warrant,  and  will  continue  to  make  fur- 
ther revisions  as  and  when  deemed  necessary. 

At  the  time  this  report  goes  to  print  the  report  from 
the  special  Zoning  By-law  Study  Committee  has  not  been 
received  by  the  Planning  Board  for  their  study. 

We  have  worked  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  the 
taking  and  enlarging  of  town  landings  recommended  by  the 
Planning  Board  in  the  1956  Town  warrant,  as  well  as  other 
landings  which  must  be  improved  and  enlarged  this  year. 

The  Planning  Board  feels  that  the  work  initiated  this 
year,  with  the  cooperation  of  other  Town  departments  and

Planning  Boards  of  other  Towns,  will  continue  to  guide  the 
use  of  land  areas  in  the  Town  in  such  manner  as  would 
please  the  villagers  of  100  years  ago,  should  they  return  to 
look.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commission

Gentlemen: 

The  Park  Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  6  &  7  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Town  of 
Chatham,  hereby  submit  their  report  for  the  year  1956. 

Many  projects  have  been  the  concern  of  the  Depart- 
ment during  1956.  One  of  these  was  the  bleachers  at  Vet- 
erans' Field.  This  work  has  been  continuing  for  several  years 
and  was  completed  this  past  year.  A  general  repair  of  the 
baseball  diamond  was  begun,  together  with  work  on  the  out- 
field. This  work  will  continue  in  1957. 

Kate  Gould  Park  and  Sear's  Park  were  once  more  primed, 
pruned,  and  planted,  to  the  end  that  they  offered  attractive 
assets  to  the  town. 

Most  of  the  work  in  the  various  parks  and  at  Harding's 
Beach  was  handled  directly  by  the  Department  for  the  first 
time  this  past  year.  This  was  possible  because  of  the  pur- 
chase of  new  equipment,  e.g.  a  large  rotary  lawn  mower, 
and  the  Ford  truck.  Superior  work  at  reduced  cost  was  the 
result. 

Chase  Park,  with  its  new  "Old  Mill",  was  a  very  popu- 
lar attraction  this  past  summer.  Literally  thousands  of 
visitors  viewed  the  mill  and  were  able  to  secure  corn  meal 
ground  from  it.  The  Department  will  have  to  do  a  consider- 
able amount  of  repair  work  to  the  heavy  timbers  and  plates 
to  insure  future  operation  of  the  mill. 

A  preliminary  survey  of  Chase  Park  has  been  made.  Dur- 
ing 1957  a  development  program  will  be  initiated. 

As  a  result  of  a  vote  at  the  1956  Town  Meeting  the  De- 
partment was  given  the  responsibility  of  the  Life  Guards 
at  Harding's  Beach  and  the  Oyster  Pond.  Many  applicants 
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were  interviewed  for  the  four  positions.  The  personnel  hired 
proved  to  be  most  satisfactory.  Salaries  for  these  persons 
are  now  included  in  the  1957  budget  which  accounts  for  some 
of  the  increase  over  1956. 

In  reviewing  the  past  year  and  looking  ahead  to  1957 
the  Commissioners  hope  that  past  accomplishments  will  con- 
tinue to  bear  fruit  and  that  those  qualities  of  our  community, 
over  which  we  preside,  may  be  preserved  for  the  general 
use  of  all  our  citizens.  We  believe  that  to  a  resort  town 
such  as  ours,  the  beaches  and  parks  must  be  the  concern 
of  all.  We  suggest  that  more  inter-departmental  meetings 
be  held  to  insure  the  protection  and  growth  of  Chatham's 
great  assets.

Recreation  Commissioners 
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Report  of  the  Harbor  Master 

January  1,  1957 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

In  the  spring  of  1956  the  entrance  channel  to  Stage 
Harbor  was  dredged  and  straightened.  The  result  of  this 
work  has  been  appreciated  to  a  great  extent  by  boatmen 
using  this  channel.  Prior  to  this  dredging  it  was  extremely 
difficult,  if  possible,  for  boats  drawing  over  two  feet  of  water 
to  enter  at  low  tide. 

Several  of  the  U.S.C.G.  buoys  at  this  entrance  were  re- 
lieved and  renewed  by  the  crew  of  the  U.S.C.G.  Hornbeam  on 
May  9,  1956.  After  the  dredging  was  completed  the  crew  of 
the  U.S.C.G.  White  Sage  on  June  29  restationed  the  buoys  to 
mark  the  new  channel.  At  that  time  the  chains  and  blocks 
on  all  the  buoys  were  checked. 

The  town  owned  and  maintained  spar  buoys  in  Stage 
Harbor,  Mitchell  River  and  the  Mill  Ponds  were  serviced  and 
placed  on  station  during  the  first  week  of  April.  They  were 
relieved  and  stored  for  the  winter  in  early  December  and 
the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard,  Chatham  Lifeboat  Station  notified  of 
both  actions. 

Ryders  Cove  spar  buoys  were  placed  on  station  during 
the  third  week  of  April  and  relieved  in  early  December  and 
stored  for  the  winter. 

Buoy  numbers  2,  8,  9,  and  10  and  number  3  lighted  buoy 
owned  by  the  Coast  Guard  but  maintained  by  the  Town  of 
Chatham  were  relieved  and  renewed  in  January.  The  town 
owned  lighted  buoys  number  5  and  6  were  serviced  and  main- 
tained throughout  the  year.  Number  5  was  relieved  for  some 
time  during  the  summer  because  of  extreme  shoaling.  Since 
that  time  the  channel  has  deepened  and  the  buoy  restationed. 
Due  to  the  many  turns  in  the  channel  approaching  this  buoy, 
five  keg  buoys  were  set  to  mark  the  best  water. 

Two  new  fibre-glass  buoys  have  been  stationed  on  the 
North  Channel.  These  buoys  seem  to  meet  the  requirements 
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necessary  to  mark  this  channel.  They  have  the  ability  to 
withstand  much  stronger  tides  than  either  can,  nun  or  spar 
buoys  and  so  designed  that  they  cannot  pound  their  moor- 
ing shackles  off  and  go  adrift  as  do  other  buoys  in  rough 
shoal  water.  This  winter  will  prove  whether  they  can  stand 
floating  ice  or  not.  I  expect  and  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  they  can.  These  are  far  more  economical  to  maintain 
in  the  fact  they  can  not  rust,  require  but  little  paint  and 
moorings  and  chain  of  less  than  one  half  the  weight  of 
other  types  of  buoys. 

The  deck  of  the  Mill  Pond  dock  was  renewed  last  spring 
and  the  caplogs  will  be  renewed  this  spring.  The  treated 
lumber  could  not  be  obtained  in  order  to  complete  this  work 
before  the  summer  season. 

The  deck  of  the  Mill  Pond  float  was  also  renewed.  This 
float  and  the  Oyster  Pond  and  Fish  Pier  floats  were  painted 
and  set  in  May  and  June.  They  were  hauled  and  stored  for 
the  winter  in  December.  These  floats  were  busy  during  the 
boating  and  bathing  season  and  sometimes  overcrowed.  It 
is  expected  that  if  small  boating  continues  to  increase  as  it 
has  in  the  past  few  years,  it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  or 
increase  the  number  of  floats.

Gentlemen: 

We  the  Airport  Commissioners  hereby  submit  our  re- 
port on  traffic  and  conditions  at  Chatham  Airport. 

1956  was  the  busiest  year  to  date  with  the  following 


traffic  reported: 

Total  land  planes  (not  including  local  craft)  3,666 

Sea  planes  landing  183 

Persons  arriving  by  plane  10,998 

Multi-engine  planes  landing  979 

Helicopters  (supplying  Texas  Tower)  511 

Military,  National  Guard,  Reserve  362 


The  heaviest  traffic  of  year  occured  during  the  week  of 
July  8th  when,  despite  poor  weather,  a  large  group  of  Sports- 
men Pilots  of  America  arrived  from  all  over  the  country. 
This  group,  many  multi-engined,  were  high  in  their  praise 
of  the  service  and  facilities  of  the  airport.  Their  President 
estimated  they  spent  $20,000  during  their  week's  convention. 

Chatham  Airport  serves  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  in  refueling 
the  helicopters  enroute  to  and  from  the  Texas  Tower,  and 
the  U.  S.  Army  craft  supporting  Camp  Wellfleet.  It  is  also 
the  base  for  aerial  spraying,  advertising  and  photography  ac- 
tivities. Many  substantial  summer  residents  commute  to 
their  Chatham  summer  homes. 

The  Airport  is  in  excellent  condition,  the  Airport  Man- 
ager having  sealed  two  very  small  cracks  in  the  asphalt 
runway.  The  automatic  rotating  beacon  has  been  serviced 
and  the  runway  lights  (lighted  during  summer)  were  ap- 
preciated by  many  night  arrivals. 

The  Commission  has  held  many  meetings  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority,  Massachu- 
setts Aeronautics  Commission  and  Airport  Engineers  to  de- 
termine how  best  to  utilize  available  government  funds  to 
expand  and  improve  the  Airport  and  to  discuss  the  newly 
required  Clear  Zones  for  safety. 
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After  several  meetings  with  these  boards,  the  plan  to 
extend  the  runway  to  the  Southwest  (towards  Route  28)  was 
abandoned  as  too  costly  to  the  Town.  Instead  a  500  ft.  ex- 
tension on  the  Northeast  end  was  substituted,  requiring  a 
Clear  Zone  500  ft.  wide  and  3000  ft.  beyond  the  present  run- 
way. The  amount  of  money  that  will  be  needed  to  accom- 
plish this  is  not  known  at  this  writing,  but  will  be  explained 
fully  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Commission  will  endeavor  to  continue  serving  the 
best  interests  of  the  Airport  and  the  Town.

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  for  the  year  1956. 

Fire  drills  were  held  during  the  year  by  all  three  com- 
panies of  the  fire  department.  Tests  were  made  of  the  pumps, 
etc.  at  different  locations  in  most  of  the  outlying  districts. 
Water  mains  were  also  tested  for  water  supply  as  many 
people  called  the  fire  station  and  reported  low  water  pres- 
sure. We  would  like  to  have  anyone  call  that  finds  this  con- 
dition and  we  will  be  glad  to  come  out  to  your  place  and 
make  a  test.  We  have  a  pressure  guage  at  the  fire  sta- 
tion that  gives  the  water  pressure  at  all  times  and  is  logged 
daily.  Also  any  odor  of  gas  or  Carbon  Monoxide  should  be 
reported  to  the  fire  department  at  once. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week  the  Chatham  Fire  De- 
partment took  part  in  a  demonstration  in  Hyannis.  Gas  and 
oil  fires  were  extinguished  by  the  use  of  fog  and  foam.  The 
Cape  Wide  Civilian  Defense  Exercises  were  also  attended 
by  the  Chatham  Fire  Department.  Also  during  that  week 
some  of  the  firemen  visited  the  Chatham  Schools,  witnessed 
fire  drills  and  gave  a  talk  on  Fire  Prevention  to  the  children. 

Several  children  from  the  schools,  in  a  class,  were  given 
a  talk  at  the  fire  station  on  the  use  of  fire  extinguishers 
and  how  the  fire  department  operates.

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Report  of  Civil  Defense 


January  1,  1957 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  7 
of  the  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  report  on  the  Chatham  Civil  Defense  Agency  for 
the  year  of  1956. 

Civil  Defense  was  designed  to  provide  aid  and  assist- 
ance to  the  many  desiring  to  learn  the  best  methods  of  self- 
protection  in  the  event  of  disaster.  It  also  includes  methods 
of  providing  aid  and  shelter  to  the  unfortunate  victims  of 
disaster,  whether  it  be  from  a  natural  cause  or  the  result  of 
an  enemy  attack.  In  other  words  it  is  one  large  group  of 
people,  dedicated  to  the  task  of  being  able  to  lend  a  helping 
hand  to  others  in  time  of  trouble. 

It  is  operated  from  Federal  and  State  levels  where  the 
latest  known  methods  of  modern  warfare  and  the  results  of 
such  warfare  are  thoroughly  realized  and  understood.  As 
methods  of  warfare  change,  so  must  methods  of  self- 
protection,  and  so  does  Civil  Defense.  We  should  consider 
that  we  are  fortunate  that  this  agency  has  within  its  ranks, 
personnel  capable  of  keeping  up  with  modern  warfare  and 
devising  modern  methods  of  self-protection,  that  are  free 
to  the  people  of  this  country,  just  for  the  asking. 

During  1956  there  were  many  changes  in  Civil  Defense. 
The  plan  of  shelters  was  changed  to  a  plan  of  evacuation 
in  large  cities.  The  present  shelters  are  not  able  to  with- 
stand the  force  of  atomic  and  thermo-nuclear  bombs. 
Schools  have  been  set  up  and  maintained  by  the  Federal 
Government  where  persons  taught  to  become  instructors  in 
methods  of  self -protection,  may  go  back  to  their  city  or 
town  to  instruct  the  people  how  to  prepare  for  and  handle 
an  emergency.  What  to  do  and  how  to  do  it  is  always  the 
question.  Training  is  required  to  know  the  answers. 

One  of  our  greatest  problems  here  in  the  event  of  an 
enemy  attack  within  several  hundred  miles  of  us,  is  to  know 
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how  to  detect  the  presence  of  colorless,  odorless  and  taste- 
less radio-active  material.  This  deadly  substance  may  be 
in  the  air  that  we  breathe  or  the  food  and  water  we  consume. 
One  of  the  most  important  subjects  of  these  schools  deal 
with  this  problem.  It  is  of  sufficient  seriousness  that  Fed- 
eral Civil  Defense  grant,  free  of  charge,  radiological  monitor- 
ing sets  to  those  completing  this  course. 

A  Matching  Funds  Program  has  been  set  up  to  share 
one  half  the  cost  of  certain  Civil  Defense  expenditures.  It 
is  based  on  a  local  expenditure  of  cents  per  capita  and  this 
amount  determines  a  town's  eligibility  to  apply  for  these 
funds.  Also,  surplus  material  granted  free  of  charge  to  Civil 
Defense  units  is  granted  on  this  basis. 

In  Chatham  Civil  Defense  has  been  more  active  than 
appears  on  the  surface.  Financially,  we  have  not  been  able 
to  send  anyone  to  these  schools,  but  new  groups  are  now 
being  formed  and  we  hope  that  in  the  coming  year  that  we 
may  be  able  to  do  so.  Directors  meetings  have  been  held 
regularly  at  South  Dennis  Headquarters  for  instruction  and 
planning  and  have  been  attended  by  the  Deputy  Director 
and  your  Director. 

Our  personnel  records  show  nearly  one  hundred  and 
fifty  members  and  it  is  reasonably  expected  that  this  num- 
ber will  be  exceeded  by  far  at  the  time  of  this  printing. 
Although  not  completed  at  present,  new  headquarters  have 
been  set  up  over  the  Chatham  Fire  Station  and  will  be  Oper- 
ations Center.  Plans  for  increased  Civil  Defense  activity  for 
the  coming  year  are  nearly  complete  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  coming  of  1958  will  find  us  much  better  prepared  than 
the  coming  of  1957.  By  the  number  of  new  enrollments  in 
Chatham  Civil  Defense  I  know  that  many  share  the  feeling, 
that  in  this  world  of  unrest,  some  plans  should  be  made  for 
self-protection,  that  we  may  help  take  care  of  ourselves 
should  it  become  necessary. 

'In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  many  that  have  devoted 
their  time  and  effort  to  this  cause.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Chatham  for 
the  period  from  August  1,  1955,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  July  14,  1956,  preparatory  to  a  transfer  of 
the  books  and  accounts  and  of  the  cash  and  savings  deposits 
to  the  temporary  treasurer  and  temporary  town  clerk,  the 
following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked 
for  the  period  of  the  audit. 

The  accountant's  ledgers  were  analyzed.  The  receipts 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books  while 
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the  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
the  selectmen's  warrants.  The  appropriations  were  checked 
with  the  town  meeting  records  as  kept  by  the  town  clerk, 
and  the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  compared  with 
the  authorizations  of  the  finance  committee.  A  trial  balance 
was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  on  July  14,  1956,  was  prepared  and 
is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  ana- 
lyzd  and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments 
making  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  payments  by 
the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants 
authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  July  14,  1956  was  proved 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks 
of  deposit,  and  by  examination  of  the  savings  bank  book. 

The  reported  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  compared  with  the  collector's  records,  and  the  tax 
titles  on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accoun- 
tant's ledger. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  listed,  the  income  was  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the 
town  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal 
taxes,  retirement  system,  and  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield 
were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  proper 
agencies  being  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.   The  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
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excise,  and  departmental  accounts  outstanding  according  to 
the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  com- 
mitments, were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  commit- 
ment warrants.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were 
checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  re- 
conciled with  the  respective  controls  in  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  out- 
standing accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  and  permits  issued 
by  the  selectmen  and  the  town  clerk,  as  well  as  by  the  police 
and  health  departments,  were  examined  and  checked,  the 
payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  State  being 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law 
to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  financial  records  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures, as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for 
the  town,  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
receipts  and  with  the  records  of  the  town  accountant. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasu- 
rer's and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise,  tax  title,  and  departmental  ac- 
counts, as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  trans- 
actions of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
received  from  all  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  Section  6  &  7  of  the  By-laws  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

Scouting  for  egg  clusters  of  the  Gypsy-moth  was  carried 
out  in  the  early  Spring  with  good  results. 

We  started  spraying  for  the  tent  caterpillars  a  little 
later  this  year,  as  things  were  late  everywhere,  however,  we 
got  around  early  and  got  the  "tents"  before  they  got  notice- 
able. Roadside  spraying  was  carried  out  at  14-day  intervals, 
with  good  results  throughout  the  season. 

This  Department  carried  on  the  trapping  program  in 
cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  as  usual 
with  good  results.  Twenty-one  traps  are  set  in  various  parts 
of  the  Town,  and  are  checked  every  ten  days.  This  Town 
captured  three  millers,  and  if  we  find  any  eggs  in  these 
areas  we  will  know  just  where  to  spray.  We  still  visit  these 
areas  at  regular  intervals  looking  for  evidence  of  Gypsy- 
moth  infestation. 

I  have  had  numerous  calls  in  regards  to  the  Pine  Looper 
this  year  and  answered  them  all.  Most  of  them  were  just 
jittery  from  the  previous  year,  and  I  don't  blame  them,  as 
we  came  close  to  losing  our  pines,  but  I  am  happy  to  report 
that  our  pines  are  healthy  looking  again,  except  for  a  few 
scattering  cases  of  the  Pine-tip  borer  which  is  not  serious 
at  present. 

The  village  area  was  sprayed  from  the  air  this  summer 
mainly  to  combat  the  Japanese  Beetle.  Some  work  has  to 
be  done  on  poison-ivy  this  year. 
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I  really  enjoy  working  with  the  comparatively  new 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  I  hope  that  next  year  will  go  along 
as  smoothly  as  this  past  year.

I  had  numerous  calls  in  regards  to  shade  trees  and 
branches  being  in  dangerous  positions,  and  all  these  were 
taken  care  of  by  this  department. 

We  lost  several  trees  this  last  year,  but  we  have  planted 
some  replacements,  and  as  of  now,  I  think  Chatham  has  as 
many  trees  as  it  did  a  year  ago.  This  Department,  with  the 
help  of  a  very  well  selected  committee,  and  cooperation  of 
the  Planning  Board,  hope  to  get  the  necessary  funds  to  plant 
some  fifty  more  shade  trees  this  coming  year.  These  trees 
will  be  planted  in  accordance  with  Section  5  of  the  General 
Laws.  This  means  that  anyone  wishing  a  shade  tree  planted 
in  front  of  their  home,  should  get  in  touch  with  the  Tree 
Department,  and  you  will  then  be  in  line  for  a  tree  at  some 
future  date. 

The  Tree  Department  planted  three  trees  this  year;  two 
at  Eldredge  Square,  and  one  in  North  Chatham.

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Report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

First  of  all  please  accept  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  op- 
portunity to  serve  the  veterans  of  all  wars  in  the  town  of 
Chatham.  This  being  my  initial  report  an  explanation  of  the 
duties  involved  might  be  of  value  to  both  the  taxpayers  and 
the  recipients. 

This  department  is  made  up  of  two  parts — veterans'  serv- 
ices which  involve  hospitalization,  education,  GI  loans,  pen- 
sions, etc.,  and  general  advice  for  all  benefits  to  which  the 
veteran  is  entitled.  The  title  of  Director  of  Veterans  Services 
is  given  for  this  work  which  incidentally  requires  many  hours 
of  investigation  and  in  many  cases  trips  to  the  VA  for  ex- 
aminations. We  not  only  give  advice  but  assist  in  completing 
the  problems.  We  have  found  many  cases  which  we  have 
aided,  eligible  for  VA  benefits,  all  of  which  brings  in  monthly 
checks  to  the  recipients  and  adds  to  the  economy  of  the  town. 
This  total  actually  brings  in  several  thousands  of  dollars 
into  the  community  each  year  which  is  rewarding  to  your 
Director  to  justify  the  many  hours  spent  in  obtaining  these 
benefits  for  deserving  veterans. 

The  other  part  of  this  department  is  handled  by  your 
Agent  who  determines  the  amounts  of  Veterans'  Benefits 
awarded  to  worthy  cases.  The  amounts  paid  to  the  appli- 
cants are  governed  by  a  budget  set  up  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Veterans'  Services,  State  House,  Boston.  All  such  cases 
when  approved  by  the  Commissioner  are  reimbursed  by  the 
State  50%  so  when  the  Town  expends  $5000  for  relief  of 
NEEDY  cases  it  actually  costs  the  Town  only  $2500. 

Right  here  let  us  pause  to  remind  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  that  the  basis  of  recommending  Veterans'  Benefits  is 
NEED.  Contrary  to  belief  in  many  communities  no  veteran 
receives  VB  merely  because  he  is  a  veteran.  In  each  and 
every  case,  the  veteran  would  have  to  become  pauperized 
without  VB,  and  of  course  we  do  not  permit  that  in  America.

To  anticipate  the  potential  case  load  in  the  Department 
let  us  realize  that  19%  of  the  population  in  any  city  or  town 
are  veterans.  Add  to  that  the  dependents  who  are  potential 
applicants,  and  we  find  in  addition  to  the  veteran  with  at 
least  90  days  of  wartime  service  we  must  also  include  his 
wife,  children  and  his  parents. 

It  is  therefore,  a  fine  tribute  to  the  thrift  and  patriotism 
of  Chatham  veterans  when  we  find  that  our  budget  has  been 
adequate  for  the  alleviation  of  all  cases.  Were  it  not  for 
one  unusual  case,  which  was  given  spontaneous  public  and 
sympathetic  support,  we  would  have  been  able  to  report  a 
balance  in  the  1956  budget.  However,  this  Department  NEVER 
balances  dollars  and  cents  against  human  life  and  we  are 
sure  this  policy  meets  with  your  total  endorsement. 

In  conclusion  we  acknowledge  the  friendly  cooperation 
of  the  Selectmen  and  town  officials,  and  the  doctors  who 
have  contributed  generously  of  their  time  in  expediating 
emergency  cases.  The  veterans  organization  have  also 
worked  in  complete  teamwork  in  reporting  many  worthy  in- 
stances of  distress  among  members  of  their  very  important 
groups.  This  office  is  at  your  disposal  at  all  hours  and  a 
call  to  Harwich  390  will  bring  immediate  attention  to  any 
need  for  service.  A  very  sincere  New  Year  salute  to  the  finest 
people  in  the  USA  .  .  .  the  veterans  of  all  wars.

Fire-Ambulance  Rescue  Department 

January  5,  1957 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  for  the  Ambulance  and 
Rescue  Truck.  We  would  like  to  tell  a  little  about  the  serv- 
ice that  is  now  available  and  also  about  what  has  been  done 
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in  the  past.  This  service  was  first  available  in  August  3, 
1951  to  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Chatham.  At  this  time 
there  was  about  two  departments  on  the  Cape  that  rendered 
this  kind  of  service,  of  which  we  were  one. 

Fourteen  rescue  squads  and  nine  ambulances  are  now 
available  24  hours  a  day  on  Cape  Cod  ready  to  serve  at  the 
present  under  any  emergency.  We  are  as  close  as  the  nearest 
telephone. 

The  emergency  service  is  manned  by  trained  volunteers, 
including  physicians  and  nurses.  Each  man  undergoes  ex- 
tensive training  in  preparation  for  his  job.  Improvision 
and  ingenuity  have  added  to  the  skills  and  equipment  of  the 
rescue  squad. 

The  First  Aid  Station  at  the  Fire  Station  last  year  gave 
First  Aid  to  five  and  three  were  taken  to  a  Hospital  later. 
Approved  Red  Cross  methods  of  transportation  shall  be  used 
in  transporting  the  sick  and  injured.  The  total  for  one  day 
was  five  runs. 

This  last  year  we  have  had  to  administer  various  kinds 
of  first  aid  and  ambulance  service  as  the  following  report 
will  show:

Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 

January  8,  1957 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

At  the  present  time,  the  shellfish  situation  is  very  good. 
There  is  a  good  set  of  quahog  seed  in  most  sections  of  town. 
Recently,  we  have  transplanted  thirty-five  bushels  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  town.  There  are  approximately  twenty-eight 
thousand  seed  to  a  bushel. 

The  biggest  problem  we  have  to  contend  with  concerning 
the  shellfish  situation  is  their  natural  enemies.  During  the 
past  year,  there  have  been  about  two  hundred  bushels  of 
Conks  and  eight  thousand  Whelks  destroyed.  It  has  been 
difficult  to  locate  the  Round  Wrinkles,  but  we  have  man- 
aged to  destroy  about  one  hundred  buckets  of  Round  Wrinkle 
Collars.  One  of  the  greatest  enemies  is  and  has  been  the 
Horseshoe  Crabs.  In  the  past  year  sixty-five  thousand  have 
been  destroyed.  This  program  of  destroying  natural  enemies 
should  continue  as  in  the  past,  since  all  types  of  shellfish 
seem  to  be  coming  in  all  around  town. 

There  appears  to  be  increasing  sets  of  oysters  in  South 
Chatham,  and  in  the  Pleasant  Bay  Area.  We  have  trans- 
planted one  hundred  and  fifty  bushels  in  the  Oyster  Pond, 
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the  Mill  Pond,  Mitchell  River  Bridge,  and  Stage  Harbor 
Areas. 

The  scallop  production  was  very  poor  this  year;  however, 
the  Fox  Hill  and  Crows  Pond-Ryder's  Cove  areas  produced 
the  most  seed  that  anyone  has  ever  seen.  What  few  adult 
scallops  did  show,  were  in  the  Inward  Point  and  Jerry  Flat 
area.  Sixty-five  hundred  bushels  of  seed  scallops  were 
moved  from  Fox  Hill  area  and  transplanted  to  the  East  and 
South  of  Strong  Island  and  any  other  places  where  no  seed 
appeared.  Pleasant  Bay,  in  general,  had  a  good  set  of  seed 
scallops.  There  is  a  large  collection  of  Eel  Grass  to  the  East 
of  Strong  Island,  and  could  stand  much  more  seed.  Barring 
unforeseen  weather  difficulties  or  an  extra  large  flow  of 
natural  enemies,  next  year's  scallop  season  should  be  quite 
productive. 

Closed  areas  for  quahogs,  at  present,  are  South  of  Mit- 
chell River  Bridge  and  from  Hen  Coop  Point  to  Kenny's 
Boat  Yard;  also,  the  Southeast  side  of  the  Oyster  Pond  and 
Wheelwright  Landing. 

The  incidence  of  people  shellfishing  without  permits  has 
been  small  among  natives  and  seasonal  property  owners.  How- 
ever, many  non-property  owners,  vacationing  here,  as  well 
as  outsiders  were  restrained  from  shellfishing  in  town  areas.

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Report  of  the  Protective  By-Law 
Study  Committee 


January  14,  1957 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

Pursuant  to  instructions  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
of  March  5,  1956,  the  Protective  By-Law  Study  Committee 
has  submitted  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the 
Planning  Board. 

Since  its  organizational  meeting  in  early  March  the 
Committee  has  held  fifteen  (15)  committee  meetings  and 
eleven  (11)  public  hearings.  It  has  used  every  reasonable 
means  to  promote  attendance  at  public  hearings  so  as  to 
determine  the  wishes  and  opinions  of  the  citizens  of  Chat- 
ham. 

Through  objective  study  of  the  opinions  expressed  it  has 
strived  to  arrive  at  conclusions  and  recommendations  which 
would  reflect  the  wishes  of  a  substantial  majority  of  the 
townspeople. 

The  early  public  hearings  disclosed  that  there  was  almost 
unanimous  agreement  that  some  form  of  protection  of  the 
general  character  of  the  Town  was  desirable.  On  this  foun- 
dation the  Committee  has  studied  the  means  through  which 
this  protection  could  be  obtained.  It  found  that  some  degree 
of  protection  could  be  secured  from  each  of  the  following 
sources:  Planning  Statutes,  Building  Codes,  Health  Regu- 
lations and  Zoning  enabling  legislation.  It  found,  however, 
that  none  of  these  sources  could,  by  itself,  provide  the  pro- 
tection which  the  citizens,  through  their  expressed  opinions 
had  indicated  a  need  for. 
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Inasmuch  as  the  Committee  was  instructed  to  study  the 
"Question  of  Zoning",  it  has  confined  its  recommendations 
to  that  particular  phase  of  protection.  However,  it  feels  that 
sufficient  interest  was  shown  at  public  hearings  to  justify  its 
suggesting  that  the  townspeople  consider  the  adoption  of 
reasonable  and  suitable  Building,  Plumbing  and  Sign  Codes. 
Such  codes,  together  with  the  Protective  By-Law  regula- 
tions would  provide  a  sound  foundation  on  which  the  Town 
may  continue  to  grow  along  the  same  general  lines  as  in  the 
past  and  guard  against  exploitation  or  thoughtless  ventures 
which  might  have  serious  affect  on  the  Town's  economy. 

Throughout  all  its  hearings  and  private  discussions  the 
Committee  has  been  given  no  reason  to  doubt  that  every 
citizen,  regardless  of  his  views  on  the  Protective  By-Law, 
has  a  deep  feeling  of  pride  in  his  home  town  and  wants 
nothing  harmful  to  happen  to  it.  On  this  common  ground 
the  Committee  earnestly  hopes  that  through  tolerance  for 
every  shade  of  opinion  and  a  sincere  desire  to  be  constructive, 
the  citizens  may  reach  a  decision  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing which  will  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town  and 
a  better  feeling  among  the  townspeople.

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FINDINGS  OF  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

As  a  result  of  the  hearings  conducted  by  the  Protective 
By-Law  Study  Committee,  its  members  have  drawn  the  fol- 
lowing conclusions  from  the  opinions  expressed  at  these 
hearings. 

1.  That  some  form  of  protection  of  the  general  character 
of  Chatham  is  needed. 

2.  That  the  continued  growth  of  the  Town  along  the 
same  general  lines  as  in  the  past  is  desirable. 

3.  That  the  customary  manner  of  earning  a  living  through 
operations  from  one's  home  in  ways  not  harmful  to  the  gen- 
eral character  of  the  Town  should  not  be  restricted. 

4.  That  established  businesses  should  be  assured  the  right 
to  normal  expansion  within  their  present  bounds. 

5.  That  provision  for  additional  business  area  may  be 
desirable. 

6.  That  the  Town  should  be  studied  and  protection  ap- 
plied area  by  area  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  majority 
in  each  area. 

7.  That  Route  28  should  be  provided  with  more  business 
area  and  that  the  owners  of  property  thereon  should  be 
canvassed  for  opinions  as  to  the  extent  of  the  expansion  of 
the  business  area,  the  kind  of  business,  and  the  choice  be- 
tween all  business,  limited  business  and  spot  zoning. 

8.  That  there  should  be  no  unrestricted  area  within  the 
Town. 

9.  That  a  reasonable  building  code  is  desirable. 

10.  That  both  sides  of  a  street  should  be  classified  the 
same  except  under  unusual  circumstances. 

11.  That  lot  areas  should  vary  according  to  the  wishes 
of  the  majority  of  the  people  in  each  area. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  these  hearings  offered  the 
following  suggestions: 

(1)  That  a  plumbing  code  may  be  desirable. 

(2)  That  Cape  Cod  architecture  should  be  encouraged. 

(3)  That  we  should  strive  for  uniformity  of  signs. 

(4)  That  enforcement  of  a  by-law  should  be  by  a  build- 
ing inspector. 

(5)  That  provision  be  made  for  light  industry.

Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  Annual  Report  for  the  Cemetery 
Department  for  the  year  1956. 

The  general  work  in  our  department  was  carried  on  in 
the  usual  manner  this  past  year. 

A  new  section  has  been  opened  up  in  the  Seaside  Cem- 
etery and  sixty-four  lots  have  been  laid  out.  The  majority 
of  these  lots  are  level  and  it  is  hoped  by  the  commissioners 
that  people  who  purchase  these  lots  do  not  terrace  them.  We 
hope  to  keep  this  section  as  it  is  and  carry  it  out  with  the 
general  contour  of  the  land.  Considerable  amount  of  road 
work  was  done  in  this  cemetery  also. 

We  also  plan  to  open  a  new  section  in  the  South  Chat- 
ham Cemetery  this  coming  year.  The  land  was  purchased 
by  the  Town  of  Chatham  a  few  years  ago  and  it  is  on  the 
southeast  side  of  the  present  cemetery.  We  feel  that  this 
is  necessary  as  there  are  only  a  few  lots  left  to  be  sold  in 
the  present  cemetery. 

Sixteen  new  cemetery  lots  were  sold  this  past  year  and 
the  Perpetual  Care  amount  has  reached  $60,000.00. 

It  is  our  hope  to  continue  making  improvements  wher- 
ever necessary  in  all  cemeteries.

The  items  were  carefully  examined  and  checked  to  see 
that  they  were  proper  for  payment  and  had  been  approved 
by  the  respective  Department  officials  before  being  entered 
on  the  Warrants  for  payment.

CHUSETTS, you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the 
inhabitants  of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and 
Town  Affairs  to  meet  at  the  Memorial  Auditorium  of  the 
Chatham  High  School  in  said  Chatham  on  Monday,  the  fourth 
day  of  March  next  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  evening,  then  and 
there  to  act  on  Articles  except  Article  1:  and  to  meet  again 
in  the  Community  Building  on  Depot  Road  in  said  Chatham 
on  Thursday  the  seventh  day  of  March  next  at  12:00  o'clock 
noon  to  elect  the  necessary  town  officers  as  contained  in 
Article  1  of  this  warrant: 

Polls  for  the  Election  of  Town  Officers  will  be  open  at 
12:00  o'clock  noon  and  will  close  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 

Article  1.  To  bring  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  to  elect 
the  following  Town  Officers: 

One  Selectman  for  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  three 
years. 

One  Assessor  of  Taxes  for  three  years. 

One  Town  Clerk  for  three  years. 

One  Town  Treasurer  for  three  years. 

One  Surveyor  of  Highways  for  three  years. 

One  Member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years. 

One  Member  of  the  Recreation  Committee  for  three  years. 

One  Member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years. 

One  Park  Commissioner  for  three  years. 

One  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

Three  Constables  for  one  year. 
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Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Offi- 
cers and  Committees. 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  report  of  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  and  act  thereon. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1957  and  to  is- 
sue a  note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year,  and 
to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of 
less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter 
44,  General  Laws. 

Article  5.  To  fix  the  salaries  of  the  Town  Officers  for

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  to  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Treas- 
ury the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5000.00)  for  extra- 
ordinary and  unforeseen  purposes. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  and  pay,  to  the  Eldredge  Public  Library,  to  pay 
the  salary  of  the  Librarian  and  of  any  necessary  assistants 
and  towards  defraying  the  expense  of  maintaining  and  in- 
creasing said  library  a  sum  not  exceeding  Six  Thousand, 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($6,500.00). 

(Request  of  Trustees  of  the  Eldredge  Public  Library.) 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  pay  any  unpaid 
bills  prior  to  1957  in  accordance  with  Chapter  179,  Acts  of 
1941. 

(By  request  of  the  Town  Accountant.) 
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Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  assume  liability  in 
the  manner  provided  by  Section  29  of  Chapter  91  of  the 
General  Laws  for  all  damages  that  may  be  incurred  by  work 
to  be  performed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of 
Massachusetts  for  the  improvement,  development,  main- 
tenance and  protection  of  rivers,  harbors,  tide  waters  and 
foreshores  in  accordance  with  Section  11  of  Chapter  91  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute 
and  deliver  a  bond  of  indemnity  therefor  to  the  Common- 
wealth.

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($2,500.00)  to  be  spent  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  the 
resources  and  advantages  or  attractions  of  the  Town  of 
Chatham,  the  money  so  appropriated  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  52,  of  the  Acts  of  1953  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature.

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Protective  By-Law  Study  Committee  as 
presented  by  the  Planning  Board,  and  vote  to  amend  its 
existing  Protective  By-Law  as  adopted  under  Article  47  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  February  17,  1954,  and  as  here- 
tofor  amended,  by  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
TOWN  OF  CHATHAM 

PROTECTIVE  BY-LAW 
SECTION  I— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  By-Law  is  to  promote  the  health, 
safety  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  Chatham  under 
the  provision  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40-A  and  to  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  citizens  by  preserving  for  them,  and 
their  children,  the  natural,  architectural  and  historical  as- 
sets and  other  qualities  which  distinguish  the  town  as  a 
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desirable  community  for  permanent  residence  and  for  sum- 
mer recreational  purposes; 

to  protect  its  income  from  the  recreational  business  by 
exercising  prudent  control  over  these  assets; 

to  preserve  for  the  citizens  their  rights  to  their  cus- 
tomary means  of  earning  a  living; 

to  encourage  the  sound  growth  of  the  community  along 
traditional  architectural  lines. 

SECTION  II— DEFINITIONS 

To  make  clear  certain  terms  used  in  this  By-Law,  the 
following  meanings  shall  apply: 

A.  Customary  or  self-employed  home  occupations. 

This  term  shall  include  carpenters,  electricians,  paint- 
ers, plumbers,  paperhangers,  shellfish  opening,  and  the 
storage  of  fishing  equipment  as  customarily  carried  on  in 
the  Town,  masons,  radio  and  T.V.  repairs,  dressmaking,  hand 
laundering,  home  handicrafts,  home  cooking,  lawn  mower 
and  bicycle  repairs,  the  practice  of  any  recognized  profession 
and  any  others  of  similar  nature  which  may  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Appeals,  but  shall  not  include  the  operation  of 
a  store  or  display  to  the  passing  public  of  goods  not  manu- 
factured on  the  premises. 

B.  Cottage  colonies  or  motor  courts. 

Any  group  of  two  or  more  rental  cottages  under  one 
ownership  located  on  a  parcel  of  land  wherein  the  lot  oc- 
cupied by  each  cottage  does  not  meet  the  lot  area  require- 
ments in  the  district  where  located  shall  be  considered  a 
business  use  of  the  land  occupied. 

C.  Motels. 

A  group  of  rental  units  for  human  habitation  under  one 
roof  with  a  separate  outside  entrance  for  each  unit.  Motels 
may  provide  space  for  cooking  within  each  unit  and  include 
an  apartment  and  office  for  the  resident  manager  as  well 
as  a  lounge  for  the  patrons.  Motels  shall  be  considered  a 
business  use  of  the  land  occupied. 

D.  Signs. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  the  area  of  a  sign  shall 
be  the  total  width  and  length  of  the  surface  on  which  the 
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inscription  appears  and  shall  not  include  posts  or  other  sup- 
porting devices  but  shall  include  flags,  banners  or  other 
attention  getting  contrivances  designed  to  draw  attention 
to  the  premises. 

SECTION  HI—ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICTS 

A.    Types  of  districts. 

To  accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  the  Town  is 
divided  into  districts  which  will  best  preserve  their  general 
character  as  follows: 

Residence  District  R-40 
Residence  District  R-20 
Residence  District  R-10 
Limited  Business  District 
General  Business  District 
B.    Location  of  Districts. 

These  districts  are  located  and  bounded  as  shown  on  a 
map  entitled  'Protective  By-Law  Map  of  Chatham,  Massa- 
chusetts", dated  February  1,  1957,  and  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Town  Clerk.  This  map,  with  all  explanatory  matter 
thereon,  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  By-Law. 

SECTION  IV — USE  REGULATIONS 

Except  as  provided  in  Section  VIII,  Subsection  A,  build- 
ings may  be  constructed,  altered,  enlarged  or  reconstructed 
and  the  premises  used  only  for  the  purpose  hereinafter  set 
forth  as  permitted  in  the  district  wherein  located. 
A.    Residence  District  R-40  Uses. 

1.  Detached  one-family  dwelling. 

2.  Garage,  barn  and  boathouse  as  accessory  uses  for 
the  principal  occupant  of  the  premises. 

3.  Agricultural  use,  provided  that  no  accessory  building 
may  be  used  for  the  raising,  boarding  or  breeding  of  dogs 
or  livestock  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

4.  A  guest  house  for  use  by  the  owner  of  the  principal 
dwelling  or  his  guests,  or  the  guests  of  the  then  occupant  of 
the  principal  resident,  provided  that  there  shall  be  no  more 
than  two  guest  houses  on  any  one  lot;  the  lot  shall  have  a 
gross  area  in  excess  of  that  required  for  the  district  in  which 
it  is  located  of  at  least  50%  for  each  guest  house  constructed 
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upon  it;  that  each  guest  house  shall  be  located  at  least  30 
feet  from  any  other  guest  house  or  principal  structure  and 
shall  comply  with  all  the  yard  width  requirements  in  the 
districts  wherein  located. 

5.  Private  club,  except  a  club  operated  for  profit  or 
the  chief  activity  of  which  is  a  service  customarily  carried 
on  as  a  business. 

6.  Religious  use. 

7.  Display  of  a  sign  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  two  square 
feet  in  area. 

B.  Residence  District  R-20  Uses. 

1.   Any  use  authorized  in  Subsection  A  of  Section  IV. 

C.  Residence  District  R-10  Uses. 

1.  Any  use  authorized  in  Subsections  A  and  B  of  Section 

IV. 

2.  The  renting  of  rooms  and  provision  for  meals  in  a 
private  residence  to  guests,  but  not  including  public  restau- 
rant service. 

3.  Educational  or  municipal  use. 

4.  Hospitals,  sanatoriums  or  convalescent  homes  if  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

5.  Agricultural  use  and  for  uses  customarily  necessary 
thereto,  except  piggeries,  including  the  following  commercial 
purposes: 

(a)  Display  and  sale  from  roadside  stands  or  other- 
wise, of  natural  products,  the  major  portion  of  which  are 
raised  on  farms  within  the  Town. 

(b)  Cultivation,  propagation,  storage  and  sorting  build- 
ings in  connection  with  the  operation  of  cranberry  bogs. 

(c)  Dog  kennels  or  veterinary  hospitals  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

(d)  Uses  which  will  be  consistent  with  and  encourag- 
ing to  4-H  Club  activities. 

(e)  The  right  to  expand  and  increase  their  agricul- 
tural uses  within  their  present  bounds. 

6.  The  use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  for  a  rec- 
ognized profession  and  for  customary  home  occupations 
by  resident  occupants  and  the  use  of  premises  or  building 
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thereon  in  connection  with  his  trade  by  anyone  engaged  in 
a  self-employed  or  customary  home  occupation  as  defined 
in  Subsection  A  of  Section  II. 

7.  Display  of  a  sign  pertaining  to  the  permitted  use 
with  a  total  area  of  not  more  than  six  (6)  square  feet,  pro- 
vided that  no  sign  shall  be  of  the  neon  or  gas  filled  tube 
type  and  no  sign  shall  be  so  located  or  illuminated  as  to 
be  hazardous  to  traffic. 

8.  Other  uses  similar  to  the  permitted  uses  which  may 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

SECTION  V— Limited  Business  District  Uses. 

A.  Any  use  authorized  in  Section  IV. 

B.  Gift  shops,  antique  shops,  beauty  parlors,  motor 
courts,  cottage  colonies,  motels,  inns,  lunchrooms  or  tea 
rooms.  In  no  event  shall  any  use  include  the  sale  or  dis- 
pensation of  alcoholic  beverages  or  dancing. 

C.  The  use  of  a  sign  pertaining  to  the  permitted  use 
with  a  total  area  of  not  more  than  eighteen  (18)  square  feet, 
provided  that  no  sign  shall  be  of  the  neon  or  gas  filled  tube 
type  and  no  sign  shall  be  so  located  or  illuminated  as  to  be 
hazardous  to  traffic. 

D.  Marine  installations  upon  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals. 

E.  Other  uses  similar  to  those  permitted  in  Subsection 
B  which  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

SECTION  VI— GENERAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  USES 

A.  Any  use  authorized  in  Sections  IV  and  V. 

B.  Retail  or  wholesale  business,  service  or  public  utility, 
hotel,  restaurant,  office,  municipal  use,  newspaper  or  job 
printing. 

C.  The  following  if  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
as  provided  in  Section  IX: 

Filling  station  or  garage 
Used  car  lot 

Place  of  amusement  or  assembly 
Light  industry  or  manufacturing 
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D.  Signs  advertising  goods  or  services  offered  by  an  oc- 
cupant of  the  premises  as  defined  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Chatham  Sign  Code. 

E.  Uses  which  may  be  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals. 

SECTION  VII — AREA  REGULATIONS 

A.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Subsection  B  of  Section 
VIII  and  Subsection  B  of  Section  IX  a  dwelling  or  structure 
hereafter  erected  in  the  following  districts  shall  be  located 
on  a  lot  having  not  less  than  the  minimum  requirements  set 
forth  in  the  table  below  and  no  more  than  one  dwelling 
shall  be  built  on  any  such  lot: 

District  Area  Frontage  (a)      Setback  (b)    Side  yard 

R-40  40,000  Sq.  Ft.         150  ft.  40  ft.  25  ft. 

R-20  20,000  Sq.  Ft.         100  ft.  25  ft.  15  ft. 

R-10  10,000  Sq.  Ft.  50  ft.  25  ft.  15  ft. 

Lmtd  Bus.    10,000  Sq.  Ft.  50  ft.  25  ft.  15  ft. 

Footnotes  to  the  above  table. 

(a)  Lot  frontage  is  to  be  measured  along  the  boundary 
line  of  the  street  right  of  way  on  which  the  lot  fronts. 

(b)  The  setback  line  shall  be  a  line  parallel  to  the  street 
right  of  way  line. 

B.  Except  in  the  business  area  of  Main  Street  between 
Chatham  Bars  Avenue  and  Old  Harbor  Road,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Business  District  on  Route  137,  all  buildings  hereafter 
erected  for  business  purposes  in  business  and  limited  busi- 
ness districts  shall  extend  not  nearer  the  street  line  than 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  and  shall  provide  off  street  parking 
space  reasonably  adequate. 

C.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Subsection  C  of  Section 
VIII  any  building  or  structure  hereafter  erected,  altered  or 
reconstructed  shall  not  exceed  a  height  of  two  and  one  half 
(2y2)  stories  and  also,  if  for  human  habitation,  shall  provide 
a  minimum  area  equal  to  the  building  20'  x  24'  outside  dimen- 
sion. 

D.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  twenty  (20)  motel  units 
per  acre  of  lot,  they  shall  not  exceed  one  story  in  height  and 
shall  provide  250  square  feet  per  each  unit  for  parking  space. 
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E.  Units  in  cottage  colonies  or  motor  courts  shall  not 
exceed  one  story  in  height,  shall  not  be  located  less  than 
twenty  (20)  feet  apart  from  one  another  and,  in  addition  to 
the  separation  area,  shall  provide  250  square  feet  per  each 
unit  for  parking  space. 

F.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  consider  applications  for 
permits  for  the  use  of  land  for  marine  installations  in  any 
district  and  light  industry  in  limited  and  general  business 
districts,  giving  due  consideration  to  the  public  welfare  and 
the  stated  purpose  of  this  By-Law. 

SECTION  VIII — GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

A.  The  lawful  use  of  any  structure  or  land  existing  and 
operating  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  this  By-Law  may 
be  continued  although  such  structure,  or  use,  does  not  con- 
form with  the  provisions  of  the  By-Law.  Such  use  shall  here- 
after be  referred  to  as  Non-Conforming. 

B.  Any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  having  an  area  of  lesser 
amounts  than  required  by  this  By-Law  may  be  considered 
as  coming  within  requirements  of  this  By-Law  providing  it 
was  shown  on  a  plan  or  described  in  a  deed  duly  recorded 
or  registered  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  By-Law 
and  did  not  at  the  time  of  such  adoption  adjoin  other  land 
of  the  same  owner  available  for  use  in  connection  with  such 
lot  or  parcel. 

C.  Any  lawful  building  or  use  of  a  building  or  premises 
or  part  thereof  existing  at  the  time  this  By-Law  is  adopted 
may  be  rebuilt  if  damaged  or  destroyed  even  if  not  in  conL 
formity  with  the  provisions  hereof  except  that  no  non- 
conforming use  which  has  been  discontinued  for  a  period  of 
three  (3)  years  shall  be  re-established  except  if  the  use  be 
agricultural  the  period  shall  be  five  (5)  years. 

D.  Any  non-conforming  business  existing  in  any  district 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  By-Law  may  expand  its 
established  business  within  its  present  bounds  provided  such 
expansion  conforms  to  the  yard  dimension  requirements 
established  for  the  district  wherein  it  is  located  and  provided 
that  if  any  proposed  expansion  is  of  such  proportion,  location 
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or  nature  as  to  materially  affect  the  general  character  of 
the  neighborhood  wherein  located  such  expansion  must  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

E.  Any  non-conforming  business  may  expand  its  es- 
tablished business  beyond  its  present  bounds  provided  such 
expansion  is  approved  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

F.  Any  non-conforming  business  may  add  additional 
types  of  business  or  change  the  nature  of  its  business  pro- 
vided that,  if  such  addition  or  change  is  of  such  a  nature 
or  extent  as  to  materially  affect  the  general  character  of 
the  neighborhood,  approval  shall  first  be  obtained  from  the 
Board  of  Appeals. 

G.  For  sale  or  other  temporary  signs  not  exceeding  an 
area  of  twelve  (12)  square  feet  may  be  used  in  any  district. 

SECTION  IX — ADMINISTRATION 

A.  Enforcement.  This  By-Law  shall  be  enforced  by  a 
building  inspector  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  No  building 
shall  be  built  or  altered  and  no  use  of  land  or  a  building 
shall  be  begun  or  changed  without  a  permit  having  been 
issued  by  the  building  inspector.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each  offense.  Each  day  that  such 
offense  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

B.  Board  of  Appeals.  There  is  hereby  established  a 
Board  of  Appeals  of  five  (5)  members  and  two  (2)  associate 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  provided  in 
Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws,  which  shall  hear  and 
decide  appeals  by  aggrieved  persons,  will  issue  special  per- 
mits, as  provided  by  sections  of  this  By-Law,  and  grant  vari- 
ances, when  it  shall  have  found  that  the  use  invoked  will 
not  be  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood  and  where  a  literal 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  would  cause 
substantial  hardship  to  the  appellant. 

C.  Amendment.  This  By-Law  may  be  amended  from 
time  to  time  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6, 
Chapter  40A,  of  the  General  Laws. 

D.  Validity.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  of  this  By- 
Law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision 
thereof. 
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Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00) 
to  purchase  dental  equipment  to  be  used  for  the  dental 
clinic  at  the  Chatham  Schools,  the  money  so  appropriated 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

(Request  of  the  Board  of  Health) 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  exceeding  Seven  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Dollars  ($750.00)  to  supply  suitable  quarters  for  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Chatham  Post  #253,  American  Legion. 

(By  request  of  Chatham  Post  #253,  American  Legion.) 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred  ($500.00)  Dol- 
lars to  supply  suitable  quarters  for  headquarters  of  Brown- 
James-Buck  Post  #8607,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars. 

(By  request  of  Brown-James-Buck  Post  #8607,  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars.) 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00) 
Dollars  for  the  proper  observance  and  celebration  of  July  4, 
1957  to  be  sponsored  by  Chatham  Post  #253,  The  American 
Legion  and  the  Brown-James-Buck  Post  #8607,  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  the  money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of 
the  Selectmen. 

(By  request  of  the  Veterans  Posts) 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  proper  observance  and  celebration 
of  Veterans  Day  by  the  Chatham  Post  #253,  The  American 
Legion,  the  money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen. 

(By  request  of  Chatham  Post  #253,  American  Legion) 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
instruct  the  Selectmen  to  convey  by  proper  deed  to  Brown- 
James-Buck  Memorial  Association,  Inc.,  a  corporation  or- 
ganized by  the  members  of  Brown-James-Buck  Post  #8607, 
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Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  the  United  States,  located  in 
Chatham,  for  a  fair  consideration,  the  land  owned  by  the 
Town  of  Chatham,  located  in  West  Chatham,  and  bounded 
as  follows:  On  the  West  by  George  Ryder  Road  two  hundred 
(200)  feet;  on  the  South  by  land  of  James  Chase,  two  hun- 
dred (200)  feet,  on  the  East  by  two  hundred  (200)  feet  and  on 
the  North  two  hundred  (200)  feet,  both  by  remaining  land 
of  the  Town  of  Chatham;  the  foregoing  conveyance,  if 
authorized  by  vote,  to  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority  of  the  United  States  Government. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  to 
the  Cemetery  Department  Appropriation  from  the  Sale  of 
Lots  Fund  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  ($350.00)  re- 
ceived from  the  sale  of  lots  during  the  year  1956. 

(By  request  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners.) 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its 
By-Laws  and  accept  the  provisions  of  the  following  Building 
Code  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

(By  Request) 

TOWN  OF  CHATHAM  BUILDING  CODE 
Section  I.    Administration  and  Supervision 

Clause  a.  The  name  and  title  of  this  by-law  shall  be  "THE  BUILD- 
ING CODE"  and  it  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  such. 

Clause  b.  The  object  and  scope  of  this  regulation  are  the  gov- 
erning and  regulating  of  the  construction  and  erection,  remodeling, 
alteration,  repairing  and  moving  of  buildings  of  any  description  in  the 
Town;  and  providing  for  the  safety  of  all  present  and  future  buildings, 
and  the  safe  use  of  them,  and  providing  for  all  other  matters  pertaining 
to  buildings  and  building  operations  in  said  Town. 

Clause  c.  It  shall  be  unlawful  and  subject  to  the  penalties  herein 
after  provided  for  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  to  construct, 
erect,  repair,  alter,  add  to,  move  any  building  or  portion  thereof,  or  to 
carry  on  any  building  operation  in  the  Town,  except  in  compliance  with 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Code. 

Clause  d.  Inspector  of  Buildings.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  annually 
in  March,  and  subsequent  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  shall  appoint 
an  Inspector  of  Buildings  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  April  following  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified. 

Clause  e.  The  person  appointed  and  qualified  to  act  as  Inspector 
of  Buildings  shall  receive  such  salary  or  compensation  as  shall  be 
fixed  within  the  appropriation  for  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  He  shall 
have  no  pecuniary  interest  direct  or  indirect  in  the  making  of  plans 
or  specifications  or  in  the  supplying  or  materials  or  labor  for  any 
building  in  this  Town,  other  than  its  own. 
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Clause  f.  He  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  he  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
prescribe  for  the  proper  conduct  of  his  office.  He  shall  submit  an 
annual  report  in  January  of  each  year  of  the  work  of  his  office  for 
publication  in  the  Town  Report. 

Clause  g.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  make  inspections  of  all 
Building  operations  within  the  Town,  and  he  may,  for  this  purpose, 
enter  upon  the  premises  where  such  operations  are  carried  on,  at  all 
reasonable  times,  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  all  violations 
of  this  by-law  and  Building  Code,  or  of  the  conditions  of  any  permit 
issued. 

Clause  h.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  have  the  authority  to  stop 
the  construction  of  any  building,  or  the  making  of  any  alteration  or 
repairs  to  any  building,  within  said  Town,  when  the  same  is  being  done 
in  a  reckless  or  careless  manner,  or  in  violation  of  this  Code,  or  any 
ordinance  of  the  Town. 

Clause  i.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Building  In- 
spector may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  a  Board  consisting  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Town  Counsel.   Their  decision  shall  be  final. 

Clause  j.  The  Building  Inspector,  with  the  approval  of  the  above 
mentioned  Board  may  give  authorization  for  the  use  of  construction 
of  materials  not  specified  in  this  building  code,  providing  they  are  of 
equivalent  strength  and  safety. 

Section  II.  Definitions 

Clause  a.    The  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

1.  "Dwelling".  A  residence  building  designed  for  or  used  as  the 
home  or  residence  of  not  more  than  two  separate  and  distinct  fami- 
lies, and  having  sleeping  and  sanitary  facilities. 

2.  "Approved".  Built  according  to  the  rules  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters. 

3.  "Dead  Load".  The  weight  of  the  walls,  framing,  floors,  roofs, 
and  their  contents,  and  all  permanent  construction. 

4.  "Live  Loads".  Any  load,  other  than  the  dead  load,  and  including 
partitions  subject  to  removal  or  replacement. 

5.  "Bearing  Partition".  A  wall  supporting  a  load  other  than  its 
own  weight. 

6.  "Fire  Wall'".  A  wall  built  or  adapted  to  prevent  or  limit  the 
spread  of  fire. 

7.  "Partition  Wall"   An  interior  wall  of  a  building. 

8.  "Party  Wall".  A  wall  that  separates  two  or  more  structures  and 
is  used  or  adopted  for  the  use  of  more  than  one  building 

9.  "Dimensions".  The  dimensions  of  timber  as  used  in  this  Code 
shall  have  the  meaning  generally  used  in  the  building  trades. 

10.  "First  Class  Building".  Any  building  constructed  of  fireproof 
materials  throughout. 

11.  "Second  Class  Building".  Any  building  constructed  with  its 
exterior  walls  of  fireproof  materials. 

12.  "Third  Class  Building".  Any  building  having  its  exterior  walls 
constructed  in  whole  or  in  part  of  combustible  materials. 

Section  III.  Preliminary  Requirements  and  Permits 

Clause  a.  No  person  shall  erect,  alter,  or  substantially  repair  any 
building  or  structure  without  having  first  obtained  a  permit  for  the 
same. 
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1.  Exception.  Nominal  repairs  may  be  made  without  a  permit,  pro- 
vided it  does  not  involve  the  cutting  away  of  any  part  of  the  structure 
or  the  foundation  of  the  building,  or  in  any  way  increase  the  fire  risk. 

2.  Exception.  Buildings  or  structures  owned  by  the  United  States, 
or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  any  of  its  political  sub- 
divisions. 

3.  Exception.    Bridges,  quays  and  wharves. 

Clause  aa.  There  shall  be  made  and  collected  by  the  Building 
Inspector  upon  the  issuance  of  each  permit  a  fee  to  be  paid  into  the 
town  Treasury  determined  in  accordance  with  ground  area  as  follows: 
For  each  100  sq.  ft.  or  fraction  thereof  in  all 

one  story  dwellings  $0.50 
For  each  100  sq.  ft.  or  fraction  thereof  in  all 

one  and  one  half  story  dwellings  .65 
For  each  100  sq.  ft.  or  fraction  thereof  in  all 

two  story  dwellings  .80 
For  each  100  sq.  ft.  or  fraction  thereof  in  all 

dwellings  of  more  than  two  stories  .90 

Charges  for  permits  for  non-commercial  buildings  appurtenant  to 
dwellings  or  for  farm  buildings  shall  be  at  one -half  the  charge  as  set 
forth  above  for  dwellings. 

Charges  for  permits  for  commercial  buildings  other  than  those 
used  as  farm  buildings  shall  be  at  twice  the  charges  as  set  forth  above 
for  dwellings. 

The  minimum  charge  for  any  permit  shall  be  $1.00. 
Clause  b.    No  building  may  be  moved  unless  a  permit  has  been 
obtained  from  the  Building  Inspector.  No  Building  may  be  moved  into 
the  Town  unless  its  construction  is  made  to  conform  to  the  Building 
Code. 

Clause  c.  The  Building  Inspector  may  request  such  plans,  speci- 
fications and  structural  details  as  necessary,  before  issuing  a  permit. 

Clause  d.  The  Building  Inspector  may  request  such  information 
from  the  applicant  as  concerns  the  proposed  erection  or  alteration  for  the 
prevention  of  fire,  and  for  the  preservation  of  life,  health,  and  morals, 
and  may  acquire  such  charges  as  he  deems  necessary. 

Clause  e.  A  building  permit  shall  become  void  if  work  is  not 
started  within  60  days  from  the  date  of  issue.  A  new  permit  will  there 
afterward  have  to  be  obtained  before  the  work  is  begun. 

Clause  f.  All  building  permits  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Clause  g.  No  residential  building  shall  be  built  that  does  not  con- 
form to  the  definition  of  a  "Dwelling"  as  set  forth  under  Section  II. 

Section  IV.    Restrictions  and  Building  Lines 

Clause  a.  No  person  shall  erect  any  new  building  or  alteration  to 
an  existing  building  nearer  than  fifteen  feet  to  the  lot  lines  of  his  land, 
nor  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  other  building  on  the  same  lot. 

Exception.  A  new  commercial  building  or  addition  to  an  existing 
commercial  building  may  be  built  nearer  to  the  lot  lines  of  the  land, 
if  such  structure  or  addition  is  of  fireproof  construction,  and  with  no 
openings. 

Clause  b.  No  person  shall  erect  any  new  building  or  an  addition 
to  an  existing  building  nearer  than  25  feet  to  a  public  way  or  place 
dedicated  to  public  use,  or  the  present  established  set  back  on  a  30% 
built  up  street. 
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Exception.  A  new  building  or  an  addition  to  an  existing  building  may- 
be built  nearer  than  25  feet  to  a  public  way  or  place  dedicated  to  Public 
use  provided  approval  is  given  by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  a  survey  is  made  showing  the  exact  location  of  the 
lines  of  the  public  way  or  place  dedicated  to  public  use. 

Section  V.   General  Provisions  Applicable  to  All  Buildings 

Clause  a.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  shall  be  built  with  sills, 
posts,  girts,  and  plates  properly  braced  and  framed  so  as  to  develop 
the  maximum  strength  and  rigidity  consistent  with  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  to  be  used. 

Clause  b.  All  materials  used  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  and 
size  to  safely  carry  the  loads  to  which  they  may  be  subjected  without 
exceeding  the  allowable  working  strength. 

Clause  c.    Not  approved. 

Clause  d.  Rain  water  leaders  shall  not  be  placed  to  discharge  water 
upon  a  sidewalk,  and  no  part  of  a  building  may  be  constructed  so  as  to 
discharge  water,  snow,  ice,  or  waste  material  upon  a  public  way,  or  a 
place  dedicated  to  public  use. 

Clause  e.  No  building  may  be  erected  or  any  existing  building 
altered  to  make  or  increase  its  height  to  more  than  2xk  stories. 

Clause  f.  Excavations. 

1.  All  excavations  shall  extend  to  solid  ground. 

2.  All  excavations  shall  extend  below  the  frost  line. 

3.  All  excavations  close  to  adjacent  buildings  must  be  properly  shored. 

4.  All  excavations  close  to  the  street  line  must  be  properly  fenced 
to  assure  the  public  safety. 

Clause  g.  Footings. 

1.  All  footings  must  be  of  poured  concrete.  1:2-4  mix. 

2.  Minimum  footings  shall  be  as  follows:  :        :  : 

1.  Under  foundations  of  one  story  buildings,  six  inches  thick,  and 
a  three  inch  projection  on  either  side  of  wall. 

2.  Under  foundations  of  one  and  a  half  and  not  more  than  two 
story  buildings,  eight  inches  thick,  and  a  four  inch  projection  on 
either  side  of  the  wall. 

3.  Under  a  twelve  inch  wall,  the  footing  must  project  at  least  six 
inches  on  either  side  of  the  wall,  and  be  at  least  eight  inches 
thick. 

4.  Under  all  lally  columns  or  posts,  the  footings  must  be  at  least 
twenty  inches  by  twenty  inches  and  eight  inches  thick. 

5.  Under  chimneys,  the  footings  must  project  at  least  six  inches  on 
all  sides  and  be  at  least  eight  inches  thick. 

6.  All  footings  shall  be  of  such  width  and  thickness  to  safely  resist 
the  superimposed  load  without  exceeding  at  any  point  the  allow- 
able bearing  capacity  of  the  soil. 

Clause  h.  Foundations. 
Minimum  requirements  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Six  inch  thickness  for  poured  concrete  supporting  one  story 
wood  frame  structure  without  basement. 

2.  Eight  inch  thickness  for  all  other  poured  walls. 

3.  Eight  inch  thickness  for  all  masonry  unit  walls  which  extend 
more  than  eight  feet  below  finish  grade.  Maximum  total  height 
of  foundation  wall  and  wall  supported  to  be  not  more  than 
thirty  feet  to  eaves  and  thirty-five  feet  to  ridge. 

4.  Twelve  inch  thickness  for  all  masonry  unit  walls  that  extend 
more  than  eight  feet  below  outside  finished  grade. 

5.  All  foundations  shall  be  of  such  width  and  thickness  as  to  safely 
resist  the  superimposed  load  without  exceeding  the  allowable 
working  strength. 
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Clause  i.   Piers  for  Girders. 

1.  Girders  must  rest  on  solid  masonry. 

2.  On  block  foundations,  cells  of  blocks  below  girder  must  be  filled 
to  form  solid  bearing,  or,  15"  from  center. 

3.  Pilasters  not  less  than  four  inches  by  eight  inches  shall  be  built 
to  receive  girder  ends,  or  columns  may  be  used. 

Clause  j.  Foundation  wall  vents  shall  be  installed  to  ventilate  all 
unexcavated  spaces. 

Clause  k.  All  chimneys  shall  be  lined  with  flue  lining  of  an  approved 
type. 

Clause  1.    No  wood  shall  be  closer  than  one  inch  to  the  chimney. 
Clause  m.    The    distance   between   supports   under    wood  girders 
shall  not  exceed  the  following  for  a  one  story  building: 

1.  4x6  5'  4x10  9' 
6x6  6'  6x8  10' 
4x8    6'  4"  6x10  11' 

2.  For  one  and  a  half  two-story  buildings  deduct  one  foot  from 
the  above  distances. 

Clause  n.    Wood  Floor  Joists. 

1.  Where  joists  frame  into  side  of  wood  girders,  metal  hangers 
or  a  bearing  strip  spiked  to  the  girder  must  be  used. 

2.  Floor  joists  framed  into  masonry  walls  shall  have  at  least  a 
four  inch  bearing  and  a  three  inch  fire  or  bevel  cut. 

3.  Floor  joists  shall  be  doubled  under  all  partitions  running  parallel 
to  the  floor  joists. 

4.  All  headers  over  four  feet  long  shall  be  doubled. 

5.  Floor  joists  shall  be  cross  bridged  at  least  one  by  three  inch  or 
stronger  stock  shall  be  used  every  7'. 

6  Maximum  spans  for  all  floor  joists  shall  not  exceed  those  given 
in  the  following  tables,  as  set  forth  by  the  "Architectural  Graphic 
Standards". 

7.  Second  floor  joists  shall  be  framed  the  same  as  first  floor. 

8.  When  attic  space  above  ceiling  joists  is  unfinished,  but  is  usable  for 
storage  space,  or  if  the  space  is  suitable  for  future  habitable 
room  or  rooms,  then  spans  will  be  the  same  as  first  floor  joists. 

Clause  o.  Maximum  spans  for  all  ceiling  joists  shall  not  exceed  the 
following: 

1.  2x6  11'  16"  o.c. 
2x8  14'  16"  o.c. 
2x10  16'  16"  o.c. 

2.  Ceiling  joists,  if  possible,  should  serve  as  collar  ties. 

3.  Collar  ties  shall  not  be  placed  in  excess  of  6'  on  centers. 

Clause  p.   Wood  Rafters. 

1.  The  maximum  spans  for  all  wood  rafters  shall  not  exceed  those 
given  in  the  following  table,  as  set  forth  by  the.  "Architectural 
Graphic  Standards." 

Table 

2.  Truss  construction  may  be  used  provided  it  is  of  strength  com- 
parable to  the  above,  and  is  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

3.  Rafters  on  roofs  with  a  slope  less  than  five  inches  to  twelve  inches 
shall  be  figured  the  same  as  floor  joists,  unless  trussed. 

Clause  q.    Exterior  Wall  Studs. 

1.  Studs  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  by  four  inches  placed 
not  more  than  sixteen  inches  on  centers. 
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2.  Headers  over  all  openings  shall  be  doubled  and  shall  not  exceed 
the  following: 

1.    up  to  4'  2-2x4's 

5y2'  2-2x6's  on  edge. 

8'  2-2x8's    on  edge 

over  8'  2-2xl0's  on  edge 

3.  In  lieu  of  headers,  approved  trusses  may  be  used. 

4.  Studs  in  exterior  frame  wall  may  run  from  sill  to  roof  line  pro- 
vided they  do  not  exceed  twenty  feet  in  length. 

5.  Studs  shall  not  be  spliced. 

6.  Floor  joists  on  exterior  walls  shall  bear  on  at  least  a  one  inch 
by  six  inch  ribbon  let  into  the  face  of  the  studding.  Joists  bear- 
ing on  such  ribbons  shall  be  securely  nailed  to  the  studs. 

7.  Where  studs  exceed  twenty  feet  in  length,  a  four  inch  by  six  inch 
girt  shall  be  installed  continuous  at  second  floor  level. 

Clause  r.  Plates. 

1.    All  top  plates  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  by  four  inches 

doubled,  which  shall  lap  at  all  corners. 
Clause  s.    Interior  Partitions. 

1.  All  bearing  partition  studs  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  by 
four  inches  set  the  four  inch  way,  and  not  more  than  sixteen 
inches  on  centers. 

2.  Non  bearing  partition  studs  may  be  two  inches  by  three  inches 
set  the  three  inch  way,  and  not  more  than  sixteen  inches  on  cen- 
ters or  2x4's  16"  o.c.  set  the  2"  way. 

3.  All  openings  in  bearing  partitions  shall  have  double  headers 
framed  as  required  in  exterior  openings. 

4.  Top  plates  for  bearing  partitions  shall  be  doubled. 
Clause  t.    Fir  estops. 

1.  Firestops  shall  be  installed  in  all  outside  wall  studs  and  par- 
titions at  first,  second,  and  attic  level,  which  shall  cut  off  com- 
pletely all  openings,  and  be  of  incombustible  materials  or  at 
least  one  inch  and  a  half  of  wood. 

Clause  u.    Notching  of  Timbers. 

1.  Notching  of  timber  to  facilitate  the  installation  of  pipes  and 
ducts  will  be  permitted  with  the  following  limitations: 

1.  Top  and  bottom  edges  may  be  notched  not  to  exceed  one 
sixth  of  the  joist  depth.  Notching  will  not  be  permitted  in  middle 
third  of  any  joist  span. 

2.  If  cutting  of  the  floor  joist  to  more  than  one-sixth  of  its 
depth  is  necessary,  a  header  the  full  depth  of  the  joist  shall  be 
cut  in  to  support  the  ends  of  the  joists. 

3.  Holes  may  be  bored  through  the  timbers  if  they  do  not  ex- 
ceed two  and  a  half  inches  and  are  not  closer  than  two  inches 
to  the  top  or  bottom  edges  of  the  joists. 

Clause  v.  No  portion  of  a  dwelling  or  other  structure  shall  be  used 
as  a  garage  unless  the  portion  so  used  shall  be  separated  from  the  rest 
of  the  building  by  an  uncombustible  wall  and  an  uncombustible  ceiling 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Building  Inspector,  unless  said  Garage 
is  separated  from  said  dwelling  or  other  structure  by  a  "breezeway"  at 
least  six  feet  in  length. 

Clause  w.  Before  the  frame  of  any  building  is  covered  with  any 
interior  wall  covering  the  Building  Inspector  shall  be  notified,  and 
inspection  made  by  him  before  said  wall  covering  is  applied. 

Clause  x.    The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to: 

1.  Building  or  structures  owned  by  the  United  States  or  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts; 

2.  Bridges,  quays,  wharves; 
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3.  Isolated  Camps. 

4.  Farm  buildings  or  structures  not  in  either  case  used  as  dwel- 
lings and  located  more  than  100  feet  from  any  other  buildings, 
if  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector.

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Smith,  on  the  Southerly  line  of  Fox  Hill  Road;  thence  run- 
ning Southwesterly  by  Fox  Hill  Road,  crossing  the  presently

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ginning  at  the  Southwesterly  corner  thereof,  on  the  Easterly 
line  of  Pond  Street  and  at  land  of  the  Town  of  Chatham; 
thence  running  Northerly  about  fifty  (50)  feet  by  said  Pond 
Street  and  thence  running  Northwesterly  about  two  hundred 
eighty-five  (285)  feet  by  said  Pond  Street  to  a  point;  thence

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
that  part  of  Pond  Street  as  a  Town  Way  from  the  intersection 
of  Stage  Harbor  Road  and  Pond  Street  and  running  Northerly 
a  distance  of  about  367  feet  measured  along  the  Easterly 
line  of  said  Pond  Street  and  to  use  the  discontinued  way  for 
bathing  beach  purposes  and/or  parking  purposes. 

Article  81.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars 
($450.00)  to  purchase  a  tract  of  land  adjacent  to  the  High- 
way Department  on  Crowell  Road  in  Chatham,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  extending  the  present  sandhole.  The  area  of  said 
tract  of  land  being  3.295  Acres,  more  or  less,  and  being  part 
of  land  conveyed  to  the  Cape  &;  Vineyard  Electric  Company 
as  shown  on  Plan  recorded  in  Barnstable  Registry  of  Deeds, 
Plan  Book  #73,  Page  #145.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  to 
grade  and  harden  area  leased  from  Mary  S.  Byrne  on  Bridge 
Street  and  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article. 

Article  83.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00) 
+o  enlarge  and  improve  the  parking  area  at  the  end  of  Ridge- 
vale  Road  and  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 

(By  request) 

Article  84.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Eighteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,800.00) 
to  improve  and  enlarge  road  and  parking  area  at  Ryder's 
Cove  and  to  surface  with  hot  mix  and  extend  present  ramp  for 
the  launching  of  small  boats  and  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Article  85.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fourteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,400.00) 
to  hot  mix  Andrew  Harding's  Lane  Landing  and  parking  area 
and  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  article. 

Article  86.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the

To  the  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

As  we  submit  the  annual  reports  of  the  Chatham  Schools 
we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  confidence  you 
have  shown  in  your  School  Committee  by  approving  the  1956 
budget  which  provided  for  an  increased  salary  schedule  and 
by  appropriating  the  necessary  funds  for  the  completion  of 
the  new  Elementary  School. 

We  are  much  pleased  with  the  building  located  on  Depot 
Street  and  feel  that  it  is  well  constructed.  A  formal  accept- 
ance of  the  building  will  take  place  as  soon  as  all  provisions 
of  the  contract  are  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
entire  building  committee. 

The  renovation  of  the  high  school  building  is  continuing. 
The  office  of  the  Principal  is  now  located  near  the  front 
entrance  adjacent  to  a  waiting  room  and  office  of  the  Guid- 
ance Director.  Space  formerly  used  by  the  Principal  will 
allow  for  the  expansion  of  the  Commercial  Department,  the 
next  major  improvement  on  our  agenda. 

Among  the  major  problems  receiving  our  consideration 
during  the  past  year  have  been  the  acute  need  for  in- 
creased participation  in  the  school  lunch  program,  provid- 
ing adequate  bus  transportation  for  all  areas  of  the  town, 
and  the  imminent  dissolution  of  Union  #16  comprising  the 
towns  of  Chatham,  Harwich,  Orleans  and  Eastham. 

We  were  honored  to  serve  as  hosts  for  the  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Com- 
mittee held  at  the  Chatham  Bars  Inn  last  June.  We  were 
privileged  to  hear  speakers  of  state  and  national  renown  in 
the  field  of  education. 

In  conclusion  we  ask  that  each  of  the  following  reports 
be  read  in  its  entirety.  We  are  pleased  to  share  with  you  a 
greater  knowledge  of  the  operation,   the  aims,  and  the 
achievements  of  your  schools  which  you  so  willingly  support.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  my  second  in  the  series 
of  annual  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  this 
town. 

UNION  #16 

I  have  not  learned  the  date  of  the  formation  of  this 
superintendency  union,  involving  the  towns  of  Chatham, 
Eastham,  Harwich  and  Orleans.  But  it  appears  to  have  been 
formed  some  time  before  the  turn  of  the  century.  Through 
the  years  since  its  organization  it  has  come  to  take  a  place 
among  the  largest  superintendency  unions  in  the  state,  with 
a  combined,  full-time  teaching  and  supervisory  staff  cur- 
rently numbering  more  than  100  people,  and  a  total  pupil 
enrollment  approaching  two  thousand. 

In  1954,  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  an  expanded 
organization,  the  Committees  of  the  Union  made  a  wise 
move  in  the  establishment  of  the  position  of  elementary 
supervisor  and  they  made  a  wise  choice  in  the  person  of 
Dr.  Harriett  Chace  to  fill  the  position.  Dr.  Chace's  work  is 
of  real  value  to  the  schools,  providing,  as  it  does,  for  the 
supervision  of  instruction,  a  function  for  which  the  duties 
of  the  superintendency  provide  little  opportunity. 

Despite  the  addition  of  this  service,  the  multiplicity  of 
administrative  demands  indicates  the  need  for  additional 
administrative  personnel,  or  a  subdivision  of  the  Union.  The 
latter  move  was  also  suggested  by  my  predecessor,  Herbert 
E.  Hoyt. 

At  this  writing,  the  newly-formed  region  (Eastham,  Or- 
leans, Wellfleet)  involving  two  of  the  towns  of  this  Union, 
may  serve  to  precipitate  the  dissolution  of  the  Union.  Indi- 
cations are  that  a  move  toward  this  objective  may  be  made 
early  in  1957,  with  consummation  coming  during  the  year, 
if  a  majority  of  the  constituent  school  committees  and  the 
State  Department  of  Education  approve. 
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Among  the  union  supervisors,  two  changes  occurred 
during  the  year.  Mr.  Edward  Bolton  was  elected  art  super- 
visor, replacing  Mr.  Leo  Ferris.  Mr.  Bolton  is  responsible  for 
the  direction  of  the  art  program  for  the  entire  union,  and 
the  duties  of  instruction  are  shared  by  Mr.  Vernon  Smith. 

Mrs.  Iris  McKenney  was  elected  to  teach  some  of  the 
vocal  music  at  Harwich,  relieving  Mr.  Whitney  Tileston  of 
some  of  his  work,  so  that  he  would  have  time  to  meet  with 
the  increasing  number  of  classes  in  the  other  towns. 

Instrumental  music  in  all  the  towns  waxes  encourag- 
ingly. 

I  look  forward  to  the  day,  not  too  distant,  when  this 
program  will  match  the  accomplishment  it  once  knew. 

SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

Chatham,  like  many  other  communities,  owes  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  citizens  who  have  served  on  the  School 
Building  Committee,  devoting  time  and  conscience  to  assure 
that  tax  dollars  were  used  judiciously. 

Space  needs  are  met  for  a  time,  perhaps  quite  a  long 
time,  but  there  may  be  value  in  taking  a  long-range  look 
at  the  future  educational  picture,  particularly  for  secondary 
schools,  while  there  is  still  time  to  consider  a  variety  of 
possibilities.

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The  increasing  costs  for  schools  is  reflected  in  the  figures 
above.  In  spite  of  these  rises  Chatham  still  enjoys  one  of  the 
lowest  rates  of  tax  for  schools  in  the  state — the  median  for 
the  forty-three  towns  in  our  category  being  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $25.00  per  $1000. 

PERSONNEL 

Again  this  year  teacher  turnover  was  slight.  Chatham 
now  has  a  corps  of  twenty-seven  teachers  and  receives  the 
services  of  eight  supervisory  personnel  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Two  of  the  twenty-seven  teaching  positions  were  added 
this  year,  due  to  increased  enrollments,  and  the  need  for 
adding  two  more  next  year  is  anticipated.  Mr.  Robert  Glea- 
son  was  elected  as  an  additional  teacher  at  the  junior-senior 
high  level.  Mr.  Gleason  had  taught  for  several  years  in  the 
public  schools  of  Dover,  Mass. 

This  year  there  are  two  divisions  of  the  fifth  grade,  and 
Mrs.  Doris  Bassett  was  assigned  to  teach  one  of  them.  Mrs. 
Bassett  taught  classes  in  remedial  reading  last  spring. 

Mr.  Warren  F.  Jones  was  elected  to  teach  sixth  grade, 
replacing  Miss  Lois  Kelley.  Mr.  Jones  brings  experience  from 
the  schools  at  East  Corinth,  Vermont;  Rehobeth,  Onset  and 
Wareham,  Massachusetts. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Keefe,  who  had  taught  in  Chatham  previously, 
as  well  as  in  Harwich  and  Brewster,  was  elected  to  replace 
Mrs.  Mary  Wills  in  a  fourth  grade  class. 

Early  in  the  fall  Mrs.  Mary  Ellis  was  taken  ill,  and  is 
out  on  sick  leave  as  the  year  closes.  Mrs.  Mary  Kolodzik,  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University  is  substituting  in  Mrs.  Ellis' 
sixth-grade  class. 

REPAIR  AND  IMPROVEMENT 
One  of  the  high  school  classrooms  was  remodeled  and 
made  into  offices  for  the  principal  and  guidance  director. 
This  places  these  offices  near  the  front  of  the  building. and 
provides  a  more  adequate  and  functional  arrangement. 
New  furniture  was  purchased  for  four  classrooms  involved 
in  the  re-organization  of  classes  occasioned  by  the  moving 
of  grades  K-3  to  the  new  building  on  Depot  Street. 
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CAFETERIAS 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  school 
lunch  program  was  an  $18,000  business  in  1956.  Complete 
lunches  are  prepared  at  both  schools.  Through  this  program 
a  balanced  lunch  is  made  available  to  the  pupils  at  a  very 
reasonable  cost.  Federal  assistance  to  the  program  is  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  participating,  and  the 
greater  that  number,  the  more  nearly  self-supporting  the 
program  can  be.  It  is  hoped  that  more  and  more  pupils  will 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  express  my  pleasure  to  be  associated  with  the 
schools  of  this  town  and  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
of  school  personnel  and  townspeople.  Interest  and  co- 
operation concerning  the  schools  have  bearing  on  the 
product.

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Report  of  the  School  Principal 


Enrollment  in  the  Chatham  School  on  October  1  was 
621:  163  in  grades  4-6;  225  in  grades  7-12.  The  new  elemen- 
tary school  enrolled,  in  addition,  233  pupils  in  the  kinder- 
garten and  grades  1-3.  This  represents  an  increase  of  17 
over  last  year. 

The  primary  grades  and  the  kindergarten  entered  the 
new  elementary  school  in  September.  This  greatly  relieved 
crowded  conditions  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School,  and 
made  provision  for  adequate  classroom  space  for  some  time. 
Grades  4-8  now  occupy  the  new  wing  of  the  school,  and 
grades  9-12  are  housed  in  the  Senior  High  School.  One  dis- 
tinct advantage  of  this  organization  is  the  separation  of 
junior  and  senior  high  school  pupils.  The  junior  high  school 
can  now  serve  better  the  needs  of  early  adolescence. 

During  the  past  year  the  program  of  renovating  the  high 
school  wing  continued,  and  new  administrative  and  guidance 
offices  were  completed.  Additional  classrooms  were  also 
made  available  to  the  Commercial  Department.  These  new 
quarters  greatly  improve  the  facilities  of  the  school. 

An  educational  program  which  serves  society  and  the 
individual  effectively  must  continuously  be  in  a  process  of 
re-examination  and  reconstruction.  If  improvements  are  to 
be  made,  certain  changes  need  to  be  effected  from  time  to 
time. 

A  study  of  the  offerings  of  the  Commercial  Department 
led  to  a  revision  of  the  curriculum  of  this  department.  Jun- 
ior Business  Training  is  now  scheduled  for  grade  9,  making 
it  possible  to  start  Typewriting  I  in  grade  10.  Also,  Book- 
keeping II  was  removed  from  the  program  of  studies  in  favor 
of  a  course  in  Office  Practice.  The  school  feels  that  pupils 
electing  the  Commercial  Course  of  study  will  benefit  greatly 
by  these  changes. 

A  course  in  General  Mathematics,  open  to  pupils  in 
grades  11-12,  was  also  added  to  the  program  this  year.  It  is 
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interesting  to  note,  in  this  connection,  that  63%  of  the  pupils 
in  grades  9-12  are  studying  college  preparatory  and  general 
mathematics  during  the  present  school  year. 

There  are  many  activities  in  the  Chatham  School,  not 
required  or  listed  in  the  curriculum,  which  have  definite 
educational  values  when  properly  organized  and  wisely  di- 
rected. Realizing  this,  the  school  included  an  activities  pro- 
gram in  the  1955-1956  schedule.  It  proved  successful,  and  is 
being  continued  this  year.  One  period  a  week  is  set  aside 
for  pupil  participation  in  extraclass  activities,  including 
some  or  all  of  the  following:  club  program,  school-service 
groups,  driver  education,  personal  typing,  group  guidance, 
and  assemblies.  A  good  extraclass  program  will  lead  to  the 
development  of  worthy  use  of  leisure  time,  self-realization, 
and  positive  ethical  and  civic  attitudes  on  the  part  of  the 
pupils  in  the  school. 

During  American  Education  Week  the  school  held  a  very 
successful  Open  House.  At  the  biennial  Exhibit  in  May  an 
opportunity  was  given  to  view  the  work  of  the  pupils,  and 
many  parents  and  friends  visited  the  classrooms  and  then 
attended  a  program  in  Memorial  Auditorium. 

Again  this  year  Chatham  graduates  won  scholastic 
honors.  Two  boys  from  the  Class  of  1956  entered  Harvard 
College  with  scholarships.  A  girl  from  this  class  received  a 
Cape  Cod  Graduate  Nurses'  Scholarship  and  is  studying  at 
the  Faulkner  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.  The  large  number 
of  Chatham  boys  and  girls  continuing  their  education  is  a 
tribute  to  the  excellent  work  of  the  faculty  and  Guidance 
Department.  Chatham  graduates  of  recent  years  are  pres- 
ently enrolled  in  the  following  institutions  of  higher 
learning:

During  1955-1956  the  faculty  published  a  school  bulletin 
—KNOW  YOUR  SCHOOLS— dedicated  to  better  community 
understanding  of  the  public  schools  of  Chatham.  This  bul- 
letin attempts  to  acquaint  the  citizens  of  Chatham  more 
fully  with  the  various  aspects  of  their  educational  system. 
It  contains  articles  on  school  policies  and  services,  as  well 
as  items  of  general  interest.  It  will  be  published  three  times 
annually. 

The  pupils  in  grades  1-6  are  currently  participating  in 
a  School  Savings  Program  sponsored  by  the  Cape  Cod  Five 
Cents  Savings  Bank.  This  program  encourages  thrift  and  the 
regular  saving  habit.  For  a  further  discussion  of  the  work 
in  grades  4-6,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Elementary 
School  Supervisor,  Dr.  Harriett  Chace,  as  well  as  to  those  of 
the  other  school  supervisors. 

In  concluding  my  annual  report,  I  wish  to  express  again 
my  appreciation  to  the  people  of  Chatham,  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  Superintendent,  and  the  corps  of  teachers  for 
their  cooperation  and  interest  in  the  school.

Principal  of  the  Elementary  School

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Chatham  Elementary  School. 

Since  the  submission  of  the  last  annual  report,  great 
changes  have  taken  place.  September  tenth,  the  kinder- 
garten, and  grades  one,  two  and  three  moved  into  the  beau- 
tiful new  school  on  Depot  Street.  This  move  relieved  the 
congested  condition  in  the  high  school  building. 

Enrollment  in  the  new  school  October  1  was  233:  52  in 
kindergarten;  62  in  grade  1;  62  in  grade  2;  and  57  in  grade  3. 

The  School  Savings  Program  sponsored  by  the  Cape  Cod 
Five  Cents  Savings  Bank,  is  a  new  feature  added  to  our 
school  this  year.  Pupils  in  grades  1-6  participate.  It  en- 
courages thrift,  and  a  regular  habit  of  saving,  develops  a 
feeling  of  self-confidence  and  opens  the  way  to  a  higher 
education,  or  some  definite  goal. 

It  is  always  reassuring  to  parents,  I  am  sure,  to  feel  that 
their  youngsters  are  well  taken  care  of  on  their  trips  to  and 
from  school.  We  are  pleased  to  have  such  a  conscientious 
group  of  bus  drivers  in  Chatham,  to  whom  we  entrust  the 
safety  of  our  children  twice  daily. 

The  school  custodian  is  an  important  part  of  any  school, 
and  the  many  custodial  services  requested  of  Mr.  James 
O'Brien  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  lunch  room  staff,  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Jenny  Cardoza,  cook,  is  serving  excellent  hot  lunches  in  the 
new  school,  to  a  present  average  of  about  100  children  daily. 

Chatham  is  fortunate  in  having  such  fine  personnel  in 
its  school  health  department.  Excellent  jobs  are  being  done 
in  processing  complete  physical  examinations  of  our  young- 
steers,  by  the  school  doctors,  assisted  by  Miss  Margaret  Guild, 
school  nurse.

Report  of  the  Guidance  Director 


JAMES  W.  ALCOCK 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Guid- 
ance Director  of  Chatham  High  School. 

Twenty-two  students  were  graduated  in  the  Class  of 
1956.  Three  are  employed,  one  is  married,  six  are  in  the 
Service,  and  twelve  are  continuing  their  education. 

In  recent  years  education  and  training  beyond  the  high 
school  level  have  become  increasingly  important.  Graduates 
of  the  commercial  program  at  Chatham  are  qualified  for 
entrance  positions  in  the  business  field,  but  more  employers 
today  are  requiring  additional  training  of  applicants  for  at- 
tractive positions.  Not  too  long  ago  graduates  of  the  general 
course  would  enter  work  at  a  non-skilled  level  and  work 
their  way  up.  Now  there  is  a  demand  for  business  and  tech- 
nically trained  personnel,  and  there  are  openings  in  schools 
for  graduates  of  good  standing  from  the  high  school  gen- 
eral program. 

It  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  gain  admission  to  four- 
year  colleges.  Competition  for  entrance  is  forcing  scholastic 
standards  up.  Surveys  indicate  that  by  I960'  the  flood  of 
college  applications  is  expected  to  exceed  those  during  the 
peak  of  post-World  War  II  years  by  approximately  30  per 
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cent.  The  maximum  increase  in  facilities  planned  by  present 
four-year  colleges  appears  limited  to  5-10  per  cent. 

Many  educators  feel  that  the  careers  of  future  high 
school  graduates  depend  upon  the  development  of  junior  or 
community  colleges.  Interested  parents  should  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  establishment  of  a  Cape  Community. 
College  with  a  dual  program,  two-year  terminal  (business  or 
technical)  and  two-year  transfer  (general  college). 

The  guidance  record  developed  last  year  has  been 
printed,  but  much  clerical  work  must  be  accomplished  to  put 
these  records  into  working  order.  Part  time  clerical  help 
will  be  needed  if  these  records  are  to  be  maintained  for 
effective  use. 

The  guidance  record  is  important  in  the  student- 
centered  method  of  counseling  used  in  our  program.  This 
method,  which  requires  students  to  make  their  own  decisions, 
is  necessarily  time  consuming.  The  addition  of  one  period 
of  teacher-counseling  would  provide  daily  continuity  to  the 
guidance  program  and  assure  the  minimum  of  two  coun- 
seling sessions  per  student  per  year. 

Our  improved  counseling  facilities  are  greatly  appre- 
ciated. I  would  like  to  encourage  parents  wishing  to  discuss 
student  problems  to  utilize  appointments  after  class  hours. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Test  Institute  sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation and  also  as  a  member  of  a  team  sponsored  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
to  evaluate  Plymouth  High  School.  Both  these  functions  will 
effect  the  future  operation  of  our  guidance  program. 

Guidance  can  never  be  the  work  of  a  few,  and  I  wish 
to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  and  support 
given  to  guidance  efforts  during  the  past  year. 
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Report  of  the  Elementary  Supervisor 


HARRIETT  CHACE 

I  am  happy  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  ele- 
mentary supervisor  in  the  schools  of  Union  #16  and  to  show 
how  I  am  carrying  out  the  work  of  this  position. 

A  careful  testing  program  is  being  continued,  records 
kept,  and  the  total  elementary  school  program  studied  with 
aim  to  better  progress.  Mental  ability  testing  has  been  done 
with  group  tests  at  first,  third,  and  sixth  grade  levels  and 
individual  testing  wherever  group  results  or  class  perform- 
ance indicated  a  need.  Achievement  tests  were  given  to  all 
children  in  May  and  the  Chatham  scores  were  well  above 
national  norms  in  all  grades. 

There  is,  however,  a  wide  range  of  abilities  and  accom- 
plishment levels  in  each  room,  indicating  a  need  for  remedial 
teaching  for  the  slower  learners  and  for  those  children  who 
have  lost  ground  through  absences.  The  classes  are  rather 
large  and  it  is  sometimes  difficult  for  a  teacher  to  provide 
this  extra  remedial  work.  The  plan  for  releasing  the  prin- 
cipal from  regular  classroom  work  to  carry  on  the  remedial 
program  in  addition  to  administration  should  solve  this 
problem. 

We  started  this  year  a  new  type  of  permanent  record 
card  which  we  are  finding  gives  a  more  comprehensive  pic- 
ture of  the  all  around  development  of  the  child.  It  is  par- 
ticularly effective  in  keeping  the  testing  records.  Duplicate 
records  kept  in  the  main  office  help  us  to  keep  information 
at  our  finger  tips.  These  cards  have  been  completed  in  the 
first  two  grades  and  will  be  extended  to  third  by  next  year. 

In  an  attempt  to  improve  the  teaching  of  social  studies 
in  the  school  ten  of  the  elementary  teachers  completed  work 
in  a  course  in  teaching  social  studies  skills  which  I  pre- 
sented last  spring  under  State  University  Extension.  The 
projects  completed  by  students  and  teachers  at  Chatham 
Elementary  School  made  me  feel  very  proud  of  both. 
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Although  the  beauty  and  effectiveness  of  the  new  school 
plant  for  the  primary  grades  speaks  for  itself,  I  do  want  to 
mention  how  thrilled  I  am  with  it  and  what  a  splendid  job 
was  done  by  school  committee  and  building  committee  in 
its  completion.  It  is  one  of  the  handsomest  and  most  func- 
tional schools  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit. 

I  was  fortunate  this  year  to  be  able  to  speak  on  our 
school  program  at  the  yearly  convention  of  the  National 
Council  for  the  Social  Studies  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  Novem- 
ber. I  also  represented  our  school  union  as  a  speaker  at  the 
regional  conference  of  the  National  Education  Association 
at  Boston  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  Massachusetts  Ele- 
mentary Principals  and  Supervisors  Association  in  Amherst. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chatham  school  committee  for  their 
interest  in  these  contacts  with  outside  educational  facilities 
and  state  that  I  am  proud  to  work  for  a  system  that  is  in- 
terested in  such  broad  contacts.  I  should  like  to  express 
appreciation  for  the  cooperation,  friendliness,  and  courtesy 
of  the  superintendent,  school  principals,  teachers,  and  par- 
ents of  Chatham. 


Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Art 


EDWARD  E.  BOLTON 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Art  in  the  schools  of  Union  #16. 

Since  September  1956  the  art  department  has  been 
undergoing  the  process  of  curriculum  revision  and  reorganiz- 
ation. The  objective  of  this  activity  is  to  make  the  art  pro- 
gram one  of  the  most  outstanding  programs  in  this  section 
of  the  country.  The  emphasis  of  this  program  is  pointed  to 
the  development  of  an  appreciation  of  all  arts  and  crafts  for 
all  of  the  children  in  the  schools  of  Union  #16.  For  example, 
the  grades  from  the  first  through  the  sixth  will  be  introduced 
to  a  program  in  which  directed  and  non- directed  activities 
are  present.  The  art  teacher  will  teach  a  lesson  once  every 
week  with  varied  subject  matter  and  will  introduce  new 
materials  in  order  to  give  the  pupil  a  wide  field  of  experience. 
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The  mediums  for  expression  should  include  clay  modeling, 
soap  carving,  the  use  of  crayon,  chalk,  construction  paper, 
watercolor,  finger  paint,  and  poster  paint.  This  instruction 
will  be  directed  toward  a  correlation  of  the  classroom  work 
or  to  point  up  specific  holidays.  There  will  also  be  an  attempt 
to  train  the  pupil's  eye  to  see  the  relationships  of  the  ob- 
jects in  the  world  around  him.  Then,  between  the  scheduled 
weekly  art  period,  the  class  room  teacher  carries  on  art 
activities  in  which  the  child  is  urged  to  express  his  ideas  of 
stories,  songs,  dances  or  his  every  day  activity.  By  this  pro- 
gramming, the  art  department  hopes  to  foster  the  inventive- 
ness and  imagination  required  for  creativity  at  this  level 
and  in  the  student's  every  activity  for  years  to  come. 

The  foundation  of  this  program  will  be  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Vernon  Smith.  It  is  both  as  an  artist  and  an  educator 
that  Mr.  Smith  guides  the  children  of  the  elementary  schools 
in  their  creative  activity.  We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  Mr. 
Smith  lend  us  his  talents  and  many  years  of  experience  as 
a  professional  artist. 

Then,  on  an  upper  level,  the  program  will  be  carried  on 
in  a  more  intensified  manner.  At  this  level,  individual  at- 
tention for  each  class  member  will  be  the  method  used  to 
help  the  students  grow  at  his  own  rate  of  speed.  Group  as- 
signments or  projects  in  which  all  students  will  share  or 
participate  will  be  the  center  of  activity  with  each  and  every 
student  reaching  out  from  this  point  toward  a  specific  goal 
to  satisfy  his  particular  need.  The  students,  in  most  in- 
stances, will  select  their  own  medium  and  subject  matter 
relative  to  a  general  heading  under  a  controlled  experience. 
The  materials  for  experimentation  in  this  situation  should 
be  inks,  various  lead  and  charcoal  pencils,  poster  and  oil 
paint,  watercolor,  chalk,  clay  for  ceramic  work,  wood  and 
linoleum,  soap,  leather,  wire  and  various  construction  papers. 

Before  the  above  program  is  fully  in  force  at  this  level, 
a  grounding  in  the  various  basic  techniques  are  now  being 
put  forth.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  such  a  program 
will  be  a  continual  building  process.  Consequently,  it  will 
give  the  student  freedom  to  advance  as  far  as  his  interest 
and  ability  will  allow. 
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In  addition,  the  foregoing  program  will  be  augmented 
by  pamphlets  and  bulletins.  This  material  will  be  passed  on 
to  the  teachers  as  an  aid  to  teaching  by  suggesting  cor- 
relations of  activities,  projects,  and  craft  work  to  help 
stimulate  the  pupils. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
those  responsible  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  to  work 
and  live  with  the  people  on  Cape  Cod. 


Report  of  the  Instrumental  Music  Supervisor 


HIGH  SCHOOL 

SALVATORE  PICCOLO 

Herewith  I  present  my  report  as  instrumental  music 
supervisor  in  the  high  schools  of  Union  #16. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  gratifying  one  educationally. 
Instrumentalists  from  Chatham  were  well  represented  at 
our  various  festivals.  Last  year  we  instituted  a  new  schedule 
for  the  festivals  starting  with  the  Union  Festival  at  Harwich 
in  February,  continuing  with  the  Cape  Festival  which  was 
held  in  Chatham  early  in  March,  and  culminating  in  the 
New  England  Festival  at  Claremont,  New  Hampshire  which 
was  held  late  in  March.  This  gave  our  instrumentalists  more 
mid-winter  musical  activity  and  also  allowed  more  time  to 
get  ready  for  the  graduation  programs. 

Our  band  has  now  grown  to  eighteen  players,  many  of 
them  seventh  graders  who  started  with  Mr.  Griffiths  last 
year.  With  the  prospects  of  more  students  coming  from  the 
grades  each  year,  the  future  looks  bright  for  the  instru- 
mental program  in  the  High  School. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  this  year  we  have  adequate 
space  so  that  a  room  is  available  to  me  for  giving  instru- 
mental lessons.  One  problem  remaining  is  that  of  scheduling. 
Many  of  my  pupils  are  seventh  graders  who  are  available 
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only  during  one  period  of  my  day  in  Chatham.  This  neces- 
sitates scheduling  them  for  lessons  every  other  week  rather 
than  weekly.  Until  some  solution  to  this  problem  is  found, 
we  shall  continue  to  do  our  best  with  the  situation.  We 
must  hasten  to  add  that  progress  has  been  made  and  will 
continue  to  be  made  with  this  group. 

For  the  coming  year,  festival  plans  have  already  been 
made  with  the  Union  Festival  scheduled  at  Orleans  and  the 
Cape  Festival  schedule  at  Barnstable  High  School.  As  yet 
we  do  not  know  where  the  New  England  Festival  will  be  but 
are  planning  to  attend  it  also.  The  band  expects  to  be  pre- 
pared for  a  concert  this  spring  and  will  also  take  part  in  the 
graduation  exercises.  At  present  we  have  only  three  string 
instrumentalists  in  the  High  School  and  more  will  come  from 
the  elementary  grades  this  year.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the 
near  future  we  will  be  able  to  have  both  a  band  and  an 
orchestra. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bassett  and  his 
faculty  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  me  carry  on  the 
instrumental  program.  I  wish  also  to  thank  Mr.  Pierce  and 
the  members  of  the  office  staff  for  cooperation  received 
during  this  past  year. 


Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Vocal  Music 


WEBSTER  WHITNEY  TILESTON 

A  decade  of  Vocal  Music  Supervision  in  our  Union  of 
Towns!  Ten  years  in  which  to  see  the  fruits  of  the  music 
seeds  planted,  then  nurtured  and  developed  to  the  point  of 
personal,  pleasurable  participation  through  the  years  to  the 
culmination  of  school  music  activities  in  their  respective 
high  schools. 

In  many,  many  cases  our  young  people  have  continued 
in  music  fields  and  I  watch  with  inner  pride  as  I  follow  re- 
sults. I  am  glad  too,  that  Harwich  has  seen  the  wisdom  of 
adding  an  Assistant  in  the  Vocal  Music  Department  to  as- 
sure the  ever  increasing  enrollment  of  continued  active 
participation  and  music  learning. 
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To  me,  music  is  the  highest  of  the  arts;  and  art,  along 
with  religion,  is  the  way  in  which  people  express  the  best 
that  is  in  them.  Expressing  the  best  that  is  in  us  brings  a 
spiritual  reward  more  potent  and  more  permanent  than  any- 
worldly  goods. 

In  public  school  music,  necessarily  and  rightly,  I  have 
placed  the  principal  stress  on  singing.  The  voice  is  the 
natural  instrument  of  everyone,  and  almost  everyone  sings 
from  time  to  time  all  through  life,  from  the  comfortable 
cooing  of  the  baby  to  the  cracked  quaver  of  the  octogenarian. 
Human  beings  naturally  love  to  sing. 

Like  art,  music  has  been  an  emotional  outlet,  a  whole- 
some leisure-time  activity,  and  an  aspect  of  cultural  growth 
from  the  most  primitive  of  societies  to  the  most  civilized. 

One  of  my  most  legitimate  basic  aims  in  the  Teaching 
of  Music  in  your  Town  is  to  give  your  children  a  real  love 
of  singing  (and,  for  some,  playing)  and  enjoying  fine  music. 
The  appreciation  of  music,  cultural  familiarity  with  it,  the 
social  satisfaction  of  feeling  oneself  a  participant  in  group 
singing  or  playing,  and  the  use  of  music  as  a  leisure-time 
pursuit,  all  necessarily  follow  from  a  genuine  love  of  good 
music.  This  can  be  achieved  by  giving  children  musical  ex- 
perience from  kindergarten  on,  that  is  basically  satisfying  to 
them  and  that  familiarizes  them  as  participants  with  the 
best  music  available. 

We  climax  this  with  three  grand  Festivals  each  year: 
our  Union  Festival,  (with  thanks  to  the  Harwich  P.T.A.  this 
year  as  hosts);  our  Cape  and  Islands  Massed  Music  Festival 
(with  thanks  to  the  Chatham  P.T.A.  this  year  as  hosts);  and 
the  All  New  England  Music  Festival  of  Chorus,  Band  and 
Orchestra,  held  this  year  at  Claremont,  N.H.,  to  which  we 
sent  students  from  all  Towns  of  our  Union. 

Rhythm,  is  the  essence  of  Music.  I  stress  it.  Therefore 
our  children  are  given  a  great  deal  of  experience  with  rhyth- 
mic expression.  They  express  rhythm  and  meter  of  music 
with  bodily  movements,  the  create  rhythmic  games;  they 
relax  to  music,  run  to  music,  dance  to  music.  We  try  to  help 
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them  get  the  feel  of  the  rhythm  of  music  until  it  becomes 
a  part  of  them.  Then  we're  ready  for  singing  and  develop 
it  through  the  years  as  previously  discussed. 

Music  exists  for  its  joy-giving  quality  and  it  matters 
little  that  many  of  us  never  reach  proficiency.  A  momentary 
push  over  a  rough  spot  to  a  goal  just  ahead  may  sometimes 
be  not  only  harmless  but  helpful.  We  can  tell  whether  or 
not  this  is  the  case  only  if  we  know  the  child  and  closely 
watch  his  reaction.  With  many  children,  if  they  are  to  con- 
tinue voluntarily  the  musical  journey  through  life,  it  must 
be  a  journey  that  is  in  itself  satisfying  to  them.  The  ob- 
stacles must  not  be  so  great  as  to  cause  discouragement, 
must  not  call  for  effort  greater  than  the  satisfaction  that 
results  from  overcoming  them. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  repeat  again,  music  is  the  highest 
of  the  arts,  and  moreover,  is  a  social  art.  Writers  and  Paint- 
ers create  in  solitude;  they  communicate  by  remote  control, 
as  it  were.  The  Musician  sings,  plays  or  conducts  for  an 
immediate  audience,  and  this  immediacy  is  a  public  act  of 
love,  which  can  transport  both  the  performer  and  his  audi- 
ence into  a  wondrous  unity  of  soul. 

I  realize  that  musical  talent  is  largely  an  accident  of 
heredity  and  temperament  and  that  no  young  person  can 
be  pushed,  cajoled,  threatened  or  bribed  into  a  genuine 
affection  for  any  art. 

In  the  case  of  my  three  sons,  as  with  your  boys  and 
girls,  I  do  not  insist  on  the  various  fields  of  music  but  sug- 
gest and  hope  (as  we  all  must  with  all  our  hearts)  that  his 
of  her  gifts  include  a  good  ear,  a  supple  ringer  and  a  singing 
spirit.  I  will  continue  to  do  my  utmost  within  our  schools 
and  our  communities  to  see  that  all  this  is  developed,  cul- 
tivated and  fostered  to  the  fullest  degree. 
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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Instrumental  Music 


SAMUEL  GRIFFITHS 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  report  favorable  progress  in 
our  Elementary  Instrumental  Music  program  during  the  past 
year.  We  are  well  on  the  way — tout  only  on  the  way — toward 
outstanding  achievement  in  this  field  in  New  England. 

Over  two  hundred  students  are  now  taking  active  part 
in  this  program  from  grades  three  through  six  in  our  School 
Union.  Many  other  pupils  are  benefiting  from  the  regular 
classroom  work  in  rhythm  training  and  music  appreciation. 

Obvious  progress  was  demonstrated  last  Spring,  when 
these  children  presented  a  public  program  in  Memorial  Audi- 
torium in  Chatham,  upon  which  occasion  an  orchestral  group 
of  85  beginners  played  with  reasonable  balance  and  accuracy. 
Since  then,  each  school  has  formed  its  own  orchestral  class, 
and  all  of  these  groups  have  performed  several  times  for 
assembly  and  other  school  occasions.  We  shall  soon  be  pro- 
viding a  steady  flow  of  talent  to  our  junior  high  and  high 
school  music  groups. 

When  schools  opened  last  Fall,  all  children  in  grades 
three  through  six  were  tested  for  talent.  These  tests  re- 
vealed a  large  potential,  and  gifted  students  are  being  en- 
couraged to  commence  studies  as  fast  as  they  can  be  as- 
similated into  the  program. 

In  addition  to  the  splendid  co-operation  received  from 
our  administration  and  staff,  teachers,  and  colleagues,  I 
want  to  express  sincere  gratitude  to  the  parents  and  friends 
of  these  young  students,  for  interest  shown  in  our  work,  and 
to  the  children  themselves,  who  are  as  fine  a  group  as  I 
have  ever  had  the  pleasure  of  teaching. 
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Report  of  the  School  Physicians 


HENRY  P.  HOPKINS,  M.D. 
CARROLL  H.  KEENE,  M.D. 

The  report  of  the  School  Physicians  for  the  year  1956  is 
herewith  submitted. 

Once  during  the  school  year  each  pupil  gets  a  good 
physical  exam.  Defects  are  noted  and  a  notice  is  sent  to 
the  parents  for  correction  of  same.  Too  many  times  the 
notices  and  the  defects  are  ignored,  especially  in  the  matter 
of  dental  caries.  Free  dental  care  for  deserving  children 
was  given  last  year.  Together,  the  local  Nursing  Association 
and  the  Board  of  Health  appropriated  $1,000.00  for  this  pro- 
ject. A  dental  outfit  is  needed;  at  a  cost  of  $800  to  $1,000 
to  be  permanently  installed  in  the  health  department,  so 
that  dental  work  may  be  performed  within  the  school.  It 
is  estimated  that  at  least  $1,000  should  be  assigned  to  this 
purpose  next  year. 

Inoculations  to  prevent  poliomyelitis  were  given  to  all 
scholars  and  teaching  personnel  as  well.  Third  and  final 
inoculations  will  be  given  in  the  Spring  to  complete  the 
series.  Approximately  700  physical  exams  are  given  each 
year  and  it  is  not  without  considerable  time  and  effort  that 
this  project  is  completed. 


Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


MARGARET  E.  GUILD,  R.N. 

The  School  Health  Program  continues  to  emphasize  the 
prevention  of  disease  by  protection  through  immunization, 
early  detection  of  defects,  and  health  education. 
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The  outstanding  preventative  measure  undertaken  this 
past  year  has  been  the  inoculation  of  733  persons  with  Salk 
Polio  Vaccine.  Including  those  who  have  also  been  inocu- 
lated by  their  family  doctors  the  percentage  of  those  pro- 
tected is  high.  This  number  also  includes  all  of  the  teachers 
excepting  one,  the  school  doctors,  nurse  and  other  school 
personnel.  Booster  shots  for  the  entering  grade  and  10  year 
olds  for  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  were  given 
earlier  in  the  year. 

Yearly  routine  physical  examinations,  vision,  hearing, 
and  urine  tests  are  being  continued.  No  serious  physical 
defects  except  one  have  been  noted. 

The  establishment  of  a  School  Dental  Clinic  remains  a 
serious  problem.  Dental  cavities  among  the  children  were 
found  in  great  number.  It  is  now  felt  that  assistance  in 
providing  funds  for  equipment  and  the  Dentist  salary  must 
come  from  such  sources  as  the  Service  Organizations  and 
the  P.T.A. 

With  the  annual  increase  in  the  school  census  and  with 
two  buildings  to  visit  it  has  become  necessary  to  increase 
the  duties  of  the  Health  Program  assistant,  Mrs.  Desmond 
Eldredge.  Retesting  of  vision  and  hearing  failures,  serious 
illness,  follow  up  home  visits,  consultation  with  teachers  and 
parents  remain  the  function  of  the  School  Nurse.

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Memorial 
Auditorium  of  the  Chatham  School  Building,  the  meeting- 
being  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Igo  W.  Toabe,  at 
7:05  P.M.  a  quorum  being  present.  A  moment  of  silent  prayer 
in  memory  of  our  deceased  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer  Levi 
T.  Denson  was  observed.  The  Town  Clerk  read  the  warrant 
then  prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Sidney  W.  Powell.  The 
articles  in  the  warrant  had  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form 
and  included  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

Cyrus  F.  Baker,  Frank  C.  Dill,  Everett  R.  Eldredge,  Jr. 
and  Irving  C.  Henderson  were  appointed  tellers  and  sworn 
to  office  by  the  Moderator. 

A  resolution  was  offered  and  it  was  voted:  That  for  the 
duration  of  this  Town  Meeting  the  Chair  shall  not  entertain 
a  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  previous  question,  but 
that  any  Articles  may  be  tabled  by  vote  of  the  meeting  and 
any  motion  to  table  may  incorporate  a  provision  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  make  a  further  study  of  the  subject  matter 
of  the  article. 

Article  2.  Voted:  That  it  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Selectmen  to  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  and 
Committees. 
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Article  3.  Voted:  That  the  reports  of  all  Town  Officers 
and  Committees  be  received  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report 
and  that  the  Cut  Through  Committee  be  instructed  to  con- 
tinue for  the  ensuing  year.  An  amendment  was  offered  by 
Francis  A.  T.  Bearse  that  the  Planning  Board  now  report  on 
all  articles  dealing  with  the  Protective  By-Law  and  was  lost. 

Article  4.  Voted:  That  the  Town  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of 
the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1957  and  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  render 
any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than 
one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Chatham 
Planning  Board  for  the  Year  1957 


To  the  Honorable  Selectmen  and 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

The  Planning  Board,  in  addition  to  the  regular  meetings 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesdays  of  each  month,  has 
held  several  scheduled  special  meetings  including  those  in 
conjunction  with  the  Drainage  Committee,  and  with  the 
Selectmen  and  other  representatives  from  surrounding  towns. 
A  special  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  to  discuss  sign  regu- 
lations in  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  was  held. 
Instead  of  formulating  a  special  sign  code  at  this  time,  rec- 
ommended amendments  to  the  present  Zoning  By-Law  will 
be  incorporated  in  the  1958  Town  warrant  relative  to  some 
additional  control  of  signs. 

The  contracts  that  were  signed  by  the  Drainage  Com- 
mittee have  been  fulfilled  and  the  work  completed  on  the 
closed  drain  between  Main  Street  and  the  Oyster  Pond. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  sub  - 
divisions has  continued  throughout  the  year.  A  total  of  51 
plans  were  presented  to  the  Planning  Board;  7  of  those  plans 
were  subdivisions.  Copies  of  all  plans  are  kept  on  file  with 
the  Planning  Board.  One  change  has  been  made  in  the  sub- 
division regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  so  that  the  lot 
sizes  would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  present  Zoning 
By-Law. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  Selectmen,  Board  of  Ap- 
peals and  members  of  the  Planning  Board  to  go  over  the 
Zoning  By-Law  and  to  further  acquaint  all  present  with  its 
requirements. 

The  Long  Range  Tree  Planting  program  has  progressed 
well.  With  the  approval  of  all  interested  Town  committees, 
this  program  will  be  pressed  for  continuation  in  1958. 
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The  Surveyor  of  Highways,  a  member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Planning  Board  met  to  discuss  the  side- 
walk at  Depot  Street  and  it  was  agreed  by  all  concerned  that 
the  Surveyor  of  Highways  should  proceed  with  the  laying  of 
the  sidewalk  on  the  South  Side  as  far  as  Hitching  Post  Road 
and  the  remainder  to  be  continued  when  the  layout  of  Depot 
Road  is  approved.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Wires 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  section  6  and  7  of  the  by-laws  of  the 
Town  of  Chatham  I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Wire  In- 
spector for  the  year  1957. 

I  have  issued  two  hundred  fifty-four  permits  this  year. 
One  hundred  seven  permits  were  issued  for  complete  home 
wiring  installations.  Twenty-five  permits  were  issued  for 
water  heater  off  peak  meter  installations.  Thirteen  permits 
were  issued  for  changing  two-wire  wiring  in  old  homes  to  the 
new  three-wire  system.  Fifty-three  temporary  permits  were 
issued  for  construction  purposes.  Also  fifty-six  miscellaneous 
inspections  were  made  on  electrical  outlets,  lighting  and 
fixtures.

Your  Highway  Department  has  had  its  usual  quota  of 
work  this  year  and  hope  that  it  has  been  satisfactorily  ac- 
complished, as  this  has  been  the  major  intention  of  the 
men  and  myself  while  carrying  on  the  work  of  keeping  our 
streets,  highways  and  sidewalks  in  the  good  condition  that 
the  Town  warrants. 

All  the  roads  that  were  to  be  oiled,  sealcoated,  and  hot 
mixed  have  been  completed,  also  the  voted  articles  at  the 
last  Annual  Town  Meeting  concerning  this  department  have 
been  carried  out.  The  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  Depot 
Road  has  been  done  as  far  as  the  money  available  would 
permit. 

I  am  asking  the  Town  this  year  to  purchase  a  four  wheel 
drive  front-end  loader  which  is  very  much  needed  for  snow, 
loading  of  sand  and  a  multitude  of  other  kinds  of  work  on 
the  streets  and  highways  by  this  department. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation for  the  fine  cooperation  and  help  that  I  always 
receive  from  all  the  departments  of  the  Town  of  Chatham.

Gentlemen: 

The  Park  Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of 
Chatham,  hereby  submit  their  report  to  the  citizens  of  the 
town  for  the  year  1957. 

The  Park  Department  has  turned  over  to  the  Town  Clerk 
and  Treasurer,  $486.40.  This  money  was  realized  from  the  Old 
Mill  due  to  donations  and  the  sale  of  corn  meal  ground  at 
the  mill. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  as  custodian,  one  who  knows 
the  history  of  the  town  and  old  wind  mills.  We  feel  that  we 
owe  Mrs.  Dorothea  D.  Allen  many  thanks  for  the  fine  job 
she  did  in  receiving  visitors  to  the  mill  and  explaining  its 
history  and  working  parts.  The  Old  Mill  has  become  one  of 
the  many  musts  to  visitors  of  our  town. 

Chase  Park,  at  Cross  Street,  was  graded  in  part  in  pre- 
paration for  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs.  This  program  we 
hope  to  start  in  earnest  in  the  year  1958. 

The  Old  Mill  is  to  receive  new  timbers  which  we  have 
acquired  to  initiate  a  restoration  program.  Your  Park  Com- 
missioners solicit  donations  of  trees  and  shrubs.  Large  an- 
chors and  other  articles  which  would  be  in  keeping  with  the 
history  of  the  mill  and  Chase  Park  as  a  whole  are  requested. 
We  have  already  received  a  gift  of  a  few  trees  and  articles 
for  the  mill.  We  feel  that  the  Old  Mill,  now  and  in  the  fu- 
ture, together  with  Chase  Park  will  be  a  great  asset  to  the 
town. 
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At  the  Oyster  Pond,  the  two  instructors  employed  there 
did  an  excellent  job.  Each  year  their  classes  have  grown.  As 
an  example,  the  first  week  in  July  was  given  entirely  for  the 
signing  of  children  interested  in  learning  swimming  and  life- 
saving.  During  that  week,  175  children  were  registered.  Our 
many  thanks  to  the  two  girls  who  did  such  an  efficient  job. 

At  Hardings  Beach,  a  full  summer  was  realized  as  the 
parking  lot  was  crowded  day  after  day.  Your  Commissioners 
feel  that  in  order  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  the  State's  step- 
ping in  to  take  over,  improvements  must  be  made. 

At  the  Chatham  Light,  a  long-range  program  has  been 
started.  The  old  steps  leading  down  to  the  beach  need  to 
be  replaced.  The  parking  facilities  must  be  enlarged.  This 
area,  we  consider,  has  many  possibilities  and  is  entitled  to 
immediate  attention  as  it  has  been  for  years  an  attraction 
for  everyone. 

Veterans  Field,  Sears  Park,  and  Kate  Gould  Park  were 
cared  for  in  a  routine  manner. 

Your  Commissioners  feel  that  the  town  of  Chatham  is 
second  to  none  in  its  parks  and  beach  facilities.  In  order  to 
keep  our  program  active,  the  cooperation  of  the  town  as  a 
whole  is  earnestly  sought. 

The  following  is  a  report  to  the  Commissioners  sub- 
mitted by  Mrs.  Dorothea  D.  Allen  on  Chatham's  Old  Grist 
Mill  for  the  period  covering  July  1  to  September  21,  1957. 

"Chatham's  Old  Grist  Mill  in  Chase  Park,  was  opened 
to  the  public  July  1  of  this  year,  from  10-12  and  1-5  each  day, 
with  the  exception  of  Sundays,  July  4th,  and  Labor  Day, 
thru  September  21. 

"It  was  my  pleasant  duty  to  act  as  hostess  at  the  mill  this 
summer.  Guests  were  greeted,  shown  over  the  mill  and  its 
remarkable  construction  and  method  of  grinding  corn  were 
explained.  The  many  ingenious  devices  were  also  pointed  out. 
More  than  1,400  pounds  of  corn  were  ground  into  corn  meal 
here  this  season.  During  July  and  August  the  mill  was  opera- 
ted on  an  average  of  three  times  each  week.  Much  credit 
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is  due  D.  Elmer  Howes  for  his  civic  interest  and  for  the 
patience  and  the  hours  and  hours  of  time  which  he  spent 
operating  the  mill  so  that  visitors  to  Chatham  might  see 
it  actually  grind  corn. 

"From  the  records  we  estimate  that  between  six  and  seven 
thousand  people  visited  the  mill  and  Chase  Park  during 
July,  August  and  September.  The  largest  attendance  for  any 
one  day  was  about  two  hundred  and  fifty.  People  registered 
from  at  least  thirty-three  of  the  forty-eight  states  and  from 
twelve  foreign  countries.  These  included  many  engineers, 
architects,  and  builders  with  knowledge  of  old  buildings. 
They  were  all  extremely  interested. 

"Visitors,  almost  without  exception,  were  amazed  when 
the  operation  of  the  mill  was  explained.  Each  group,  which 
ranged  from  two  to  twenty  or  more,  actually  stood  looking 
at  it  speechless  for  a  full  minute  or  more  after  the  explana- 
tion was  finished.  Then  exclamations  from  them  would  be 
forthcoming  like,  'Marvelous',  'Amazing',  'This  is  the  most 
interesting  we  have  seen  on  Cape  Cod.'  'How  wonderful  to 
preserve  it.'  'Wouldn't  have  missed  this  for  anything.'  'What 
a  nice  thing  it  was  for  the  Crockers  to  give  the  mill  to  the 
town.',  and  their  thanks  for  having  points  concerning  the 
mill  explained  to  them  and  their  voiced  appreciation  was 
most  sincere. 

"There  were  two  things  which,  almost  without  exception, 
the  visitors  appreciated.  The  moment  they  parked  the  car, 
the  quietness  and  peacefulness  of  Chase  Park  impressed  them. 
Situated,  as  it  is,  away  from  thru  traffic,  it  is  a  restful  spot. 
This  was  felt  immediately.  Frayed  nerves  responded  to  the 
undisturbed  quiet  and  calm  and  to  the  beauty  of  the  place 
with  its  gorgeous  view  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  Nauset  Beach, 
Stage  Harbor,  and  the  Mill  Pond.  May  this  quietness  and 
restfuiness  be  ever  preserved  at  this  location.  Once  inside  the 
mill,  its  sturdiness,  wonderful  state  of  preservation  and 
restoration  impressed  them. 

Many  people  spoke  of  Chatham,  as,  to  them,  the  nicest 
place  on  Cape  Cod,  the  way  they  had  pictured  the  Cape,  so 
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unspoiled,  free  of  neon  signs  and  honkey-tonk  places  with 
interest  seeming  to  be  placed  on  beauty  and  attention  to 
preserving  the  old.  Ideas  of  this  sort  were  voiced  by  very 
many,  by  those  who  were  visiting  Cape  Cod  for  the  first  time, 
by  those  who  had  been  coming  here  for  many  summers,  by 
people  who  had  been  here  before,  anywhere  from  twenty  to 
forty  years  ago  and  these  were  so  pleased,  yet  amazed,  how 
little  Chatham  had  changed  since  they  were  last  here.  They 
were  high  in  their  praise  of  those  responsible  and  hoped  they 
would  be  as  careful  in  the  future. 

All  possible  was  done  to  prevent  accidents,  and,  fortu- 
nately, we  had  none.  Parents  were  asked  to  hold  small 
children  by  the  hand,  to  avoid  accidents  children  were  asked 
to  look  and  listen  but  not  to  touch  anything,  necessitated  by 
dangers  which  would  otherwise  be  involved.  The  area  out- 
side the  revolving  arms,  was  roped  off  when  the  mill  was  in 
operation  and  all  were  warned  to  keep  back  of  the  ropes. 
Climbing  over  the  wheel  and  tailpole  was  forbidden.  These 
few  regulations,  obeyed,  helped  us  through  a  summer  with 
a  no  accident  record. 

"The  lunch  tables  and  benches  thru  July  and  August 
were  all  in  use  each  day.  Litter  was  exceptionally  well  taken 
care  of  by  the  visitors  and  the  area  was  always  left  spic  and 
span.  All  trash  was  put,  by  them,  into  barrels  supplied  for 
that  purpose.  The  two  settees,  placed  on  the  mound  by  the 
mill,  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  many.  They  offered  a  wel- 
come spot  where  visitors  might  sit,  rest  and  admire  the 
view.  These  also  were  used  many  times  by  artists  sketching 
or  painting  the  mill. 

"Well  over  five  thousand  pictures  of  the  mill,  both  inside 
and  out,  must  have  been  taken  this  summer.  Many  keen 
photographers  spent  an  hour  or  more  snapping  the  mill  as 
a  whole  and  each  interesting  part,  the  arms  with  sails,  the 
wheel  with  tailpoles,  the  roof  which  revolves,  the  auxiliary 
mill  on  the  first  floor,  the  grinding  stones,  the  hopper,  the 
original  cog  of  wood,  the  solid  pine  shaft,  the  old  crane  which 
lifts  the  upper  stone,  etc.  They  were  taken  in  black  and 
white,  as  flash  pictures,  in  color  and  as  movies. 
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"No  admission  was  charged  but  donations  were  suggested. 
These  and  the  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  corn  meal, 
which  was  in  great  demand,  seemed  like  a  satisfactory  way  of 
dealing  with  the  situation. 

"The  town  of  Chatham  should  be  very  proud  that  it  has 
preserved  the  Old  Mill  and  restored  it.  We  should  all  feel 
very  happy  that  the  members  of  our  Park  Department  have 
taken  such  interest  in  it  and  let  us  remember  that  it  is  thru 
the  activities  of  the  members  of  this  department  that  this 
place  is  such  a  welcome  spot  to  our  summer  visitors  and  that 
it  is  helping  to  make  Chatham  a  place  that  is  a  must  to  be 
visited." 

The  resignation  of  Richard  D.  Batchelder,  our  clerk, 
was  regretfully  accepted  in  December  of  1957. 

We  were  handicapped  also  by  the  loss  of  Mr.  Robert 
Sutherland,  our  park  foreman,  who  was  injured  in  the  late 
spring  while  working  at  Veterans  Field.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  7 
of  the  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  report  as  Harbor  Master  for  the  year  of  1957. 

When  last  winter's  heavy  ice  left  Chatham  waters  in  the 
latter  part  of  January,  some  of  our  buoys  felt  the  effect  of 
it.  Although  no  serious  damage  was  done,  and  the  lighted 
buoys  which  are  most  vulnerable  to  ice  damage  escaped  in- 
jury, two  unlighted  buoys  parted  their  chains  and  several 
others  were  dragged  from  their  stations.  The  two  buoys 
that  broke  away  were  retrieved,  attached  to  new  moorings 
and  set  back  on  station  as  were  those  that  had  been  moved. 

The  Town  owned  spar  buoys  in  Stage  Harbor,  Mitchell 
River  and  the  Mill  Ponds  were  serviced  and  set  on  station 
in  March  and  were  relieved  and  stored  for  the  winter  in 
December.  The  Chatham  Lifeboat  Station,  U.  S.  Coast  Guard 
were  notified  of  both  actions. 

Ryder's  Cove  buoys  and  twelve  new  keg  buoys  marking 
the  best  water  to  Ryder's  Cove  and  Pleasant  Bay  as  far  as 
the  Orleans  line  were  set  in  April.  These  keg  buoys  com- 
pleted a  buoyage  system  starting  at  the  lighted  No.  1  and  gong 
buoys,  extending  through  Old  Harbor  and  to  the  limit  of 
Chatham  waters  in  Pleasant  Bay.  Six  new  spar  buoys, 
equipped  with  reflectors  were  set  marking  the  Fish  Pier 
channel;  the  buoys  at  Old  Harbor  and  Chatham  Bars  were 
serviced  and  maintained  throughout  the  year.  This  system 
of  buoys  are  of  much  assistance  to  fishermen  and  boatmen 
using  this  area. 

The  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  buoys  marking  the  entrance 
channel  to  Stage  Harbor  from  Chatham  Roads  were  relieved 
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and  renewed  by  th  U.  S.  C.  G.  Hornbeam  on  May  l  and  were 
reset  on  October  30,  after  dredging  operations  in  this  channel 
had  been  completed.  An  application  for  two  more  buoys,  to 
be  furnished  and  maintained  by  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard,  which 
will  improve  this  system  has  been  made  to  and  approved  by 
1st  District  Headquarters,  U.  S.  C.  G.  at  Boston  and  is  now 
awaiting  approval  from  Washington. 

The  Town  floats  at  the  Mill  Pond,  Oyster  Pond,  Ryder's 
Cove  and  the  Fish  Pier  were  painted  and  launched  in  May 
and  were  hauled  and  stored  for  the  winter  in  December.  All  of 
these  floats  were  busy  during  the  summer,  and  the  new 
float  at  the  Oyster  Pond  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit  to 
bathers. 

During  the  year  of  1957  many  improvements  have  been 
made  to  the  waters  and  waterways  of  Chatham.  The  bulk- 
head to  stop  shore  erosion  at  the  Fish  Pier  was  completed.  A 
new  and  excellent  channel  into  Stage  Harbor  has  been  fin- 
ished. A  dike  built  to  prevent  sand  from  entering  the  harbor, 
and  much  of  the  sand  that  is  there  now,  is  at  present  being 
removed.  The  acquisition  of  large  Federal  and  Commonwealth 
funds,  in  addition  to  those  appropriated  by  the  voters  of 
Chatham  were  necessary  to  do  this  excellent  work  of  improv- 
ing and  restoring  Stage  Harbor. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  join  the  Townspeople  in  thanks  to 
the  past  and  present  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  to  the  Cut-Through  Committee  for  the  effort  they  have 
put  into  this  work  and  for  the  results  that  have  been  accom- 
plished.

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Report  of  the  Fire  Engineers

Gentlemen : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  for  the  year  1957.  Fire  drills  were  held 
during  the  year  by  all  three  companies  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Tests  were  made  on  all  pumps  in  the  department  at 
different  locations  in  most  outlying  districts. 

Last  year  was  the  driest  year  in  Eastern  Massachusetts 
on  record.  Hardly  a  day  passed  by  but  what  a  large  fire  was 
burning  somewhere,  we  were  very  fortunate  not  to  have  a 
large  fire  here  during  the  dry  spell. 

The  Chatham  Fire  Department  was  called  to  Plymouth  on 
two  different  occasions  to  help  extinguish  the  large  fire 
there. 

On  July  3,  the  Chatham  Fire  Department  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  declared  an  Emergency 
due  to  the  low  water  pressure  in  the  water  mains.  Firemen 
and  Police  were  sent  out  to  tell  the  people  to  shut  off  their 
sprinklers.  The  water  pressure  at  that  time  with  all  pumps 
at  the  station  of  the  Chatham  Water  Company  running  at 
full  capacity  was  23  lbs.  The  water  table  at  the  Chatham 
Water  Company  was  down  2l/2  feet  and  it  was  not  possible 
to  tell  if  it  would  go  lower.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  called 
the  manager  of  the  Chatham  Water  Company  and  a  meeting 
of  the  Fire  Chief  and  Selectmen  and  Water  Co.  was  held 
at  the  office  of  the  Selectmen  to  see  what  could  be  done  to 
better  the  condition.  Engineers  of  the  water  company  said 
it  would  be  hard  to  make  any  changes  at  that  time  and  they 
thought  a  larger  pipe  from  the  pumping  station  out  to  the 
main  would  help  and  that  has  been  done.  It  was  thought 
that  a  new  pumping  station  at  this  end  of  the  line  would  be 
the  answer. 
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The  Board  of  Selectmen  had  the  water  tested  in  the 
White  Pond  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  see  if  it  could  be 
used  in  Emergency  and  found  that  it  could  not. 

Wlater  Pressure  at  the  present  time  is  averaging  about 
75  lbs.  and  is  sufficient  for  fire  fighting. 

The  Chatham  Fire  Department  took  part  in  a  demon- 
stration during  Fire  Prevention  week  at  Harwich  this  year. 

The  Fire  Alarm  system  at  the  schools  were  tested  last 
year  and  found  to  be  in  working  order. 

Several  classes  from  the  Schools  were  given  a  talk  at 
the  Fire  Station  on  the  use  of  the  Fire  Extinguisher  and  how 
the  Department  operated. 

Any  odor  of  gas  or  Carbon  Monoxide  should  be  reported 
to  the  Fire  Department  at  once. 

Please  call  the  Fire  Department  in  any  emergency. 

There  were  52  calls  in  1957.

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Report  of  Civil  Defense 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  7 
of  the  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the 
following  report  as  Director  of  the  Chatham  Civil  Defense 
Agency  for  the  year  of  1957. 

During  1957  the  Chatham  Civil  Defense  Agency  took  an 
active  part  in  all  of  the  alerts  or  training  exercises  con- 
ducted by  the  National,  State  and  Sector  Civil  Defense  Head- 
quarters. Of  these,  the  three  day  State-wide  exercise  held 
in  May  was  the  most  extensive  in  that  an  alarm  was  sounded, 
it  was  of  longer  duration  and  covered  practically  every 
phase  of  Civil  Defense.  This  part  of  the  Nation-wide  July 
exercise  was  held  in  Massachusetts  two  months  early  because 
of  vacationists  expected  in  this  area  at  that  time.  The  other 
exercises  covered  shorter  periods  and  a  newly  developed  alarm 
system  was  employed.  This  new  system  operates  through  the 
State  Police,  Barnstable  County  and  Chatham  Police  radio 
network,  and  has  proved  to  be  very  efficient.  Training- 
exercises  may  be  conducted  frequently  without  alarming 
or  disturbing  the  public.  During  these  periods  Chatham's 
Civil  Defense  Control  Center  was  fully  staffed,  the  work 
was  carried  out  smoothly  and  much  knowledge  of  operations 
gained. 

Classes  in  Civil  Defense  organization  and  procedure  have 
been  held  at  Sector  Headquarters  and  attended  by  Mr.  Sabin 
Hutchings  and  the  Director.  A  three  day  instruction  course 
in  preparedness  and  self-protection  at  the  Topsneld  CD. 
Training  Center  was  attended  and  completed  by  the  Director. 
In  regard  to  future  plans,  no  plan  will  ever  be  complete  or 
final.  Changes  in  the  international  situation,  new  weapons 
and  techniques  of  attack  and  defense,  new  definition  of  enemy 
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objectives  or  of  the  United  States  objectives,  changes  within 
the  community,  all  of  these  and  many  more,  are  factors  which 
may  make  existing  plans  obsolete  or  outdated,  in  whole  or  in 
part.  Therefore,  it  is  the  function  of  Civil  Defense  planning 
to  continually  review  and  revise  their  plans. 

In  the  event  of  an  enemy  attack  on  this  country,  one  of 
the  most  serious  threats  in  this  area  is  contamination  by 
radio-active  materials.  This  poisonous  substance  may  be 
carried  many  miles  from  a  bomb  blast  by  air  currents.  A 
group  of  ten  men  in  Chatham  have  taken  a  course  on  this 
subject  and  on  the  use  of  monitoring  instruments  for  de- 
tecting its  presence  in  the  air.  The  State  is  to  furnish  Chat- 
ham, without  charge,  two  complete  sets  of  these  instruments 
for  this  purpose. 

According  to  the  best  authorities  the  most  protection  is 
to  be  gained  by  keeping  on  hand  at  least  a  week's  supply  of 
canned  or  sealed  rations,  staying  indoors,  preferably  in  a 
cellar  and  keeping  a  radio  tuned  in  on  640  or  1240  kc  known  as 
Conelrad,  over  which  instructions  for  the  best  protection 
will  be  issued.  Many  pamphlets  have  been  distributed  in 
Chatham  as  to  this  procedure. 

A  heating  system  for  the  control  center  over  the  Fire 
Station  has  been  installed  and  much  of  the  material  for  the 
finishing  of  two  rooms  has  been  purchased.  A  new  two-way 
short  wave  radio  was  purchased  on  a  Matching  Funds  Pro- 
gram, making  a  total  of  three  units.  Good  communications 
are  most  important  in  this  work  and  weekly  classes  are  being 
conducted  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Paul  Karr.

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Report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

It  has  been  a  very  pleasant  experience  to  serve  and  advise 
the  veterans  of  the  Town  throughout  1957.  None  have  been 
unreasonable  in  their  demands  upon  this  Department  and 
every  applicant  has  been  accorded  all  the  benefits  to  which 
they  were  entitled.  The  most  unusual  requests  have  been  the 
large  number  requiring  hospitalization.  Had  it  not  been  for 
these  expensive  cases  we  could  have  completed  the  year  with- 
in our  original  appropriation.  However,  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  so  many  veterans  required  hospital  treatment,  and 
some  so  serious  that  we  were  unable  to  have  them  admitted 
to  the  Veterans  Administration  facilities,  it  was  necessary  to 
request  assistance  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  With  the  ap- 
proval of  a  very  cooperative  Finance  Committee  a  transfer 
was  made  which  permitted  the  Department  to  complete  the 
year  with  sufficient  funds  to  carry  on.  It  might  be  stated 
right  here  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  this  Department  to 
ask  for  more  appropriation  than  appears  necessary,  because 
we  realize  that  unnecessary  sums  raised  would  mean  an  in- 
crease in  the  tax  rate.  However,  it  is  now  apparently  safe  to 
request  the  same  amount  as  in  the  past  for  1958,  and  trust 
that  the  Town  will  not  be  called  upon  for  the  third  consecu- 
tive year  for  unexpected  and  unforeseen  hospital  cases  which 
will  run  into  several  hundreds  of  dollars.  The  Selectmen  and 
the  Finance  Committee  concur  in  this  conclusion  and  we 
are,  therefore,  making  the  same  recommendation  .  .  .  namely 
$5,000  for  the  coming  year. 

Some  are  still  not  sure  that  they  understand  the  differ- 
ence between  VA  and  VB.  The  former  is  the  Federal  bene- 
fits which  qualified  veterans  receive  from  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration and  does  not  come  directly  from  the  Town  treas- 
ury. There  is  also  some  confusion,  even  among  the  veterans 
themselves,  over  the  difference  between  Pension  and  Compen- 
sation. A  pension  is  an  award  by  the  VA  for  a  non-service 
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connected  case  and  recipients  are  further  restricted  by  the 
amounts  they  can  earn  in  addition  to  their  pension:  $1400  a 
year  if  NO  dependents  and  $2700  if  married.  Compensation  is 
a  service  connected  award  and  income  restrictions  are  re- 
moved to  the  recipient  and  also  a  10%  disability  permits  the 
veteran  a  $2000  exemption  on  his  real  estate  in  the  Town. 

VB  cases  are  Veteran  Benefits  which  are  recommended 
by  the  agent  and  authorized  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  all 
monies  spent  on  this  program  is  reimbursed  by  the  State  50%. 
The  VB  budget,  which  is  standard  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth, provides  for  food,  rent,  fuel,  doctor,  hospital,  etc.  dur- 
ing the  period  the  veteran  has  no  other  income.  Massachu- 
setts is  the  leader  in  the  USA  in  this  type  of  aid  and  we  are 
proud  of  the  privilege  of  administering  such  a  fine  program 
for  the  Town  of  Chatham. 

Massachusetts  has  recently  been  accorded  the  services 
of  a  Past  Department  Commander  Charles  N.  Collatos,  the 
newly  appointed  Commissioner.  His  Excellency  Governor 
Foster  Furcolo  has  been  congratulated  for  the  appointment 
of  this  outstanding  friend  of  the  veterans  and  we  commend 
him  and  his  program  to  the  veterans  of  Chatham. 

We  are  also  privileged  to  have  the  services  of  another 
outstanding  veteran  who  is  the  State  Investigator  for  the 
Cape.  He  is  a  resident  of  West  Dennis,  is  available  full  time 
in  any  emergency,  and  cooperates  at  all  times  with  your 
agent.  His  name  is  Leonard  J.  "Bud"  McManus  and  he  can 
be  reached  at  Exeter  8-3570,  which  is  a  number  for  veterans 
to  place  in  their  note  books  along  with  Har.  390  for  your  local 
Agent. 

A  Bill  recently  introduced  by  your  Representative  will 
be  of  interest  to  all  WW  II  and  Korean  veterans  who  are  in- 
terested in  GI  loans.  America  is  the  church,  the  school  and 
the  home.  Aside  from  the  Cape  Cod  5c  Savings  Bank  in  Har- 
wichport,  George  P.  Marble  in  particular,  it  has  been  a  dis- 
couraging project  to  float  a  home  loan  for  local  veterans.  As 
all  servicemen  know,  GI  used  to  mean  Government  Issue,  and 
yet  when  the  young  vet  started  to  rehabilitate  himself  and 
build  a  home  it  was  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  obtain  a 
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loan.  This  proposed  Bill  will  study  the  method  used  in  Cali- 
fornia since  WW  I  in  which  the  State  provides  the  funds  at 
2y2%  and  they  have  made  huge  profits  for  the  State  as  well 
as  giving  the  vet  the  home  which  was  promised  him.  This  will 
be  of  great  interest  to  many  Chatham  young  veterans  who 
would  like  to  build  a  home  with  no  down  payment  and  a  low 
rate  of  interest.  Perhaps  1958  will  be  a  good  year  for  ALL, 
including  the  taxpayers. 

In  concluding  this  report  please  let  me  thank  the  Se- 
lectmen, the  Town  officials,  especially  our  efficient  Town 
Accountant,  and  the  loyal  and  faithful  doctors  for  their  con- 
tribution of  many  hours  of  patience  in  alleviating  many  emer- 
gency cases  and  their  total  cooperation  in  our  efforts.  May 
the  New  Year  bring  peace  and  prosperity  to  each  and  every 
one  of  you  in  1958.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

At  the  present  time,  the  shellfish  situation  is  very  good- 
There  is  a  good  set  of  quahog  seed  in  most  sections  of  town. 
Recently  we  have  transplanted  sixty  bushels  in  various 
parts  of  town. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  about  five  hun- 
dred bushels  of  Conks  and  ten  thousand  Whelks  destroyed. 
Not  many  Round  Wrinkles  were  found  but  destroyed  many 
Round  Winkle  Collars.  One  of  shellfish  greatest  enemies 
is  the  Horseshoe  Crab  of  which  seventy-five  thousand  were 
destroyed  last  year.  This  program  of  destroying  natural  ene- 
mies should  continue  as  in  the  past,  since  all  types  of  shell- 
fish seem  to  be  coming  in  everywhere. 

We  have  transplanted  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
bushels  of  oyster  seed  in  various  sections  of  the  town. 

There  is  a  good  set  of  seed  in  South  Chatham  and  Pleas- 
ant Bay. 

The  scallop  production  was  fairly  good  this  year.  In  the 
Crows  Pond  and  Strong  Island  Meadow  area,  the  scallops 
were  of  medium  size.  In  Pleasant  Bay  scallops  were  of  fair 
size.  The  Inward  Point  and  Jerry  Flat  areas  produced  ex- 
cellent large  scallops  and  there  is  good  set  of  seed  in  the 
Inward  Point,  Pleasant  Bay,  Strong  Island,  Crows  Pond,  Mill 
Pond  and  Oyster  Pond  areas. 

For  the  month  of  October,  Ryders  Cove  was  closed  to  all 
but  family  permits.  During  that  month,  128  people  with 
family  permits  took  approximately  254  bushels  from  this  area. 

Because  of  the  dredging  situation,  not  many  seed  scal- 
lops and  seed  quahogs  were  planted  in  Stage  Harbor,  except 
to  the  west  of  the  cold  storage  plant. 
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Closed  areas  for  quahogs  at  present  are:  Oyster  Pond, 
Rollins  Landing  west  two  hundred  yards,  West  part  Oyster 
Pond,  off  Small's  Landing,  Stage  Harbor,  Wheelwright  Land- 
ing three  hundred  yards  southwest,  South  Chatham,  Cockle 
Cove  Landing  West  five  hundred  yards. 

The  incidence  of  people  shellfishing  without  permits 
has  been  small  among  natives  and  seasonal  property  owners. 
However,  many  non-property  owners,  vacationing  here,  as 
v/ell  as  outsiders  were  restrained  from  shellfishing  in  town 


areas.

In  accordance  with  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

Late  winter  and  early  spring  scouting  was  carried  out 
with  good  results.  We  got  out  and  sprayed  the  tent  cater- 
pillar as  soon  as  they  started  to  hatch,  and  by  doing  so  I 
had  a  lot  of  compliments  from  scores  of  people.  Spraying 
was  carried  out  at  regular  intervals  for  gyspy  moths,  tent 
caterpillars,  Dutch  Elm  Beetle,  Japanese  Beetle,  and  Wood- 
tick. 

In  previous  years  we  have  had  trouble  in  the  Village 
section  with  Japanese  Beetles.  Last  year,  I  sprayed  it  from 
the  air  and  this  year  I've  never  had  one  complaint.  Wood- 
ticks  were  few  and  far  between  as  I  think  everyone  will 
agree. 

We  carried  out  the  trapping  project  this  summer  as 
usual.  These  traps  are  chemically  treated  so  as  to  attract 
the  male  moth  and  of  course  we  are  to  assume  that  the  fe- 
male will  also  be  in  the  area.  I  would  like  to  report  very  good 
results  as  we  have  scouted  the  spots  where  we  have  found 
millers,  but  have  been  unable  to  find  any  eggs. 

We  gave  every  tree  a  good  spraying  for  Fall  Web  Worm 
and  I  am  pleased  to  report  good  results.  I  have  high  praise 
for  the  Cape  Cod  Mosquito  Control  as  they  help  out  all  towns 
on  Cape  Cod  as  far  as  insects  are  concerned. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  say,  it  has  been  a  pleasure 
working  under  our  Board  of  Selectmen.

In  accordance  with  Section  6  and  7  of  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

Everything  in  general  has  gone  along  smoothly.  I  have 
had  a  few  reports  of  trees  in  dangerous  positions  and  over- 
hanging branches,  and  these  were  taken  care  of  in  the  usual 
manner.  I  have  made  routine  surveys  of  the  town  roads, 
looking  for  weak  limbs,  at  regular  intervals.  I  have  planted 
eight  (8)  Norway  Maples  out  of  my  general  appropriation, 
and  am  pleased  to  say  that  they  are  all  doing  fine,  so  far. 

At  our  last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  passed 
Article  87  appropriating  money  to  plant  shade  trees  on  pub- 
lic property,  under  the  direction  of  the  Tree  Warden.  There 
is  quite  a  lot  of  work  involved  in  doing  a  good  job,  deciding 
where  to  plant  them,  planting  them  and  fertilizing  them, 
and  watering  them,  etc.  I  would  like  to  commend  Mrs.  Alice 
Hiscock  for  bringing  this  project  up.  At  the  meeting  which 
was  held  for  this  purpose  I  said  that  I  would  like  to  have  a 
committee  to  work  with  me  in  placing  the  trees  and  also  to 
help  pick  out  the  kinds  of  trees,  etc. 

This  committee  was  selected,  and  I  don't  think  that  any 
town  on  Cape  Cod  could  have  had  a  better  group  to  plan 
the  planting  of  these  trees.  I  found  Mr.  Clinton  Hammond, 
Mr.  Robert  Heberton,  and  Col.  A.  H.  Alexander,  very  fine  to 
work  with.  These  men  have  a  great  interest  in  Chatham  and 
also  a  good  knowledge  of  trees  suitable  for  Cape  planting. 
I  wish  to  report  that  we  planted  fifty-four  trees  at  various 
places  within  the  town  with  good  results,  and  with  men  like 
these  and  Mrs.  Hiscock,  I  know  we  can  continue. 

Poison-ivy  spraying  was  under  the  Tree  Department 
last  year  and  I  wish  to  report  that  I  think  it  was  successful. 
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I  feel  that  we  helped  out  a  lot  of  tax-payers,  whose  children 
were  allergic  to  poison-ivy.  I  also  tried  to  clear  all  the  roads 
leading  to  beaches,  so  people  walking  to  the  beach  wouldn't 
come  in  contact  with  it.

Fire-Ambulance  Rescue  Department 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  for  the  Ambulance  and 
Rescue  Truck. 

During  1957  the  Rescue  squad  trained  three  new  mem- 
bers with  the  aid  of  the  Red  Cross  for  the  Standard  Course 
and  these  new  men  can  now  be  used  at  the  present  time  for 
Transportation  purposes  only  with  a  nurse  or  an  advance 
trained  person.  We  hope  to  train  more  men  this  Winter  on 
both  the  Standard  and  Advance  Courses.  To  establish  and 
maintain  high  standards  of  Rescue  and  First  Aid  techniques 
the  Rescue  Squad  must  be  in  constant  training. 

The  Chatham  Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad  has  been 
recognized  and  approved  by  the  Barnstable  County  Medical 
Association  as  a  squad  who  can  administer  First  Aid  to  a  sick 
or  injured  person,  also  a  unit  that  may  respond  to  any  call 
for  any  emergency. 

160  calls  for  the  ambulance  in  1957  has  made  it  necessary 
to  train  more  men  for  this  job  to  establish  and  maintain 
and  have  this  service  available  for  all  times  day  and  night 
and  to  operate  without  delay. 

In  the  past  seven  years  we  have  handled  all  emergencies 
very  satisfactorily  as  far  as  this  public  service  is  concerned. 
The  men  and  nurses  who  render  their  service  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated.  The  Chatham  Police  Department  and  District 
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Nurse  Association  and  all  others  who  have  helped  to  make 
this  service  a  success  are  to  be  congratulated  also. 

This  year,  we  have  had  to  administer  various  kinds  of 
service  as  the  following  report  will  show — 160  calls  in  all:

Gentlemen: 

We  the  Airport  Commissioners  hereby  submit  our  report 
on  traffic  and  conditions  at  Chatham  Airport. 

1957  was  not  quite  as  active  for  traffic  as  1956;  the  fol- 
lowing traffic  is  reported  for  the  current  year: 


Total  Land  Planes  (not  including  local  craft)  3,241 

Sea  Planes  landing  174 

Persons  arriving  by  plane  10,064 

Multi-engine  planes  landing  884 

Helicopters  (supplying  Texas  Tower)  672 

Military,  National  Guard  and  Reserve  426 


The  heaviest  traffic  of  the  year  occurred  during  the 
month  of  August. 

Chatham  Airport  serves  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  in  refueling 
the  helicopters  enroute  to  and  from  the  Texas  Tower,  and  is 
a  most  vital  point  for  the  helicopters  as  it  is  the  nearest 
refueling  point  to  the  Texas  Tower  and  their  300  gallon 
tanks  allow  but  a  very  small  margin  for  safety  when  making 
these  trips. 

The  Airport  is  in  excellent  condition,  the  Airport  Mana- 
ger and  Commissioners  have  repaired  the  markers  around 
the  wind  sock.  We  have  an  automatic  timing  device  which 
operates  the  runway  lights  off  and  on;  opearting  from  the 
light  of  day. 

The  Commission  has  held  meetings  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  and  Air- 
port Engineers  to  determine  how  best  to  utilize  available 
government  funds  to  expand  and  improve  the  Airport  and  to 
discuss  the  Clear  Zones  for  safety. 
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The  Commission  will  endeavor  to  continue  serving  the 
best  interests  of  the  Airport  and  the  Town.

Report  of  the  Cemetery  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  17 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  we  submit  the 
following  Annual  Report  of  the  Chatham  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1957. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  many  improve- 
ments made  in  all  cemeteries  and  the  general  work  has  been 
carried  on  in  the  usual  manner. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  three  active  cemeteries 
in  Chatham  and  one  in  South  Chatham,  also  there  are  eight 
private  cemeteries,  making  a  total  of  twelve  cemeteries  under 
the  supervision  of  this  department. 

The  work  on  the  new  section  in  the  South  Chatham 
cemetery  has  been  started.  We  hope  to  clear  back  120  feet 
more  this  year  which  will  improve  the  appearance  of  the 
front  of  the  cemetery.  It  will  then  be  surveyed  and  new 
lots  laid  out.  The  fence  has  been  moved  from  the  old  boun- 
dary, new  fence  added  and  the  cemetery  is  completely  fenced 
at  the  present  time. 

Considerable  amount  of  road  work  was  done  in  all  ceme- 
teries. This  is  a  major  undertaking  and  we  are  doing  a  little 
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each  year  to  improve  our  roads.  The  wheel  ruts  on  these 
avenues  in  the  Seaside  Cemetery  have  been  completely 
covered  with  hot  mix  and  we  hope  to  complete  that  type  of 
road  work  in  the  Seaside  Cemetery  this  year.  We  will  then 
start  on  the  avenues  in  the  People's  Cemetery. 

A  new  cedar  rail  fence  was  put  on  the  north  boundary  of 
the  Mack  Memorial  replacing  the  old  wooden  posts  and  wire 
fence,  with  the  abutting  owners  sharing  the  expense. 

Fifteen  new  lots  were  sold  during  this  past  year  and 
^2,000.00  was  added  to  the  Perpetual  Care  amount. 

Any  suggestions  or  constructive  criticism  regarding  the 
work  in  our  department  will  be  welcome.  We  hope  to  carry 
on  in  the  usual  manner  and  improve  the  appearance  of  all 
cemeteries  in  the  Town  wherever  possible.

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Report  of  the  Drainage  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  on  Article  78  of  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1956,  work  under  the  contract  for  the  closed 
drain  from  Main  Street  to  the  Oyster  Pond  was  commenced 
in  October  1956,  after  the  necessary  easements  were  obtained 
by  the  Office  of  the  Selectmen.  Due  to  wet  and  wintry 
weather,  the  work  was  not  completed  until  Spring,  but  the 
tide  gate  was  in  operation  by  the  time  the  swimming  sea- 
son started  at  the  Oyster  Pond.  All  expenses  for  the  contract, 
surveys,  engineering  and  legal  fees  have  been  paid,  a  small 
balance  ($62.07)  remaining  on  hand  from  the  $20,000.00 
appropriated  by  the  Town  for  this  work.  Final  approval  was 
given  on  the  completion  of  the  work  by  the  engineers, 
Whitman  &  Howard,  by  their  agent  C.  R.  Wickerson,  in 
June  1957. 

There  are  several  surface  inlets  along  the  length  of 
the  drain  which  may  well  be  eliminated  in  the  future,  if 
the  land  in  that  area  is  developed.  It  is  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  that  before  an  abuttor  shall  place 
any  fill  on  the  land  adjacent  to  the  30'  easement,  that  he 
shall  submit  a  contour  plan  of  the  proposed  fill  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  Surveyor  of  Highways  and  obtain  permis- 
sion for  such  fill  before  the  work  is  started.  Further,  he 
shall  assume  the  responsibility  for  any  water  pockets  which 
may  occur  in  the  vicinity  of  the  closed  drain  and  for  any 
damage  to  the  drain  which  may  occur  because  of  the  grading 
or  elimination  of  the  inlets.  Any  expenses  for  such  recon- 
ditioning shall  be  borne  by  the  abuttor  who  has  changed  the 
existing  grades  adjacent  to  the  easements. 

It  is  also  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
that  tests  be  made  of  the  water  in  the  drain,  inlets  and 
remaining  ditches  at  least  twice  a  year — preferably  before 
and  during  the  swimming  season,  so  that  any  possible  sources 
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of  contamination  may  be  traced  and  eliminated.  A  test  was 
made  by  the  State  Board  of  Heatlh  on  January  6,  1958  and 
the  report  of  this  test  will  be  filed  with  the  Chatham  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Director  of  the  Cape  Cod  Mosquito  Control  reviewed 
the  closed  drain  and  inlets  and  has  agreed  to  keep  the  inlets 
and  ditches  in  the  area  free  and  open. 

The  work  under  this  contract  having  been  completed, 
the  committee  submits  this  final  report  to  the  Town.

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Report  of  the  Chatham  Board  of  Appeals 

For  1957 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

During  1957  the  Board  of  Appeals  has  held  eighteen 
meetings  in  the  Hearing  Room,  at  the  Chatham  Fire  Station, 
Depot  Road. 

The  Board  has  held  Hearings  and  taken  action  upon 
twenty-eight  appeals  for  a  variance  from  the  Protective  By- 
Law  (Zoning).  This  was  an  increase  of  70%  over  the  seven- 
teen appeals  heard  during  1956. 

Fourteen  of  these  appeals,  or  exactly  half,  had  to  do 
with  proximity  to  lot  line  whereby  the  appellants  wished  to 
locate  buildings  or  additions  less  than  the  required  fifteen 
feet  from  an  abuttor's  side  line. 

The  balance  covered  proximity  to  the  street,  creation  of 
lots  containing  less  than  10,000  square  feet;  expansions  of 
existing  business;  expansions  of  non-conforming  use;  locating 
a  builder's  workshop  Within  a  residential  area;  a  professional 
shop  within  a  residential  area;  and  issuing  a  Special  Per- 
mit for  parking  purposes  for  a  small  triangular  area,  the 
balance  of  a  lot  the  major  portion  of  which  fell  within  the 
General  Business  area. 

The  Board  members  have  tried  to  honestly  and  impar- 
tially administer  the  Protective  By-Law  with  equal  justice 
to  the  Town  and  its  By-Law  on  the  one  side  and  the  rights 
of  the  appellants  on  the  other. 

Board  members  have  faithfully  attended  meetings  and  1 
wish  to  thank  them  for  their  honest  co-operation.  The  other 
Members  of  the  Board  are:  Frank  Dresser,  Jr.,  Robert  A. 
McNeece,  Marcella  Daniels,  and  Irving  Henderson.  The  Assoc- 
iate Members:  Albert  N.  Long  and  C.  Kenneth  Robertson. 
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Provision  for  a  Building  Inspector  would  greatly  sim- 
plify the  work  of  the  Board  and  eliminate  the  necessity  for 
many  of  the  Hearings  and  Meetings.

TOWN  OF  CHATHAM  BUILDING  CODE 
Section  I.    Administration  and  Supervision 

Clause  a.  The  name  and  title  of  this  by-law  shall  be  "THE  BUILD- 
ING CODE"  and  it  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  such. 

Clause  b.  The  object  and  scope  of  this  regulation  are  the  governing 
and  regulating  of  the  construction  and  erection,  remodeling,  alteration, 
repairing  and  moving  of  buildings  of  any  description  in  the  Town;  and 
providing  for  the  safety  of  all  present  and  future  buildings,  and  the 
safe  use  of  them,  and  providing  for  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  build- 
ings and  building  operations  in  said  Town. 

Clause  c.  It  shall  be  unlawful  and  subject  to  the  penalties  herein 
after  provided  for  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  to  construct, 
erect,  repair,  alter,  add  to,  move  any  building  or  portion  thereof,  or  to

carry  on  any  building  operation  in  the  Town,  except  in  compliance  with 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Code. 

Clause  d.  Inspector  of  Buildings.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  annually 
in  March,  and  subsequent  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  shall  appoint 
an  Inspector  of  Buildings,  a  man  who  is  qualified  in  experience  and 
training  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of 
April  following  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Clause  e.  The  person  appointed  and  qualified  to  act  as  Inspector 
of  Buildings  shall  receive  such  salary  or  compensation  as  shall  be 
fixed  within  the  appropriation  for  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  He  shall 
have  no  pecuniary  interest  direct  or  indirect  in  the  making  of  plans 
or  specifications  or  in  the  supplying  of  materials  or  labor  for  any 
buildings  in  this  Town,  other  than  its  own. 

Clause  f.  He  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  he  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
prescribe  for  the  proper  conduct  of  his  office.  He  shall  submit  an 
annual  report  in  January  of  each  year  of  the  work  of  his  office  for 
publication  in  the  Town  Report. 

Clause  g.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  make  inspections  of  all 
Building  operations  within  the  Town,  and  he  may,  for  this  purpose, 
enter  upon  the  premises  where  such  operations  are  carried  on,  at  all 
reasonable  times,  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  all  violations 
of  this  by-law  and  Building  Code,  or  of  the  conditions  of  any  permit 
issued. 

Clause  h.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  have  the  authority  to  stop 
the  construction  of  any  building,  or  the  making  of  any  alteration  or 
repairs  to  any  building,  within  said  Town,  when  the  same  is  being  done 
in  a  reckless  or  careless  manner,  or  in  violation  of  this  Code,  or  any 
ordinance  of  the  Town. 

Clause  i.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Building  In- 
spector should  be  referred  to  a  Board  of  three  competent  and  experienced 
men  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  who  have  no  monetary  interest  in  pro- 
ject involved. 

Clause  j.  The  Building  Inspector,  with  the  approval  of  the  above 
mentioned  Board  may  give  authorization  for  the  use  of  construction 
of  materials  not  specified  in  this  building  code,  providing  they  are  of 
equivalent  strength  and  safety,  as  provided  by  Architectural  Graphic 
Standards  as  will  be  later  incorporated. 

Section  II.  Definitions 

Clause  a.    The  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

1.  "Dwelling".  A  residence  building  designed  for  or  used  as  the 
home  or  residence  of  not  more  than  two  separate  and  distinct  fami- 
lies, and  having  sleeping  and  sanitary  facilities. 

2.  "Approved".  Built  according  to  the  rules  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters. 

3.  "Dead  Load".  The  weight  of  the  walls,  framing,  floors,  roofs, 
and  their  contents,  and  all  permanent  construction. 

4.  "Live  Loads".  Any  load,  other  than  the  dead  load,  and  including 
partitions  subject  to  removal  or  replacement. 

5.  "Bearing  Partition".  A  wall  supporting  a  load  other  than  its 
own  weight. 

6.  "Fire  "VVali"'.  A  wall  built  or  adapted  to  prevent  or  limit  the 
spread  of  fire. 
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7.    "Partition  Wall"    Ar.  interior  wall  of  a  building. 

S.  "  Party  Wall".  A  wall  thai  separates  two  or  more  structures  and 
is  used  or  adopted  for  the  use  of  more  than  one  building 

S.  -Dimensions".  The  dimensions  of  timber  as  used  in  this  Code 
shall  have  the  meaning  generally  used  in  the  building  trades. 

10.  **Firsi  Class  Building:".  Any  building  constructed  of  fireproof 
materials  throughout 

11.  -Second  Class  Building  '.  Any  building  constructed  with  its 
exterior  walls  c:  rlreproof  materials 

12.  "Third  Class  Building".  Any  building  having  its  exterior  walls 
constructed  in  whole  or  in  r:::  o:  combustible  materials 

IS.  I  ncombustible  wall  shall  be  defined  as  one  covered  by  not  less 
than  ar"  sheetrock  and  doors  covered  by  metal. 

Section  HI.  Preliminary  Requirements  and  Permits 

Clause  a.  No  person  shall  erect,  alter,  or  substantially  repair  any 
building  or  structure  without  having  first  obtained  a  permit  for  the 
same. 

L  Exception.  Nominal  repairs  may  be  made  without  a  permit,  pro- 
vided it  does  not  involve  the  cutting  away  of  any  part  of  the  structure 
or  the  foundation  of  the  building,  or  in  any  way  increase  the  fire  risk. 

2.  Exception.    Bvildir.gs  or  structures  owned  by  the  United  States. 

or  the  Commonweal  ±i  of  Massachusetts,  or  any  of  its  political  sub- 
divisions, 

3.  Exception.    Bridges,  quays  and  wharves. 

Clause  aa.  There  shall  be  made  and  collected  by  the  Building 
Inspector  upon  the  issuance  of  each  permit  a  fee  to  be  paid  into  the 
town  Treasury  determined  in  accordance  with  ground  area  as  follows:

Clause  b.  No  building  may  be  moved  unless  a  permit  has  been 
obtained  from  the  Building  Inspector.  No  Building  may  be  moved  into 
[he  Town  unless  its  construction  is  made  to  conform  to  the  Building 
Code. 

Clause  c.  The  Building  Inspector  may  request  such  plans,  speci- 
01:0:10ns  and  structural  details  as  necessary,  before  issuing  a  permit 

Clause  d.  The  Building  Inspector  may  request  such  information 
from  the  applicant  as  concerns  the  proposed  erection  or  alteration  for  the 
prevention  of  fire?  and  for  the  preservation  of  life  and  health. 
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Clause  e.  A  building  permit  shall  become  void  if  work  is  not 
started  within  60  days  from  the  date  of  issue.  A  new  permit  will  there 
afterward  have  to  be  obtained  before  the  work  is  begun. 

Clause  f.  All  build ir.g  permits  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  Ot  Health. 

Clause  g.  No  residential  building  shall  be  built  that  does  not  con- 
form to  the  definition  of  a  "Dwelling"  as  set  forth  under  Section  TL 

Section   IV.    Restrictions  and   Building  Lines 

Clause  a.  No  person  shall  erect  any  new  building  or  alteration  to 
an  existing  building  nearer  than  fifteen  feet  to  the  lot  lines  of  his  land, 
nor  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  other  building  on  the  same  lot. 

Exception.  A  new  commercial  building  or  addition  to  an  existing 
commercial  building  may  be  built  nearer  to  the  lot  lines  of  the  land, 
if  such  structure  or  addition  is  of  fireproof  construction,  and  with  no 
openings. 

Clause  b.  No  person  shall  erect  any  new  building  or  an  addition 
to  an  existing  building  nearer  than  25  feet  to  a  public  way  or  place 
dedicated  to  public  use,  or  the  present  established  set  back  on  a  30% 
built  up  street. 

Exception.  A  new  building  or  an  addition  to  an  existing  building  may 
be  built  nearer  chan  25  feet  to  a  public  way  or  place  dedicated  to  Public 
use  provided  approval  is  given  by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  a  survey  is  made  shov/ing  the  exact  location  of  the 
lines  of  the  public  way  or  place  dedicated  to  public  use. 

Section  V.    General  Provisions  Applicable  to  All  Buildings 

Clause  a.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  shall  be  built  with  sills, 
posts,  girts,  and  plates  properly  braced  and  framed  so  as  to  develop 
the  maximum  strength  and  rigidity  consistent  with  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  to  be  used. 

Clause  b.  All  materials  used  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  and 
size  to  safely  carry  the  loads  to  which  they  may  be  subjected  without 
exceeding  the  allowable  working  strength. 

Clause  c.  Rain  water  leaders  shall  not  be  placed  to  discharge  water 
upon  a  sidewalk,  and  no  part  of  a  building  may  be  constructed  so  as  to 
discharge  water,  snow,  ice,  or  waste  material  upon  a  public  way,  or  a 
place  dedicated  to  public  use. 

Clause  d.  No  building  may  be  erected  or  any  existing  building 
altered  to  make  or  increase  its  height  to  more  than  2V2  stories. 

Clause  e.  Excavations. 

1.  All  excavations  shall  extend  to  solid  ground. 

2.  All  excavations  shall  extend  below  the  frost  line. 

3.  All  excavations  close  to  adjacent  buildings  must  be  properly  shored. 

4.  All  excavations  close  to  the  street  line  must  be  properly  fenced 
to  assure  the  public  safety. 

Clause  f.  Footings. 

1.  All  footings  must  be  of  poured  concrete,  1-3-5  mix,  or  bank  run  gravel 
of  equal  volume  mix. 

2.  Minimum  footings  shall  be  as  follows:  :       :  : 

1.  Under  foundations  of  one  story  buildings,  six  inches  thick,  and 
a  three  inch  projection  on  either  side  of  wall.  Stud  height  of  not 
more  than  10'. 
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2.  Under  foundations  of  one  and  a  half  and  not  more  than  two 
story  buildings,  six  inches  thick,  and  a  four  inch  projection  on 
either  side  of  the  wall. 

3.  Under  a  twelve  inch  wall,  the  footing  must  project  at  least  six 
inches  on  either  side  of  the  wall,  and  be  at  least  eight  inches 
thick. 

4.  Under  all  lally  columns  or  posts,  the  footings  must  be  at  least 
twenty  inches  by  twenty  inches  and  twelve  inches  thick. 

5.  Under  chimneys,  the  footings  must  project  at  least  six  inches  on 
all  sides  and  be  at  least  eight  inches  thick. 

6.  All  footings  shall  be  of  such  width  and  thickness  to  safely  resist 
the  superimposed  load  without  exceeding  at  any  point  the  allow- 
able bearing  capacity  of  the  soil. 

Clause  g.  Foundations. 
Minimum  requirements  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Six  inch  thickness  for  poured  concrete  supporting  one  story 
wood  frame  structure  without  basement. 

2.  Eight  inch  thickness  for  all  other  poured  walls. 

3.  Eight  inch  thickness  for  all  masonry  unit  walls  not  to  exceed  11 
blocks  in  height  nor  runs  of  more  than  20'  between  strengthening 
pilasters.  Maximum  total  height  of  foundation  wall  and  wall 
supported  to  be  not  more  than  thirty  feet  to  eaves  and  thirty-five 
feet  to  ridge. 

4.  Twelve  inch  thickness  for  all  masonry  unit  walls  that  extend 
more  than  eight  feet  below  outside  finished  grade. 

5.  All  foundations  shall  be  of  such  width  and  thickness  as  to  safely 
resist  the  superimposed  load  without  exceeding  the  allowable 
working  strength. 

Clause  h.    Piers  for  Girders. 

1.  Girders  must  rest  on  solid  masonry. 

2.  On  block  foundations,  cells  of  blocks  below  girder  must  be  filled 
to  form  solid  bearing,  or,  15"  from  center,  or  pilasters  not  less 
than  four  inches  by  eight  inches  shall  be  built  to  receive  girder 
ends,  or  columns  may  be  used. 

Clause  i.  Foundation  wall  vents  shall  be  installed  to  ventilate  all 
unexcavated  spaces. 

Clause  j.  All  chimneys  shall  be  lined  with  flue  lining  of  an  approved 
type. 

Clause  k.    No  wood  shall  be  closer  than  one  inch  to  the  chimney. 

Clause  1.  The  distance  between  supports  under  wood  girders  shall 
not  exceed  the  following  for  a  one  story  building: 

1.  4x6  5'  4x10  9' 
6x6  6'  6x8  8' 
4x8    6'  4"  6x10  10' 

2.  For  one  and  a  half  or  two-story  buildings  deduct  one  foot  from 
the  above  distances. 

Clause  m.    Wood  Floor  Joists. 

1.  Where  joists  frame  into  side  of  wood  girders,  metal  hangers 
or  a  bearing  strip  spiked  to  the  girder  must  be  used. 

2.  Floor  joists  framed  into  masonry  walls  shall  have  at  least  a 
four  inch  bearing  and  a  three  inch  fire  or  bevel  cut. 

3.  Floor  joists  shall  be  doubled  under  all  partitions  running  parallel 
to  the  floor  joists. 

4.  All  headers  over  three  feet  long  shall  be  doubled. 
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5.  Floor  joists  shall  be  cross  bridged  at  least  with  one  by  three  inch 
or  stronger  stock,  or  approved  metal  bridging  every  8'. 

6  Maximum  spans  for  all  floor  joists  shall  not  exceed  those  given 
in  the  following  tables,  as  set  forth  by  the  "Architectural  Graphic 
Standards". 

7.  Second  floor  joists  shall  be  framed  the  same  as  first  floor. 

8.  When  attic  space  above  ceiling  joists  is  unfinished,  but  is  usable  for 
storage  space,  or  if  the  space  is  suitable  for  future  habitable 
room  or  rooms,  then  spans  will  be  the  same  as  first  floor  joists. 

Clause  n.  Maximum  spans  for  all  ceiling  joists  shall  not  exceed  the 
following: 

1.  2x6  11'  16"  o.c. 
2x8  14'  16"  o.c. 
2x10  16'  16"  o.c. 

2.  Ceiling  joists,  if  possible,  should  serve  as  collar  ties. 

3.  Collar  ties  shall  not  be  placed  in  excess  of  6'  on  centers. 

Clause  o.    Wood  Rafters. 

1.  The  maximum  spans  for  all  wood  rafters  shall  not  exceed  those 
given  in  the  following  table,  as  set  forth  by  the  "Architectural 
Graphic  Standards." 

2.  Truss  construction  may  be  used  provided  it  is  of  strength  com- 
parable to  the  above,  and  is  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

3.  Rafters  on  roofs  with  a  slope  less  than  five  inches  to  twelve  inches 
of  run  shall  be  figured  the  same  as  floor  joists,  unless  trussed. 

Clause  p.    Exterior  Wall  Studs. 

1.  Studs  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  by  four  inches  placed 
not  more  than  sixteen  inches  on  centers  except  in  conditions 
where  studs  are  exposed  and  have  sufficient  girts  and  posts  may 
be  extended  to  6'  if  approved  by  the  inspector. 

2.  Headers  over  all  openings  shall  be  doubled  and  shall  not  exceed 
the  following: 

1.       up  to  3'-0  1-2x4 
3'  to  4'  2-2x4's 
4'  to  5V2'        2-2x8's  on  edge 
5V2'  to  8'        2-2x8's  on  edge 
8'  to  10'  2-2xl0's  on  edge 

over  10'  if  approved  by  the  Inspector 

3.  In  lieu  of  headers,  approved  trusses  may  be  used. 

4.  Studs  in  exterior  frame  wall  may  run  from  sill  to  roof  line  pro- 
vided they  do  not  exceed  twenty  feet  in  length  and  are  suitably 
blocked  and  tied  at  floor  and  ceiling  levels. 

5.  Studs  shall  not  be  spliced. 

6.  Floor  joists  on  exterior  walls  shall  bear  on  at  least  a  one  inch 
by  six  inch  ribbon  let  into  the  face  of  the  studding.  Joists  bear- 
ing on  such  ribbons  shall  be  securely  nailed  to  the  studs. 

7.  Where  studs  exceed  twenty  feet  in  length,  a  four  inch  by  six  inch 
girt  shall  be  installed  continuous  at  second  floor  level. 

8.  Where  openings  exceed  4'  upright  studs  should  be  doubled. 
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Clause  q.  Plates. 

1.  All  top  plates  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  by  four  inches 
doubled,  which  shall  lap  at  all  corners. 

Clause  r.    Interior  Partitions. 

1.  All  bearing  partition  studs  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  by 
four  inches  set  the  four  inch  way,  and  not  more  than  sixteen 
inches  on  centers  except  where  sheathed  vertically  and  suffi- 
ciently blocked  and  approved  by  the  inspector. 

2.  Non  bearing  partition  studs  may  be  two  inches  by  three  inches 
set  the  three  inch  way,  and  not  more  than  sixteen  inches  on  cen- 
ters or  2x4's  16"  o.c.  set  the  2"  way  except  as  in  the  above  para- 
graph. 

3.  All  openings  in  bearing  partitions  shall  have  double  headers 
framed  as  required  in  exterior  openings. 

4.  Top  plates  for  bearing  partitions  shall  be  doubled. 

Clause  s.  Firestops. 

1.  Firestops  shall  be  installed  in  all  outside  wall  studs  and  par- 
titions at  first,  second,  and  attic  level,  which  shall  cut  off  com- 
pletely all  openings,  and  be  of  incombustible  materials  or  at 
least  one  and  a  half  inches  of  wood. 

Clause  t.    Notching  of  Timbers. 

1.  Notching  of  timber  to  facilitate  the  installation  of  pipes  and 
ducts  will  be  permitted  with  the  following  limitations: 

1.  Top  and  bottom  edges  may  be  notched  not  to  exceed  one 
sixth  of  the  joist  depth.  Notching  will  not  be  permitted  in  middle 
third  of  any  joist  span. 

2.  If  cutting  of  the  floor  joist  to  more  than  one-sixth  of  its 
depth  is  necessary,  a  header  the  full  depth  of  the  joist  shall  be 
cut  in  to  support  the  ends  of  the  joists. 

3.  Holes  may  be  bored  through  the  timbers  if  they  do  not  ex- 
ceed two  and  a  half  inches  and  are  not  closer  than  two  inches 
to  the  top  or  bottom  edges  of  the  joists. 

Clause  u.  No  portion  of  a  dwelling  or  other  structure  shall  be  used 
as  a  garage  unless  the  portion  so  used  shall  be  separated  from  the  rest 
of  the  building  by  an  uncombustible  wall  and  an  uncombustible  ceiling 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Building  Inspector,  unless  said  Garage 
is  separated  from  said  dwelling  or  other  structure  by  a  "breezeway"  at 
least  six  feet  in  length.  No  open  flame  burners  in  garage  area. 

Clause  v.  Before  the  frame  of  any  building  is  covered  with  any 
interior  wall  covering  the  Building  Inspector  shall  be  notified  at  least  24 
hours  prior  to  inspection  and  he  shall  inspect  within  48  hours. 

Clause  w.    The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to: 

1.  Building  or  structures  owned  by  the  United  States  or  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts; 

2.  Bridges,  quays,  wharves; 

3.  Isolated  Camps. 

4.  Farm  buildings  or  structures  not  in  either  case  used  as  dwel- 
lings and  located  more  than  100  feet  from  any  other  buildings, 
if  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector.

Clause  a.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  Twenty  Dollars  ($30.00)  for 
each  offence. 


Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  for 
the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  Building  Inspector.

"The  use  of  a  sign  pertaining  to  the  permitted  use  of 
the  premises,  by  the  occupant  thereof,  with  a  total  area  of 
not  more  than  eighteen  (18)  square  feet,  provided  that  no 
sign  shall  be  of  the  neon  or  gas  rilled  tube  type  and  no  sign 
shall  be  so  located  or  illuminated  as  to  be  hazardous  to 
traffic." 

Fourth:  Section  VI  D  (General  Business  District  Uses) 
Strike  out  all  words  following  the  words  "of  the  premises" 
so  that  said  section  will  read: 

"Signs  advertising  goods  or  services  offered  by  an  occu- 
pant of  the  premises". 

Fifth:  Section  VIII  G  (General  Regulations)  Strike  out 
this  clause  as  it  now  appears  and  substitute  the  following 

therefor: 
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"For  Sale",  or  "For  Rent",  or  other  temporary  real  estate 
development  signs  not  exceeding  an  area  of  twelve  (12) 
square  feet  may  be  used  in  any  district.

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  to 
continue  the  planting  of  shade  trees  along  Town  Ways  and 
Roads,  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Tree  Warden  in  coop- 
eration with  the  Planning  Board,  and  its  Tree  Planting  Com- 
mittee and  the  money  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Tree  Warden. 

(By  request  of  the  Planning  Board.) 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  Dollars  ($600.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
designing,  constructing  and  erecting  suitable  area,  direction 
and/or  historical  signs;  said  signs  to  be  approved  by  a  Sign 
Committee  composed  of  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, one  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Surveyor  of  Highways, 
Chief  of  Police  and  one  member  of  the  Chatham  Historical 
Society,  said  money  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Sign  Committee. 

(By  request  of  the  Planning  Board.) 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its 
present  Protective  By-Law  as  follows:  "The  portion  of  the 
present  area  designated  as  residential  area  R-10  on  the  easter- 
ly side  of  Crowell  Road  from  a  point  two  hundred  (200)  feet 
from  the  intersection  of  Crowell  Road  and  Main  Street  (Route 
#28),  a  distance  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet  with  a  depth 
of  two  hundred  (200)  feet  to  be  designated  as  General  Busi- 
ness."

A  By-Law  regulating  and  restricting  the  height  of  structures  or 
objects  of  natural  growth  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Chatham  Airport  by  the 
creation  of  airport  approach  protection  regulations  and  establishing  the 
boundaries  thereof. 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  90,  Sections  40-A 
through  40-1  inclusive  of  the  General  Laws  and  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting the  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the  public  by  preventing 
the  creation,  establishment  and  maintenance  of  airport  hazards,  thereby 
protecting  the  lives  and  property  of  users  of  the  Chatham  Airport  and 
of  the  occupants  of  land  in  its  vicinity  and  preventing  destruction  or 
impairment  of  the  airport  and  the  public  investment  therein; 

Section  1.   This  by-law  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  the  "Air- 
port Approach  Protection  By-Law  of  the  Chatham  Airport". 

Section  2.    As  used  in  this  by-law,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires: 

(a)  "Airport",  means  the  Chatham  Airport. 

(b)  "Airport  Approach  Zone",  means  any  airspace  above  the 
areas  defined  and  shown  on  a  map  entitled  Map  of  Approach 
Zones,  Chatham  Airport,  Chatham,  Massachusetts,  dated  Feb- 
ruary, 1958  and  which  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
hereof. 

(c)  "Airport  Hazard",  means  any  structure  or  tree  which  ex- 
tends into  any  airport  approach  zone. 

(d)  "Administrative  Agency",  means  the  Airport  Commission 
which  is  hereby  designated  as  the  agency  charged  with  ad- 
ministering the  regulations  herein  prescribed. 

(e)  "Persons",  means  any  individual,  firm,  partnership  corpor- 
ation, company,  association,  joint  stock  association;  and  in- 
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eludes  any  trustee,  receiver,  assignee  or  other  similar  repre- 
sentative thereof. 

(f)  "Structure",  means  any  object  or  structure  installed  by 
man,  including  any  object  regulated  or  licensed  under  any 
other  provision  of  law. 

(g)  "Tree",  means  a  tree  or  other  object  of  natural  growth. 

Section  3.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  existance  of  any  air- 
port hazard  endangers  the  lives  and  property  of  the  users  of  the 
Chatham  Airport  and  the  occupants  of  the  land  in  its  vicinity, 
and  effects  a  reduction  of  the  area  available  for  the  landing,  tak- 
ing off  and  maneuvering  of  aircraft,  thus  tending  to  impair  the 
utility  of  the  airport  and  the  public  investment  therein.  Accord- 
ingly, it  is  necessary  in  the  interest  of  public  health,  safety  and 
general  welfare  that  the  creation,  establishment  or  maintenance 
of  airport  hazards  be  prevented  by  exercise  of  police  power,  with- 
out compensation  to  any  person,  except  as  herein  specifically 
provided. 

Section  4.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  by-law  no 
structure  may  be  erected  or  altered  or  any  tree  permitted  to 
grow  or  be  maintained  to  a  height  which  would  exceed  the 
elevation  as  shown  and  indicated  on  the  map  referred  to  in 
Section  2. 

Area.  A.  One  twentieth  of  the  shortest  horizontal  distance 
from  the  structure  or  tree  (or  any  part  thereof)  to  a  line  200  feet 
outward  from  and  parallel  to  the  end  of  the  runway  within  the 
approach  zone  in  which  the  structure  or  tree  is  located. 

Section  5.  The  limitations  prescribed  in  this  by-law  shall  not 
be  construed  to  require  the  removal,  lowering  or  other  change 
or  alteration  of  any  structure  or  tree  not  conforming  to  these 
regulations  as  of  the  effecting  date  thereof  or  otherwise  interfere 
with  the  continuance  on  any  such  non-conforming  use.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  permit  any  such  non- 
conforming structure  or  tree  to  be  substantially  altered  or  re- 
paired, rebuilt,  allowed  to  grow  or  replanted  so  as  to  become 
a  greater  hazard  to  air  navigation  than  it  was  on  the  effective 
date  of  this  by-law. 

Section  6.  The  Chatham  Airport  Commission  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  Administrative  Agency  charged  with  the  duty  of 
administering  and  enforcing  the  regulations  herein  prescribed. 
The  duties  of  such  agency  shall  include  that  of  hearing  and 
deciding  all  permits  under  Section  7. 

Section  7.  Any  person  desiring  to  erect  or  increase  the  height 
of  any  structure,  or  to  permit  the  growth  of  any  tree,  in  a  manner 
not  conforming  to  the  Airport  Approach  Protection  Regulations 
as  herein  established,  or  to  establish  the  right  so  to  do  may  apply 
to  the  Airport  Commission  for  a  variance  from  the  regulations 
applicable  to  his  property.  Such  variance  may  be  allowed  where 
a  literal  application  or  enforcement  of  such  regulation  would 
result  in  practical  difficulty  or  unnecessary  hardship  and  the 
relief  granted  would  not  be  contrary  to  public  Interest.  Any  per- 
mit or  variance  granted  under  this  section  shall  be  conditioned 
as  to  require  the  owner  of  the  structure  or  tree  to  permit  the 
Town  of  Chatham  at  its  own  expense  to  install,  operate  and 
maintain  suitable  obstruction  markings  or  obstruction  lights 
thereon. 

Section  8.  This  by-law  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  from 
ar.d  after  the  date  of  its  adoption. 
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Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Thirteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($13,000.00) 
to  purchase  and  equip  a  Front-End  Loader  on  rubber,  with 
four  wheel  drive  for  use  of  the  Highway  Department  and 
instruct  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article  and  act  fully  thereon.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Twenty-eight  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,800.00) 
to  purchase  and  equip  a  three  quarter  ton  pickup  with  dump 
body,  and  authorize  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  to  trade  in 
the  1952  pickup  now  in  use  and  instruct  him  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  article  and  act  fully  thereon.

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Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
wages  of  the  laborers  of  the  Town  of  Chatham  to  One  Dollar 
and  Fifty  Cents  ($1.50)  per  hour.

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  ($12,000.00)

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

As  we  present  the  annual  school  reports  we  pay  tribute 
to  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Ellis,  a  much  beloved  teacher,  whose  death 
in  March  1957  ended  a  career  of  more  than  four  decades.  Her 
contribution  to  the  education  of  Chatham  youth  was  great. 

We  ask  especially  this  year  that  you  read  each  of  the 
following  reports  carefully,  noting  the  changes  and  improve- 
ments which  have  taken  place  during  1957. 

The  withdrawal  of  Orleans  and  Eastham  from  Union  #16 
resulted  in  Chatham  and  Harwich  becoming  a  two  town 
union  with  the  expenses  of  administration  and  supervision 
shared  equally. 

The  resignation  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Sydney  G. 
Pierce  was  accepted  with  much  regret  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  April. 

Many  meetings  were  held  to  consider  the  applications 
of  more  than  twenty  candidates.  After  a  series  of  inter- 
viewing sessions,  the  combined  committees  of  Chatham  and 
Harwich  unanimously  elected  Mr.  Jesse  J.  Morgan,  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  at  Saugus,  Mass.,  to  serve  as  Superin- 
tendent of  School  Union  #16,  beginning  August  1,  1957.  With 
more  than  thirty  years  of  experience  as  a  teacher,  principal, 
and  superintendent,  Mr.  Morgan  is  well  qualified. 

The  splitting  up  of  the  union,  the  necessity  for  increasing 
the  salary  schedule  to  retain  and  attract  capable  teachers, 
the  adjustment  of  salaries  to  properly  place  all  teachers  on 
the  schedule,  the  appointment  of  two  additional  teachers, 
and  the  change  in  personnel  combine  to  justify  the  increase 
in  the  school  budget  for  1958.  The  continuing  rise  in  the 
cost  of  supplies  and  textbooks  and  the  proper  maintenance  of 
two  buildings  also  contribute  to  the  increase. 
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Long  range  planning  has  prompted  our  request  for  some 
action  relative  to  a  regional  committee.  The  action  of  the 
voters  will  serve  as  a  directive.  To  not  consider  the  possi- 
bility of  regionalizing  might  prove  short  sighted  as  our 
junior  and  senior  high  school  enrollments  continue  to  in- 
crease. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  program  of  Adult  Education  can  be 
initiated  in  1958.  Your  enthusiastic  response  will  insure  its 
success. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  formal  acceptance  of  the 
new  Elementary  School  building  took  place  on  December  11, 
1957. 

By  continuing  to  support  your  schools  unselfishly,  you 
can  be  assured  that  the  education  provided  in  our  Chatham 
schools  will  improve  and  progress.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  during  these  past  six 
months  in  the  schools  of  Chatham.  Town  officials,  parents, 
school  committee  members,  and  the  school  staff  have  been 
most  cooperative  and  helpful.  I  should  like  to  congratulate 
my  predecessors,  Mr.  Herbert  Hoyt  and  Mr.  Sydney  Pierce, 
on  their  many  accomplishments.  All  persons  connected  with 
the  schools  should  be  particularly  proud  of  the  new  elemen- 
tary school,  the  fine,  new  salary  schedule  and  the  generally 
high  quality  of  teaching. 

SALARY  SCHEDULE 
The  fine  salary  schedule  revised  such  a  short  time  ago 
should  be  a  strong  factor  in  retaining  good  teachers  now 
in  service  and  in  securing  strong  replacements  for  those 
who  leave  or  retire.  The  1958  budget  meets  the  problem  of 
placing  teachers  now  in  service  at  the  proper  step  on  the 
schedule,  based  on  the  individual's  training  and  experience. 
This  plan,  adopted  by  the  school  committee,  will  complete  all 
adjustments  in  1960. 

Since  salaries  are  being  raised  throughout  the  country 
as  v/ell  as  in  Massachusetts  it  is  necessary  for  the  Committee 
to  adjust  the  maximum  and  minimum  from  time  to  time  in 
order  that  the  favorable  position  now  occupied  by  the  com- 
munity be  not  lost.  For  example,  a  year  ago  the  thirty-six 
hundred  dollar  minimum  placed  the  community  in  a  strong 
position.  At  that  time  the  legal  state  minimum  was  six 
hundred  dollars  lower.  By  last  September  the  Legislature 
had  established  a  thirty-three  hundred  dollar  minimum 
and  most  school  systems  had  moved  up  to  thirty-five  hund- 
dred  dollars  or  more.  It  would  appear  that  a  state  four 
thousand  dollar  minimum  may  be  just  around  the  CGrner.  In 
view  of  events  it  was  felt  necessary  to  adjust  the  minimum 
and  maximum  for  the  bachelor's  degree  upward  by  two  hun- 
dred dollars.  There  follows  the  revised  schedule.  It  will  be 
noted  that  all  minimums  were  increased  but  the  maximums 
in  the  higher  scales  were  not  changed.

The  whole  community  should  be  congratulated  on  the 
efforts  made  to  stay  abreast  of  rapidly  increasing  enroll- 
ments. Chatham  is  experiencing  the  same  problems  as  thous- 
ands of  other  communities  from  coast  to  coast.  It  has  a 
beautiful  and  modern  elementary  school  only  one  year  old. 
Numbers  have  increased  so  rapidly  that  the  average  elemen- 
tary class  size  is  30.6.  In  a  short  period  of  time  these  pupils 
will  be  entering  the  high  school.  Facilities  will  be  inadequate. 
Present  shops,  household  arts  rooms,  and  natural  science 
laboratory  will  not  provide  the  proper  education  for  the  Chat- 
ham citizens  of  to-morrow.  The  School  Committee,  through 
placing  an  article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing, give  the  voters  an  opportunity  to  investigate  one  possi- 
ble solution  to  this  problem.  The  towns  of  Dennis  and  Yar- 
mouth have  solved  their  basic  high  school  problem.  Eastham, 
Orleans  and  Wfellfleet  appear  to  be  on  the  road  to  a  solution. 
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Should  not  Chatham  investigate  all  possible  solutions  to  the 
approaching  problem?  Two  or  three  years  are  required  to 
plan  and  execute  any  major  change  in  plant. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  the  continued  improvement  of 
the  Chatham  Schools.  The  world  moves  forward  so  rapidly 
that  we  can  scarcely  keep  abreast  of  developments.  The  ex- 
pansion of  the  curriculum,  the  improvement  of  facilities,  ad- 
ditional plant,  and  the  improvement  of  instruction  are  never 
ending  problems.  I  am  sure  that  with  the  continued  coopera- 
tion of  the  community  and  an  enthusiastic  staff  we  can  con- 
tinue the  fine  work  already  done  in  the  Chatham  Schools.

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Report  of  the  High  School  Principal 


Enrollment  in  the  Chatham  Junior-Senior  High  School 
and  grades  4-6  on  October  1  was  409:  182  in  grades  4-6;  227 
in  grades  7-12.  This  represents  an  increase  of  21  over  last 
year. 

The  Chatham  School  system,  like  many  elsewhere,  is 
living  in  a  time  of  important  and  rapid  changes.  These  in- 
clude not  only  the  physical  plant,  but  of  even  greater  sig- 
nificance, changes  in  personnel,  curriculum,  and  courses  of 
study. 

Chatham  has  endeavored  for  many  years  to  provide  an 
educational  program  broad  enough  to  serve  the  varied  needs 
of  its  students.  In  order  to  accomplish  this,  it  has  main- 
tained strong  college  preparatory  and  commercial  courses  of 
study,  and  a  general  course  of  wide  range.  Careful  study 
and  evaluation  of  this  program  has  led  to  some  revisions 
in  the  curriculum;  others  are  being  considered.  This  year 
students  in  the  College  Scientific  course  may  study  College 
Algebra.  Mechanical  Drawing  is  now  available,  also,  to  these 
students,  as  well  as  those  taking  Industrial  Arts.  Last  year  a 
study  of  the  offerings  of  the  Commercial  Department  resulted 
in  a  revision  of  the  curriculum  of  this  department.  A  course 
in  General  Mathematics,  open  to  pupils  in  11-12,  was  also 
added  to  the  program. 

During  the  year  1956-1957  the  present  administrative 
setup  of  the  Chatham  School  functioned  well.  Grades  4-8 
continued  to  occupy  the  new  wing  of  the  high  school,  and 
grades  9-12  were  housed  in  the  Senior  High  School.  The 
faculty  is  an  excellent  one,  and  the  accomplishment  of  the 
school  has  been  high.  Results  of  national  standardized  tests 
in  grades  4-8  and  achievement  tests  and  the  College  Board 
Entrance  Examinations  in  the  high  school  attest  to  above 
average  accomplishment  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  Of  the 
twenty- two  graduates  in  the  Class  of  1957,  seven  or  32%  are 
continuing  their  education.  Atlhough  higher  than  the  nation- 
al average,  this  is  somewhat  lower  than  that  of  the  previous 
year's  class. 
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The  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  in  testing,  con- 
ferring with,  and  advising  students,  both  educationally  and 
vocationally,  has  been  especially  valuable.  Complete  records, 
available  to  parents,  are  kept  for  pupils.  At  this  time  it 
should  be  noted  that  the  services  of  the  school  secretary  have 
greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  administrative  offices. 

Last  May  the  faculty  established  a  Mary  E.  Ellis  Chapter  of 
the  National  Junior  Honor  Society.  Students  in  the  7th,  8th, 
and  9th  grades,  in  order  to  become  members  of  this  Society, 
must  qualify  on  the  basis  of  Scholarship,  Character,  Leader- 
ship and  Citizenship.  A  Chatham  Chapter  of  the  National 
Honor  Society,  composed  of  students  in  grades  10-11-12,  has 
existed  since  1953.  There  is  an  opportunity  now,  therefore, 
for  outstanding  boys  and  girls  in  all  grades  of  the  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  to  benefit  from  the  stimulating  effects  of 
a  National  Honor  Society.  Both  organizations  are  sponsored 
by  the  National  Association  of  Secondary  School  Principals, 
and  serve  the  most  worthy  educational  interests  in  secondary 
schools. 

Marked  interest  continues  in  instrumental  music.  String 
players  are  beginning  to  enter  grades  7-8;  this  has  made  it 
possible  to  organize  an  orchestra  on  the  junior  high  school 
level.  Pupils  desiring  lessons  on  band  and  orchestral  instru- 
ments receive  instruction  without  charge. 

The  School  Savings  Program,  participated  in  by  grades  1-6 
last  year,  has  been  extended  to  the  junior  high  school.  This 
program  encourages  thrift  and  the  regular  saving  habit,  and 
will  probably  include  grades  9-12  in  a  few  years. 

The  school  bulletin— KNOW  YOUR  SCHOOLS— published 
through  the  efforts  of  the  faculty,  acquaints  the  citizens  of 
Chatham  with  the  various  departments  and  services  of  the 
school.  In  May  the  biennial  Exhibit  will  give  parents  and 
friends  of  the  school  an  opportunity  to  view  the  work  of  the 
pupils. 

In  concluding  my  annual  report,  I  wish  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  great  number  of  people  who  have  supported  the 
school's  efforts  to  provide  a  worthwhile  education  for  the 
youth  of  Chatham.

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Report  of  the 
Principal  of  the  Elementary  School 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Chatham  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment  in  the  Elementary  School  on  Depot  Street  in 
September,  Kindergarten  through  grade  three,  was  248.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  14  over  last  year. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  there  have  been  changes  in 
the  personnel  at  the  Elementary  School  on  Depot  Street.  We 
were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mrs.  Doris  Gates, 
who  was  trained  at  Lesley  College  and  has  had  sixteen  years 
of  experience  in  Quincy  and  Hingham.  Mrs.  Gates  replaces 
Mrs.  Sarah  Ragan  in  grade  3.  Mrs.  Ragan  replaces  Mrs.  Mary 
Eldredge  in  grade  1.  This  releases  Mrs.  Eldredge  for  remedial 
help  with  the  children,  also  helps  make  the  office  service 
more  efficient. 

Thirty-five  children  in  small  groups,  in  grades  one 
through  three,  are  having  daily  remedial  help  in  reading  by 
your  principal.  These  children  are  chosen  with  the  help  of 
Dr.  Chace,  the  teachers  and  the  Principal.  The  groups  may 
also  include  any  child  who  has  been  ill  for  an  extended  period. 
Also,  a  small  club  of  about  ten  children  who  finish  their  work 
quickly  and  accurately,  has  been  formed  for  extra  curricular 
activities. 

We  are  offering  this  program  of  special  education  to 
try  to  develop  social-emotional  stability,  as  well  as  learning 
experiences  for  the  total  growth  of  each  individual  child. 

Education  is  the  most  important  problem  that  faces  us 
today.  One  of  the  areas  of  learning  in  this  increasingly 
complex  world  which  is  most  important  is  science.  Starting 
in  the  kindergarten,  and  in  each  grade,  the  teachers  are 
carrying  on  organized  programs  of  natural  sciences.  Through 
nature  walks,  books,  exhibits  and  sharing  experiences,  child- 
ren are  becoming  more  aware  of  what  is  going  on  in  their 
environment. 
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The  school  savings  program  sponsored  by  the  Cape  Cod  Five 
Cents  Savings  Bank  is  proving  very  successful.  Children  bene- 
fit by  the  practice  of  regular  saving.  Mloney  management, 
necessary  for  security  in  adult  life,  is  taught  through  the 
school  savings  plan.  This  program  enables  the  child  to  select 
and  attain  worthwhile  goals  which  call  for  the  saving  and 
spending  of  money.  The  desire  and  ability  to  save  are  essen- 
tial for  comfort  and  self-respect.  The  school  appreciates 
the  courtesy  of  the  bank  in  presenting  us  with  a  most  attract- 
ive "Teller's  Booth".  This  "booth"  is  set  up  in  the  hall  one  day 
each  week.  The  children  come  out  of  their  classrooms,  and  go 
to  the  "bank"  to  deposit  their  money.  By  the  time  the 
children  reach  grade  3  they  can  count  and  record  the  money 
they  deposit.  This  experience  makes  banking  very  real  to 
the  children. 

The  theme  of  American  Education  week  was  "An  Edu- 
cated People  Moves  Freedom  Forward".  During  the  week, 
the  school  held  a  very  successful  Open  House.  Many  parents 
and  friends  visited  the  teachers  in  their  classrooms.  An 
opportunity  to  view  the  work  of  the  pupils  will  be  provided 
at  an  Exhibit  in  the  spring. 

We  regret  the  loss  of  a  fine  custodian  this  year,  Mr. 
James  O'Brien.  We  are  pleased  to  have  a  very  capable  re- 
placement in  Mr.  George  Metters. 

In  closing,  again  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
citizens  of  Chatham,  the  School  Committee,  the  Superin- 
tendent, the  Elementary  Supervisor  and  the  faculty  for 
their  cooperation  and  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  school.

Report  of  the  Guidance  Director 


This  is  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Guidance  Director  for 
Chatham  High  School. 

Twenty-two  students  were  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1957: 
nine  are  employed;  three  are  married;  two  have  entered 
military  service;  one  is  at  home,  and  seven  are  continuing 
their  education. 
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One  of  the  aims  of  the  guidance  program  is  to  provide 
students  with  reliable  information  about  themselves.  Pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  this  area  during  the  past  year  in 
grades  7-11.  The  clerical  assistance  with  the  guidance  records 
is  very  much  appreciated.  Because  of  this  help  it  is  now 
possible  to  expand  the  testing  program  and  make  use  of  the 
results.  It  is  hoped  that  one  of  the  new  comprehensive  test 
series  can  be  instituted  this  year.  The  new  type  test 
series  that  are  under  study  measure  ability  and  edu- 
cational development  whether  gained  in  or  out  of  school 
and  provide  the  basis  for  more  effective  counseling. 

jln  the  counseling  of  students  it  has  become  more  and 
more  apparent  that  too  many  of  our  students  do  not  have 
adequate  study  habits.  An  approach  to  this  problem  is  being 
made  through  short  discussions  of  study  methods.  But  in 
order  to  give  homework  the  priority  it  needs,  it  cannot  be 
over-emphasized  that  study  time  at  home  needs  constant 
parental  supervision. 

Students  also  need  close  supervision  in  the  matter  of 
savings  throughtout  high  school.  There  are  further  educa- 
tional oportunities  for  all  high  school  graduates  who  have 
satisfactory  records  and  who  have  saved  their  summer  earn- 
ings. 

At  present  we  have  five  students  from  Chatham  attend- 
ing the  Barnstable  High  Trade  School.  The  trade  school 
program  should  be  open  to  any  student  who  wishes  a  high 
school  diploma  and  the  opportunity  at  graduation  to  step 
into  a  job  with  a  future.  Openings  were  offered  to  Chatham 
students  in  only  three  trade  areas.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
additional  trade  specialties  cannot  be  provided  for  our 
students. 

Again  may  I  say  that  guidance  can  never  be  the  work 
of  a  few,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  coopera- 
tion and  support  given  to  guidance  efforts  during  this  past 
year.

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Report  of  the  Elementary  Supervisor 


I  am  happy  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Ele- 
mentary Supervisor  of  Chatham  Schools  and  to  discuss  the 
progress  being  made  and  needs  of  these  schools. 

With  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  towns  in  Union  #16, 
I  am  now  very  pleased  that  I  can  spend  more  time  in  Chatham 
and  be  of  greater  service  here.  With  large  classes  and  a 
wide  range  of  abilities  in  each  class,  I  was  concerned  last 
year  with  the  need  for  a  remedial  reading  program.  The 
present  plan  of  releasing  the  Principal  of  the  Primary  School 
from  a  regular  class  has  made  a  fine  solution  to  this  problem. 
Mrs.  Eldredge  takes  groups  of  children  from  each  room  to 
give  them  the  needed  extra  help  and  already  this  daily  extra 
work  is  paying  dividends  in  the  reading  program.  I  am  able 
also  to  give  one  afternoon  a  week  to  the  twenty-five  children 
in  the  upper  grades  who  need  specific  help.  Since  most  of 
the  remedial  problems  there  are  not  too  serious  in  nature  and 
the  teachers  are  also  working  intelligently  on  the  problems, 
I  believe  these  children  will  nearly  all  be  brought  up  to  their 
reading  capacities. 

In  addition  to  locating  and  studying  the  slow-learning 
child,  I  am  at  persent  busy  screening  with  mental  ability 
tests  to  find  the  so-called  gifted  children  among  our  school 
population.  After  classifying  this  group,  our  future  plans  are 
to  provide  an  enriched  program  for  these  children.  I  am  now 
arranging  a  course  for  teachers  on  the  subject  of  the  gifted 
child  that  we  may  all  study  this  very  important  problem 
and  make  provision  as  needed. 

Our  new  permanent  record  cards  are  now  completed  and 
are  proving  most  satisfactory.  Having  duplicate  cards  for 
teachers  and  for  my  own  use  provides  an  increased  efficiency 
as  well  as  a  constant  check  on  keeping  cards  complete  and 
accurate. 
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Starting  at  third  grade  level  I  am  working  with  small 
committees  of  teachers  in  Chatham  and  Harwich  to  develop 
a  social  studies  curriculum  guide.  This  first  section  to  be 
done  by  third  grade  teachers  is  on  the  Cape  and  local  com- 
munity. It  will  develop  slowly  to  allow  for  careful  and  pains- 
taking research.  I  am  anticipating  that  units  of  study  on 
state,  regional  and  national  levels  will  be  completed  for  the 
teachers'  use  by  next  academic  year  and  will  prove  useful 
in  developing  skills,  information  and  attitudes  needful  in  a 
democracy. 

Following  our  work  in  social  studies,  committees  of 
teachers  will  work  on  science  curriculum  aiming  to  survey 
the  science  field,  plan  subject  matter  to  be  taught  at  each 
grade  level,  and  make  selections  of  effective  up-to-date 
materials  to  be  used  in  this  field.  Many  of  our  teachers  are 
doing  excellent  work  in  science  teaching,  but  a  need  to 
define  our  aims  and  establish  methods  of  reaching  them  is 
increasingly  evident  when  we  consider  the  present  world 
crisis. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  our  new  Superin- 
tendent who  has  such  a  broad  and  thorough  understanding 
of  the  whole  educational  picture.  My  appreciation  in  ex- 
tended to  him  and  to  the  School  Committee,  school  prin- 
cipals and  supervisors,  teachers  and  citizens  of  Chatham  for 
their  cooperation,  friendliness  and  courtesy.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Art 


I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Supervisor 
of  Art  in  the  Schools  of  Union  No.  16. 

The  importance  of  Art  in  Education  is  sometimes  under- 
estimated and  relegated  to  a  minor  role  in  schools.  We  all 
agree  that  those  with  special  talents  in  Art  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  develop  them  as  much  as  possible,  but  how 
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important  is  Art  to  a  business  man,  doctor,  lawyer,  builder, 
etc.?  Art  helps  man  choose  hobbies,  appreciate  the  great  work 
of  the  past  and  to  assist  in  his  tastes  at  home  and  at  work. 
These  things  are  some  of  the  results  of  a  good  Art  program 
but  only  minor  ones.  Mathematics  develops  logical  thinking, 
science  develops  understanding  and  use  of  Nature's  world 
of  cause  and  effect,  and  writing  gives  man  a  means  of  com- 
munication. Art  develops  creativeness  without  which  none  of 
these  skills  can  benefit  mankind.  Art  education  is  the  devel- 
opment of  a  process  of  thinking  starting  with  observation 
leading  to  imagination  and  resulting  in  an  expression. 

My  time  spent  in  Chatham,  which  is  two  and  one  half 
days  a  week,  must  be  divided  between  all  the  grades  from 
Kindergarten  through  High  School.  All  the  grades  have  Art 
one  period  a  week  except  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 
Classes  are  held  for  these  pupils  once  every  other  week. 
Grades  nine  through  twelve  all  share  one  period  a  week  since 
Art  is  an  elective  after  the  eighth  grade.  I  am  hoping  that 
spreading  interest  will  increase  the  number  choosing  Art  as  an 
elective  in  the  ninth  through  twelfth  grades.  An  Art  room  and 
special  equipment  to  expand  our  activities  into  various  crafts  is 
needed  especially  at  this  level.  Art  appreciation  (that  is  a 
course  on  the  History  of  Art)  should  also  be  added  at  the 
High  School  level. 

Cooperation  of  the  teachers  who  work  with  me  in  the 
grades  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  attempt  projects  that 
could  not  otherwise  be  done  during  our  limited  time. 
Interest  and  appreciation  of  parents  for  their  children's  work 
has  lead  to  a  wonderful  enthusiasm  for  Art  among  the  stu- 
dents. I  am  indebted  for  these  added  sources  of  interest 
which  stimulate  all  of  us  to  do  our  very  best.

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Report  of  the 
Supervisor  of  High  School  Instrumental  Music 


Herewith  I  present  my  report  as  Instrumental  Music 
Supervisor  in  the  high  school  of  Union  No.  16. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  restricted  our  work  to  two 
areas  of  music  education.  These  areas  are  the  organization 
and  training  of  instrumental  music  groups,  and  instruction 
in  applied  music.  We  are  happy  to  announce  that  this  year 
for  the  first  time  we  have  enlarged  our  program  to  include 
a  music  appreciation  class  which  is  an  elective  activity.  This 
class  fulfills  a  definite  need  in  our  music  curriculum. 

In  this  new  area  of  music  education  we  listen  to  and 
talk  about  much  music  in  order  to  add  to  our  aesthetic  ex- 
perience and  add  also  to  our  knowledge  of  music  so  that  we 
may  better  understand  it  and  therefore  gain  a  greater  enjoy- 
ment of  it.  There  is  no  prerequisite  training  for  this  course 
other  than  the  elementary  music  training  that  each  student 
has  already  received.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  more 
advanced  courses  in  appreciation  and  theory  may  be  also 
added  as  elective  activities. 

Our  concert  and  festival  activities  this  year  will  be  basic- 
ally the  same  as  in  past  years.  Plans  are  now  under  way  for 
these  events.  Our  band  holds  its  rehearsals  weekly  as  in  the 
past  and  in  addition  to  this,  our  newly  formed  orchestra 
rehearses  weekly.  This  new  group  has  been  formed  to  ac- 
commodate our  junior  high  instrumentalists,  many  of  whom 
are  string  players.  We  are  proud  of  having  both  a  band 
and  orchestra  at  Chatham  High. 

Instrumental  instruction  is  given  to  students  desiring 
such.  Lessons  are  scheduled  during  study  periods  to  avoid 
interference  with  the  students  scheduled  classes.  Because 
of  this  some  students  receive  lessons  bi-weekly  whereas  others 
receive  weekly  lessons. 
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Many  believe  that  the  primary  aim  of  our  department 
is  to  develop  musical  artistry  to  as  high  a  degree  as  is  possi- 
ble. This  we  try  to  do,  but  more  than  this,  we  want  to  bring 
music  to  as  many  boys  and  girls  as  we  possibly  can.  Our 
actual  aim  is  not  so  much  to  teach  music  to  the  student  as  it 
it  to  teach  the  student  through  music.  If  we  were  inter- 
ested primarily  in  musical  artistry,  we  would  concentrate 
our  efforts  on  only  a  few  students  who  show  the  greatest 
aptitude.  As  it  is,  we  are  interested  in  developing  good  physi- 
cal, social  and  intellectual  traits  such  as  coordination,  cooper- 
ation, dependability,  etc.  along  with  enlarging  the  student's 
aesthetic  experience,  aesthetic  creativity  and  knowledge  about 
music  to  add  to  its  enjoyment.  This  we  must  bring  to  as  many 
boys  and  girls  as  we  possibly  can. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bassett,  his 
office  staff  and  faculty  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  me 
carry  on  the  instrumental  program.  I  wish  also  to  thank  Mr. 
Morgan  and  the  members  of  his  office  staff  for  cooperation 
received  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  the 

Elementary  Instrumental  Music  Supervisor 


Continued  progress  is  being  made  in  music  education  in 
our  Elementary  Schools,  the  new  Union  arrangement  making 
it  possible  to  give  greater  attention  to  detail  than  hereto- 
fore. 

Since  the  opening  of  school  last  September,  over  80  new 
pupils  have  joined  our  weekly  instrumental  lesson  classes, 
with  a  total  of  more  than  125  pupils  now  active  in  the  study 
of  instrumental  music.  Emphasis  is  still  being  placed  on 
study  of  the  stringed  instruments,  providing  a  unique  op- 
portunity for  our  students  not  available  in  most  public  schools. 
This  program  is  now  providing  ample  talent  for  a  strong 
instrumental  program  in  our  Junior  High  Schools. 
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In  addition,  Music  Appreciation  courses  are  now  given 
in  Grades  three  through  six  in  both  towns,  and  first  and 
second  grades  are  given  instruction  in  rhythmic  training. 

Every  child  in  the  Elementary  Schools  is  now  in  weekly 
contact  with  some  part  of  this  program  of  instruction. 

The  helpful  co-operation  of  our  School  Committees,  Sup- 
erintendent, Principals  and  Teachers,  and  the  active  in- 
terest of  parents  and  townspeople  is  the  basis  of  our  success — 
and  is  truly  appreciated.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Vocai  Music 


Singing  is  the  basic  activity  in  any  well-rounded  program 
of  music  education.  It  is  also  an  expressive  art  that  cannot 
be  neglected  justfiably  in  any  general  curriculum  aiming  for 
the  fullest  personal  and  social  development  of  all  children. 

Music  and  childhood  go  together.  It  is  no  wonder  that 
children  are  full  of  song  for  songs  are  made  of  materials 
that  are  as  common  as  daily  food  and  drink:  sound  and 
movement,  play  and  work,  thoughts  and  words,  moods  and 
melodies.  Music  is  a  major  means  of  communication  which 
is  capable  of  being  used  in  ways  to  give  children  better  com- 
mand of  all  their  expressive  actions. 

In  our  beautiful  new  Elementary  School,  I  have  tried 
to  keep  this  thought  as  one  of  my  main  criteria  and  realize 
that  little  children  must  be  guided  along  lines  of  musical 
growth  that  emerge  from  their  normal  and  everyday  curiosi- 
ties and  interests.  Music  says  something  that  is  very  inti- 
mate and  personal  to  them  and  good  singing  thereby 
depends  upon  the  vitality  and  depth  of  their  response  to  the 
message  that  song  has. 

It  is  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  work  with  Principal 
Mary  Eldredge  and  her  staff,  and  in  addition  to  the  regular 
work  entailed,  plans  for  their  own  Operetta  for  the  spring,  we 
much  under  discussion. 
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In  the  other  school — grades  four,  five  and  six,  a  Christ- 
mas Operetta  was  publicly  presented  prior  to  the  vacation. 

In  the  Junior  High  grades  seven  and  eight,  added  interest 
has  augmented  the  weekly  music  period  with  the  rehearsing 
of  the  music  from  Gilbert  and  Sullivan's  "Mikado"  for  ten- 
tative production  this  coming  Spring. 

There  are  so  many  outstanding  voices  and  so  much  talent 
in  those  two  grades,  that  a  tremendous  lot  is  expected  of 
them.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Bassett,  time  has  been  allotted  me  for 
a  Junior  High  Girls  Glee  Club,  in  addition  to  the  Senior  High 
Girls  Glee  Club  and  enthusiasm  runs  high. 

The  High  School  mixed  chorus  has  the  largest  member- 
ship in  many  years;-  approximately  one  hundred  ten  voices, 
and  over  a  third  of  that  number  are  splendid  boy  voices.  I 
only  wish  time  permitted  for  a  Boys'  Glee  Club. 

As  in  other  years,  there  was  a  fine  representation  of 
Chatham  music  students  at  the  Union  #16  Festival  in  Or- 
leans High;  the  Cape  and  Island  Festival  in  Bourne  High; 
and  the  all  New 'England  Festival  in  Plainville,  Connecticut. 

It  is  very  apparent  that  as  music  becomes  more  and  more 
an  integral  and  vital  part  of  the  school  curriculum,  the  in- 
creasing need  for  a  long  range  program  which  will  offer  twelve 
years  of  music  experience  to  the  average  youngster,  becomes 
quite  acute.  This  need  requires  not  only  careful  planning,  but 
continual  evaluation  as  to  the  music  portion  of  the  curricu- 
lum. There  must  be  careful  explanation  to  students,  teachers, 
parents  and  to  the  community  in  general  as  to  the  results  to 
date  and  as  to  the  ultimate  goals  of  the  music  program  in 
the  school. 

Throughout  it  all,  however,  I  try  to  have  more  fun  with 
music,  greater  spiritual  enrichment,  wider  variety  of  pre- 
sentation, and  a  proper  approach  to  reading  music  as  a 
language.  I  feel  we  can  employ  music  as  a  means  of  knowing 
and  understanding  other  lands  and  people,  thereby  promoting 
peace  and  good-will  throughout  the  world.

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Report  of  the  School  Physicians 


The  calendar  year  of  1957  was  an  especially  active  one 
from  the  preventive  aspect. 

Routine  physical  examination  of  individuals  is  of  little 
value,  and  a  waste  of  student  and  health  department  time 
if  no  action  is  taken  to  correct  defects  noted  and  recorded. 
For  some  years,  a  correctable  and  preventable  defect  has  been 
noted,  recorded  and  commented  upon,  namely  the  deplorable 
condition  of  students'  teeth.  This  year  the  plea  for  better  den- 
tal care  was  acted  upon.  By  cooperative  effort,  a  weekly  dental 
clinic  was  organized  by  the  School  Nurse  and  staffed  by  Dr. 
Richard  Zelgler  of  Osterville.  Parent  and  patient  co-operation 
has  been  most  gratifying.  The  resulting  improvement  in 
dental  health  has  been  especially  gratifying,  but  much  re- 
mains to  be  done  in  this  area. 

In  addition  to  routine  physical  examination  by  the  School 
Physicians  of  every  available  pupil,  a  complete  series  of 
Polio  immunizations,  consisting  of  three  inoculations  per 
person,  was  given  to  855  individuals.  This  was  possible  by 
using  volunteer  personnel,  medical  and  non-medical,  of  the 
entire  community,  and  was  organized  by  the  School  Nurse. 

Routine  urine  examinations  for  the  detection  of  sugar 
were  continued,  and  we  are  happy  to  say  that  no  new  dia- 
betics were  found. 

Asiatic  Flu  followed  the  expected  pattern  in  October  and 
November  1957,  but  there  were  no  serious  complications  and 
it's  deleterious  effects  were  limited  mainly  to  time  lost  from 
classes. 

On  the  positive  side,  it  can  be  definitely  stated  that  the 
nutrition  of  the  average  pupil  is  excellent,  and  in  the  aggre- 
gate, posture  has  definitely  improved.  Correctable  defects 
have  continued  to  receive  attention,  and  with  the  one  ex- 
ception of  dental  caries,  these  defects  have  been  well  handled 
by  the  family  physicians  or  special  clinic. 
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It  is  the  hope  of  your  school  physicians  that  all  parents 
will  inform  themselves  of  the  value  of  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies,  so  that  in  the  near  future  this  important  health 
measure  may  be  acted  upon  with  intelligence  and  unanimity. 

Again,  our  work  would  have  been  impossible  without  the 
able  assistance  of  Miss  Margaret  Guild,  School  Nurse,  and 
Mrs.  Barabara  Eldredge.  At  all  times,  School  Officials  were 
most  co-operative.

Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


The  School  Health  Program  now  having  become  familiar 
to  most  parents  in  its  routine  aspects,  we  herewith  submit 
a  report  of  the  new  developments  or  more  interesting  phases. 

A  new  plan  has  been  inaugurated  this  fall  of  having  a 
Health  Day  for  each  grade.  During  this  day  all  routine  test- 
ing such  as  weighing,  measuring,  Diabetic,  vision  and  hearing 
will  be  done.  It  is  hoped  to  eliminate  more  frequent  inter- 
ruptions of  class  work  by  the  Health  workers.  It  continues 
to  be  necessary  to  interrupt  classes  for  special  retesting  of 
failures  and  for  physical  examinations  by  the  doctors,  and 
for  dental  work  in  special  cases. 

This  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  free  Polio 
vaccine  program.  An  excellent  percentage  of  the  children 
have  received  the  vaccine.  Dr.  F.  L.  Moore  has  also  admin- 
istered to  a  large  group  in  the  Kindergarten,  First,  Second 
and  Fifth  grades,  booster  doses  for  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus. 

A  mild  Flu  epidemic  took  place  during  the  fall  months. 
While  no  serious  complications  were  apparent  it  was  noted 
that  many  of  the  children  returned  to  school  before  their 
convalesence  was  complete  which  made  it  necessary  to  re- 
turn them  to  their  homes. 
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A  recent  statement  by  the  Harvard  Health  Survey  Group 
says  that,  "Dental  caries  is  unquestionably  the  most  prevalent 
chronic  disease  affecting  the  American  people  today."  This 
we  find  holds  true  with  our  school  children  since  more  than 
half  of  the  referrals  for  further  care  from  the  school  exam- 
inations are  for  dental  cavities.  It  has  been  demonstrated, 
however,  that  Chatham  parents  make  a  sincere  effort  to 
remedy  these  defects  as  well  as  all  of  the  other  referrals  as 
far  as  financially  possible.  This  September  Dr.  Robert  Sain- 
ato,  of  Hyannis,  was  hired  to  set  up  a  Dental  Clinic  and  do 
the  clinic  dentistry  for  the  Chatham  Schools.  An  excellent 
small  clinic  is  now  in  operation  in  the  Elementary  Schools 
for  those  children  for  whom  the  need  is  greatest.  Dr. 
Richard  Adams  provided  much  assistance  in  this  project.  Dr 
Sainato  was  unexpectedly  called  into  the  Service  but  found 
for  us  Dr.  Richard  Zeigler  of  Osterville,  who  is  most  ably 
carrying  on  the  Clinic  for  him  during  his  absence.  This 
Clinic  is  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  but  continues  to 
be  one  phase  of  the  Total  School  Health  Program.  We  hope 
it  will  continue  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  Program  until 
such  time  as  a  Fluoridation  of  the  water  program  is  estab- 
lished, thus  eliminating  dental  caries  and  the  necessity  for 
this  work. 

Mrs.  Desmond  Eldredge  continues  to  be  an  assistant  in 
the  School  Health  Program.

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section 
50  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  commonly  called  the  "Protective 
By-Law",  as  follows: 

In  Section  IIB 

1.  Change  the  word  "lot"  which  follows  the  words 
"Wherein  the"  and  preceding  the  words  "occupied  by  each 
cottage"  to  the  word  "site",  as  it  appears  in  Section  IIB,  so 
that  said  section  will  read  "Any  group  of  two  or  more  rental 
cottages  under  one  ownership  located  on  a  parcel  of  land 
wherein  the  site  occupied  by  each  cottage  does  not  meet  the 
lot  area  requirements  in  the  district  where  located  shall  be 
considered  a  business  use  of  the  land  occupied". 

2.  Add  a  paragraph  under  Section  II — Definitions, 
following  the  sub-section  "D"  as  follows: 

E  Lot:  An  area  or  parcel  of  land  in  one  owner- 
ship, with  definite  boundaries,  used,  or  available  for  use,  as 
the  site  of  one  or  more  buildings. 

3.  In  Section  VII — Area  Regulations,  strike  out  the 
footnotes  (a)  and  (b)  under  Subsection  A  and  substitute 
therefor,  the  following: 

(a)  Lot  frontage  is  to  be  measured  along  the 
boundary  line  of  a  way,  public  and/or  private,  on  which  the 
lot  abuts. 
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(b)  The  setback  line  shall  be  a  line  measured 
from  the  line  of  a  way,  public  and/or  private,  on  which  the 
lot  abuts. 

(By  request  of  the  Chatham  Planning  Board)

lows:

2.  Add  a  paragraph  under  Section  II — Definitions, 
following  the  sub-section  "D"  as  follows: 

E  Lot:  An  area  or  parcel  of  land  in  one  owner- 
ship, with  definite  boundaries,  used,  or  available  for  use,  as 
the  site  of  one  or  more  buildings. 

3.  In  Section  VII — Area  Regulations,  strike  out  the 
footnotes  (a)  and  (b)  under  Subsection  A  and  substitute 
therefor,  the  following: 

(a)  Lot  frontage  is  to  be  measured  along  the 
boundary  line  of  a  way,  public  and/or  private,  on  which  the 
lot  abuts.  (A  way  shall  be  deemed  to  be  any  way  serving  more 
than  one  lot). 

(b)  The  setback  line  shall  be  a  line  measured 
from  the  line  of  a  way,  public  and/or  private,  on  which  the 
lot  abuts. 

Unanimously  in  favor. 

Mr.  George  W.  Bloomer  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

That  a  special  unpaid  committee  to  be  known  as  the 
"Harbors  Improvement  Committee"  consisting  of  George  W. 
Bloomer,  Harold  E.  Claflin,  Alvin  Davis,  Jr.,  George  M.  Edson, 
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Thomas  Ennis,  Desmond  S.  Eldredge  and  Matthias  Plum  be 
hereby  appointed,  (they  to  select  their  own  chairman)  and 
they  are  instructed  to  bring  before  a  Town  Meeting  recom- 
mendations from  time  to  time  or  by  an  article  in  the  Warrant, 
for  the  establishment  of  anchorage  basins,  docking  facilities 
and  parking  areas  with  approaches;  to  provide  the  commun- 
ity with  free  and  convenient  access  to  Stage  Harbor,  and/or 
other  bodies  of  water  in  the  Town  to  further  the  growth  of 
the  yachting,  fishing  and  recreational  industries.  This  com- 
mittee is  further  empowered  to  obtain  estimates  and  costs, 
either  by  bids  or  otherwise,  of  any  contemplated  project. 

Unanimously  in  favor. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section 
56  of  the  Town  By-laws  entitled  "Airport  Approach  By-Law", 
by  adding  in  subparagraph  "Section  4",  the  following  words:

feet  above  mean  sea  level)  by  a  vertical  distance  hereby 
established  for  Area  A,  after  the  word  "elevation"  and  before 
the  words  "as  shown",  so  that  subparagraph  "Section  4"  will 
read: 
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Section  4.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  by- 
law, no  structure  may  be  erected  or  altered  or  any  tree  per- 
mitted to  grow  or  be  maintained  to  a  height  which  would 
exceed  the  elevation  of  the  end  of  the  runway,  the  northeast 
end  of  which  is  hereby  established  as  being  64  feet  above 
mean  sea  level  and  the  southwest  end  52  feet  above  mean 
sea  level,  by  a  vertical  distance  hereby  established  for  Area  A, 
as  shown  and  indicated  on  the  map  referred  to  in  Section  2. 

Unanimously  in  favor. 

Mr.  Everett  C.  Small,  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  thank- 
ed everyone  for  coming  to  the  meeting. 

At  9:20  there  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the 
meeting,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn.

Planning  Board  for  the  Year  1958 


To  the  Honorable  Selectmen  and 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

The  Planning  Board,  in  addition  to  the  regular  meetings 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesdays  of  each  month,  has 
held  several  scheduled  special  meetings  with  the  Selectmen 
and  other  representatives  from  surrounding  towns. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  sub- 
divisions has  continued  throughout  the  year.  A  total  of  48 
plans  were  presented  to  the  Planning  Board;  13  of  those 
plans  were  subdivisions.  Copies  of  all  plans  are  kept  on  file 
with  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Harbor  Committee,  appointed  at  the  annual  Town 
meeting,  met  with  the  Planning  Board  to  discuss  their  find- 
ings as  to  the  advisability  of  a  marina  in  Chatham. 

Legislation  has  been  adopted  by  the  State  with  regard 
to  revision  of  both  Zoning  and  Planning  Acts  and  the  Board 
has  met  with  Counsel  several  times,  as  this  legislation  will 
require  some  changes  in  the  Sub-division  regulations. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  Selectmen,  Board  of  Ap- 
peals and  members  of  the  Planning  Board  to  go  over  the 
revised  copy  of  the  Protective  By-Law. 

By  law,  the  Board  of  Health  is  now  required  to  see  and 
approve  each  subdivision  plan  presented  to  the  Planning 
Board.  This  Board  met  with  the  Planning  Board  to  work 
some  feasible  plan  on  this.

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Report  of  the  Chatham  Board  of  Appeals 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Chatham 

Gentlemen: 

The  Board  of  Appeals  held  fourteen  hearings  during  the 
year  1958,  meeting  in  the  Hearing  Room  of  the  Chatham 
Fire  Station,  Depot  Road. 

Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Thomas  McGrath,  Mr. 
Robert  McNeece  was  selected  as  Chairman  of  the  Board,  but 
resigned  shortly  thereafter  to  run  for  the  office  of  Selectman, 
and  on  March  12th  Mr.  Irving  C.  Henderson  was  selected  to 
succeed  him  as  Chairman.  During  the  year  Mr.  C.  Kenneth 
Robertson,  who  had  previously  served  as  Associate  Member, 
and  Mr.  Sherill  Atwood  were  appointed  Board  Members,  and 
Mr.  Albert  N.  Long  and  Mr.  Rolf  A.  F.  Sandberg  Associate 
Members.  The  other  members  are  Mrs.  Marcella  Daniels  and 
Mr.  Frank  Dresser,  Jr.  Attendance  at  the  meetings  has  been 
most  faithful  by  all  members  and  at  no  time  has  there  been 
less  than  the  necessary  quorum  present. 

The  Board  has  heard  twenty-nine  appeals  under  the 
Protective  By-Law  (Zoning),  of  which  it  was  able  to  grant 
twenty.  Eight  were  of  necessity  denied,  and  in  one  case  in- 
volving additional  motel  units  and  a  garage,  the  Board  was 
compelled  to  deny  the  variance  insofar  as  the  erection  of  the 
garage  was  concerned. 

Of  the  twenty-nine  appeals,  twenty-one  had  to  do  with 
requests  for  variances  to  locate  buildings  or  additions  closer 
to  the  lot  line  than  the  15  feet  required  by  the  By-Law.  The 
balance  covered  appeals  to  build  motels  in  residential  areas, 
creation  of  a  lot  containing  less  than  10,000  square  feet;  ex- 
pansion of  established  business;  extensions  of  non-conform- 
ing use;  and  one,  a  request  by  the  Buzzards  Bay  Gas  Com- 
pany to  construct  and  use  buildings  for  light  manufacturing 
in  a  residential  area. 
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The  Board  would  take  this  opportunity  to  call  attention 
to  the  failure  of  the  Town  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 20  Chapter  40A  General  Laws  pertaining  to  frequency 
of  appeals.  If  adopted,  this  section  would  prohibit  re-hearing 
of  an  appeal  or  petition  which  has  been  unfavorably  acted 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  within  two  years  after  the 
date  of  such  unfavorable  action,  except  with  the  consent  of 
all  the  members  of  the  planning  board.  In  the  absence  of  the 
acceptance  of  this  section  by  the  Town,  it  has  been  held  that 
applications  for  variances  may  be  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Appeals  for  reconsideration  without  limitation  of  any 
lapse  of  time.  This  ruling  has  resulted  in  a  situation  this 
past  year  where  in  two  instances  the  Board  has  been  called 
upon  to  give  consideration  to  three  appeals  from  the  same 
appellant  for  the  same  or  similar  variance  within  a  period 
of  months  only.  This  situation  is  costly  to  the  tax  payer,  and 
the  Board  believes  that  action  looking  towards  its  correc- 
tion should  be  taken. 

Town  property  in  the  possession  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 
consists  presently  of  four  binders  and  thirty-four  manila  files 
containing  the  Board's  records. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the 
Chatham  Fire  Department  for  making  the  Hearing  Room 
available  for  its  meetings.

Report  of  the  Park  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Chatham,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  park  commissioners  report  that  the  program  set  up 
for  1958  was  carried  out  as  planned. 

The  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs  in  Chase  Park  was 
started  in  the  fall.  The  Park  Commissioners  are  indebted  to 
Col.  A.  H.  Alexander  for  planning  and  supervising  the  plant- 
ing of  this  project.  In  1959  this  project  will  be  continued 
as  the  funds  are  received  to  do  so. 

The  "Old  Grist  Mill"  once  again  has  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  most  visited  places  of  interest  in  Chatham.  Mrs.  Earl 
Allen  again  capably  carried  out  the  duties  as  custodian  dur- 
ing the  summer  season  and  reports  over  seven  thousand 
people  visited  the  mill,  despite  the  fact  operation  of  the  mill 
was  curtailed.  Due  to  rot  it  was  necesarry  to  replace  the  tail 
pole,  two  arms  and  one  fan.  Reconstruction  has  been  started 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  mill.  Timbers  were  replaced  with 
timber  of  the  same  dimensions.  This  is  just  part  of  what  has 
to  be  done  if  the  Town  is  to  maintain  the  "Old  Grist  Mill" 
for  posterity.  Your  commissioners  feel  the  "Mill"  is  a  defin- 
ite asset  to  the  Town  of  Chatham,  it  being  one  of  the  few 
"Grist  Mills"  still  in  condition  to  operate.  We  feel,  as  many 
others  who  know  its  value,  its  restoration  is  a  must. 

The  new  parking  area  at  Harding's  Beach  was  completed 
before  the  summer  season  started  and  proved  its  worth  many 
times  over.  We  feel,  however,  another  area  should  be  extended 
in  the  near  future. 

One  lifeguard  was  added  to  the  beach  program,  and 
plans  are  for  the  addition  of  one  more  in  1959,  making  a  total 
of  six.  Many  favorable  comments  were  received  regarding 
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the  lifeguards  and  instructors  and  who,  we  believe,  did  a 
commendable  job  of  all  that  was  asked  of  them.  We  also 
received  many  constructive  suggestions  which  has  led  us 
to  make  revisions  in  our  program  for  the  coming  year. 

The  widening  of  the  parking  area  and  the  installation  of 
bumper  logs  at  the  Chatham  Light  was  another  project  also 
completed  this  year.  This  has  not  only  improved  the  appear- 
ance of  the  area,  but  it  has  relieved  the  traffic  situation. 

Comments  by  residents  of  the  town  are  always  wel- 
come, whether  favorable  or  otherwise.  Only  by  these  com- 
ments can  we  know  the  wishes  of  the  public. 

The  commissioners  believe  the  Parks  looked  well  during 
1958  and  feel  Mr.  Robert  Sutherland  deserves  a  great  deal 
of  credit  for  his  part  in  our  progress.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

Scouting  for  egg  clusters  was  carried  out  in  late  winter 
with  good  results.  We  are  still  clear  of  gypsy  moths.  Scouting 
was  carried  out  during  the  Spring  again  at  regular  intervals 
to  make  sure  we  had  not  missed  any. 

The  tent  caterpillar  was  watched  very  closely  and  as  soon 
as  they  started  to  hatch  we  sprayed  them  before  they  were 
noticeable. 

All  trees  were  sprayed  at  regular  intervals  and  were  kept 
clear  of  insects.  We  sprayed  the  dormant  spray  this  last  year 
and  found  it  to  be  most  important.  Poison-ivy  was  sprayed, 
especially  on  streets  leading  to  beaches,  so  as  to  make  it  more 
safe  for  children  going  to  the  beach  barefoot. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Pine  looper  is  still  under 
control.  The  trapping  program  was  carried  out  as  usual  in 
conjunction  with  Department  of  Conservation.  We  caught 
three  gypsy  moth  millers  in  these  traps  and  will  watch  these 
particular  spots  in  the  coming  year  for  egg  clusters. 

The  fall-web  worm  was  very  spotty  this  past  year,  but  was 
combatted  very  successfully. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people 
who  have  complimented  me  on  my  efforts  as  Moth  Superin- 
tendent in  the  past,  and  only  hope  I  can  be  as  satisfying  to 
them  in  the  future. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
you  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  for  support 
and  cooperation  received  during  the  past  year.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Chatham  for  the  period  from 
July  15,  1956,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  August 
2,  1958,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  de- 
partments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  making  the  orig- 
inal charges.  The  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  Se- 
lectmen's warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town 
funds  and  with  the  payments  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  cash 
book. 
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The  appropriations  and  transfers  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk's  records  of  town  meetings  and  with  the  records  of 
the  finance  committee.  The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed, 
the  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  of  the 
several  departments  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which 
is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  town  on  August  2,  1958. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  and  with  other  sources  from  which 
money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  by 
the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants 
and  with  the  accountant's  records. 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  treasurer's 
cash  balance  on  August  2,  1958  was  proved  by  verification  of 
the  cash  and  memoranda  on  hand,  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  de- 
posit, and  by  verification  of  the  savings  accounts. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  transfers 
to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the 
cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  Federal 
taxes,  county  retirement  system,  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield, 
and  group  life  insurance  were  examined  and  checked,  the 
payments  to  the  proper  agencies  being  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  ac- 
count were  compared  with  the  collector's  books,  and  the  tax 
titles  on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  account- 
ant's ledger. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  excise,  and  departmental 
accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examina- 
tion, as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited 
and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  of  the  assessors  and  the 
departments  committing  the  accounts  for  collection, 

The  collector's  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  by  the  collector  were  checked  with  the  treas- 
urer's and  the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements  were  com- 
pared with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  send- 
ing notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the 
replies  received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

The  town  clerk's  financial  records  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued  and 
of  miscellaneous  receipts  were  compared  with  the  payments 
to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  State. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select- 
men and  by  the  police  and  health  departments  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of 
the  school  and  cemetery  departments,  were  examined  and 
checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer's  and  the 
collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  and 
departmental  accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 
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For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  town  officials  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

A  number  of  trees  were  reported  in  dangerous  conditions, 
and  these  were  taken  care  of  in  the  usual  manner. 

This  Department  received  two  requests  for  permits  to 
remove  some  stately  old  elms  in  the  town,  but  permission  was 
denied  by  the  Tree  Warden,  as  I  didn't  consider  it  necessary 
to  destroy  two  healthy  trees  which  mean  so  much  to  the  ap- 
pearance and  approach  to  any  town. 

This  Department  planted  32  shade  trees  in  1958,  and  am 
quite  pleased  that  we  could  plant  this  many,  as  we  have  a 
limited  amount  of  money  with  which  to  work.  I  was  in  hopes 
to  have  more  money  to  take  proper  care  of  the  trees  we 
already  have  planted,  as  it  is  very  important  to  have  these 
trees  taken  care  of  for  the  first  three  years  anyway. 

The  tree  planting  program  has  to  continue  so  that  our 
streets  will  have  the  natural  beauty  which  attracts  tourists. 
Our  tree-planting  program  is  starting  to  show  and  I  hope  it 
continues,  so  that  Chatham  streets  will  compare  with  any 
other  Cape  town  as  far  as  shade  trees  are  concerned.

Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  Annual  Report  for  the  Cemetery 
Department  for  the  year  1958. 

The  general  work  in  all  cemeteries  was  carried  on  in  the 
usual  manner  and  many  improvements  were  made  during 
the  past  year. 

A  considerable  amount  of  road  work  was  done.  Three 
Hundred  and  Twenty  Five  feet  along  the  Main  Avenue  in 
the  Seaside  Cemetery  has  been  resurfaced  with  black  top 
and  we  hope  to  do  the  remaining  Three  Hundred  and  Fifty 
feet  this  coming  year.  This  is  a  long  range  program  and  it  is 
our  aim  to  resurface  with  black  top  a  few  of  our  roads  each 
year.  All  roads  in  the  Union  Cemetery  have  received  a  heavy 
sealcoat  of  oil. 

A  new  cedar  rail  fence  has  been  put  along  the  West 
side  of  the  Seaside  Cemetery. 

The  new  section  in  the  South  Chatham  Cemetery  is 
completed  and  about  forty  new  lots  will  be  ready  for  use  in 
the  Spring. 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commis- 
sioners and  also  suggested  that  vaults  be  used  for  all  burials 
in  the  future.  This  matter  has  been  discussed  and  investi- 
gated by  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  and  we  find  that 
nearly  all  cemeteries  today  require  vaults.  All  cemeteries  in 
the  Town  of  Chatham,  under  the  care  of  the  Cemetery  De- 
partment, will  require  vaults  for  all  burials  as  of  January  1, 
1959. 

Fifteen  new  cemetery  lots  were  sold  during  1958  and 
$800.00  was  received  for  Perpetual  Care.  The  total  for  Perpet- 
ual Care  Deposits  at  the  present  time  is  $64,435.21. 
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The  Queen  Anne  Cemeteries  were  kept  in  good  order  and 
were  visited  by  many  people  during  the  past  summer. 

We  hope  to  continue  along  the  same  lines  as  last  year 
and  make  improvements  wherever  possible.

The  following  is  my  report  as  Wharfinger  of  the  Chat- 
ham Fish  Pier  for  the  year  1958. 

The  loading  platform  at  the  Fish  Pier  was  repaired  by 
the  installation  of  a  solid  concrete  wall  with  a  six  inch  angle 
iron  on  the  edge.  This  installation  proved  to  be  a  good  and 
substantial  job. 

As  usual,  the  Fish  Pier  was  used  by  many  fishing  parties 
taken  out  by  the  party  fishing  boats  during  the  summer  and 
in  most  instances  it  was  noted  that  these  parties  returned 
with  a  plentiful  supply  of  fish  for  home  use.  From  observation, 
it  seems  that  the  party  fishing  industry  is  increasing  each  and 
every  year. 

During  the  summer,  the  Chatham  fishing  fleet  is  not  very 
active  as  such,  some  of  the  boats  turning  to  lobster  fishing 
and  others  to  trap  fishing. 

During  the  fall,  masonite  was  installed  and  painted  on 
the  walls  of  the  various  stalls  used  for  opening  scallops. 

Refuse  shells  were  removed  from  the  Fish  Pier  premises 
and  not  allowed  to  accumulate,  thereby  eliminating  the  nui- 
sance of  flies  and  rodents. 

Hundreds  of  bushels  of  scallops  were  landed  at  the  Fish 
Pier  by  Chatham  residents,  which  industry  has  proved  to  be 
financially  helpful  to  the  economy  of  Chatham.

Dear  Sirs: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  for  the  year  of  1958. 

The  regular  procedure  in  regard  to  drills  and  pump  test 
were  carried  out  with  Companies  1,  2  and  3.  Fire  drills  were 
held  at  some  of  the  new  locations  when  new  water  supplies 
were  obtained.  There  have  been  two  places  near  Harding's 
Beach  where  some  work  has  been  done  along  these  lines 
that  have  proven  very  satisfactory  and  will  give  good  coverage 
in  that  area.  This  area  is  fast  building  up  as  well  as  other 
areas  in  the  Town  of  Chatham  and  there  is  a  need  for  these 
water  holes  where  there  is  no  hydrant  service  and  our  next 
best  bet  is  a  good  water  supply  near-by.  We  are  always  trying 
to  keep  our  equipment  and  personal  up  to  where  we  can 
protect  all  of  Chatham.  With  the  amount  of  building  in  the 
Chathamport  and  South  Chatham  area  where  there  are  no 
hydrants  we  are  asking  for  a  new  Fire  truck  this  year  with 
a  capacity  of  1,000  gallons  of  water  which  will  give  us  a  total 
of  2400  gallons  for  all  our  trucks.  In  case  of  any  emergency 
call  the  Fire  Department.  Any  odor  of  Gas  or  Carbon  mon- 
oxide should  be  reported  to  the  Fire  Department  at  once  where 
all  testing  equipment  is  available.  Systematic  training  and 
constant  application  according  to  definite  rules  help  our  fire- 
men to  perform  a  more  efficient  public  service.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers  for  the  year  of  1958  for  the  Ambulance  and 
Rescue  Truck.  Last  year  the  Ambulance  and  Rescue  Truck 
responded  to  149  calls  with  a  Red-Cross  man,  an  attendent 
and  a  Nurse. 

During  the  last  eight  years  we  have  handled  all  calls  for 
Emergencies  very  satisfactorily  as  far  as  the  Public  is  con- 
cerned. It  has  been  the  history  of  other  communities  however 
that  these  difficulties  do  not  decrease  as  time  goes  by,  and 
this  means  only  one  thing,  that  it  requires  constant  study  of 
the  Rescue  Squad  so  as  not  to  have  any  delay  in  the  handling 
or  transporting  of  the  sick  or  injured.  We  would  like  to  thank 
all  the  Chatham  Doctors  for  their  help  in  the  last  year  and 
valuable  instructions  over  and  above  the  advanced  training 
that  we  have  received.  Also  many  thanks  to  Miss  Margaret 
Guild  and  all  her  staff  of  officers  also  Chatham  Police  who 
have  shown  so  much  interest  in  what  we  have  to  do  in  carry- 
ing on  this  work. 

Our  Ambulance,  we  have  been  told  by  the  Doctors  has 
more  equipment  of  types  that  will  not  be  found  in  the  average 
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ambulance  and  can  only  be  used  by  Doctors  and  Nurses  in 
extreme  emergencies.  Miss  Guild  and  her  Nurses  are  in  the 
station  often  to  operate  the  equipment.  There  is  still  more  for 
us  to  learn  under  competent  instructors,  Doctors  and  actual 

cases.

Recently  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  through 
its  Civil  Defense  Agency,  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Civil 
Defense  Administration,  has  developed  the  Massachusetts 
Survival  Plan  as  the  best  possible  civil  defense  structure  and 
operational  plan  that  can  be  devised  to  meet  the  threat  of  an 
enemy  attack  under  the  present  conditions. 

This  is  a  basic  and  somewhat  flexible  plan,  designed  to 
be  adaptable  and  meet  the  requirements  of  both  cities  and 
towns.  Its  flexibility  lies  in  the  fact  that  certain  parts  not 
adaptable  to  some  areas  may  be  omitted  without  effect  on 
the  basic  structure  of  the  plan,  and  from  time  to  time  amend- 
ments or  additions  may  be  made  to  cover  future  situations. 

At  the  present  time  Mr.  Sabin  Hutchings  and  I  have  been 
receiving  instructions  from  Sector  2C  headquarters  on  the 
fundamentals  of  this  plan,  how  it  applies  to  Chatham  and  how 
Chatham  fits  into  it.  It  will  be  some  time  before  it  is  com- 
pleted but  it  is  what  has  been  needed  for  a  long  time. 

Chatham  Civil  Defense  Headquarters  were  set  up  on  the 
upper  floor  of  the  Chatham  Fire  Station  some  time  ago,  and 
during  the  year  of  1958  two  rooms  were  finished  and  heat 
installed.  This  material  and  labor  was  paid  out  of  CD  funds 
and  now  headquarters  are  in  readiness  should  an  emergency 
occur. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Paul  Karr  a  communication 
station  and  a  group  of  well  trained  radio  operators  have  been 
set  up  at  this  location. 
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Two  radiological  monitoring  sets  were  granted  to  the 
town  at  no  charge  on  the  completion  of  a  course  taken  by  ten 
Chatham  men  on  this  subject.  Mr.  Leon  Eldredge,  in  charge  of 
this  group  has  one  set  and  the  other  set  was  turned  over  to 
Mr.  G.  Goodspeed  for  Fire  Department  use.  An  advanced 
course  on  the  use  of  these  instruments  has  just  been  com- 
pleted at  Bridgewater. 

The  Chatham  Civil  Defense  Agency  has  taken  part  in  all 
of  this  years  training  exercises  and  all  Sector  meetings  have 
been  attended. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  most  sincerely,  those  who  have 
given  their  time  and  effort  to  this  work.

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Report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

The  year  1958  ended  just  about  as  anticipated.  The  only 
unusual  feature  was  the  even  greater  number  of  hospital 
cases  than  was  planned  for  and  hence  the  necessity  of  calling 
upon  the  Finance  Committee  again  for  financial  assistance. 
With  the  World  War  I  veterans  getting  older  it  must  be  ex- 
pected that  there  will  be  more  physical  disabilities  and  we 
are  preparing  for  this  situation  in  1959  and  have  requested 
consideration  of  an  adequate  budget. 

On  the  other  hand  there  have  been  no  new  veterans 
added  to  the  rolls  since  January  31,  1955  inasmuch  as  that 
was  the  official  date  of  the  termination  of  the  Korean  police 
action.  Right  here  we  wish  to  object  to  the  status  of  these 
fine  young  men  who  have  been  called  into  service  since  that 
date.  When  they  are  discharged  they  are  not  recognized  as 
veterans,  have  no  benefits  of  any  sort  and  when  they  return 
to  civil  life  they  are  not  even  granted  the  benefits  of  the 
GI  Education  program.  It  hardly  seems  like  the  American 
way  to  take  these  flower  of  American  youth  out  of  their 
normal  pathways  of  life,  remove  them  from  the  class  rooms, 
deprive  them  the  privilege  of  an  education  and  then  pour 
them  back  into  civilian  population  without  at  least  the  op- 
portunity of  renewing  their  studies. 

The  quickest  way  for  the  Communists  to  capture  America 
without  firing  a  shot  is  to  have  a  bankrupt  America  and  an 
ignorant  America.  Certainly  Uncle  Sam  must  eventually  real- 
ize the  plight  of  these  fine  young  men  they  are  drafting,  and 
guarantee  them  the  right  of  a  higher  learning.  America  can- 
not afford  to  be  as  good  as  the  Communists  educationally,  we 
must  be  BETTER.  In  these  days  of  electronics  and  space 
pioneering,  America  needs  the  encouragement  and  resource- 
fulness of  the  young  scientific  minds.  Facilities  should  be

afforded  advanced  study  in  this  field  and  every  possible  assist- 
ance given  those  who  have  been  denied  this  privilege  by  their 
forced  service  in  times  of  peace. 

Speaking  of  benefits  afforded  veterans  let  us  bring  to  your 
attention  one  greatly  mistaken  idea.  Some  people,  too  many, 
believe  that  a  veteran  is  entitled  to  all  benefits  merely  because 
he  is  a  man  who  has  served  his  country  during  a  period  of 
war.  It  is  very  unfair  to  the  millions  of  veterans  for  this  mis- 
taken idea  to  prevail.  No  veteran  of  any  war  is  entitled  to 
veterans  benefits  merely  because  he  is  a  veteran.  To  qualify 
for  Veterans  Benefits  he  must  be  in  NEED.  Were  he  not  a 
veteran  he  would  be  granted  alleviation  of  his  NEED  as  long 
as  it  existed  through  the  Welfare  Departments.  Because  he 
had  the  honor  of  serving  his  country  in  time  of  danger,  the 
law  forbids  that  we  pauperize  him.  Therefore,  when  he  quali- 
fies he  goes  to  the  Veterans  Services  instead  of  the  Welfare, 
and  ONLY  because  there  is  the  important  factor  of  need.  It 
is  a  sacred  privilege  to  serve  these  cases  and  it  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  work  with  and  for  the  veterans  of  Chatham.  We 
have  had  total  cooperation  from  the  Selectmen,  other  town 
officials,  and  from  the  veterans  themselves.  They  have  been 
modest  in  their  requests,  have  appreciated  the  legal  assistance 
given  them  under  the  provisions  tof  Chapter  115  and  we 
thank  them  for  realizing  that  they,  too,  are  taxpayers.  In 
conclusion  may  we  also  thank  the  doctors  for  their  assistance 
in  obtaining  hospital  treatments  for  the  worthy  cases  and  the 
approval  by  the  VA  for  those  entitled  to  compensation  and 
pensions.  May  1959  continue  to  be  another  year  of  PEACE.

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Report  of  the  Harbor  Improvement  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Chatham: 

The  Harbor  Improvement  Committee,  approved  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  9,  1958,  has  held  15  meetings 
during  the  year.  The  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  and  other 
interested  departments  have  been  contacted  for  informa- 
tion and  suggestions.  Several  meetings  were  held  with  own- 
ers of  private  property  on  the  waterfront,  also  with  owners 
of  docking  and  boating  facilities  now  in  operation.  Mooring 
layout  plans  and  standards  for  the  moorings  have  been  ap- 
proved for  the  Stage  Harbor  area.  Fairways  have  been  laid 
out,  and  work  on  all  these  projects  started  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Harbor  Master.  It  is  anticipated  that  moorings 
for  visiting  boats  will  be  available  in  the  summer  of  1959. 

Water  skiing — the  setting  aside  of  areas  for  this  sport 
have  been  discussed.  Having  the  interests  of  all  concerned, 
more  information  on  this  subject  is  still  being  received.  Facil- 
ities in  all  sections  of  the  Town  have  been  studied.  One  con- 
clusion is  that  boating  and  allied  water  activity  problems, 
are  not  confined  to  the  waterways  alone.  Parking,  adequate 
areas  to  anchor  or  secure  small  craft,  necessary  to  get  to 
larger  moored  boats,  are  a  large  part  of  the  needs  at  this 
time. 

After  a  careful  survey,  we  find  Stage  Harbor  with  a  10 
by  150  foot  channel,  and  enlarged  mooring  basin,  lacking  in 
docks  or  marina,  for  taking  on  water,  gas,  ice,  supplies,  and 
passengers  necessary  for  larger  boats,  which  would  use  the 
channel,  and  mooring  basin  now  available. 

Suitable  and  Town-owned  property  in  the  Harding's 
Beach  Marsh  Area  could  be  used  for  this  purpose.  We  rec- 
ommend that  the  ramp  at  Mitchels  River  be  extended  to 
eliminate  the  drop  at  the  water  end. 

It  has  been  noted  that  South  Chatham  lacks  a  harbor  of 
any  kind  that  can  be  used  at  all  tide  stages. 
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Pleasant  Bay,  Ryders  Cove,  Crows  Pond,  and  West  Chat- 
ham, all  lack  parking  space  and  room  for  anchoring  on  the 
shore.  There  is  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  regarding 
Ryders  Cove. 

The  Committee  feels  it  is  preferable  to  encourage  pri- 
vate business  to  extend  and  develop  new  facilities  in  this 
field.  We  recommend  that  the  Committee  be  continued  to 
study  the  needs  for  future  Harbor  improvement.

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Thursday: 

afternoon — Boys  of  Grades  7  and  8 
evening — Boy  Scout  Meeting 

Friday: 

afternoon — Girls  of  Grades  7-12 
Saturday: 

Boys  of  all  ages,  or  girls  if  arranged  in  advance 

During  the  afternoon  sessions  games  such  as  basketball, 
shooting  baskets,  volleyball,  ping  pong,  badminton,  football 
passing,  softball,  baseball  and  other  semi-organized  games 
were  conducted. 

A  very  successful  basketball  league  for  grades  4,  5  and  6 
was  held  and  enjoyed  by  all.  A  basketball  tournament  was 
held  for  High  School  boys  and  was  very  well  attended  and 
successful. 

In  addition  to  the  above  program  we  supported  the  Little 
League  with  equipment.  Also  we  supported  the  Pony  League 
with  equipment  and  with  the  supervision  by  Mr.  Robert  E. 
Gleason  the  Recreation  Director. 

In  the  summer  months  the  Community  Building  was  used 
by  summer  visitors  for  informal  games.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6  and  7  of 
the  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Chatham,  I  hereby  submit  the 
folowing  report  as  Harbor  Master  for  the  year  of  1958. 

1958  proved  to  be  a  rather  difficult  year  around  the 
waterfront.  Continued  easterly  weather  during  the  winter 
and  spring  caused  excessive  shoaling  at  Chatham  Bar.  The 
outside  bar  worked  to  the  southward  and  westward  about  one 
half  mile  and  so  much  sand  was  deposited  in  that  area  it 
became  difficult  to  locate  and  buoy  the  best  channel  across 
it.  Buoys  were  moved  several  times  to  conform  with  the  con- 
stant changes  in  the  channel  and  were  maintained  in  this 
and  the  Old  Harbor  areas. 

The  late  wet  spring  hampered  the  work  of  getting  the 
Mill  Pond  and  Ryder's  Cove  buoys  and  the  Town  owned 
floats  in  the  water.  Under  the  present  conditions  this  work 
must  be  done  outside  and  is  accomplished  at  the  mercy  of 
the  weather.  This  work  was  started  on  schedule  in  March 
and  in  time  to  have  been  completed  in  early  May,  but  the 
unusually  rainy  spring  held  up  its  completion  until  the  lat- 
ter part  of  June.  These  units,  five  floats  and  forty  nine 
buoys  have  been,  with  the  exception  of  the  new  Oyster  Pond 
float,  in  the  water  many  years  and  are  so  impregnated  with 
salt  that  satisfactory  work  can  be  done  only  on  clear  dry 
days.  The  salt  tends  to  collect  and  hold  moisture  on  damp 
days,  making  painting  impractical.  They  were  however,  paint- 
ed and  launched  in  June  and  hauled  and  stored  for  the  win- 
ter in  December. 

In  addition  to  the  rainy  weather,  the  dredging  opera- 
tions in  Stage  Harbor  added  complications  to  setting  the 
Mill  Pond  and  Mitchell  River  buoys.  These  buoys  are  usually 
set  by  visual  observations  at  low  water,  eliminating  hours  of 
sounding.  Due  to  the  dirty  water  caused  by  the  dredging

these  observations  could  not  be  made,  and  it  became  neces- 
sary to  sound  out  and  mark  the  channel  with  stakes  before 
the  buoys  could  be  set.  This  work  was  completed  in  June  and 
wherein  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  regulations  require  these  buoys 
be  in  service  until  December  15,  the  early  ice  prevented  re- 
lieving them. 

The  same  condition  applies  to  the  Ryder's  Cove  buoys. 
This  presents  no  particular  problem  other  than  the  fact 
the  work  could  not  be  completed  as  usual  within  the  year. 
They  will  be  relieved  and  stored  as  soon  as  the  ice  breaks 
up  and  leaves. 

A  crew  from  the  CGC  Hornbeam  arrived  in  Stage  Harbor 
during  the  first  week  of  May  to  buoy  the  newly  dredged  en- 
trance channel.  The  old  buoys  were  relieved  and  renewed 
and  moved  to  mark  the  channel.  The  two  new  buoys  re- 
quested in  1957  were  approved  and  set  on  station.  This  work 
required  four  days  and  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
local  Harbor  Master.  We  now  have  a  good  well  buoyed  chan- 
nel, one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  wide  and  ten  feet  deep  lead- 
ing to  a  good  safe  harbor.  It  is  the  general  opinion  that  this 
will  bring  many  of  the  larger  type  boats  to  this  port  for 
visits  and  vacationing.  Plans  for  mooring  sites  have  been 
made  that  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  all  persons  using  the 
harbor  and  an  investigation  is  now  in  process  by  the  Har- 
bor Improvement  Committee  to  provide  service  for  local 
and  visiting  boatmen. 

The  Coast  Guard  35  foot  motor  lifeboat,  attached  to 
the  Chatham  Station  which  was  formally  moored  in  this  har- 
bor but  moved  to  Harwichport  after  the  channel  shoaled  is 
expected  back  in  the  spring  to  be  stationed  here  permanently. 

At  the  Fish  Pier  the  bulkhead  at  the  end  of  the  south 
bay,  erected  to  protect  the  shore  and  the  basin  for  the  float 
well  proved  its  worth.  This  is  the  first  year  there  has  been 
no  shoaling  in  this  area  and  it  is  evident  that  last  winter's 
easterly  winds  would  have  filled  this  basin  with  sand  had  it 
not  been  for  the  bulkhead.  The  new  walk  to  the  float  is  also 
a  much  needed  improvement.  It  not  only  provides  a  safe 
passage  to  and  from  boats  stopping  at  the  float,  but  affords

a  safe  place  for  visitors  to  stand  and  watch  party  boats  un- 
load their  catches. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen 
for  their  interest  and  for  their  effort  in  bringing  about  these 
many  improvements,  and  for  their  support  in  continuing  and 
maintaining  these  facilities.

This  committee,  understanding  that  its  purpose  is  to 
secure  for  the  Town  an  accurate  and  unbiased  estimate  of  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages,  both  cost-wise  and  academ- 
iclly,  of  regionalizing,  has  necessarily  had  to  proceed  on  the 
basis  that  the  logical  Regional  School  District  would  include 
Chatham,  Harwich,  and  possibly  Brewster,  since  our  other 
neighbors  are  already  regionalized. 

In  addition  to  our  local  meetings  we  have  met  with  the 
Harwich  Regional  Committee,  and  with  them,  with  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance 
Commission  and  with  our  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Jesse 
Morgan,  and  Guidance  Director,  James  Alcock  we  are  pres- 
ently engaged  in  a  detailed  study  of  space  requirements, 
based  both  on  our  present  curricula  offerings,  and  an  expand- 
ed offering,  including  emphasis  on  practical  arts,  that  could 
be  incorporated  in  a  large  school. 

We  have  not  yet  secured  sufficient  information  to  justify 
a  detailed  report,  and  therefore  ask  that  this  be  accepted 
as  a  report  of  progress,  and  that  this  committee  be  con- 
tinued in  service.

Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Chatham,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  we  are  experi- 
encing one  of  our  better  years,  as  far  as  the  Scallop  crop  is 
concerned.  The  approximate  amount  of  bushels  obtained  to 
date  is  forty-thousand.  The  Scallops  this  year  were  and  still 
are  of  good  size  in  all  areas,  including  Strong  Island  Meadow, 
Pleasant  Bay,  Inward  Point,  and  Harding's  Beach  Channel.  In 
Crow's  Pond  and  at  Fox  Hill,  the  production  was  very  good, 
though,  the  size  was  medium.  The  Crow's  Pond  area  was 
closed  for  one  month  to  all  but  persons  holding  family  per- 
mits. It  appeared  that  everyone  that  used  this  area  obtained 
their  limit  and  were  contented. 

The  continued  program  of  destruction  of  the  shellfish 
enemies  seems  to  be  returning  successful  crops  of  all  types  of 
shellfish.  Better  than  five  hundred  bushels  of  Conks  have  been 
destroyed,  along  with  fifteen  thousand  Whelks,  numerous 
Round  Wrinkle  Collars,  and  approximately  eighty  thousand 
Horseshoe  Crabs.  The  latter  are  probably  the  greatest  enemies 
of  the  shellfish  in  our  area,  and  their  continued  destruction 
should  benefit  our  future  shellfish  crops. 

As  in  the  past,  the  program  of  planting  shellfish  seeds 
has  continued.  Approximately  seventy-five  bushels  of  seed 
Quahogs  have  been  transplanted  from  Pleasant  Bay  to  various 
sections  of  town.  Also,  fifty  bushels  of  large  oysters  have  been 
transplanted  in  various  sections,  and  they,  in  turn,  have  re- 
sulted in  a  good  set  of  seed.  It  is  well  to  mention  that  a  good 
set  of  Scallop,  Quahog,  and  Clam  seeds  has  formed  in  Stage 
Harbor  since  the  Cut-Through  has  been  closed. 

Numerous  areas  are  and  have  been  closed  for  Quahogs 
due  to  the  transplants  received  from  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts. These  areas  are:  North  of  Mitchell's  River  Bridge,  the

Northeast  corner  of  the  Oytser  Pond,  and  on  the  Harbor  Cove 
side  of  Ryders  Cove. 

There  is  a  continued  effort  to  restrict  shellfishing  to 
natives  and  seasonal  property  owners.  However,  there  are  still 
cases  of  vacationers  and  persons  from  neighboring  towns 
shellfishing  in  town.  Many  have  been  cautioned,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  incidence  will  be  further  reduced  each  year.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

As  you  study  the  following  Chatham  School  reports  for 
1958  you  will  note  that  your  school  system  continues  to  grow 
steadily. 

The  establishment  of  a  5-member  school  committee  has 
proved  stimulating  and  the  exchange  of  ideas  productive. 

Increased  enrollment,  the  appointment  of  additional 
teachers,  providing  special  instruction  for  slow  learners,  and 
the  salary  adjustments  necessary  to  place  all  teachers  prop- 
erly on  salary  schedule  by  1960  contribute  to  the  large 
increase  in  the  cost  of  instruction. 

We  were  pleased  to  offer  a  program  of  Adult  Education 
which  was  received  with  enthusiasm.  Your  suggestions  for 
the  expansion  of  the  program  are  solicited. 

You  will  note  a  large  increase  in  the  Vocational  Education 
Budget.  The  enrollment  of  six  students  at  the  Barnstable 
Trade  School,  for  whom  transportation  and  tuition  have  to  be 
paid,  and  the  enrollment  of  two  students  at  Bristol  County 
Agricultural  School  account  for  much  of  that  increase.  There 
is  a  definite  need  for  additional  facilities  for  vocational  in- 
struction in  the  Mid-Cape  area  in  order  that  more  students 
can  take  courses  better  adapted  to  their  abilities.  As  we  sur- 
vey the  space  needs  of  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  this 
fact  must  be  kept  in  mind. 

It  has  already  become  necessary  this  year  to  establish 
a  third  first  grade.  When  the  present  first  grade  totaling 
nearly  80  pupils  reaches  the  fourth  grade  our  growing  pains 
will  become  acute.  In  the  interim  we  must  plan  for  that,  and 
be  prepared  by  having  worked  out  a  solution  whereby  the 
junior  and  senior  high  school  will  be  adequately  provided  for 
and  can  relinquish  space  for  use  of  the  additional  elementary 
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grades.  Your  thoughtful  consideration  of  this  problem  which 
is  of  great  concern  to  your  School  Committee  will  be  appre- 
ciated. 

A  letter  of  commendation  for  the  lengthening  of  the  high 
school  day  was  received  from  Mr.  Owen  B.  Kiernan,  State 
Commissioner  of  Education.  By  providing  one  extra  period 
daily  many  extra  curricula  activities  are  possible  without 
sacrificing  much-needed  class  time. 

We  wish  to  pay  special  tribute  to  Mrs.  Josephine  Crcwell 
whose  retirement  was  accepted  with  much  regret.  She  will 
be  fondly  rememberd  by  hundreds  of  students  whom  she 
taught  while  serving  fifteen  years  as  English  teacher  in  the 
High  School. 

In  conclusion  we  gratefully  acknowledge  your  generous 
support  of  the  Chatham  Schools.  We  shall  endeavor  at  all 
times  to  justify  the  confidence  which  you  have  shown  in  your 
Chatham  School  Committee.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Chatham: 

The  year  now  closing  witnessed  an  educational  awaken- 
ing which  temporarily,  at  least,  stirred  America  deeply.  Cer- 
tainly there  is  keener  interest  in  education  everywhere  in 
the  country  to-day  than  there  has  been  for  many  years. 
Parents,  the  general  public  and  educators  have  become  deeply 
concerned.  Criticisms,  nothing  new  to  American  education, 
have  been  levelled  at  the  schools  from  all  directions.  Many 
of  these  of  course  were  not  justified.  Good  things  thrive  on 
criticism.  The  most  shallow  of  these  is  worthy  of  full  and 
careful  examination.  We  know  that  modern  equipment,  ade- 
quate supplies,  the  best  textbooks,  good  plant,  and  above  all 
excellent  teachers  are  imperative.  The  future  of  this  country 
is  dependent  on  our  schools.  The  kind  of  preparation  we  give 
our  children  will  be  directly  reflected  in  the  strength  of  the 
America  of  the  future. 

In  Chatham  the  School  Committee  have  earnestly  and 
conscientiously  endeavored  to  provide  an  atmosphere,  a  cli- 
mate, for  the  improvement  of  the  training  of  the  children  of 
the  community.  The  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  town  have 
granted  the  Committee's  request  for  adequate  funds  for  the 
support  of  the  schools.  Needed  textbooks,  encyclopedias,  maps 
and  supplies  have  been  purchased.  The  original  Chatham 
High  School  has  been  partly  re-roofed.  In  two  classrooms, 
combination  chair-desk  units  replace  old  furniture,  acoustic 
ceilings  and  fluorescent  fixtures  have  been  installed  and  a 
redecorating  job  done.  Large  storage  cases  and  some  necessary 
science  equipment  have  been  obtained.  More  are  needed  as 
well  as  new  laboratory  tables.  The  science  quarters  will  always 
be  limited  because  of  space.  However  the  School  Committee 
are  well  on  the  way  to  bringing  it  to  as  modern  condition  as 
possible.  The  cafeteria  kitchen  has  been  rearranged  and  a  new 
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bake  oven  has  been  installed.  This  has  allowed  for  the  use  of 
more  government  surplus  food  and  has  made  the  food  more 
appealing  to  the  pupils  as  witnessed  by  the  greatly  increased 
participation  in  the  program.  Mrs.  Ryder  and  her  assistants 
should  be  pleased  with  the  improvement  in  the  program.  It 
should  be  reported  that  the  School  Committee  are  in  receipt 
of  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  Stalker,  State  Director  of  School 
Lunch  Programs,  reporting  the  results  of  the  annual  inspec- 
tion. Last  year  the  Elementary  School  received  high  com- 
mendation this  year  both  schools  were  praised.  Mr.  Stalker 
spoke  of  the  rearrangement  of  the  kitchen,  the  "home-cook- 
ed" foods,  the  bake  oven,  the  menus  and  the  increased  parti- 
cipation. Both  Mrs.  Cardoza  and  Mrs.  Ryder,  the  principals, 
Mrs.  Eldredge  and  Mr.  Basse tt  and  the  respective  cafeteria 
staffs  can  well  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  our  cafeterias  are 
first  class.  In  addition  to  the  other  improvements  our  lunch 
programs  appear  to  be  on  their  way  to  becoming  self-support- 
ing. 

The  room  on  the  first  floor,  formerly  used  for  Mechanical 
drawing  is  in  process  of  conversion  to  a  mathematics  room. 
The  Art  Department  will  use  the  large  room  now  used  for 
mathematics  as  a  headquarters.  The  shop  has  new  fluorescent 
lights,  a  partition,  and  the  mechanical  drawing  will  be  moved 
to  that  location.  Mr.  Bassett  and  Mr.  Fougere  are  engaged  in 
reorganizing  the  shop  program.  All  are  in  agreement  that  a 
six-year  program  of  woodworking  will  be  more  productive 
than  spreading  energy  thinly  over  a  broader  program.  The 
Committee  have  approved  these  changes  to  bring  the  indust- 
rial arts  program  to  a  high  level. 

At  the  elementary  school  Mr.  Cropley  generously  gave  his 
time  to  make  a  large,  library  table,  and  book  cases. 

The  report  of  the  Principal  Mr.  Bassett,  containing  a 
discussion  of  the  changes  in  the  length  of  the  school  day  and 
program  along  with  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Guidance 
follow  in  full: 
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Report  of  the  High  School  Principal 


Enrollment  in  the  Chatham  Junior-Senior  High  School 
and  grades  4-6  on  October  1  was  428  in  grades  4-6;  250  in 
grades  7-12.  This  represents  an  increase  of  21  over  last  year. 

As  the  school  has  increased  its  enrollments,  the  differ- 
ences in  achievement  and  ability  among  the  students  have 
become  increasingly  noticeable.  All  students  do  not  have  the 
same  academic  potentialities.  Superior  students,  whose  talents 
are  so  urgently  needed  today,  are  not  sufficiently  challenged 
or  inspired,  if  assigned  only  the  average  work.  Slower  stu- 
dents, if  given  work  that  is  too  difficut  for  them,  become 
discouraged.  The  problem  of  individual  differences  among 
the  students  has,  therefore,  become  exceedingly  important.  It 
has  a  vital  bearing  on  course  offerings,  materials  of  instruc- 
tion, and  teaching  procedures. 

One  effective  measure  of  providing  for  individual  needs, 
and  at  the  same  time  upgrading  the  quality  of  education,  is 
that  of  homogeneous  (ability)  grouping.  Since  the  "above 
average"  as  well  as  the  "average"  and  "slow"  learner  attend 
the  same  school  and  take  the  required  courses,  each  should 
be  given  a  curriculum  which  presents  a  challenge  to  him.  On 
the  senior  high  school  level  a  certain  amount  of  automatic 
grouping  occurs  because  the  students'  programs  include  elect- 
ive subjects.  Nevertheless,  additional  grouping  has  been  found 
to  work  very  successfully  in  the  required  subjects  and  in  a 
certain  few  other  subjects. 

The  Chatham  Junior-Senior  High  School,  therefore,  in 
order  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  its  students,  has  grouped 
them  in  required  subjects  according  to  ability  and  achieve- 
ment. The  means  used  to  determine  the  grouping  were:  pupil 
achievement,  testing  program,  and  teacher  recommendation. 
Ability  grouping  has  been  in  effect  in  the  senior  high  school 
for  several  years.  This  year  it  was  extended  to  the  junior  high 
school  level. 
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Closely  related  to  the  problem  of  increased  enrollments 
and  differences  in  achievement  and  ability  among  students 
is  that  of  schedule  making.  No  phase  of  the  school  program 
escapes  the  influence  of  the  schedule.  To  a  considerable  ex- 
tent it  reflects  the  purposes  and  philosophy  of  the  school.  A 
good  schedule  provides  for  the  accomplishement  of  many 
worth-while  projects  within  its  framework.  It  also  affords 
a  sufficient  variety  of  grouping  so  that  each  student  may 
make  maximum  educational  progress. 

To  improve  the  program  and  to  help  realize  more  fully 
the  goals  of  better  schedule  planning,  the  school  has  adopted 
a  new  schedule  this  year.  The  school  day  has  been  lengthened, 
and  an  extra  period  added.  Six  fifty  minute  class  periods  pro- 
vide ample  teaching  time,  and  permit  supervised  study  in  all 
subjects.  The  present  organization  also  makes  possible  a 
daily  Activity  Period  of  forty  minutes.  Educators  believe  that 
the  Activity  Period  is  a  means  for  developing  desirable  civic 
and  social  activities  for  pupils.  All  extracurricular  activities, 
as  well  as  Art  and  Music,  meet  during  this  period.  The 
Activity  Period  schedule  for  1958-1959  follows:

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An  educational  program  which  serves  the  Community 
and  individual  effectively,  therefore,  must  continuously  be  in 
a  process  of  reexamination  and  reconstruction.  Ability  group- 
ing and  schedule  planning  show  the  importance  of  this.  Other 
projects  under  consideration  at  this  time  include  a  revision 
of  the  shop  curriculum,  a  study  of  the  instrumental  music 
program,  and  the  construction  of  courses  of  study  in  grades 
7-12. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
citizens  of  Chatham,  the  School  Committee,  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  the  faculty  for  their  cooperation  and  interest  in 
the  progress  and  welfare  of  the  school.

Report  of  the  Guidance  Director 


Twenty-nine  students  were  graduated  in  the  Class  of 
1958:  12  are  employed;  2  are  married;  4  have  entered  military 
service;  11  are  continuing  their  education. 

In  the  past  four  years  substantial  progress  has  been  made 
towards  providing  pupils  with  additional  information  about 
themselves.  A  guidance  record  has  been  developed  that  pre- 
sents for  examination  by  student  and  parent  a  student's 
scores  and  ratings  in  ability,  interests,  classroom  achievement, 
standard  measures  of  educational  progress,  and  personality 
and  character  development.  Reliable  tests  have  been  selected 
including  the  comprehensive  test  series  instituted  last  year — 
the  School  and  College  Abilities  Test  and  the  Sequential  Tests 
of  Educational  Progress.  A  system  of  teacher-pupil  evaluation 
of  personality  and  character  development  is  in  operation. 
Clerical  help  with  guidance  records  during  the  summer  vaca- 
tion has  been  provided. 

Our  guidance  record  has  become  an  adequate  basis  for 
effective  counseling,  and  thanks  to  the  help  in  counseling 
provided  by  Mr.  Durkin,  all  students  in  grades  7-12  are  ex- 
pected to  be  reached. 
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Educational  and  occupational  information  is  discussed  in 
counseling  sessions  and  as  part  of  class  work.  At  present  a 
great  deal  of  reference  and  display  material  is  needed.  The 
major  part  of  the  guidance  budget  recently  has  gone  towards 
developing  the  guidance  record  and  acquiring  test  materials 
and  services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  larger  share  of  guidance  funds 
for  the  1959-1960  school  year  can  be  applied  to  the  develop- 
ment of  an  occupational  information  library.  However,  the 
experience  of  other  high  school  guidance  programs  indicate 
that  is  is  very  difficult  to  maintain  and  disseminate  occupa- 
tional information  effectively  until  a  school  is  large  enough 
to  acquire  the  services  of  a  librarian. 

Attempting  to  help  pupils  with  special  problems  has 
brought  several  matters  of  serious  concern  into  focus.  With 
the  larger  classes  entering  the  junior  high  we  are  meeting 
a  number  of  educational  problems  that  cannot  be  helped  by 
guidance.  It  is  very  necessary  to  request  special  facilities  for 
the  seriously  slow  learner  and  a  separate  remedial  reading 
program  for  those  with  specific  reading  difficulties.  Such  a 
program  should  extend  from  the  elementary  level  through 
high  school.  Consideration  of  a  stricter  promotion  policy  in 
the  lower  grades  is  requested.  Pupils  who  are  more  than  one 
year  below  grade  in  either  reading  or  arithmetic  are  unable 
to  receive  sufficient  help  through  normal  methods  at  the 
junior  high  level. 

From  the  standpoint  of  guidance  it  is  necessary  to  con- 
sider the  expansion  of  the  industrial  arts  program  in  the 
near  future  if  the  needs  of  Chatham  students  are  to  be  met. 
Trade  training  openings  in  the  Barnstable  High  Trade  Pro- 
gram are  limited  for  out-of-town  pupils  and  are  expected  to 
become  more  limited.  Even  the  opportunity  to  enter  military 
service  schools  is  being  curtailed. 

Formal  guidance  is  but  one  cog  in  the  educational  system. 
Knowing  that  it  is  accepted  as  a  cooperative  task  is  greatly 
appreciated.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Elementary  School 


I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  an  annual  report  of  the 
Chatham  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment  in  the  School  on  Depot  Street  on  October  1 
was  244:  in  grades  1  at  the  present  time,  74  children  are 
enrolled.  This  is  the  largest  class  of  youngsters  to  enter  our 
school. 

No  change  in  the  teaching  staff,  kindergarten  through 
Grade  3,  has  enabled  the  continuity  of  school  work  to  proceed 
undisturbed.  It  is  difficult  to  enumerate  the  excellent  work 
the  individual  teachers  are  doing,  as  their  tasks  are  many  and 
varied.  Our  school  lunch  program,  the  work  in  the  school 
health  department,  the  banking  program  sponsored  by  the 
Cape  Cod  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank,  the  bus  drivers  and  the 
splendid  work  of  the  Custodian  all  add  to  the  effectiveness 
of  our  school  program.  The  effort  and  interest  in  the  many 
extra  duties  performed  in  behalf  of  the  school  and  its  pupils 
is  greatly  appreciated.  The  rapport  between  the  school  per- 
sonnel and  the  townspeople  is  very  pleasing. 

The  remedial  reading  program  is  being  carried  on  by 
the  Principal  similar  to  last  year's  work. 

We  are  fortunate  indeed  to  have  a  central  library  instal- 
led in  our  school  this  year.  Mr.  Bert  Cropley  built  a  splendid 
large  reading  table,  book  cases  and  a  book  display  rack  for 
the  children.  He  also  painted  a  dozen  chairs  in  blending  pastel 
colors.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Morgan,  our  Superintend- 
ent and  the  School  Committee,  an  encyclopedia  and  many 
fine  books  have  been  procured.  Each  year  we  hope  to  add  to 
the  book  collection.  A  library  in  the  school  serves  at  least 
three  educational  purposes.  This  special  unit  (1)  stimulates 
children  to  engage  in  leisure  activities  involving  reading; 

(2)  facilitates  study  especially  with  reference  materials;  and 

(3)  provides  opportunity  for  the  development  of  desirable 
library  attitudes  and  habits. 

The  children  are  enjoying  a  variety  of  playground  equip- 
ment which  was  installed  in  the  school  yard  last  Spring. 
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In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Citizens  of  Chatham,  the  School  Committee,  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  Faculty  for  their  cooperation  and  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  our  school.

Report  of  the  Elementary  Supervisor 


Our  testing  program  is  as  complete  as  any  in  the  state. 
We  use  the  following  tests: 

I  Mental  Ability 

(a)  Science  Research  Associates  Test  of  Primary  Abil- 
ities given  to  all  children  entering  grade  one. 

(b)  Otis  Alpha  Mental  Ability  Tests — given  to  all  third 
grade  children  and  to  new  children  entering  grades 
one  through  three. 

(c)  Otis  Beta  Mental  Ability  Tests — given  to  all  sixth 
grade  children  and  to  new  children  entering  grades 
four  through  six. 

(d)  Stanford-Benet  Individual  Tests  given  to: 

1.  Students  who  come  out  low  or  very  high  on  group 
tests. 

2.  Students  whose  abilities  and  achievement  scores 
are  not  consistent. 

3.  Others  referred  by  teachers. 

II  Stanford  Achievement  Tests — 

Given  to  all  students  near  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

III  Durrell- Sullivan  Reading  Diagnostic  Tests — 

Given  to  all  pupils  at  grade  four  level  and  to  students  in 
grades  three  through  six  with  special  reading  problems. 

The  result  of  this  intensive  testing  program  has  been  to 
get  a  clear  idea  of  each  child's  capacity  and  progress.  The 
teachers  and  I  study  results  and  use  them  to  individualize 
instruction. 
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Due  to  this  factor  and  to  the  conscientious  work  of  the 
teachers  in  developing  reading  skills  and  a  sound  foundation 
in  phonics,  there  are  very  few  pupils  reading  below  grade 
level.  For  these  few  we  have  established  the  following  remed- 
ial program: 

I.    In  grades  one  through  three,  Mrs.  Eldredge  takes  out 

Children  for  remedial  work  daily. 
II.    In  grades  four  through  eight,  we  now  have  the  services 

of  Dene  Kelley  of  Harwich  two  mornings  a  week  to  give 

help  to  children  who  are  below  grade. 
III.    In  grades  four  through  six,  I  spend  most  of  one  day  with 

pupils  who  need  special  help  with  any  type  of  problem. 

These  are  referred  to  me  by  the  room  teachers. 
The  promised  guide  in  Social  Studies  at  third  grade  level 
is  now  completed  and  needs  only  editing  and  printing  to  be 
in  useable  shape.  A  rough  form  is  already  in  the  hands  of 
third  grade  teachers.  I  am  grateful  to  Mrs.  Helen  Hilcken, 
teacher  in  grade  three,  for  the  very  thorough  and  excellent 
unit  on  Chatham  which  is  included  in  this  guide.  This  set 
of  units  on  Cape  Cod  is  the  only  complete  teacher's  guide  on 
the  Cape  being  used  in  schools. 

We  are  now  ready  to  work  on  revising  our  science  cur- 
riculum. Several  teachers  from  both  towns  in  the  school  union 
have  volunteered  to  help  on  studying  curriculum  needs  and 
effective  up-to-date  materials  to  be  used  in  this  program. 

In  addition  to  carrying  on  remedial  work  with  slower 
learners,  we  considered  this  year  the  needs  of  the  gifted 
children.  A  large  percent  of  the  Chatham  elementary  teach- 
ers attended  a  course  conducted  by  Dr.  Gene  Phillips  of 
Boston  University  on  the  subject  of  the  gifted  child.  At  this 
course  we  heard  lecturers  in  various  fields  discuss  how  to  care 
for  this  type  of  child.  Once  a  week  a  group  of  gifted  children 
were  taken  from  their  regular  classrooms  to  work  on  special 
projects  of  their  own  selection.  The  aim  was  to  study  how  this 
group  worked  together.  We  found  their  interests  rather  di- 
verse. We  concluded,  in  agreement  with  the  experts  from 
Boston  University,  that  an  enriched  program  within  a  regular 
classroom  is  the  best  solution  for  the  gifted  child.  Teachers 
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are  trying  to  broaden  the  base  of  their  instruction  to  care  for 
this  problem. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chatham  School  Committee  and 
superintendent  for  allowing  me  to  attend  meetings  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Supervisors  Association.  It  has  been 
valuable  to  discuss  problems  with  others  in  my  position.  I  was 
also  happy  to  be  able  to  speak  on  "Our  Expanding  Social 
Studies  Program"  at  an  educational  conference  in  Sutton, 
Massachusetts,  and  on  the  same  topic  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  Massachusetts  Elementary  Principals  and  Supervisors  As- 
sociation in  Amherst. 

I  continue  to  enjoy  working  with  a  superintendent  who 
gives  constant  encouragement  to  progress  toward  better  edu- 
cation, toward  providing  for  individual  differences  in  stu- 
dents, and  toward  teachers'  continual  self-improvement.  My 
appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Chatham  School  Committee 
members,  to  both  school  principals,  to  teachers,  and  to  citi- 
zens of  Chatham  for  continued  cooperation,  friendliness,  and 
courtesy  as  we  face  together  the  important  task  of  developing 
citizens  of  the  future.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Art 


The  work  in  all  schools  and  grades  has  been  conducted 
by  Mr.  Harry  Holl.  To  do  this  he  has  had  to  spread  his  energy 
over  a  wide  territory.  His  visits  to  classes  have  necessarily 
been  less  frequent  than  is  desirable.  In  spite  of  this  he  has 
accomplished  a  great  deal.  In  his  report  he  discusses  the  fine 
work  done  in  his  classes  in  ceramics.  He  has  mentioned  the 
need  for  another  supervisor  in  the  two  towns.  In  order  that 
more  time  be  given  to  individuals  and  class  groups  the  School 
Committees  of  Chatham  and  Harwich  have  engaged  Mrs. 
Barbara  Elliot  of  Pawling,  New  York  to  take  over  part  of  the 
work  in  Art  instruction.  Mrs.  Elliot  was  trained  for  this  work 
at  Skidmore  College  and  has  five  years  supervising  experience 
in  all  grades. 
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Report  of  the 
Supervisor  of  High  School  Instrumental  Music 

Mr.  Piccolo  reports  that  the  orchestra  has  now  grown  to 
approximately  20  members,  that  instrumental  lessons  are 
available  to  all  pupils  grades  seven  through  twelve.  There 
have  been  scheduling  difficulties  which  have  been  partly 
solved.  Plans  are  under  way  for  concert  and  festival  activities. 
It  should  also  be  related  that  last  spring  the  band  received  a 
rebirth  through  contributions  of  over  twenty  five  hundred 
dollars.  Organizations,  and  individuals  contributed  over  one 
thousand  dollars  which  was  used  for  new  instruments,  repair 
of  old  ones,  music  and  music  stands.  Approximately  35  mer- 
chants and  individuals  gave  over  $1,500  for  the  35  new  uni- 
forms. The  unused  stage  in  the  Assemby  Hall  in  the  Chatham 
High  School  was  converted  by  the  School  Committee,  through 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  Cropley  and  some  pupils,  for  a  headquarters 
for  the  band,  including  instrument  and  uniform  storage. 
Space  is  at  a  premium  in  all  of  the  schools.  The  35  new 
uniforms  were  purchased  from  the  donated  funds.  New  in- 
struments were  obtained  by  the  School  Committee  to  the 
value  of  $1,000  at  no  cost  except  transportation  from  the 
government  surplus  depot  at  Taunton.  The  band  performed 
at  graduation  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  present.  It  later  won 
the  first  prize  in  the  Independence  Day  parade.  The  instru- 
mental program  receives  a  fine  start  in  the  elementary  school 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Griffiths.  He  reports  that  approx- 
imately 80  pupils  are  receiving  instrumental  instruction  in 
grades  one  through  six.  There  is  a  sharp  decline  in  numbers 
as  pupils  enter  grades  seven  and  eight.  One  reason  is  the 
difficulty  in  scheduling  practices  at  that  level.  In  a  larger 
school  the  difficulty  would  not  be  as  great.  This  applies  to 
vocal  music  and  art  as  well  as  instrumental  music.  Mr.  Grif- 
fiths is  giving  instruction  on  a  dozen  different  instruments. 
He  points  out  to  parents  that  the  American  Federation  of 
Music  has  just  announced  100  scholarships  for  students  of 
instrumental  music.  Mr.  Tileston  reports  the  formation  of  a 
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Junior  High  School  Glee  Club  for  girls;  also  a  Vocal  Ensem- 
ble. He  reports  that  a  Christmas  Operetta  will  be  presented 
by  the  pupils  of  the  Elementary  School.  He  notes  the  lack  of 
a  suitable  place  for  groups  to  rehearse  at  the  High  School. 
Chatham  was  well  represented  at  the  Union  No.  16  Festival, 
the  Cape  Cod  Massed  Music  Festival  and  at  the  New  England 
Music  Festival  at  Dover,  N.  H. 


Report  of  the  School  Physicians 


Dr.  Keene  reporting  for  the  physicians  states  that  688 
pupils  were  examined,  defects  recorded  and  parents  notified 
of  the  more  serious  ones.  He  reports  that  the  condition  of 
teeth  has  been  remarkably  improved,  largely  due  to  the  dental 
clinic.  He  notes  improved  posture,  good  nutritional  appear- 
ance, that  contagious  diseases  are  being  eliminated,  by  boost- 
er shots,  that  the  common  cold  is  still  the  greatest  cause  of 
absenteeism.  He  urges  greater  participation  in  the  school 
lunch  program.  The  report  of  the  school  nurse  follows  in  full: 


Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


Physical  examinations  by  Dr.  C.  H.  Keene  and  Dr.  H.  P. 
Hopkins  and  annual  vision  and  hearing  tests  have  been  made 
in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. In  addition  to  these  examinations  the  School  Health 
Program  offers  to  parents  the  privilege  of  an  annual  diabetic 
test  for  their  children.  Public  Health  workers  throughout  the 
Nation  are  making  a  more  concerted  effort  each  year  to  find 
those  who  are  known  to  be  "Hidden  Diabetics"  and  also  those 
who  show  this  tendency  during  their  early  years.  Good  re- 
sponse to  this  program  is  noted  in  the  elementary  grades  but 
could  be  better,  with  parental  co-operation  in  the  top  six 
grades.  Other  routine  phases  of  the  program  consist  of  yearly 
weighing  and  measuring,  pre-school  home  visits  and  physi- 
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cals,  and  booster  shots  for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whoop- 
ing Cough  given  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Moore  of  the  County  Health 
Department. 

The  School  Dental  Program  has  now  entered  into  its 
permanent  plan.  In  order  to  give  more  children  an  equal 
chance  to  attend  the  clinic  it  was  decided  to  give  all  second 
grade  pupils  an  opportunity  to  receive  treatment,  at  the  same 
time  urging  parents  to  continue  treatment  at  their  family 
dentist  when  possible,  in  order  to  extend  the  clinic  facilities 
to  include  emergency  work  for  children  in  other  categories. 
Dr.  Richard  Zeigler,  the  school  dentist,  and  the  clinic  advisors 
felt  that  this  age  group  could  benefit  most  from  both  the 
treatments  and  the  educational  aspects  of  the  clinic.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  make  the  visit  equally  educational  and 
pleasant  since  the  child  is  being  treated  in  an  atmosphere 
where  he  expects  to  learn  and  since  he  also  has  acquired  some 
learning  habits.  If  each  child's  ordinary  dental  problems  are 
under  control  at  this  age  it  should  not  become  too  great  a 
financial  burden  for  parents  to  continue  yearly  treatments  by 
the  family  dentist.  During  the  year  Dr.  Zeigler  will  present 
lectures  and  slides  to  other  grades  in  the  school. 

This  year  it  has  become  necessary  to  hire  a  nurse  assist- 
ant to  Miss  Guild  due  to  the  increase  in  Visiting  Nurse  work 
and  to  the  larger  school  population.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  R.  Tripp 
assumed  these  duties  in  October.  The  expert  assistance  of 
Mrs.  Barbara  Eldredge  with  the  school  testing  programs  in 
the  past  years  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

Report  on  Adult  Education 


This  fall  the  School  Committee  organized  evening  classes 
both  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Vocational  Division,  and  on  its  own.  The  division  of  Vo- 
cational Education   provided  funds   to  pay  the  teachers 
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salaries,  from  Federal  Funds,  for  three  classes  in  sewing,  two 
in  rug  braiding  and  one  in  rug  hooking.  Two  groups  are 
studying  typewriting  and  one  oil  painting.  In  these  three 
classes  the  cost  of  the  salaries  is  borne  by  the  participants. 
This  forward-looking  program,  initiated  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, include  approximately  135  adults.  Other  classes  will 
be  organized  in  the  fall  of  1959.  A  class  in  Adult  Alien  Educa- 
tion will  be  organized  if  there  is  a  demand  for  it.  Mrs.  Frances 
Nickerson,  Old  Harbor  Road,  Mrs.  Lillian  Bloomer,  Barcliff 
Avenue,  and  Ralph  R.  Crowell,  South  Chatham  kindly  accept- 
ed appointments  by  the  School  Committee  as  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  the  Adult  Vocational  Program.  Mrs.  Nickerson  is 
Chairman. 


Our  Increasing  Enrollment 


The  opening  of  schools  in  September  saw  an  increase  in 
enrollment  of  67  pupils.  This  is  a  healthy  ten  per  cent  more 
than  last  year.  As  numbers  increase  space  automatically 
shrinks.  At  present  the  elementary  school  is  so  full  that  the 
additional  first  grade  will  have  to  take  over  the  library.  This 
new  grade  is  not  temporary,  it  will  continue  from  year  to  year. 
Eventually  there  will  be  three  divisions  in  each  elementary 
grade,  requiring  seven  classrooms  not  now  available.  The 
addition  to  the  Chatham  High  School,  the  Chatham  High 
School,  and  the  new  Elementary  School  are  all  full.  Numbers 
increase  each  year.  The  School  Committee  are  modernizing 
the  "old  building"  as  rapidly  as  possible  as  well  as  providing 
adequate  equipment.  In  spite  of  these  efforts  the  overcrowd- 
ing will  become  more  acute.  The  cafeteria,  the  household  arts 
room,  the  science  laboratory,  the  music  and  art  facilities  can- 
not be  much  further  improved  without  the  creation  of  addi- 
tional space.  Chatham  must  have  more  rooms  for  its  school 
children.  Even  then  the  expansion  of  the  curriculum  will  be 
difficult,  and  the  improvement  of  the  subject  matter  offering 
will  be  expensive  due  to  the  small  size  of  the  school.  The  cost 
of  operating  a  first  class  small  school  is  tremendously  greater 
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per  child  than  in  a  larger  one.  Dr.  James  Conant,  former 
president  of  Harvard  University,  began  a  study  last  year  of 
the  American  High  School  under  the  auspices  of  the  Carnegie 
Corporation.  In  visits  to  more  than  50  comprehensive  public 
high  schools  in  20  states  he  has  been  observing  educational 
practices  and  analyzing  their  effects  on  the  total  school  pro- 
gram. He  has  made  a  report  as  to  his  findings.  It  is  important 
for  it  is  the  considered  opinion  of  a  brilliant  and  mature  mind 
that  has  been  dealing  with  educational  problems  for  40  years. 
Dr.  Conant's  original  work  in  education  was  in  the  secondary 
school,  an  important  factor  in  making  this  survey.  Space  does 
not  permit  printing  his  conclusions  in  full.  However,  they  will 
be  available  to  parents  and  to  the  general  public.  Some  of 
his  conclusions  deal  specifically  with  the  secondary  school 
problem  in  Chatham,  in  fact  in  Harwich,  Provincetown,  Well- 
fleet,  Bourne,  Sandwich  and  Falmouth  to  mention  some  near 
by  communities.  They  are  so  pertinent  to  our  problems  that 
they  almost  seem  to  be  aimed  in  our  direction. 

Following  are  some  quotes  from  Dr.  Conant's  report  on 
Secondary  Schools: 

"Every  community  needs  a  school  board  composed  of  hon- 
est, intelligent,  and  devoted  citizens".  We  are  fortunate  to 
have  Committees  that  measure  up  to  Dr.  Conant's  standard 
in  both  Chatham  and  Harwich. 

"In  some  states  the  number  one  problem  is  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  small  high  school  through  wise  district  reorganiza- 
tion.— I  have  become  convinced  by  what  I  have  observed  in 
the  last  year  and  by  the  evidence  presented  by  those  with 
wide  experience  in  school  administration  that  a  high  school 
with  a  graduating  class  of  less  than  100  cannot  provide  a 
satisfactory  education — this  is  particularly  true  in  regard  to 
the  education  of  the  more  able  pupils — in  California  less  than 
five  per  cent  of  the  youth  of  high  school  age  attend  a  school 
that  is  too  small— there  are  other  states  where  two  thirds 
are  going  to  schools  in  which  they  cannot  obtain  a  satisfac- 
tory education  because  the  school  is  far  too  small.— If  district 
organization  were  as  effective  in  all  states  as  in  California 
and  New  Jersey,  one  can  conclude  that,  instead  of  23,000  high 
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schools  in  the  nation  there  would  be  only  8  or  9,000 — over 
53  per  cent  of  the  high  schools  in  Massachusetts  are  too 
small  to  provide  a  satisfactory  education —  taxpayers  have  a 
right  to  try  to  keep  taxes  low  and  act  as  watchdogs  on  the 
use  of  public  funds — there  has  been  a  change  in  the  nature 
of  construction,  glass  and  steel  instead  of  brick  makes 
modern  construction  look  expensive  but  the  increase  in  the 
costs  of  building  schools  is  less  than  other  building  costs — the 
fraction  of  the  annual  school  budget  devoted  to  the  amorti- 
zation of  the  cost  of  a  new  building  is  never  high". 

In  this  report  Dr.  Conant  has  many  other  things  to  say 
of  the  secondary  school  curriculum,  graduation  honors,  diplo- 
mas, vocational  education,  the  study  of  foreign  languages, 
European  education  as  compared  to  ours,  grouping  pupils 
according  to  ability,  the  three  to  five  per  cent,  called  "the 
highly  gifted',  and  homework. 

Not  everyone  will  agree  with  his  conclusions.  However, 
one  thing  is  clear  whether  or  not  we  agree  with  him,  it  is  that 
additional  space  is  needed  for  the  increasing  school  popula- 
tion in  Chatham  and  at  as  early  a  date  as  it  can  be  provided. 
At  present  we  are  awaiting  the  report  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed last  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  study  the  Regional 
High  School  idea. 


Our  Teachers 


Last  April  Dr.  James  B.  Conant  in  addressing  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  School  Administrators 
in  Cleveland  said  "(there  are  two  prime  requisites  for  a  good 
public  school  system.  The  first  is  an  intelligent,  honest  and 
devoted  school  board;  the  second  is  a  first  rate  superin- 
tendent. And  where  one  is  concerned  with  the  public  high 
school,  as  many  are  today,  there  is  a  third  prerequisite  which 
needs  to  be  named:  that  is  a  first-class  principal. — There  are 
many  other  factors,  of  course,  but  the  determining  role  of  a 
few  personalities  is  rarely  appreciated  by  American  citizens 
when  they  talk  about  schools".  In  this  instance  Dr.  Conant 
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was  addressing  an  audience  largely  composed  of  10,000  school 
superintendents.  I  am  sure  he  did  not  intend  to  place  class- 
room teachers  in  a  secondary  position  for  it  has  been  univers- 
ally agreed  that  the  classroom  teacher  is  the  key  person  in 
any  educational  situation.  The  old  adage  "as  is  the  teacher 
so  is  the  school"  is  just  as  true  when  it  was  first  pronounced 
many  years  ago.  We  know  that  without  excellent  teachers  the 
schools  degenerate  into  mediocrity.  The  Chatham  School 
Committee  recognized  this  fact  when  the  new  salary  sched- 
ule was  adopted.  At  that  time  the  Committee  clearly  stated 
that  two  major  purposes  of  the  schedule  were  to  obtain  and 
to  retain  the  services  of  strong  teachers.  Encouraged  by  the 
schedule  a  large  number  of  teachers  engaged  in  professional 
study  this  year.  Some  obtained  master's  degrees,  some  bach- 
elors and  others  took  courses  to  improve  their  professional 
position.  In  Chatham  this  year  there  were  only  two  vacancies, 
and  both  were  retirements.  In  the  case  of  Mrs.  Crowell  15 
years  had  been  spent  in  the  service  of  Chatham  children.  The 
salary  schedule  enabled  us  to  secure  replacements  with  both 
good  training  and  experience.  In  Harwich  there  was  only  one 
vacancy,  again  in  this  case  the  reason  was  retirement.  Again, 
in  this  case  we  were  able  to  secure  the  services  of  a  well- 
trained,  experienced,  mature  teacher.  The  small  number  of 
vacancies  may  well  be  due  to  the  holding  power  of  the  salary 
schedules. 

In  1957  it  was  decided  to  place  all  teachers  and  super- 
visors on  the  proper  step  as  determined  by  training  and  exper- 
ience. Due  to  the  expense  it  was  decided  to  do  this  over  a 
three  year  period.  The  first  third  of  the  journey  is  now  behind. 
In  1960  it  will  be  completed.  At  that  time  both  Committees 
will  be  in  excellent  position  to  retain  good  teachers  and  to 
obtain  good  ones  as  need  arises.  Our  teachers  are  rapidly 
becoming  a  respectably  paid  group.  There  is  one  fact  that 
they  should  not,  and  I  am  sure  will  not,  forget— it  is  if  they 
are  to  be  well-paid  the  School  Committee,  the  taxpayer  and 
the  parents  have  a  right  to  expect  conscientious  efforts- 
excellence  in  teaching  from  them.  High  standards  of  teach- 
ing automatically  must  go  along  with  a  good  salary  schedule. 
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We  must  all  remember  that  the  children  of  Chatham  and 
Harwich  will  increasingly  profit  by  any  and  every  improve- 
ment in  the  salary  schedule. 


Conclusion 


The  year  has  been  productive  due  to  the  support  of  the 
School  Committee's  program  by  the  taxpayers  and  parents 
and  due  to  the  cooperation  between  the  staff,  other  employees 
and  the  Committee.  From  the  standpoint  of  in-service  train- 
ing, improvement  of  teachers,  improvement  of  the  curriculum, 
adequate  equipment,  organization  of  the  program,  the  im- 
provement of  the  existing  plant,  and  the  implementation  of 
the  salary  schedule  progress  has  been  made.  There  is  much 
more  to  do. 

Our  task — the  task  of  the  home,  school  and  community — 
is  to  see  that  no  child  is  undereducated  and  that  every  child 
receives  a  balanced  education.  The  future  of  education  will 
be  met  because  parents,  educators,  and  citizens  know  that 
education  is  an  invulnerable  defense  for  a  free  people.
